Of  the  Board  of  Education  the  corporate  name  is,  "  'The  Trustees  of  the 
Board  of  Education  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  ofAinei-iea.^' 

The  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  is  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  New 
York,  under  the  style  oT  "  The  Board  of  Foreiijn  Missions  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America.'^ 

The  Board  of  Publication  is  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  Pennsylvania, 
under  the  style  of  "  'J'hc  Truatecs  of  the  Preahyter  an  Board  of  Publication.'''' 

The  Board  of  Church  Extension  of  the  General  Assembly  is  not  incorpo- 
rated, but  the  following  form  of  bequest,  it  is  supposed,  would  be  valid: 

''I  bequeath  to  my  executors  the  sum  of dollars,  in  trust,  to  pay  over 

the  same  in after  my  decease,  to  the  person  who,  wiien  the  same  shall 

be  payable,  shall  act  as  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Pr>  shyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America, 
located  in  the  City  of  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  to  be  applied  to  the  uses  and  purposes 
of  said  Boar  1,  and  under  its  directions;  and  the  receipt  of  the  said  Treasurer 
shall  be  a  full  and  legal  ac(juittance  of  my  said  executors  for  the  same." 

Tiie  Fund  for  the  relief  of  Disabled  Ministers,  and  the  Needy  Widows 
and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Ministers,  is  under  t'.;e  care  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
General  Assembly,  who  give  the  following  form: 

''I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  executors  hereinafter  named, dollars,  in 

trust,  nevertheless  that  they  shall,  within month ■<  after  my  decease,  pay 

the  same  to  George  II.  Van  Geliler,  Treasurer  of  the  Trustees  of  the  General 
Assembly  (f  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  or  to  his 
successor  for  the  time  Ijeing  in  said  office,  for  the  use  of  such  disabled  ministers 
and  their  families  as  the  said  the  Trustees  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Pres- 
terian  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  shall  or  may  designate."

ACTION  OF  THE  GENEEAL  ASSEMBLY  OF  1868, 


The  Committee  appointed  to  examine  the  Report  of  the 
Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  begs  leave  to  report  as  Al- 
lows, viz. 

The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  presents 
much  that  is  gratifying  and  satisfactory.  During  a  part  of 
the  year  great  anxiety  was  felt,  on  account  of  deficient  funds, 
but  .the  apprehensions  proved  unfounded,  and  the  fiscal 
year  ended  prosperously.  The  receipts  from  the  churches 
amounted  to  $113,109.69.  This  sum,  however,  would  have 
proved  inadequate  to  the  expenditures,  had  it  not  been  for 
the  previous  balance  of  the  year  preceding,  and  the  reserve 
fund,  which  enabled  the  Committee  to  pay  out  $144,600.05, 
and  to  close  the  year  with  a  balance  of  $19,443.99.  Of  this 
balance,  $12,250.50  were  due  to  missionaries,  leaving  a  work- 
ing balance  of  only  about  $7,000.00.  This  result,  gratifying 
as  it  is,  inasmuch  as  the  Board  ends  the  year  without  debt, 
was  only  reached  by  curtailing  the  salaries  of  the  mission- 
aries, already  scanty  enough,  twenty-five  per  cent.,  as  well  as 
by  voluntary  economy  in  the  office. 

The  number  of  missionaries  employed  during  the  year  was 
619,  in  thirty-two  States  and  Territories;  59  churches  have 
been  organized;  3382  persons  have  been  admitted  on  profes- 
sion of  their  faith;  and  2120  by  certificate.  The  Baptisms 
reported  were  3079.  Many  of  the  missionaries  report  revi- 
vals and  times  of  refreshing  from  on  high. 


The  Financial  Report  has  been  duly  audited  and  appears 
to  be  satisfactory. 

The  Board,  after  making  trial  of  District  Secretaries,  is  still 
favorable  to  the  plan. 

It  is  exceedingly  desirable  that  the  Board  should  have 
larger  resources  placed  at  its  disposal.  Without  such 
resources  this  right  arm  of  the  Church  must  be  crippled.  It 
will  be  impossible  to  carry  out  the  large  and  liberal  plan  re- 
commended by  the  last  Assembly,  unless  ample  means  are 
furnished.  The  sum  of  $500,000  would  not  be  too  much  to 
enable  the  Board  to  guarantee  a  supply  to  every  vacant  pul- 
pit in  the  land,  and  to  give  employment  to  every  unemployed 
minister  who  is  willing  to  work.  If  the  Board  only  had  the 
money,  it  would  easily  find  the  men.  Then  the  wilderness 
would  blossom  as  the  rose.  It  is  not  creditable  to  us  as  a 
denomination,  that  only  the  fourth  of  that  amount  is  raised, 
and  that  we  are  left  out  of  debt  only  by  curtailing  the  small 
salaries  of  the  missionaries.  It  is  hoped  that  this  necessity 
may  not  occur  again.  Your  Committee  begs  leave  to  urge 
the  Assembly  to  press  this  matter  on. delinquent  Presbyteries 
and  churches.  Nine  hundred  and  thirty-seven  churches 
have  contributed  nothing  to  the  funds  of  the  Board. 

In  view  of  the  contemplated  resignation  of  Dr.  Janeway, 
for  seven  years  the  laborious  and  successful  Corresponding 
Secretary,  the  Presbyteries  of  St.  Paul,  Southern  Minnesota, 
Winnebago,  Milwaukie,  and  Dane,  have  sent  overtures,  or 
memorials,  praying  that  Dr.  Janeway  may  be  retained 
another  year,  and  that  an  Associate  Secretary  may  be  chosen, 
who  shall  visit  the  mission  fields  and  share  the  duties  of  the 
office,  enjoying  the  benefit  of  Dr.  Jane  way's  experience  and 
advice,  so  as  to  be  the  better  qualified  to  succeed  him  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  The  Presbytery  of  Bureau  prays  that  a 
practical  man  may  be  appointed,  who  has  bejn  himself 
a  missionary,  full  of  experience  and  sympathy.     The  Com- 


mittee  contents  itself  with  laying  these  suggestions  before 
the  Assembly. 

The  Committee  recommends  the  following  resolutions, 
viz., 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  Eeport  of  the  Board  of  Missions  be 
adopted,  and  published  as  usual. 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  Board  is  entitled  to  the  thanks  of  the 
Church  for  its  assiduous  and  prudent  management. 

Resolved,  3.  That  every  pastor,  or  supply,  be  required  to 
present  this  cause  before  his  congregation  annually;  that  a 
collection,  however  small,  be  taken  up  in  every  church;  and 
that  each  Presbytery  inquire  whether  this  direction  has  been 
complied  with. 

Resolved,  4.  That  the  claims  of  the  Border  States  and  west- 
ern cities  be  .strongly  commended  to  the  attention  of  the 
Board. 


SIXTY-SIXTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF   THE 


BOARD   OF  DOMESTIC  MISSI0X8 


FROM  MARCH  1,  1S67,  TO  MARCH  1,  1S68. 


In  presenting  this  our  Sixty-sixth  Annual  Report  to  the 
General  Assembly,  we  would  bless  God  for  that  mercy  vouch- 
safed, during  the  year  which  has  closed,  in  relieving  us  from 
threatened  embarrassments,  and  for  the  shortness  of  the  period 
during  which  our  accustomed  regularity  of  payments  to  the 
missionaries  was  interrupted.  The  appeals  we  were  con- 
strained to  make  to  the  churches,  were  kindly  answered,  and 
the  closing  months  of  the  fiscal  year  were  rendered  easy. 
We  have  been  gladdened,  too,  by  reports  of  precious  revivals  in 
the  missionary  fields,  and  the  sure,  though  slow,  (for  our 
impatient  minds)  advance  of  the  work,  in  this  our  wonder- 
fully expanding  country. 

Two  members  of  the  Board  have  ceased  from  their  labors 
during  the  year — Rev.  J.  M.  Krebs,  D.  D.,  of  New  York,  a 
firm,  wise,  and  earnest  friend  of  the  cause,  and  Rev.  J.  M.. 
Lowrie,  D.  D.,  of  Fort  Wayne — one,  who  in  our  short-sighted 
view,  could  illy  be  spared  from  the  post  he  filled  so  well.  He 
was  .interrupted  only  by  failing  health  from  schemes  of  gener- 
ous enlargement  in  that  part  of  his  adopted  State,  which  puts 
forth  such  unmistakable  signs  of  wondrous  growth.  As  it  seems. 
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to  US,  such  men  are  too  precious  to  lose ;  but  the  Master  know- 
eth  -what  is  best  for  the  Church  which  he  has  purchased  by 
his  blood. 

Three  of  our  missionary  brethren  have  died — Rev.  George 
Porter,  of  Iowa,  Rev.  Thomas  Bellamy,  and  the  Rev.  Fred- 
erick Steins,  both  of  New  York. 


Details  of  the  Year. 

The  whole  number  in  commission,  as  will  appear  from  the 
tables  we  append  to  this  Report,  during  the  year  closing  March, 
1868,  is  619. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  had  459,  since  added  160, 
making  the  total  already  mentioned.  These  have  been  dis- 
trsbuted  over  32  States  and  Territories,  as  follows,  viz.,

As  worthy  a  set  of  men,  taken  as  a  whole,  as  any  society 
has  had  the  pleasure  of  employing:  their  relations  to  the 
oflSce  pleasant — in  work  laborious,  and,  in  a  large  number  of 
instances,  cheered  by  the  approbation  of  God,  rendering  them 
wise  in  winning  souls.  From  the  statistical  reports  received,  the 
information  is  cheering.  They  have  not  been  laggard  in  their 
work — have  borne  their  trials  without  murmuring,  and  in  some 
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cases,  even  heroically — to  the  sorrows  of  this  life  they  have 
been  exposed ;  and  the  quarterly  reports  tell  of  sickness  and 
death  in  their  families. 

59  churches  have  been  organized. 

11  churches  have  become  self-sustaining  and  require  no 
more  aid. 

The  number  admitted  to  the  communion  of  the  church  on 
profession  of  their  faith  was  3382,  and  on  certificate,  2120 — a 
total  of  5502. 

The  entire  membership  of  the  churches  aided  by  the  Board, 
as  far  as  reported,  is  28,553. 

The  Sabbath-schools  in  our  mission  fields  number  452,  with 
4155  teachers,  and  31,917  scholars. 

The  number  of  baptisms  reported  is  3079. 

Appropriations. 

The  amount  we  were  able  to  promise  during  the  year  ending 
March  1,  1868,  was  $112,080.50,  some  decrease  on  the  year 
previous.  This  is  below  the  known  ability  of  the  church,  and 
sadly  inadequate  to  the  magnitude  of  the  work,  and  the  unpre- 
cedented growth  of  our  country.  We  fear,  that  in  too  many 
cases,  the  salaries  granted  are  below  the  necessities  of  the 
brethren,  and  insufficient  to  raise  them  above  the  corrosions  of 
care,  and  thus  preventing  them  making  full  proof  of  their  min- 
istry. It  is  a  poor  economy  which  prevents  unfettered  action, 
especially  in  these  outlying  fields,  where  changes  occur  in 
that  sudden  growth,  so  beyond  all  that  is  known  in  the  older 
States  of  the  Union. 

Finances. 

ReeeipU. — The  entire  amount  received  during  the  fiscal 
year  from  all  sources,  was  $108,069.55,  to  which  add  $4440.14, 
received  in  and  disbursed  subject  to  our  order,  in  the  loyal  and 
adhering  Synod  of  Kentucky,  and  we  have  an  aggregate  of 
$113,109.69,  an  excess  of  the  receipts  of  the  former  year,  of 
$16,131.88.  Our  balance  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the 
jeaj'Was  $9126.30,  to  this  was  added  the  remnants  of  the 
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reserved  fund  of  $41,808.05,  which  with  the  $113,109.69 
above  mentioned,  were  our  available  resources  to  meet  the 
heavy  appropriations  which  we  reported  last  year,  and  those 
maturing  the  current  year.  All  on  hand  March  1,  1867,  with 
what  was  received  to  October  1,  did  not  save  us  from  embar- 
rassment ;  and,  for  a  few  weeks,  we  were  unable  to  make  our 
payments  with  that  punctuality  which  has  been  our  joy.  An 
appeal  to  the  churches  and  the  annual  collections  in  November 
relieved  us,  and  the  stream  iBowed  out  in  its  usual  regularity,  to 
our  own  gratification  and  the  relief  of  our  missionary  brethren. 

Payments. — The  amount  paid  out  was  $146,600.05  for  mis- 
sionary services  and  expenses,  leaving  a  balance  March  1, 
1868,  of  $19,443.99. 

The  balance  to  unaccustomed  minds  may  seem  large,  after 
the  known  embarrassments  of  the  Board  in  the  early  autumn, 
but  it  has  been  accomplished  by  the  unwonted  increase  of  the 
collections,  almost  equal  to  the  reported  balance.  Some 
$12,250.50  were  due  the  missionaries  March  1st,  leaving  only 
$7,193.49,  which,  with  receipts  expected,  during  the  next 
seven  months,  will  hardly  suffice  to  meet  with  any  regularity 
the  maturing  claims  for  labor  to  be  rendered.  There  is, 
therefore,  no  particular  reason  for  congratulation  in  the  pos- 
session of  what  may  seem  to  the  unpractised  a  large  balance. 
The  usual  receipts  from  March  1st,  to  November  1st,  of  each 
year  are  so  fixed,  in  their  regular  inflow,  that  we  are  able,  with 
easy  calculation,  to  ascertain  our  ability  to  enlarge  fields,  or 
increase  salaries.  The  extent  of  our  liabilities  is  what  we  have 
promised,  in  the  name  of  the  Church,  to  our  missionary 
brethren.  We  venture  to  quote  a  sentence  in  our  last  Report, 
page  12.  "  If,  then,  the  increase  of  the  Church's  liberality 
shall  be  the  same  during  the  year  on  which  we  have  just  en- 
tered, our  Treasury  will  be  exhausted — balance  and  reserved 
fund — by  the  beginning  of  October  next."  It  was  strictly 
trije — the  calculations  in  this  office  are  as  rigorous  and  as 
truthful,  as  in  any  well-ordered  commercial  establishment. 
We  explained  last  year  fully,  the  reason  of  the  too  generous 
expansion,  and  our  fears  that  it  would  not  be  justified  by 
facts.  We  have  abundant  reason  to  bless  God,  that  there  has 
been  so  much  increase  during  the  year  closed,  when  we  recall, 
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that  it  was  a  year  of  painful  anxiety  with  men  of  business. 
Trade  was  stagnant — money  scarce — credit  shaken,  and  the 
country  not  settled  as  to  its  fiscal  policy,  after  a  long  and  ex- 
pensive war.  That  there  was  no  decrease  as  our  fears 
imagined,  but  that  there  was  in  fact,  so  creditable  an  increase, 
is  reason  enough  for  gratitude  to  God.  The  regular  inflow 
from  the  churches,  and  our  present  system,  which  allows  no 
special  and  extraordinary  efforts,  and  which  relies  upon  the  ex- 
isting ministry;  must  of  necessity  be  the  ground  of  sober  cal- 
culation. Excluding  large  and  unusual  legacies,  like  that  of  the 
late  John  Kerr,  Esq.,  of  Troy,  N.  Y.,  a  few  years  since,  the 
income  of  the  last  seven  years,  covered  by  the  present  admin- 
istration, has  increased  from  $71,200,  to  $113,109.69,  or  about 
$6,000  per  annum.  This  is  the  basis  of  legitimate  expansion, 
and  unless  it  can  be  shown,  that  hereafter,  in  the  use  of  other 
agencies  than  those  now  permitted,  an  unusual  augmentation 
of  our  resources  may  be  expected,  the  Executive  Committee, 
to  whom  has  been  committed  the  management  of  these  great 
interests,  dare  not  go  beyond  the  clearly  expressed  will  of  the 
Church  as  seen  in  the  amount  of  her  annual  contributions. 

Last  year,  we  reported,  that  with  cheerful  prospects,  we  had 
inaugurated  a  system  of  District  Secretaries — we  were  con- 
vinced of  the  wisdom  of  the  plan,  in  the  hands  of  proper  men. 
The  Assembly  did  not  seem  to  us  to  encourage  its  enlarge- 
ment, and  the  name  was  changed,  contrary  to  our  wishes  and 
full  belief,  that  the  one  we  had  selected,  was  appropriate.  We 
have  several  excellent  brethren  in  this  service  doing  nobly. 
Rev.  J.  L.  Lapsley  in  Kentucky,  Rev.  H.  R.  Wilson,  D.  D.,  in 
Missouri,  Rev.  J.  C.  Mason,  Iowa,  Rev.  D.  C.  Lyon  in  Minne- 
sota, Rev.  S.  Mitchell  in  AVisconsin,  and  Rev.  Dr.  J.  P. 
S  afford  in  Indiana. 

Rev.  Dr.  Hamilton  had  just  entered  on  his  work  in  Illinois, 
when  he  was  removed  by  sudden  death.  The  Synod  of  Illinois 
Seemed  in  their  action  to  be  unfavorable  to  its  continuance,  and 
the  Board  preferred  to  await  the  action  of  the  Assembly  before 
filling  that  vacancy  and  expanding  the  system,  as  they  should 
willingly  have  done,  had  they  been  encouraged :  they  respectfully 
add  that  they  are  fully  satisfied  with  the  wisdom  and  economy 
of  the  plan,  and  believe  it  susceptible  of  great  improvement  in 
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the  hands  of  skilful  men.  But  we  realize  that  we  are  the  crea- 
ture of  the  Assembly,  and  care  not  to  go  faster  than  the  wis- 
dom of  the  Church  urges.  The  committee  appointed  by  the 
last  Assembly  on  the  affairs  of  the  Board  are  expected  to 
report,  and  it  seemed  wise  and  more  respectful  to  wait  until 
the  action  of  your  venerable  body  is  on  record.  We  venture 
to  say,  that  no  more  important  and  solemn  a  matter  can 
engage  your  attention,  than  the  examination  of  the  question 
How  we  can  give  more  efl&ciency  to  Domestic  Missions?  Our 
country,  unlike  any  which  have  preceded  us  in  the  history  of 
nations,  in  its  wonderful  development, — our  Church  in  its  tra- 
ditional missionary  character — the  crisis  which  is  upon  the 
nations,  in  the  startling  changes  which  sweep  in  breathless  suc- 
cession over  the  world ;  impressively  tell  us  of  the  importance 
of  the  subject  and  the  need  of  wisdom  to  shape  our  course. 
The  measures  we  used  thirty  years  since,  will  not  avail  now. 
We  live  as  in  a  new  era,  and  on  the  eve  of  vast  events.  It  will 
not  be  deemed  immodest,  if  the  Board  respectfully  ask  the  best 
attention  of  the  Assembly  to  the  proposed  plans  of  the  com- 
mittee appointed  last  year,  and  their  adoption,  if  wise ;  or  the 
employment  of  such  as  will  give  our  beloved  Church  her 
standing  alongside  of  others,  who  have  gone  forth  to  take  pos- 
session of  this  fair  land  in  the  name  of  Him  who  is  our  only 
King  and  our  only  Bishop. 

Other  Donations. 

In  addition  to  the  cash  paid  from  the  office,  important  aid, 
to  a  large  amount,  has  been  rendered  to  the  missionaries,  in  a 
variety  of  forms.  Boxes  of  clothing,  amounting  to  116,  and 
valued  at  $22,163.08,  an  advance  over  the  previous  year  of 
upwards  of  $3,000,  have  been  furnished  by  "  those  women, 
who  have  helped  us  in  the  Lord."  The  correspondence,  which 
we  have  endeavored  to  institute  between  the  churches  thfts 
helping  and  the  recipients  of  their  bounty,  reveals  active 
Christian  sympathy  in  their  self-denial  and  toiling  labors — 
Joy  in  their  successes  and  stimulating  prayers  for  them,  have 
done  thus  more  good,  than  the  offerings  themselves,  timely  as 
they  were.     Missionary  zeal  has  been  increased — the  painful 
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apathy  and  the  dismal  ignorance  of  the  Home  missionary  work, 
have  heen  dispelled  to  the  full  extent  of  these  efforts.  And 
when  we  think,  how  easily,  and  at  what  slight  cost  compara- 
tively, these  boxes  are  prepared,  and  then  the  cheering  results 
referred  to,  we  marvel  that  more  of  our  church  associations 
do  not  desire  this  luxury  of  good-doing.  Among  the  many 
who  have  done  well,  we  may  make  honorable  mention  of  the 
doings  of  the  associations  in  the  Tenth  and  Central  Churches, 
Philadelphia,  who,  year  after  year,  by  an  admirable  arrange- 
ment, have  sent  many  and  most  valuable  boxes  to  our  brethren. 
The  testimony  received  from  those  thus  aided,  is,  that  in  the 
exigency  which  compelled  the  Board  to  reduce  the  appropria- 
tions, these  donations  of  clothing  have  brought  wonderful 
relief,  and  in  many  cases,  prevented  that  suffering  which  was 
feared.  "Were  we  to  reckon  also,  the  bells,  cabinet-organs,  me- 
lodeons,  that  have  been  presented  to  mission  churches — Bibles, 
hymn-books,  and  Sabbath-school  books,  furnished, — religious 
papers  sent  by  private  kindness  to  needy  brethren,  as  well  as 
sums  of  money,  sent  in  answer  to  statements  of  special  dis- 
tress ;  we  may  well  rejoice  in  the  hope,  that  nothing  but  infor- 
mation is  needed,  to  evoke  the  tender  sympathies  and  the 
cheerful  aid  for  this  great  work.  There  is  warmth  enough  in 
the  Church,  to  feel  for  all  and  provide  for  the  destitutions 
which  multiply,  and  the  necessities  of  brethren,  who,  in  the 
name  of  the  Church,  have  gone  forth  to  take  possession  of 
this  goodly  land. 

The  Character  of  our  Work. 

We  have  two  objects: 

1st.  To  supplement  the  salaries  of  ministers  laboring  in 
feeble  churches.  The  number  of  these  will  depend  greatly  on 
the  faithfulness  of  Presbyteries,  on  the  vigilance  with  which 
they  are  cared  for,  and  the  manner  in  which  the  best  energies 
of  the  soliciting  churches  are  evoked.  It  is  manifest,  that  much 
could  be  done  by  grouping  feeble  and  adjoining  churches 
under  one  pastorate,  and  thus  securing  the  support  he  needs, 
without  an  appeal  to  the  Board,  The  wisdom  of  this  is  so 
manifest,  that  it  is  not  worth  an  argument.  Men  are  dwarfed 
by  small  fields — our  nature  sanctified  but  in  part,  requires  the 
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promptings  of  motives  ;  and  then  the  necessities  of  the  land  are 
so  great  and  the  laborers  so  few,  that  it  is  improper  to  require  for 
a  small  field,  labors  which  might  successfully  cultivate  a  county. 
The  Board  are  powerless  here — the  manifest  evil  can  be  cured 
only  by  the  wisdom  and  earnest  zeal  of  the  Church. 

2d.  The  great  design  of  our  fathers,  in  the  erection  of  the 
standing  Committee  on  Missions,  afterwards  enlarged  into  a 
Board,  was  to  extend  the  limits  of  the  Church,  by  sending  into 
unoccupied  fields  and  along  the  advancing  frontier,  missionaries 
to  preach  the  gospel,  and  to  gather  the  scattered  sheep  of 
Christ,  amid  the  destitutions  which  enlarge  and  increase  year 
by  year.  No  means  but  these  are  adequate.  How  shall  they 
hear  2vithout  a  preacher,  and  hoiv  shall  they  preach  except  they 
he  sent.  Other  agencies  are  inferior  and  subordinate.  The 
gospel  is  God's  plan,  and  it  has  never  failed  in  its  diversified 
experiments.  It  is  now,  as  at  Pentecost,  and  it  will  be  the 
same  when  the  last  of  the  elect  are  gathered.  All  that  is  dear 
and  precious  and  worth  living  for,  depend  upon  this  preached 
word.  They  are  sent  forth,  along  with  that  busy  tide  which 
rolls  so  grandly  across  our  rivers  and  our  plains.  The  thing 
is  sublime,  if  we  could  only  see  it ;  and  it  is  worth  our  best 
energies  to  struggle  with  difiiculties,  as  we  seek  to  keep  motion 
to  the  tread  of  this  advancing  population. 

The  Field  We  Cultivate, 

To  every  creature  under  Heaven  is  this  gospel  to  be 
preached.  Hence,  for  convenience,  our  Church  has  its  two 
schemes — not  rivals,  but  coordinate — Foreign  and  Domestic.  It 
is  more  properly  a  missionary  church,  acting  through  its  two 
Standing  Committees,  and  sending  the  gospel  to  mankind.  The 
one,  casts  its  eye  over  the  teeming  millions,  beyond  our  conti- 
nent, and  over  fields  of  immeasurable  extent,  whose  very  vast- 
ness  fatigues  and  overpowers — continents  swarming  with  de- 
graded life,  isles  basking  in  loveliness  on  the  bosom  of  the  sea, 
but  foul  with  the  abominations  of  heathen  error.  That  is  our 
work  as  a  Church.  From  this  we  cannot  escape,  without  dis- 
loyalty to  God.  These  claims  are  upon  us — we  have  enough 
and  to  spare  for  this  work.  The  earth  is  the  Lord's  and  the 
fulness  thereof. 
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The,  field  for  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  is  this  broad 
continent — we  begin  at  Jerusalem.     We  have  now,  since  our 
recent   purchases,    more  than    four  millions  of  square  miles, 
reaching  from  the  regions  of  eternal  snow,  to  the  edge  of  the 
tropics  with  its  perpetual  summer — stretching  from  the  Atlantic 
to  the  Pacific — soon  to  be  traversed  by  the  iron  road,  which 
realizes  the  dream  of  former  navigators  and  finds  a  passage  to 
the  East  by  the  West ;    thus  diminishing  the  distance  Jbetween 
populous  China  and  the  old  world.     Here  is  our  field  in  its  mag- 
nificence.   It  is  worthy  of  profoundest  study,  and  affords  matter 
of  marvellous  speculation.     In  the  conversion  of  this  land  to 
Christ,  the  heathen  world  has  the  deepest  interest.     It  is  im- 
possible that  this    influence  for  good  or    evil  over  the  world 
should  be    ignored.     Behold    it — its  magnitude — its   imperial 
magnificence.     The  Atlantic  slope  with  its  wonderful  cities  and 
increasing  wealth,  the   basin  which  the  Mississippi  drains — 
those  marvellous  plains,  so  full  of  gold  and  the  precious  things 
of  the  earth — the  shores  of  the  Pacific,  holding  intercourse  with 
China — such  an  empire',  the  world  never  saw  before.     This  is 
our  field — the  population  of  forty  millions,  hourly  swollen  by 
an  unprecedented  immigration  of  men,  who  seek  to  improve 
their  condition  and  the  fullest  liberty — the  natural  increase  of 
itself  extraordinary — all  making  certain,  that   in  thirty   odd 
years,  we  can  count  one  hundrdd  millions,  and  then  have  less 
than  thirty  to  the  square  mile.      The  area  of  our  country  and 
its  amazing  fertility,  and  emboweling  as  it  does,  all  the  min- 
erals which  contribute  to  human    advancement;  able  to  hold 
six  hundred  millions — beyond  China — beyond  any  other  land 
of  which  we  have  heard — who  shall  live  when  God  doeth  this  ? 
This  is  the  land  and  this  the  population  for  which  our  Church 
now  must  p  t  forth  her  energies.     The  increase  of  population 
in  some  portions  is  wonderful.     In  five  years,  while  war  was 
raging,  Illinois  added  500,000  to  the  number  of  her  citizens — 
Free  Missouri  in   four  years,  has   advanced  from  700,000  to 
1,250,000,  yet  the  tide  surges  on — its  fertile  fields — its  won- 
derful mines,  make  the  State  an  object  of  keen  desire.     Then 
beyond  the  Missouri — beyond  Kansas,  a  few  years  since  the 
scene  of  keen  contention — on  the  plains  which  skirt  the  Rocky 
Mountains — towns   and   cities  grow  9.s  by  magic — population 
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earnest,  enterprising,  rushes  in.  We  have  a  few  brethren  in 
Colorado — not  enough  to  form  a  Presbytery — and  besides — we 
have  none  in  the  regions  beyond — Nevada — Idaho — Dacotah — 
Arizona  and  Utah.  We  have  not  in  our  treasury  means  to 
send  men — such  missions  are  necessarily  expensive.  While  we 
write,  a  brother  with  superior  qualifications  for  exploring  and 
itinerant  labor,  urges  us  to  send  him  to  Colorado.  We  desire 
to  do  so,  yet  we  hesitate.  The  field  affords  at  first  no  relief — 
the  whole  support  must  come  from  the  ofiice.  Until  the  rail-road 
is  completed,  the  expense  of  living  is  unusually  high.  Towns, 
six  montns  since  unknown  to  geography,  are  rising  into  im- 
portance, with  an  enterprising  and  possibly  a  rough  population. 
Ought  we  not  to  have  our  representatives  there  ?  Can  we  not 
at  least  follow  the  first  wave  as  it  rolls  across  the  continent  ? 
The  character  of  the  population  is  an  important  element  in 
our  calculations.  .For  enterprise,  education,  intelligence,  and 
energy,  the  world  furnishes  no  equal.  But  with  it,  mingles 
error,  superstition,  infidelity,  and  looseness  of  morals.  Hence 
the  pressing  necessity  to  work ;  this  makes  the  missionary  ser- 
vice of  our  Church  so  urgent.  This  people,  properly  cultured 
by  the  softening  influences  of  religion,  would  be  of  immea- 
surable value  to  the  world — if  degraded  by  the  debasing  ten- 
dencies of  our  corrupt  nature,  it  will  be  a  curse  to  itself  and  a 
scourge  to  mankind.  The  immigration  from  Europe,  so  greatly 
stimulated  of  late  years,  is  deeply  popish,  or  as  sadly  infidel. 
The  loose  thinkers  of  the  continent  released  from  the  thraldom 
of  state  religion,  can  hardly  find  liberty  enough.  To  live  as 
they  choose — to  tread  Sabbath  under  reckless  feet — to  indulge 
in  immoderate  drinking  is  the  demand,  and  they  threaten  timid 
politicians,  to  sway  from  side  to  side  in  the  politics  of  the  day, 
according  to  the  bargains  they  can  drive  with  unscrupulous 
party  leaders.  The  superstitions  of  the  old  world  are  here, 
and  a  crafty  priesthood  by  costly  churches  and  imposing 
schools,  seek  not  only  to  maintain  their  hold  upon  the  immi- 
grant, but  gather  unawares  the  nominal  Protestants  into  their 
fold.  What  is  to  be  done  to  reach  these  masses?  Their  language 
is  foreign  to  our  ears;  and  therefore,  they  are  to  be  reached  by 
worthy  men,  who  can  speak  to  them  in  the  language  in  which 
they  were  born,  the  wonderful  works  of  God.     There  never 
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was  spread  before  the  Church  in  any  period  of  her  history,  so 
grand  a  work  and  so  grandly  important.  The  urgency  is — 
now  or  never — wow,  in  the  formation  period,  as  the  population 
sinks  slowly  into  our  own — now,  before  we  lose  the  opportuni- 
ties never  to  be  recovered — now,  to  impress  the  gristle  ere  it 
harden  into  bone.  It  is  worth  while  to  live  now,  amid  these 
sublime  opportunities  in  which  to  labor  for  the  Master,  and  do 
our  part,  however  humble,  to  convert  this  magnificent  domain 
to  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord. 

Demand  for  Laborers. 

The  appeals  which  we  receive  from  our  brethren  for  more 
help,  are  affecting  in  the  extreme.  •  Surely  if  all  our  people 
could  read  them,  they  would  awake  to  the  magnitude  of  the 
work  and  the  urgency  of  the  case.  They  tell  of  silent  Sab- 
baths and  want  of  sanctuary  privileges — of  men  reared  in  the 
faith  of  our  Church,  not  hearing  a  sermon  for  years.  They 
tell  of  various  errors  and  the  soul-destroying  heresies — of  im- 
morality stalking  in  broad  daylight,  and  they  implore  for  more 
men  of  God.  Exhausted  themselves  by  abundant  labors, 
unable  to  overtake  the  rapidly  developing  fields;  they  look  to 
the  Board  with  anxious  eyes  for  brethren  to  share  the  toils  and 
honors  of  their  frontier  work.  Important  positions  are  men- 
tioned, which  promise  much,  for  vigorous  and  early  efforts,  if 
aided  for  a  little  while  now.  There,  the  man  of  sin,  in  an 
earnestness  worthy  of.  a  better  cause,  rears  his  gilded  cross  to 
the  sun  in  such  sad  profanation  of  the  blessed  symbol  of  our 
faith,  and  seems  to  preclude  other  efforts.  Never  was  the 
demand  for  the  right  kind  of  men,  as  now.  It  is  true,  there  is 
labor,  and  toil,  and  self-sacrifice;  but  these  are  all  for  the  honor 
of  the  Master,  and  the  missionaries  crown  of  rejoicing  in  the 
day  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

When  we  speak  of  these  sacrifices  endured  for  Christ, 
we  do  not  justify  the  churches,  in  the  scanty  provision  made 
for  these  men:  Sent  forth  by  the  Church,  it  is  simple  justice, 
that  they  be  supported  by  the  Church.  *  Yet  how  little  is  known 
of  the  self-denials,  the  numerous  privations,  and  ofttimes 
actual  suffering  in  the  missionary  family — they  labor  at  times 
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on  the  utmost  verge' of  the  population — amid  a  scattered  and 
poor  people — obliged  to  make  long  journeys,  exposed  to  heat 
and  cold — now  climbing  hills,  now  crossing  streams — sleeping 
in  rude  cabins,  and  their  own  families  badly  sheltered  and 
poorly  fed — all  this  endured  by  men  and  women  of  delicate 
organisms — refined,  educated  and  reared  amid  the  comforts, 
yea,  the  very  luxuries  of  our  Eastern  life.  They  do  it  not  for 
man,  but  for  the  Lord, — for  thy  sake,  oh  Jesus.  No  class  of 
men,  considering  their  endowments  and  labors,  are  so  poorly 
paid,  as  these  brethren.  No  wonder  some  suffer — no  wonder 
some  feel  constrained  to  engage  in  secular  pursuits;  and  no 
wonder,  that  some — blessed  be  God  they  are  but  few, — become 
worldly,  and  injure  the  cause  of  religion,  because  in  the  first 
instance,  urged  into  this  by  the  scantiness  of  their  support. 
It  always  is  the  anxious,  cherished  desire  of  the  Board,  to 
increase  the  allowance,  especially  in  the  pure  missionary  field; 
and  no  pain  was  so  severe,  as  when,  last  year,  we  were  com- 
pelled by  sheer  necessity  to  reduce  the  wonted  appropriation. 

Then  our  churches  should  contribute  more  largely.  A  great 
many  do  absolutely  nothing,  and  but  for  the  legacies  of  the 
sainted  dead  and  the  large  benefactions  of  generous-hearted  in- 
dividuals, we  should  be  more  sadly  hampered  in  our  movements. 
Large  numbers  of  our  churches  fail  utterly,  and  with  the 
churches  who  do  take  up  an  annual  collection,  it  is  to  be  feared 
the  mass  of  the  people  realize  not  their  duty  and  privilege. 
Take  away  the  more  generous  donations  of  the  few,  and  the 
remainder  is  almost  an  unknown  quantity.  Under  the  law,  no 
worshipper  could  come  before  the  Lord  empty.  He  must 
give,  even  if  his  poverty  allowed  only  two  young  pigeons,  or 
the  two  mites  of  the  devout  widow. 

The  privileges  of  the  New  Testament  believers  have  not  been 
lessened  —  the  honor  of  sustaining  God's  worship  and  en- 
larging his  earthly  kingdom  has  not  been  taken  away  by  the 
purer  light  of  the  gospel.  There  is  no  lack  of  means.  How 
much  is  wasted  on  worldly  objects  and  transient  gratifications? 
Accumulated  treasures,  without  God's  blessing,  to  whom  the 
first  fruits  belong,  provea  curse  and  not  a  blessing.  The  times 
are  too  momentous — the  crisis  is  hazardous,  and  there  can  be 
no  laggard  in  the  army  which  marches  to  possess  a  continent 
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like  ours.  But  as  we  have  often  said  in  previous  reports,  with 
all  paid  and  collecting  agencies  ignored,  we  have  no  possi- 
ble reliance  but  upon  the  earnestness  and  intelligence  of  our 
ministers;  only  they  can  so  present  the  cause  to  the  piety  of 
the  Church,  that  she  may  contribute  to  these  objects  so  as  to 
fulfil  her  duty  and  labor  for  the  Master.  It  is  our  desire  that 
the  children  in  our  Sabbath-schools  should  be  so  instructed  in 
the  great  matter  of  home  missions,  as  to  give  at  least  a  portion 
of  their  collections  to  this  cause.  Apart  from  their  responsi- 
bility as  the  future  citizens  of  the  republic — the  interest  they 
ought  to  have  in  the  prodigious  advance  of  our  land — the  very 
knowledge  of  geography  which  the  subject  will  stimulate — they 
have  an  interest  in  the  growth  of  the  Church  and  the  salvation 
of  the  land.  It  may  seem  tame  and  without  romance,  but  its 
grandeur  cannot  be  exaggerated.  We  urge  upon  superintend- 
ents and  teachers  so  to  instruct  the  children,  and  early  instil 
these  lessons  which  will  bear  fruit  when  these  little  ones  shall 
be  leaders  in  the  churches,  and  the  habit  early  formed  of  giving 
intelligently  shall  be  strengthened  for  the  future  service  of  the 
Church. 

Our  system  of  graduated  courts  and  the  review  and  control 
exercised,  is  admirably  adapted,  without  more  expense,  to 
ensure  larger  collections  for  all  the  Boards.  The  idea  of  the 
system  is  that  all  do  their  duty  and  avoid  evil.  Remisness  and 
shortcoming  are  easily  seen  and  readily  corrected  in  the  paro- 
chial vicinage  of  the  Presbytery.  If  they  should  exercise  their 
prerogative,  how  great  the  change !  If  each  delinquent  were 
called  to  account  through  his  particular  church,  the  many  who 
now  neglect  would  learn  to  appreciate  the  duty.  The  remedy 
is  here.  Circulars,  ever  so  eloquent,  do  little  good,  because 
they  are  not  read.  The  facts  are  not  known,  and  therefore 
have  no  power.  What  (we  submit)  more  profitable  business  in 
the  semi-annual  diets  of  the  Presbytery  than  resolving  them- 
selves into  a  missionary  convention  and  sitting  in  solemn  con- 
ference, to  devise  measures  to  overtake  the  destitutions  in  a 
land  we  all  so  dearly  love.  We  bless  God  for  any  measures 
of  success  in  the  amount  raised — we  are  only  the  more  anxious 
that  the  power  of  the  Church  may  be  called  out  in  the  blessed 
cause  of  our  dear  Redeemer. 
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Each  Presbytery  is  an  auxiliary — through  it  must  come  all 
commendation  for  aid.  We  respectfully  submit,  as  a  practical 
measure,  that  the  oversight  and  scrutiny  of  each  case  requiring 
aid  would  be  of  great  service.  There  are,  and  always  have 
been,  from  the  supine  easiness  of  Presbyteries,  churches  on  its 
funds,  who  could  and  ought  to  sustain  their  own  pastors.  It  is 
a  part  of  the  prerogatives  of  Presbytery  to  ascertain  the  ability 
of  those  applying  churches  and  stimulate  them  to  independent 
existence.  A  judicious  oversight,  possibly  occasional  visits  by 
a  committee,  would  reveal  the  elements  of  independence,  and 
thus  these  Presbyteries  would  enable  the  Board  to  possess  other 
and  unoccupied  fields.  The  money  thus  saved  from  one  part 
might  be  expended  \vith  most  promising  results  in  other  parts; 
and  the  Church,  stimulated  to  healthful  independence,  could 
take  its  stand  amid  the  thousands  of  our  Israel.  And  even  if 
not  brought  at  once  to  the  full  condition  of  self-support,  judi- 
cious measures  on  the  part  of  the  Presbytery  would  raise'  them 
to  a  higher  standard  of  effort.  Surely  this  is  part  of  review 
and  control,  and  thus  can  Presbytery  aid  and  cheer  the  Board. 
No  recommendation,  we  submit,  should  pass  until  they  are  satis- 
fied it  is  needed ;  nor  should  the  same  amount  be  voted  year 
after  year  before  they  ascertain  the  power  of  the  church  apply- 
ing, and  judge  whether  the  expenditure  of  funds  will  be  justi- 
fied, and  the  great  interests  of  religion  promoted.  It  is  on  our 
part  a  jealous  desire  to  hinder  needless  outgoes,  and  to  pro- 
mote such  as  may  bring  on  the  speediest  and  greatest  results. 
It  will  require  only  little  more  labor — perchance  the  visits  of  a 
committee — to  accomplish  untold  good.* 

*  Rules  of  the  Board  in  relation  to  the  careful  examination  of  applicants,  &c. 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Committee  of  the  Board  be  directed  to  examine  care- 
fully into  the  propriety  and  justice  of  every  application  for  new  commissions, 
or  for  renewal  of  old  ones ;  and  whenever  the  sums  applied  for  may  be  reduced, 
that  the  reduction  may  be  made. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Presbyteries  be  requested  to  state  the  amount  raised  by 
the  churches  or  congregations  forming  missionary  fields,  in  support  of  their 
pastors  or  missionaries,  when  they  apply  for  commissions  from  the  Board  for 
them,  in  order  to  enable  the  Board  to  act  more  intelligently  on  the  appli- 
cations. 

3.  Resolved,  That  before  a  Presbytery  entertain  the  application  of  any  organ- 
ized church  or  missionary  field,  it  be  requested  to  inquire  whether  said  church 
or  field  has  any  reasonable  prospect  of  becoming  self-sustaining;  and  whether 
said  church  or  field  may  not  properly  and  profitably  be  united  with  some  con- 
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They  that  preach  the  gospel  should  surely  live  hy  the  gospel. 
It  is  the  simple  duty  of  each  church  to  support  its  own  min- 
ister, without  aid  from  other  sources,  if  at  all  able  ;  and  nothing 
will  so  cramp  and  dwarf  religion,  as  undue  reliance  on  other 
aid.  When  they  have  taxed  themselves  to  the  uttermost,  it  will 
be  time  to  seek  the  aid  of  the  Board  ;  and  even  then  it  becomes 
a  serious  question,  whether  an  union  with  atiother  and  feeble 
church  would  not  enable  them  to  walk  alone.  All  who  are 
aided,  should  steadily  aim  at  independence.  It  is  the  only 
sign  of  health,  and  in  our  judgment  constitutes  the  only  claim 
on  the  charities  of  the  Church  committed  to  our  care.  It 
benefits  the  Church — it  is  twice  blessed,  and  it  enables  us  to 
do  for  distant  fields,  what  was  done  for  them.  Yet  some  cases 
are  chronic — for  years  the  same  demand  for  aid,  and  for  years 
the  same  stunted  growth,  if  growth  it  can  be  called.  It  is  not 
for  us  to  say,  how  often  Presbyteries  are  to  blame  for  this. 
Something  is  wrong,  and  it  becomes  a  question  of  solemn  duty, 
whether  on  these  Gilboa  spots,  unblessed  with  rain  or  dew,  the 
precious  seed  of  the  Church  is  to  be  wasted.  The  Board  will 
welcome,  to  the  full  extent  of  their  means,  all  applications  which 
conform  to  the  rules  adopted  by  the  Board  and  sanctioned  by 
the  General  Assembly.  All  we  desire,  is  the  conservation  of  en- 
trusted funds,  and  the  unfolding  of  the  Church's  growth  and 
power.  We  thus  advance  the  kingdom  of  our  Lord  in  the 
land,  and  create  springs  of  supply,  which  in  their  mingling  cur- 
rents, swell  the  tide  of  Christian  benevolence,  in  its  blessed 
flow. 

Our  brethren  of  Holston  Presbytery  have  moved  on  vigo- 
rously the  last  year  and  report  the  presence  of  God  in  their 
midst.  Their  literary  institutions  have  flourished  and  much 
religious  interest    has   been  apparent.      In   Texas,  a  devoted 

tiguous  church  or  churches,  and  the  labor  of  a  misiionary,  and  the  expense  of 
his  support,  be  saved  to  the  Board,  agreeably  to  the  recommendation  of  the 
General  Assembly. 

4.  Resolved,  That  all  churches  which  have  been  long  upon  the  Board,  and 
are  able  to  support  the  gospel  of  themselves,  have  their  appropriations  reduced,* 
and  that  they  be  discontinued  by  the  Board  as  soon  as  possible,  in  order  that 
the  Missionary  funds  of  the  Church  may  be  husbanded,  and  more  liberally  and 
extensively  applied  to  fields  that  are  purely  missionary,  and  in  which  the 
Church  may  expand  and  grow. 
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brother  has  labored  at  the  capital,  and  he  has  made  such  ar- 
rangements as  will  relieve  the  Board  of  his  support  at  present, 
while  he  urges  on  his  great  work.  Four  brethren  constituting 
the  adhering  Presbytery  of  New  Orleans,  have  labored  dili- 
gently and  successfully,  especially  among  the  German  popula- 
tion. In  Mississippi  one  good  brother  holds  on  his  way,  amid 
manifold  trials.  *In  Western  Tennessee,  another  works  in  the 
faith  of  a  sustaining  gospel.  At  St.  Augustine,  in  Florida, 
one  brother  who  was  there  last  year,  still  labors,  without  let  or 
hindrance,  while  another  at  Jacksonville,  reports  progress.  In 
upper  Virginia,  the  Presbytery  of  Potomac  is  fostering 
with  our  aid,  churches,  where  the  tide  of  battle  swept  so  dis- 
astrously. Our  arrangements  with  the  Freedmen's  Committee 
as  reported  last  year,  have  been  continued,  and  the  reports  are 
very  satisfactory.  But  as  that  committee  will  report,  we  leave 
the  details  to  them. 

CONOLUSION. 

Our  review  bids  us  to  be  thankful,  and  though  we  have  not 
been  able  to  overtake  all  the  opportunities  which  offered,  nor 
occupy  points  of  commanding  importance ;  we  have  made  some 
progress — we  have  held  our  own  and  made  some  inroads  on  the 
abounding  desolation.  Fields  of  mission  labor  have  been  better 
arranged — churches  consolidated,  and  efforts  towards  indepen- 
dent existence  been  successfully  made.  The  immigrants  who 
went  west  were  of  a  better  class  than  heretofore ;  more  thrifty, 
more  intelligent  and  moral.  Yet,  alas,  there  was  too  much  of  the 
infidelity,  formalism,  and  superstition  of  the  old  world.  Our  own 
people  have  advanced.  The  war  has  not  been  without  its  bene- 
ficial results — men  have  been  made  more  thoughtful,  large 
hearted,  nobler  in  their  aims,  and  more  awake  to  the  grand  ne- 
cessities of  our  country.  They  know  our  land  must  have  the 
gospel — that  our  institutions  saved  in  the  last  decisive  appeal  to 
the  sword  over  armed  rebellion,  are  to  repose  on  the  firm  foun- 
dation of  God's  word.  And  when  the  sublime  anticipations  of 
the  men  who  brought  the  gospel  to  these  shores,  that  it  might 
put  forth  its  unhindered  power,  are  realized,  who  can  doubt  but 
that  truth,  freedom  and  righteousness  will  triumph.  Missionaries 
will  go  forth  preaching  the  gospel  of  love,  and  love  will  reign. 
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The  gospel  will  cure  all  the  evils  which  afflict  us,  and  nothing 
else  will. 

The  year  which  has  closed,  was  one  of  blessed  revival.  The 
reports  are  very  precious,  and  the  joy  of  our  brethren  was  like 
the  joy  of  harvest.  They  have  been  cheered  and  encouraged 
amid  their  self-denials.  Their's  was  the  joy  of  angels,  when 
one  sinner  repenteth.  We  bear  testimony,  that  these  mission- 
aries, taken  as  a  whole,  are  true  men — anxious  to  receive  the 
blessing — for  this  they  labor,  and  for  this,  they  pray;  they 
watch  for  souls — and  God  has  rewarded  this  watching — has 
opened  the  windows  of  heaven.  It  is  to  be  remarked,  that  in 
many  cases,  these  gracious  visitations  were  in  connection  with 
the  week  of  prayer — they  expected  great  things,  and  they 
attempted  great  things — nor  were  they  disappointed.  In  some 
cases,  the  accessions  have  been  marvellous,  and  the  churches 
were  edified.  This  is  abundant  recompense  for  all  we  have 
done,  in  sustaining  these  brethren^  and  surely  such  tidings  may 
well  urge  the  Church  to  greater  effort,  and  larger  benevolence. 
Thanks  be  to  God  for  his  unspeakable  gift. 

Our  trust  is  in  God — that  the  blessing  is  not  for  this  nation 
and  this  time  only — but  for  all  nations  and  all  ages  after  us. 
Our  beloved  Church  must  meet  her  share  of  this  grand  respon- 
sibility, or  stand  aside  and  give  up  her  stewardship — must 
accept  the  responsibility  and  be  thankful  for  the  honor.  Let 
us  grasp  the  opportunity,  and  stand  by  this  fair  land,  in  this 
the  hour  of  her  spiritual  agony.  We  received  the  trust  from  our 
fathers,  now  sleeping  in  the  dust  of  their  honored  graves — we 
must  carry  it,  till  we  fall  and  leave  it  to  others.  The  Church 
lives,  though  man  dies — the  word  of  the  Lord  liveth  and  abid- 
eth  forever.  The  sure  and  glorious  end  shall  come,  and  the 
hope  of  Gov.  Bradford,  of  Puritan  memory,  shall  have  its 
joyous  fulfilment  in  the  chorus  of  ransomed  believers — "that 
as  one  small  candle  may  light  a  thousand,  so  the  light  on  these 
shores  may  in  some  sort  shine  even  to  the  whole  nation  and 
through  the  world."  We  labor  not  for  this  land  only,  though 
that  is  work  and  glory  enough  for  any  church,  but  for  all  lands. 
The  eyes  of  the  world  are  upon  us — the  sympathies  of  the 
nations  are  with  us — the  peaceful  character  of  our  intercourse 
with  eastern  nations,  has  impressed  them  favorably.  Then  if 
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our  people  were  all  righteous,  if  our  seamen  would  carry  a  pure 
gospel  to  the  shores  they  visit,  then  would  the  ships  of  Tarshish 
bring  thy  sons  from  afar,  their  silver  and  gold  with  them, 
unto  the  name  of  the  Lord  thy  God,  and  to  the  Holy  One  of 
Israel,  because  he  hath  glorified  thee.  How  sublime  the  pros- 
pect! how  grand  the  work!  "Therefore  thy  gates  shall 
BE  OPEN  continually;  they  shall  not  be  shut  day  nor 
night  ;  that  men  may  bring  unto  thee  the  forces  of  the 
Gentiles,  and  that  their  kings  may  be  brought."

APPENDIX. 


XOTICE  TO   APPLICANTS  FOR  MISSIONARY   AID. 

Applicants  for  Missionaries  and  missionary  aid,  are  respectfully  and  earnestly 
requested  to  pay  particular  attention  to  the  following  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Board : 

EuLE  1. — Regular  form  in  which  applications  are  to  come  up  to  the  Board  ax  often 

as  made. 

Applications  to  the  Board  for  Missionary  appointments  and  pecuniary  aid' 
and  also  for  the  re-appoin'ment  of  Missionaries,  should  always  be  made  in 
tcriting  by  the  Ruling  Elders  of  the  church,  through  the  Presbytery,  or  the 
Correxponding  Executive  Committee  of  the  Presbytery  to  which  the  church 
apj:lying  for  assistance  belongs,  accompanied  with  a  recommendation  from  said 
Presbytery  or  Committee,  of  the  Missionary  to  be  appointed,  and  a  specification 
of  the  amount  of  aid  indispensably  necessary. 

If  there  be  no  Corresponding  Executive  Committee  in  the  Presbytery,  the 
application  must  be  fully  sanctioned  by  two  neighboring  ministers  connected 
with  the  Presbytery  to  which  the  church  belongs. 

Rule  2.  —  Of  the  Board  in    relation  to  renewing,  dating,    and  antedating   Com- 
missions.    Passed  March  lOth.  1851. 

Tn  consequence  of  the  constantly  repeated  applications  of  Presbyteries  to 
antedate  commissions — some  for  three,  others  for  six,  and  some  even  for 
twelve  months — and  without  any  apparent  reason,  other  than  want  of  attention 
and  prompt  action  on  the  part  of  Presbyteries,  and  Committees  of  Presbyteries 
on  Missions,  thereby  embarrassing  the  business  of  the  Board,  and  depriving 
the  Board  of  an  accurate  knowledge  of  the  expenses  of  our  missions,  for  which 
provision  must  be  made  weekly,  therefore, 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  Presbyteries  and  Committees  of  Presbyteries  on 
Missions,  be  respectively  requested  to  have  commissions  of  their  missionaries 
renewed  before  the  expiration  of  their  term  of  service,  if  practicable  to  do  so  ; 
and  in  all  cases  to  state  definitely  the  time  when  they  wish  the  Commission  to  be 
dated. 

Resolved,  2.  That  from  and  after  the  1st  day  of  May,  1851,  the  Board  will 
antedate  no  commission  beyond  two  months  from  the  time  of  the  reception  of  the 
application  at  the  Mission  House. 

Rule  3. — Rules  of  the  Board  in  relation  to  the  careful  examination  of  applicants : 
to  information  required  of  Presbyteries  by  the  Board,  to  assist  it  in  its  action: 
and  to  churches  able  to  support  the  gospel  for  themselves. 

On  motion, 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Committee  of  the  Board  be  directed  to  examine  care- 
fully into  the  propriety  and  justice  of  every  application  for  new  commissions, 
or  for  renewal  of  old  ones :  and  whenever  the  sums  applied  for  may  be 
reduced,  that  the  reduction  may  be  made. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Presbyteries  be  requested  to  state  the  amount  raised 
by  the  churches  or  congregations  forming  missionary  fields,  in  support  of  their 
pastors  or  missionaries,  when  they  apply  for  commissions  from  the  Board  for 
them,  in  order  to  enable  the  Board  to  act  more  intelligently  on  the  applications. 

3.  Resolved,    That  before  a   Presbytery  entertain  the  application   of  any 
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organized  church  or  missionary  field,  it  be  requested  to  inquire  whether  said 
church  or  fiehl  has  any  rea.-sonable  prospect  of  becoming  selt'-t*ustaining;  and 
whether  said  church  or  field  may  not  properly  or  profitably  be  united  with 
Bome  contiguous  church  or  churches,  and  the  labor  of  a  missionary,  and  the 
expense  of  his  support,  be  saved  to  the  Board,  agreeably  to  the  recommendation 
of  the  General  Assembly. 

4.  Resolved,  That  all  churches  which  have  been  long  upon  the  Board,  and  are 
able  to  support  the  gospel  of  themselves,  have  their  appropriations  reduced; 
and  that  they  be  discontinued  by  the  Board  as  soon  as  possible,  in  order  that 
the  Missionary  funds  of  the  Church  may  be  husbanded,  and  more  liberally  and 
extensively  applied  to  fields  that  are  purely  missionary,  and  in  which  the 
Church  may  expand  and  grow. 


IMPOETAXT   NOTICE   TO   PRESBYTERIES   AND    CHURCHES 
APPLYING  FOR  AID. 

It  has  always  been  regarded  as  the  duty  of  churches  applying  for  aid,  to  in- 
form the  Board,  through  the  Presbyteries  by  which  their  applications  are 
recommended,  of  the  amount  of  salary  they  promise  to  their  pastors,  or  stated 
supplies,  in  order  that  the  Presbyteries  and  the  Board  may  be  able  the  better 
to  judge  whether  the  amount  of  aid  asked  is  reasonable  and  necessary.  From 
some  cause  or  other  this  salutary  custom  has  gradually  fallen  into  disuse,  at 
least  so  far  as  the  Board  is  informed  ;  and  the  information  so  obviously  neces- 
sary is  generally  withheld.  In  order  to  obtain  the  needed  information  in 
future,  the  Board  adopted  unanimously  the  following  resolution,  viz. 

"  Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  be,  and  they  hereby 
are  instructed,  to  defer  acting  upon  applications  for  missionary  aid  until  they 
ascertain,  if  practicable,  what  amount  of  salary  the  churches  applying  for 
assistance  from  the  Board,  have  promised,  or  are  willing  to  promise  to  their 
ministers." 

In  view  of  this  resolution  of  the  Board,  we  respectfully  request  all  the 
churches  desiring  aid,  to  inform  their  respective  Presbyteries  of  the  amount  of 
salary  they  have  promised,  or  are  willing  to  promise  their  ministers ;  and  we 
also  respectfully  request  all  th«  Presbyteries,  and  Presbyterial  Committees  on 
Missions,  to  furnish  this  information  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board 
when  applications  for  aid  are  recommended.  This  will  prevent  delay  and 
trouble,  as  the  Executive  Committee,  under  the  instruction  of  the.  Board,  will 
of  course  defer  acting  upon  all  applications  until  they  obtain,  if  practicable, 
the  information  required. 

This  rule  is  so  obviously  proper,  and  indeed  indispensable  to  the  judicious 
disbursement  of  the  Missionary  Fund  of  the  Church,  that  we  confidently  trust 
it  will  be  cheerfully  complied  with  by  all  the  parties  interested. 


CLOTHING. 

Boxes  of  Cloihing  for  Missionaries. — For  the  information  of  those  who  may 
wish  to  furnish  clothing,  or  other  articles,  for  the  comfort  of  our  missionaries 
anil  their  families,  we  publish  the  following : 

Boxes  of  clothing  when  sent  directly  to  the  office  of  the  Board,  without  any 
particular  designation,  will  be  forwarded  to  such  missionaries  as  are  under- 
etood  to  be  the  most  needy;  and  the  missionary  to  whom  a  box  from  any  con- 
gregation or  association  is  sent,  will  be  requested  to  write  to  the  donors,  ac- 
knowledging the  receipt. 

Wc  ask  particular  attention  to  the  following  directions  for  forxoarding  boxes. 
1.  In  every  box  that  is  sent,  put  a  list  of  all  the  articles,  with  their  estimated 
value;  put  on  the  same  paper  the  name  of  the  individual,  congregation,  or  asso- 
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ciation  from  whom  the  box  comes;  also  the  post-office  arUress  of  the  person  to 
•whom  a  letter  of  acknowleil{:;iiient  is  to  be  sent.  Let  this  paper  be  put  in  the 
box,  where  it  will  be  reaiily  seen  on  the  box  being  opened.  A  letter  should 
also  be  sent  to  the  office  of  tlie  Board,  giving  information  of  the  time  when  the 
box  was  sent,  and  by  what  conveyance,  to  whom  sent,  the  valuation,  and  any 
other  things  connected  with  the  donation  which  it  may  be  desirable  should  be 
known  at  the  office. 

Clothing  Distributed  Gratnilovsli/. — Boxes  of  clothing  form  no  part  of  a  mis- 
sionary's regular  appropriation.  The  Board,  therefore,  need  the  same  amount 
of  funds  to  meet  their  engagements,  as  if  no  boxes  were  forwarded.  It  is  very 
important  this  should  not  be  overlooked.  These  boxes  are  of  great  value  to 
many  of  the  missionaries,  and  tliey  need  all  that  is  sent  to  them  ;  but  we  should 
be  careful  not  to  suffer  these  acts  of  kindness  to  lessen  our  pecuniary  dona- 
tions to  the  cause,  which  cannot  admit  of  this  without  serious  loss.  Tims  far 
there  has  been  no  pecuniary  loss,  but  rather  a  gain,  by  the  interest  which  has 
been  excited  in  the  preparation  of  these  boxes.  We  fondly  hope  it  will 
continue  to  be  so,  and  that  the  interest  in  Domestic  Missions  will  continue  to 
increase  until  our  whole  land  is  supplied  with  gospel  privileges. 

Contents  of  Boxes. — As  to  what  is  to  be  put  into  these  boxes,  we  are  willing 
to  leave  the  matter  to  the  judgment  of  our  good  ladies,  who  so  well  know 
"what  is  wanted  in  a  family.  Scarcely  any  article  in  common  use  will  come 
amiss.  Knives  and  forks,  spoons,  scissors,  thread,  yarn,  silk,  needles,  pins, 
tape,  buttons,  garden  seed,  etc.,  etc.,  in  addition  to  articles  of  substantial 
wearing  apparel,  will  be  tbnnkfully  received.  Flannel,  muslins,  calicoes,  etc., 
not  made  up,  are  very  acceptable. 


PRINCIPLES   UPON  WHICH   THE  WORK    OF  DOMESTIC  MISSIONS  IS 
CONDUCTED  BY  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY. 

Resolved,  That  the  Assembly  would  re-affirm  all  the  principles  upon  which  it 
has  heretofore  carried  on  its  Domestic  Missions — principles  which  have  been 
exhibited  in  a  review  of  all  the  published  minutes,  acts,  and  doings  of  the 
Church  in  her  highest  judicatories,  from  the  beginning,  and  which  are  drawn 
lip  and  set  forth  in  order,  in  the  Report  of  tSe  Board  of  Domestic  Missions, 
May,  1852. 

Resolved,  That  the  great  work  undertaken  for  so  long  a  time  by  the  Assem- 
bly, is  the  expansion  and  full  establishment  of  the  gospel  of  our  Lord  and 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  by  his  own  Spirit  and  power,  over  all  our  vast  country. 
And  it  is  purely  a  missionary  work — missionary  in  this  respect,  that  ministers 
are  sent  out  by  the  Assembly,  and  means  furnished  for  their  support,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  while  they  are  preaching  the  gospel,  and  gathering  and  establish- 
ing churches.  So  soon  as  individual  churches,  or  groups  of  churches,  are 
established  and  are  able  to  support  all  the  Institutions  of  the  gospel  for  them- 
selves, they  are  no  longer  missionary  in  character,  but  immediately  cease  their 
connection  with  the  Board,  and  fall  into  line  with  the  great  body  of  self-sus- 
taining and  contributing  churches,  and  go  to  add  to  the  solid  material  and  power 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  Now  the  principles  upon  which  the  General 
Assembly  conducts  its  Domestic  Missionary  work  are  these: — 1st.  It  is,  in  the 
sense  defined,  a  missionary/  vorl\  2d.  The  funds  contributed  for  it  are  mis- 
aionarji  funds.  3d.  The  men  employed  in  preaching  the  gospel  are,  in  their 
fields,  missiimary  men.  4th.  All  the  churches  and  fields  aided  and  supplied,  are 
missionary  churches  and  fidd.^.  5th.  The  funds  supplied  are  funds  for  tempo- 
rary as.iistance,  and  not  for  entire  nor  per7i>aninl  support.  The  people  aided  are 
to  h'lp  themselves,  be  it  ever  so  little,  from  the  beginning,  and  are  to  go  on  to 
independence.  6th.  The  grand  end  and  aim  of  the  Assembly  is  to  establish 
selfsusiaininff  churches  and  fields,  as  fast  and  as  far  as  possible,  and  so  to  in- 
crease the  solid  material  and  power  of  the  Church,  and  accumulate  strength  to 
go  forward  expanding.     7th.  Ministers  and  means  are  to  be  distributed  accord- 
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ing  to  the  relative  importance  and  promise  of  different  fields,  and  in  view  of  the 
necessities  of  the  ichole  field,  that  there  may  be  equality,  and  no  partiality.  8th, 
The  Assembly  conducts  this  work  through  a  Committee,  or  Board,  responsible 
to  itself  alone,  under  its  advice  and  control;  and  which  Board  is  required  to 
exercise  its  sound  discretion  and  judgment  in  deciding  upon,  and  in  conducting 
the  business  entrusted  to  it.  9th.  No  debt  to  be  incurred  in  carrying  forward 
the  missionary  icork.  The  Assembly  always  acted  upon  this  just  and  only  safe 
principle,  and  a  principle  wliich  has  always  been  lulhered  to  by  our  Church; 
and  in  the  Assembly  of  1803,  the  following  resolutioa  was  passefl:  —  ''That 
there  ought  to  be  no  anticipation  of  the  funds  in  future;  or,  in  other  words, 
that  appropriations  ought  not  to  be  made  in  any  year  beyond  the  amount 
which  ttie  funds  arising  in  that  year  will  be  sufficient  to  satisfy."  Page  208. 
10th.  And  finally,  agents  for  visiting  the  churches,  and  collecting  funds  for 
the  work,  m.ay  be  employed  by  the  Board. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  be  directed  to  go  forward  and  conduct  the  work 
entrusted  to  its  care  on  these  principles,  as  heretofore,  and  that  they  be  com- 
mended to  the  attention  and  observance  of  all  Presbyteries  and  churches  in 
their  applications  for  aid ;  and  that  the  Board  be  also  instructed  to  pay,  as 
heretofore,  due  regard  to  the  recommendations  of  Presbyteries.  That  all 
pastors  and  stated  supplies  be  requested  to  take  pains  to  circulate  the  Report, 
when  published,  and  diffuse  more  information  on  the  subject  of  Domestic  Mis- 
sions among  their  people. — Minutes  of  the  General  Assembly,  held  at  Charhston, 
South  Carolina,  May  26,  1852,  p.  215. 


ACTION  OF   THE   GENERAL   ASSEMBLY  ON   DISCRETIONARY 
POWERS  OF  THE  BOARD. 

On  Applicants. — In  answer  to  the  questions  propounded  by  the  Presby- 
teries of  Union  and  French  Broad,  the  Assembly  would  say,  that  though  they 
do  not  recognize  in  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  the  authority  to  sit  in 
judgment  upon  the  orthodoxy  or  morality  of  any  minister  who  is  in  good 
standing  in  his  own  Presbytery ;  yet,  from  the  necessity  of  the  case,  they 
must  exercise  their  own  sound  discretion  upon  the  expediency  or  inexpediency 
of  appointing,  or  withholding  any  appointment,  from  any  applicant,  holding 
themselves  amenable  to  the  General  Assembly  for  all  their  official  acts. — 
Minutes,  1830,. p.  16. 

On  the  DtsTEiBUTiON  OF  Funds  — Overture  No.  13,  a  memorial  from  the 
Presbytery  of  Logansport,  desiring  the  Assembly  to  say  whether  the  Board  of 
Domestic  Missions  has  the  power  of  reducing  the  amounts  recommended  to  be 
given  in  aid  to  any  churches,  under  the  care  of  any  Presbytery,  without  con- 
sulting such  Presbytery;  and  if  so,  whether  the  Board  has  not  an  equal  right 
to  take  away  the  whole  amount  so  recommended  in  any  case.     It  was 

Resolved,  That  while  the  Assembly  expects  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions 
to  pay  great  respect  to  the  advice  of  the  Presbyteries,  touching  missionaries 
laboring  within  their  bounds ;  yet,  in  the  distribution  of  its  funds,  the  action 
of  the  Board  must  be  controlled  by  the  state  of  its  treasury,  and  the  relative 
importance  of  the  various  missionary  fields  under  their  care. — 3Iinutes,  1852. 
p.  221. 

Feerle  Churches  to  be  Combined. — Resolved,  That  each  Presbytery  in 
our  communion  be  recommended  to  discourage  the  sundering  of  feeble 
churches  now  united  in  support  of  the  gospel,  and  generally  to  combine 
together  such  feeble  churches  in  appropriate  fields  of  labor,  that  the  Board  of 
Domestic  Missions  may  be  relieved  from  the  need  of  a  large  allowance  in  such 
cases  ;  and,  where  practicable,  from  the  need  of  any  allowance  in  aid  of  minis- 
terial support. — Minutes,  1846,  p.  206. 
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Charter   of  the   Board   of  Domestic   Missions* 

To  all  to  2chom  these  presents  mny  covie: 

Know  te,  That  whereas  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  United  States  of  America  have  a  Board  of  Domestic  ilhsions,  composed 
of  ministers  and  laymen,  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  the  design  of 
■which  is  to  afford  aid  to  feeble  Presbyterian  churches  in  the  support  of  pas- 
tors, to  form  new  churches,  and  to  supply  destitute  settlements  with  the  stated 
ministry  and  gospel  ordinances;  and  whereas,  the  aforesaid  Board  of  Domes- 
tic Missions  labors  under  serious  disadvantages  as  to  receiving  donations  and 
bequests,  and  as  to  the  management  of  funds  entrusted  to  them  for  the  pur- 
poses designated  in  their  Constitution,  and  in  accordance  with  the  benevolent 
intentions  of  those  from  whom  such  bequests  and  donations  are  received: 

Therefore,  William  Brown,  William  Nassau,  Sen.,  Matthew  Newkirk,  Solo- 
mon Allen,  Alexander  Symington,  Ashbel  Green,  Cornelius  C.  Cuyler,  William 
A.  McDowell,  and  Thomas  Hoge,  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  and  their  successors,  are  hereby  constituted 
and  declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  which  shall  henceforth  be 
known  by  the  name  of  "The  Trustees  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,"  and  as  such,  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  able  to  sue 
and  be  sued  in  all  courts  of  record,  and  elsewhere ;  and  to  purchase  and 
receive,  take  and  hold,  to  them  and  their  successors  forever,  lands,  tenements, 
hereditaments,  money,  goods,  and  chattels,  and  all  kinds  of  estate  which  may 
be  devised,  bequeathed,  or  given  to  them,  and  the  same  to  sell,  alien,  demise, 
and  convey;  also  to  make  a  common  Seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  and  renew  at 
their  pleasure;  and  also  to  make  such  rules,  by-laws,  and  ordinances,  as  may 
be  needful  for  the  government  of  the  said  corporation,  and  not  inconsistent 
with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  of  this  State:  Pro- 
Tided  always,  that  the  clear  yearly  value  of  the  real  and  personal  estate  held 
by  the  said  corporation  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand 
dollars  f 

The  Trustees  above  named  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  from  the  date 
of  their  incorporation,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  qualified  to  take 
their  places;  who  shall  be  chosen  by  the  aforesaid  Board  of  Domestic  Mis- 
sions, at  such  times,  and  in  such  way  and  manner,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by 
the  said  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  provided  not  more  than  one-third  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  removed 
in  any  one  year. 

The  Trustees  hereby  incorporated,  and  their  successors,  shall,  subject  to  the 
direction  of  the  said  Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  have  full  power  to  manage 
the  funds  and  property  committed  to  their  care,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be 
most  advantageous,  not  being  contrary  to  law.*

The  General  Assembly  which  met  in  1840,  authorized  their  Board 
of  Domestic  Missions  to  apply  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania 
for  an  Act  of  Incorporation.  This  application  was  made,  and  a 
Charter  obtained,  and  the  Board  have  now  an  incorporated  Board  of 
Trustees,  entitled,  *'  The  Trustees  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  tlie  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America."  To  this  body  all  legacies  or  bequests  for  the 
Board  of  Domestic  Missions  should  now  be  given. 

The  State  laws  differ  so  much,  that  no  one  form  will  answer  in  all 
the  States,  but  in  every  case  it  is   essential  to  give  the   right

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BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 


With  its  Forty-ninth  Annual  Report,  which  it  now  respectfully 
presents  to  the  General  Assembly,  the  Board  of  Education  offers 
first  its  sincere  and  grateful  thanks  to  the  God  of  all  wisdom  for 
his  gracious  direction  of  its  counsels  and  affairs  during  another 
year. 

The  Board  has  been  deprived  within  the  past  month  of  the  coun- 
sels, and  assistance  in  its  work,  of  Mr.  Rufus  L.  Barnes,  of  Phila- 
delphia, a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  relied  upon  for  his 
sound  judgment,  promptness  in  duty,  and  interest  in  every  good 
work. 

SPIRITUAL   BLESSINGS    OF   THE   YEAR. 

The  year  covered  by  the  Report,  which  nearly  corresponds  with 
the  time  which  has  elapsed  between  the  last  and  the  present  meet- 
ings of  the  Assembly,  if  we  may  judge  from  common  evidences,  has 
been  rich  with  increasing  gifts  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  poured  out  from 
the  Divine  hand  and  infinite  treasury,  upon  our  churches.  Large 
numbers  were  apparently  converted  to  Christ.  And  in  many  of  the 
numerous  and  glowing  published  reports  of  these  works  of  heavenly 
grace,  the  very  frequent  and  impressive  concluding  statement  has 
been  made,  that  several  of  the  young  men  in  the  places  named  who 
had  confessed  Christ  before  the  Church,  were  also  inclined  by  his 
grace  to  confess  him  before  men  without  shame;  we  may  hope  they 
mean  also,  not  shunning  even  "to  confirm  the  promises  of  God  made 
unto  the  fathers,  and  that  the  Gentiles  might  glorify  God  for  his 
mercy:  as  it  is  written,  For  this  cause,  I  will  confess  thee  among 
the  Gentiles  and  sing  unto  thy  name." 

These  precious  gifts  of  the  Eternal  Spirit,  who  is  sovereign  in  his 
ministration  of  them,  he  has  in  equal  justice  unequally  distributed. 
Regions  abundantly  favored  with  them  in  all  their  variety  last  year 
this  year  are  left  unvisited,  and  the  servants  of  God  have  cried  to 
the  heavens  in  vain.  Where  solemn  callings  of  assemblies  for  prayer 
were  succeeded  by  almost  unexpected  willingness  of  the  Lord  to 
hear,  this  year  they  have  spread  their  hands  in  vain,  and  said,  Hath 
God  forgotten  to  be  gracious?  hath  he  in  anger  shut  up  his  tender 
mercies?  But  every  plea  sent  to  the  Father,  secured  with  the  seal 
of  the  precious  blood  of  Christ,  though  for  a  time  it  may  be  laid  by 
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unanswered,  cannot  be  forgotten.  In  an  acceptable  time,  and  in  a 
day  of  salvation  he  will  grant  all  it  asked,  and  abundantly  more, 
beyond  all  that  those  who  offered  it  could  ask  or  think.  But  upon 
numerous  other  portions  of  the  land  the  Holy  Spirit  has  rained 
down  his  converting  influences  in  floods  that  have  made  their  Bacas 
living  wells,  and  filled  all  their  pools. 

CONVENTIONS   FOR   PRATER. 

A  feature  that  will  make  the  year  memorable  in  religious  history 
has  been  the  great  conventions  for  prayer,  the  promotion  of  Chris- 
tian unity,  and  the  engagement  of  the  followers  of  the  Redeemer 
in  labor  to  reclaim  the  outcasts  and  poor,  for  whose  souls  no  man 
cared,  and  in  eff"orts  for  the  awakening  and  salvation  of  the  young. 
Of  the  most  memorable  of  these  conventions,  held  in  Philadelphia 
in  November,  a  Review*  held  in  the  highest  estimation  in  our 
Church,  says:  "That  convention  bids  fair  to  be  an  epoch-making 
event.  It  consisted  of  over  three  hundred  members,  representatives 
of  five  Presbyterian  denominational  churches.  It  was  pervaded  by 
one  spirit.  We  never  saw  the  same  degree  of  unanimity  manifested  in 
any  similar  assembly.  As  far  as  man  can  judge,  the  Spirit  of  God  was 
present,  controlling  the  action  of  the  convention  in  a  manner  truly 
remarkable."  Different  views  may  be  held  as  to  the  matters  rela- 
ting to  ecclesiastical  union  which  were  discussed  in  this  convention; 
but  none  that  witnessed  it  will  ever  forget  the  Pentecostal  warmth, 
tenderness,  simplicity,  and  directness  of  appeal  as  if  to  a  present  list- 
ening God,  w^iich  seemed  infused  into  the  prayers  off"ered  by  that 
Spirit  which  intercedeth  for  us  and  in  us,  teaching  us  what  to  pray 
for  as  we  ought.  That  great  prayer-meeting  was  the  baptism  of 
the  whole  Presbyterian  family  with  a  new  spirit  of  love,  and  of 
power;  the  pledge  of  great  blessings  not  remote. 

Similar  conventions,  held  in  many  of  the  chief  centres  of  popula- 
tion, have  exercised  a  most  powerful  influence  upon  them  and  through 
them  upon  the  whole  body  of  the  Church.  Some  of  them  have 
been  scenes  of  emotion  that  was  expressed  in  general  weeping,  and 
in  prayers  moved  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  which  melted  every  heart. 
Their  spirit  and  tendency  to  secure  the  aim  of  the  Church  to  sup- 
ply laborers  for  the  urgent  harvest  may  be  seen  in  the  following 
answer  adopted  by  one  of  these  conventions  in  answer  to  the  ques- 
tion: "  How  can  we  best  promote  revivals  of  religion?" 

'■'•Resolved,  That  so  long  as  the  membership  of  the  Church  at  large 
fail  to  realize  the  full  significance  of  the  prayer,  '  Thy  kingdom 
come,  thy  will  be  done  on  earth  as  it  is  in  heaven,'  to  live  up  to  its 
spirit,  and  faithfully  labor  for  its  largest  fulfilment,  there  is  need  of 
special  awakening,  in  which,  by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  the 
sleeping  Jonahs  in  the  storm,  and  barren  trees  in  the  vineyard,  may

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be  aroused  from  their  sloth,  and  be  revived  into  faithfulness  in  all 
good  works. 

'"'■Resolved,  That  whilst  millions  of  men  continue  out  of  Christ, 
and  exposed  to  eternal  death  in  the  midst  of  Christian  communities, 
there  is  need  of  special,  earnest,  and  continual  prayers  to  the  '  Lord 
of  the  harvest  that  he  would  send  forth  many  more  laborers  unto 
his  harvest,'  and  that  he  would  abundantly  bless  all  who  are  labor- 
ing, and  all  who  will  labor,  with  the  mighty  and  all- efficient  power 
of  the  Holy  Ghost." 

THE  SUPPLEMENT  TO  THE  RECORD:  "THE  HOPE  AND  POWER  OF  THE 

CHURCH." 

With  a  view  to  intensify  the  earnestness  of  these  prayers,  and 
give  direction  to  the  emotions  and  purposes  arising  from  these  con- 
vocations, as  well  as  to  arouse  the  interest  of  pastors  and  furnish 
them  with  topics  suitable  for  such  a  time,  there  was  issued  in  con- 
nection with  the  January  number  of  the  Record  a  tract,  which  was 
composed  of  extracts  compiled  from  the  fervent  discourses  and 
appeals  of  an  eminently  wise  and  zealous  minister  of  our  Church, 
(Dr.  James  TV.  Alexander,)  whose  soul  was  fully  inflamed  by  the  Holy 
Ghost  with  the  spirit  of  the  memorable  revival  of  1858.  A  copy 
of  this  inspiring  tract  was  sent  to  every  minister  of  the  Church,  and 
candidate  for  the  ministry  known  to  us.  The  good  it  has,  by  God's 
blessing,  accomplished  has  been  acknowledged  in  letters  addressed 
to  the  Board,  and  has  been  observed  in  the  reproduction  of  its  glow- 
ing sentiments,  and  important  practical  suggestions,  in  various  forms, 
by  ministers,  editors,  and  laymen.  From  some  of  the  grateful  let- 
ters received  by  us,  we  may  make  two  or  three  extracts,  rendering 
the  praise  for  the  benefits  acknowledged  to  Him  who  has  so  freely 
bestowed  the  gifts  of  his  good  Spirit. 

A  minister  in  one  of  the  Southern  States  writes  to  us  :  "  I  expect, 
Providence  permitting,  soon  to  hold  a  protracted  meeting  in  my 
church.  I  have  seen  nothing  which  to  my  judgment  is  so  calculated 
to  prepare  the  minds  of  God's  people  for  such  services,  as  that 
tract."  At  the  opposite  extreme,  from  New  England,  a  letter  from 
a  minister  of  another  Christian  denomination,  orders  a  package  of 
it  to  be  sent  to  him  for  circulation  among  his  people.  A  pastor  not 
far  off  requests  some  of  this  "precious  "  seed  to  plant.  A  fervent 
lady-teacher  has  obtained  it  to  place  in  the  hands  of  pupils  in  her 
school.  An  esteemed  minister  in  a  neighboring  State  writes: 
"  Permit  me  to  tender  my  sincere  thanks  to  those  friends  who  have 
sent  such  publications  to  ministers,  accompanying  '  The  Record,'' 
gratuitously,  as  the  three  last.  I  do  not  know  when  I  have  been 
more  moved  than  under  the  'Hope  and  Power  of  the  Church,'  by 
Dr.  James  W.  Alexander — thoughts  so  rich,  so  warm  with  the  love 
of  Christ,  so  full  of  tenderness  and  compassion  for  perishing  souls 
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Such  thoughts  are  seasonable  at  all  times,  but  peculiarly  so  at  this 
time.  Such  friends  are  sowing  seed  the  blessed  consequences  of 
■which  they  can  form  no  conception.  The  Lord  abundantly  reward 
them." 

NATURE    OF   THE    CORRESPONDENCE   WITH    CANDIDATES. 

In  the  reports  of  the  last  year  and  that  preceding,  a  number  of 
important  tables  were  given  to  show  the  result  of  the  Church's 
efforts  in  the  department  of  Education,  and  there  were  presented 
facts  and  considerations  in  illustration  of  them,  suited  to  encourage 
people  of  piety  to  pray,  to  contribute  their  money,  and  to  spend  their 
labors,  in  the  advancement  of  this  cause.  In  the  present  Report, 
we  enter  upon  another  field  of  information  and  suggestion,  which 
ought  to  touch  still  deeper  springs  of  tender  emotion.  Without  re- 
vealing the  names,  or  present  position  of  the  writers,  the  correspon- 
dence of  the  candidates  during  the  past  two  or  three  years  has  been 
looked  over,  and  such  extracts  selected  from  the  letters,  as  would  reveal 
the  spirit  of  the  writers,  their  leading  purposes,  and  their  sentiments 
as  to  their  studies  and  calling.  And  we  may  truly  say,  that  the  ex- 
ceptions to  the  general  elevated  tone  of  these  letters,  which  we  find 
in  our  large  files,  are  very  few.  Some  there  are  which  confess 
offences ;  some  that  tell  the  shame  of  men  who  boldly  declare  their 
conclusion  to  sell  their  pledges  to  serve  their  Master  for  the  thirty 
pieces  of  silver  which  the  world  offers  in  recompense  of  the  pursuit 
of  its  objects  ;  or  their  doubts  of  the  doctrines  which  now  they  are 
compelled  to  square  with  their  own  experience,  and  which  reveal  to 
them  their  own  sinfulness  and  helplessness  outside  of  God's  sover- 
eign mercy ;  or  their  weariness  with  the  protracted  trials  and  difli- 
culties  of  the  life  of  a  poor  student ;  or  a  bias  toward  some  other 
religious  body,  and  preference  to  labor  in  its  ministry.  Of  these 
men,  many  have  honorably  discharged  their  debt  to  the  Church  and 
repaid  all  the  funds  appropriated  to  their  education.  But  there  are 
those  who  have  wandered  into  darkness ;  clouds  they  are  without 
water,  carried  about  of  winds ;  whose  end,  without  new  repentance 
and  faith  in  Jesus  Christ,  will  be  blackness  of  darkness  forever.  As 
there  were  false  disciples  among  the  followers  of  Christ,  and  are 
now  false  shepherds  over  the  flock  of  Christ,  so  there  have  been,  yes, 
and  doubtless  are,  some  among  the  students  for  the  ministry,  not- 
withstanding all  the  care  that  can  be  exercised,  who  are  false  to 
their  Master  and  their  vows.  But  it  has  been  a  subject  of  constant 
and  heart-felt  thankfulness  to  God  that  the  number  of  such  sad  cases 
brought  before  the  Board  has  been  so  small.  In  twenty-five  years 
but  seventeen  required  to  be  dropped  from  the  roll  on  account  of 
doctrinal  difficulties  or  immoralities  in  conduct,  and  in  twenty-five 
years  but  eighty-three  in  all  out  of  two  thousand  four  hundred  and 
fifty-three,  for  other  objectionable  reasons.     Yet  these  cases  should 
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be  kept  before  us  as  admonitions  to  be  watchful  as  to  the  admittance 
of  young  men  as  candidates  under  the  care  of  our  presbyteries,  and 
as  to  their  advancement  in  piety  as  well  as  knowledge  afterwards. 

The  following  letters  fairly  represent  the  prevalent  spirit  of  the 
correspondence  of  the  students  under  our  care.  The  extracts  may 
be  grouped  under  several  heads,  the  more  fully  to  exhibit  the  inner 
life  of  these  young  brethren,  and  the  means  by  which  God  has  seen 
fit  to  direct  their  way. 

CONSECRATION   BY   PARENTS. 

The  first  point  worthy  of  observation  in  regard  to  the  students  for 
the  ministry  is,  that  so  many  are  the  sons  of  parents  who  conse- 
crated them  to  this  work  from  their  infancy.  A  brother  in  the 
ministry,  makes  the  inquiry  how  a  beloved  son  thus  given  to  the 
Lord  can  be  furnished  with  the  education  he  needs  for  the  service. 
It  afforded  the  Board  great  pleasure  to  offer  to  him  the  aid  which 
the  Church  has  provided ;  and  that  son  is  now  diligently  at  work 
at  a  Presbyterian  college. 

"  I  have  a  son,  sixteen  or  seventeen  years  of  age,  whose  consecra- 
tion to  the  great  work  of  the  ministry  has  been  an  object  near  my 
heart,  from  his  childhood  even  until  now.  *  *  *  But  I  can  by 
no  means  meet  the  expense  of  educating  him,  with  board  and  other 
expenses  so  high.  Now  I  come  to  you  for  advice  and  assistance, 
in  a  matter  that  most  deeply  interests  my  heart.  Can  you  point 
out  to  me  a  way  by  which  I  can  educate  my  son  for  the  Gospel 
ministry?" 

EXPERIENCES   OF  YOUNG   MEN   SEEKING  AN   EDUCATION. 

Among  the  most  affecting  letters  that  reach  us,  it  may  easily  be 
imagined,  are  those  which  relate  the  struggles  encountered  by  young 
men  who  feel  within  them  the  powerful  movings  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
to  engage  in  the  Lord's  work,  but  whose  way  yet  seems  hedged  up 
(to  prove  their  faith,  as  they  discover  in  time,)  with  insurmountable 
obstacles.  The  following  is  one  which  presents  a  case  where,  as 
in  not  a  few  others,  "the  first  question  of  the  Shorter  Catechism" 
led  a  promising  young  man,  after  years  of  waiting,  into  the  way  of 
preparation  for  the  ministry. 

"  I  owe  my  conversion  to  my  consideration  of  the  answer  to  the 
first  question  of  the  Assembly's  Shorter  Catechism,  ('What  is  the 
chief  end  of  man  ?')  In  reference  to  my  preaching  the  Gospel,  I 
can  say  I  never  knew  when  the  idea  originated  with  me,  for  from 
my  earliest  recollections  I  have  said,  I  would  be  a  minister.  When 
too  young  to  know  the  nature  of  preaching,  I  would  get  upon  a  post 
and  make  believe  I  was  preaching.  When  asked  by  any  one  what 
I  was  going  to  be,  my  ready  answer  was,  a  minister.     Then,  when 
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I  saw  the  end  of  life  in  that  new  light,  my  purpose  was  fixed,  con- 
sidering the  great  need  there  was  for  ministers,  and  I  prayed  that 
God  might  see  fit  to  put  me  into  that  work,  and  then  and  there  I 
trust  that,  through  the  Holy  Spirit's  influence,  I  consecrated  my  ener- 
gies without  reserve  to  he  spent  in  the  labors  of  the  Christian  min- 
istry. No  way  seemed  to  open  for  me  to  go  away  from  home  to 
prosecute  a  course  of  study  for  more  than  two  years  after  that  time. 
Since  that  time,  though  at  times  I  have  had  darkness  come  over  my 
soul,  yet  I  have  never  lost  sight  of  the  fact,  that  behind  the  frowning 
cloud  my  Saviour's  smiling  countenance  remained  the  same,  and  that 
the  cloud  would  pass  by,  if  I  only  trusted  in  the  Lord.  During  the 
past  vacation,  especially,  the  work  of  grace  has  seemed  to  come 
nearer  my  heart,  and  I  fervently  trust  God  will  carry  on  that  work 
in  my  heart  and  that  during  my  life,  should  he  see  fit  to  prolong  it, 
I  shall  have  a  work  to  do  in  the  Christian  ministry.  I  am  confident 
my  purpose  to  go  into  the  ministry  is  none  of  my  seeking,  in  that 
truer  sense  that  I  only  wish,  if  I  know  my  own  heart,  to  spend  and  be 
spent  for  God." 

Not  a  few  of  the  most  useful  men  in  the  Presbyterian  ministry 
were  poor  Scotch  or  Irish  lads  or  young  men,  whose  thorough  train- 
ing in  the  doctrines  of  grace  in  the  old  country  laid  a  foundation  for 
them  to  become  peculiarly  well-disciplined  and  earnest  laborers  for 
Christ.      Here  is  a  letter  which  will  touch  many  a  Christian  heart: 

"  I  was  born  in  Scotland,  of  Scotch  ancestry,  and  came  to  this 
country  at  an  early  age.  About  six  months  after  our  arrival,  my 
father  died,  uttering  these  words :  '  Come,  Lord  Jesus,  come 
quickly !'  My  mother  was  thus  left  a  widow  in  a  strange  land,  with 
eight  fatherless  children,  all  under  age,  and  not  a  dollar  to  provide 
for  their  wants.  We  were  all  in  good  health,  and  as  many  of  the 
children  as  were  able  went  to  work  in  a  cotton  factory,  and  with 
economy  we  managed  to  get  along.  I  shall  not  here  mention  family 
trials  and  troubles.  Some  years  passed,  and  we  apparently  began 
to  prosper,  but  in  the  midst  of  apparent  prosperity  came  the  panic 
of  1857  and  1858.  Business  was  suspended,  and  we,  like  many 
other  operatives,  were  out  of  employment  many  months,  and  com- 
pelled to  live  on  credit.  About  the  time  business  began  to  revive, 
a  gentleman  of  our  church,  in  moderate  circumstances,  sent  for  me 
to  visit  him  at  his  office.  I  called,  not  knowing  what  he  wanted, 
and  was  very  much  surprised  when  he  asked  me  if  I  had  ever 
thought  of  being  a  minister.  I  told  him  that  I  did  not  remember 
any  period  of  my  life  when  I  had  not  felt  more  or  less  anxiety  to 
be  a  minister,  but  that  I  believed  in  an  educated  ministry,  and  that, 
so  far  as  I  knew  myself  and  the  doctrines  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  I  could  not  be  other  than  a  Presbyterian  minister,  and  that 
there  were  two  difiiculties  in  the  way  to  the  Presbyterian  ministry : 
I  had  no  means,  and  if  means  were  offered  I  did  not  see  how  I 
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could  be  spared  from  home  at  that  time.  He  told  me  to  think  over 
the  matter,  and  if  I  agreed  to  commence  preparation  he  would  pay 
for  my  first  session  at  Mr.  G 's  school.  I  -went  home,  con- 
sulted with  my  mother,  who  said,  that  I  could  not  be  spared  for  any 
other  purpose,  hut  if  this  was  a  call  from  God  it  must  be  obeyed, 
and  that  we  must  trust  in  him  to  fill  my  place  in  some  other  way. 
I  could  not  but  regard  this  as  a  call  from  God,  for  I  had  never  men- 
tioned my  long  cherished  desire  to  any  one  outside  of  our  own 
family,  except  to  my  pastor,  who  rather  discouraged  me,  on  account 
of,  I  suppose,  my  ignorance,  and  he  said  it  would  be  a  long  tedious 
course.  I  asked  this  gentleman  if  our  pastor  had  mentioned  me  to 
him,  and  he  said.  No. 

"  On  the  first  Tuesday  of  May,  18 — ,  I  left  home,  sad  enough,  in 
one  sense,  yet  delighted  in  another,  for  I  saw  that  now  there  was 
some  prospect  of  reaching  that  goal  to  which  I  had  all  my  life  been 
looking  forward,  and  to  which  I  had  begun  to  fear  I  would  never 
attain.  I  can  hardly  tell  why  it  is,  that  all  my  life  long  I  have 
thirsted  to  enter  the  ministry,  unless  it  be  that  God  accepted  the 
consecration  made  by  my  parents  at  my  birth.  They  gave  me,  their 
first-born  son,  to  God,  and  prayed  that  he  would  call  me  to  serve 
him  in  the  ministry.  Since  I  have  heard  of  this  consecration,  I 
have  often  wondered  why  God  did  not  open  a  way  sooner  for  me  to 
begin  the  work  of  preparation.  But  his  ways  are  very  mysterious 
and  past  finding  out.  I  need  not  enter  into  all  the  little  trials  with 
which  I  have  had  to  contend.  I  have  often  felt  considerable  em- 
barassment,  not  knowing  what  to  do.  When  I  have  met  with  diffi- 
culties in  my  studies  and  difficulties  in  my  pocket,  I  have  been 
tempted  to  abandon  the  work  and  devote  myself  to  some  other  pur- 
suit ;  but  at  such  times  God  has  interposed  and  given  me  some  new 
evidence  of  my  call,  some  new  encouragement.  1  have  heard  him 
say:  'This  is  the  way,  walk  in  it.'  I  might  give  you  several  illus- 
trations of  God's  interposition :  I  will  mention  only  the  latest.  A 
few  weeks  since  I  was  looking  into  my  affairs  and  wondering  how  I 
would  manage  to  pay  a  bill  to  my  tailor.  I  knew  that  I  owed  it, 
and  I  knew  that  I  had  nothing  with  which  to  pay.  I  asked  God  to 
send  me  the  amount,  and  in  a  few  days  I  received  a  check  for  $15, 
and  sent  it  at  once  to  the  tailor,  as  part  of  the  payment.  I  have 
faith  enough  to  believe  that  God  will  furnish  the  balance  soon.  I 
must,  however,  go  into  the  tailor's  debt  again,  soon.  Did  I  allow 
my  pride  to  rule,  I  would  spurn  the  reception  of  gifts  or  money  from 
any  one,  but  I  feel  that  God  has  placed  me  in  very  peculiar  circum- 
stances, and  by  the  kindness  of  Christian  friends  he  designs  to  fit 
me  for  his  work.  Though  I  have  received  many  tokens  of  kindness, 
in  the  way  of  money,  yet  I  have  often  been  uneasy  in  my  pecuniary 
circumstances.  On  leaving  school  or  college  at  the  close  of  any 
session,  I  have  never  been  able  to  say,  that  I  would  be  back  the 
next.  I  have  been  compelled  to  borrow  most  of  my  college  text- 
books." 
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We  cannot  withhold  one  more  letter,  relating  to  a  young  man, 
who,  after  years  of  spiritual  trial,  and  when  it  would  have  seemed 
to  most  persons  too  late  to  think  of  only  beginning  so  great  work, 
was  brought  into  the  clear  light  of  the  favor  of  Christ,  and  a  deter- 
mination to  tell  to  others  "  what  a  Saviour  he  had  found."  His 
pastor  writes  as  follows  with  regard  to  him  and  another  in  whom  he 
was  interested : 

"  I  write  this  morning  to  state  a  case,  and  ask  counsel,  and  if 

need  be,  assistance.    Mr. ,  is  a  member  of  my  church.    Nearly 

three  years  ago  he  came  under  deep  concern  of  mind,  and  after 
many  long  struggles,  and  more  than  two  years  ago,  he  expe- 
rienced the  joys  of  pardoned  sin,  and  the  clear  tokens  of  a  Saviour's 
love.  Since  that  time  there  has  been  delightful  evidence  of  con- 
stant growth  in  piety.  He  enjoys  to  an  unusual  degree  the  Chris- 
tian confidence  of  all  his  brethren  in  the  church  and  'is  of  good  re- 
port with  them  which  are  without.'  He  is  active  and  highly  accepta- 
ble in  his  labors  as  a  Sabbath-school  teacher,  and  in  the  church 
prayer-meetings;  has  good  talents  and  ready  utterance,  and  seems  to 
be  endowed  with  those  natural  abilities  which  would  make  him  accept- 
able in  the  ministry.  From  the  commencement  of  his  religious  life 
he  has  had  an  earnest  desire  to  preach  the  gospel  should  Grod  in  his 
all-wise  providence  open  the  way.  This  desire  he  has  however  kept 
to  himself  until  recently,  when  he  presented  the  case  to  me  and 
asked  counsel.  I  think  if  he  had  the  requisite  intellectual  furniture, 
taken  with  his  earnest  piety,  that  he  would  make  a  more  than  ordi- 
narily acceptable  minister.  He  is  a  practical  printer  by  trade,  and 
a  very  good  workman.  His  education  has  been  neglected.  His 
father  was  not  a  Christian  man,  yet  he  meant  well  for  his  children, 
and  intended  to  have  given  his  sons  a  college  education,  but  became 
embarrassed  in  business,  and  was  obliged  to  keep  his  son  in  his 
printing  oflfice.  Some  four  years  ago  he  died.  *  *  He  would  in 
large  measure  have  to  prosecute  his  studies  privately.  I  am  willing 
to  do  my  utmost  to  help  him,  and  I  believe  that  the  Presbytery 
would,  without  a  dissenting  voice,  cooperate,  and  that  there  would 
be  a  readiness  to  assist  with  material  aid.  *  *  With  a  Presbytery 
one  hundred  and  fifty  miles  long  and  an  average  of  fifty  miles  wide, 
and  twenty-two  organized  churches,  and  only  six  ministers  able  for 
active  service,  I  cannot  find  it  in  my  heart  to  discourage  a  brother 
into  whose  heart  the  Lord  seems  to  have  planted  a  desire  to  preach 
the  everlasting  gospel.  When  I  look  out  at  the  rapidly  widening 
and  ripening  fields  stretching  out  north  and  south,  east  and  west, 
calling  for  men,  we  cannot  but  pray  for  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  to 
raise  up  and  qualify  and  send  forth  laborers." 

SENTIMENTS   AS  TO   DUTY. 

In  our  correspondence  many  scraps  like  the  following  are  found, 
occurring  perhaps  amidst  statements  as  to  business  and  other  mat- 
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ters,  and  thus  revealing  the  more  surely  the  current  of  the  writers' 
desires  and  aims. 

"  I  strive  to  be  thorough  in  all  my  studies.  I  know  that  God 
alone  can  fit  me  for  his  work,  that  without  the  aid  of  His  Spirit  I 
must  fail.  But  my  trust  is  in  him,  and  my  prayer  is  that  I  may  be 
filled  with  his  Spirit  of  wisdom,  and  that  he  would  guide  me  in  the 
way  he  would  have  me  go." 

"  My  heart's  desire  is  to  serve  and  honor  my  God  and  my  Re- 
deemer ;  and  to  do  this  in  his  holy  ministry  grows  daily  more  and 
more  in  me,  notwithstanding  pecuniary  difficulties  often  present 
themselves  to  me.  But  for  whatsoever  God  wills  for  me  to  do,  He 
will  prepare  the  way." 

To  the  same  point  a  multitude  of  such  testimonials  as  this  from  a 
sympathizing  member  of  the  presbytery  might  be  quoted: 

"  Mr. seems  to  have  a  quenchless  desire  for  the  work,  and 

has  persevered  amid  many  and  disheartening  difficulties,  indicating, 
as  we  trust,  a  movement  of  the  Divine  Spirit  upon  his  heart  in  that 
direction." 

SELF-DENIAL   OF   STUDENTS. 

The  course  of  a  student  of  theology  is,  with  rare  exceptions,  one 
of  much  and  peculiar  trial.  It  is  as  much  a  part  of  God's  plan  now  to 
prove  and  refine  by  fire  the  metal  that  is  to  be  taken  from  its  ore  and 
coined  for  the  highest  uses  of  society,  as  it  has  been  in  all  the  ages 
of  the  Church  which  have  left  any  record  to  inform  us  upon  such 
matters.  And  it  might  be  shown,  were  this  the  place,  that  such 
trial  is  but  the  beginning  of  what  is  renewed,  and  made  hotter  and 
more  severe,  often,  with  each  great  advance  of  the  favored  servant  of 
God  in  honor  and  usefulness  in  His  kingdom. 

"  The  bud  may  have  a  bitter  taste, 
But  sweet  will  be  the  flower." 

One  of  the  most  painful  kinds  of  self-denial  to  which  many  students 
are  subjected  is  poverty.  To  offer  a  full  support  to  candidates  for  the 
ministry  would  be  most  dangerous  to  the  character  of  the  profession, 
by  flooding  it  with  unworthy  members.  The  Church  dares  only  to 
"supplement"  what  the  average  ability  and  means  of  industrious 
and  sincere  young  men  are  able  to  command  through  their  own 
efforts,  or  with  the  aid  of  friends.  But  there  are  sometimes  cases  of 
special  hardship  that  deeply  move  the  feelings ;  and  the  more  so 
when  borne  wifh  manliness  and  patience.  Says  one  noble  young 
brother : 

"  I  can,  if  necessary,  stint  myself  more  than  I  have  done.  For, 
although  I  live  cheaper  than  any  student  here,  I  can  live  still 
cheaper  if  I  must.  For  one  dollar  per  week  I  buy  as  much  bread 
and  butter  as  I  need,  but  rather  than  give  up  I  will  do  without  but- 
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ter,  and  live  upon  bread  and  water.  I  put  my  trust  in  God,  and 
am  certain  that  if  He  has  a  work  for  me  to  do,  I  will  yet  get 
through."  It  gave  the  Executive  Committee  great  pleasure  to  have 
the  means  to  send  to  him  a  liberal  extra  appropriation.  He  thus 
pours  out  his  feelings  in  the  letter  acknowledging  it : 

"  I  will  not  attempt  to  express  my  thanks  in  words,  for  I  am 
sure  I  would  fail.  This  I  will  say,  you  have  been  very  kind  to  me, 
and,  God  helping  me,  mine  shall  be  a  life  devoted  to  the  cause  of 
Christ.  I  do  hope  you  will  pray  that  I  may  be  a  better  man,  a 
better  Christian,  that  there  may  be  a  deeper  work  of  grace  in  my 
heart,  and  that  I  may  live  nearer  to  Jesus  than  I  have  ever  done 
before." 

The  names  of  some  could  be  given  who  have  cheerfully  resigned 
circumstances  of  ease,  and  even  abandoned  prospects  of  fortune,  or  who 
have  turned  from  lucrative  and  what  the  world  esteems  more  invi- 
ting professions  or  employments,  because  when  they  said,  "  I  will 
not  make  mention  of  Him,  nor  speak  any  more  in  His  name,  His 
word  was  in  their  heart  as  a  burning  fire  shut  up  in  their 
bones."  A  theological  student  who  was  formerly  a  popular  teacher 
may  be  referred  to  as  one  instance.  Shall  such  men  as  these  want 
the  means  which  so  many  in  our  churches  are  abundantly  able  to 
afford  ? 

"  For  the  kind  interest  manifested  in  me,  I  am  truly  grateful. 
How  well  I  shall  follow  your  advice  the  future  only  can  tell.  I  try 
to  feel  my  dependence  on  Jesus  Christ  for  all  the  blessings  I  so 
much  need  in  my  future  work  as  indeed  in  my  present  study,  and  I 
try  to  keep  near  Him.  I  hope  I  have  been  guided  in  the  choice  of 
my  profession  by  the  Spirit  and  providence  of  God.  I  think  I  can 
say  confidently,  that  I  have  not  been  led  to  enter  the  ministry  from 
motives  of  ambition,  or  mercenary  considerations.  On  the  other 
hand,  I  have,  probably,  too  discouraging  a  view  of  the  self-denial 
and  hardships  before  me.  My  sense  of  the  responsibilities  resting 
on  a  minister  is  such,  that  1  could  never  undertake  the  work  did  I 
not  rely  on  His  aid  in  whose  cause  I  expect  to  labor.     I  left  a  very 

pleasant  situation  in  the  city  of  S ,  where  I  taught  last  year,  and 

have  been  ofiered  a  very  pleasant  and  lucrative  position  in  one  of  our 
best  schools  in  this  region.  To  surrender  these  required  no  little 
self-denial.  I  have  feared  that  I  felt  it  too  much,  but  I  am  conscious 
of  no  motives  but  the  desire  to  serve  my  God  and  Saviour  in  the  way 
in  which  I  can  do  so  best.  My  reasons  for  applying  to  the  Board 
this  winter,  were,  that  I  am  absolutely  without  mean-s — though  out 
of  debt,  having  worked  my  way  through  college." 

And  yet,  there  are  trials  more  severe  than  poverty,  perhaps  su- 
peradded to  poverty.     The  delay  of  years  before  the  dumb  lips  can 
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be  opened  to  preach  to  sinners  perishing  in  multitudes  the  offers  of 
mercy,  the  interruptions  cast  in  the  way  of  the  attainment  of  the  long 
coveted  end,  and  the  harassing  embarassments  arising  from  domestic 
relations  too  delicate  and  sensitive  to  permit  sympathy  from  other 
sources,  are  far  more  piercing  to  the  soul  than  any  lack  of  bread. 
Is  it  a  wonder  brethren  in  such  circumstances  sometimes  become  im- 
patient to  "get  through"  with  their  work  of  preparation  ?  The  fol- 
lowing passage  is  to  the  point  here : 

"  I  have  felt  as  though  the  need  were  so  pressing,  that  I  should  go 
to  work  for  our  Leader  at  once.  I  feel,  however,  the  need  of  more 
preparation,  and  am  rejoiced  whenever  Providence  seems  to  favor 
longer  rest  and  study  before  I  begin  the  war.  I  am  conscious  of 
having  used  expressions  of  impatience  that  may  have  seemed 
strange  to  you,  but  I  resigned  a  naval  position  to  study  for  the  min- 
istry, and  am  now,  after  nine  years  work,  and  travel,  and  study, 
just  tlirough  college.  When  my  heart  is  right,  I  can  see  the  use  of 
all  this  preparation  and  waiting,  but  the  natural  spirit  of  impatience 
which  is  in  me,  and  which  this  very  waiting  may  be  intended  to  cor- 
rect, this  spirit  at  times,  takes  me  by  storm,  and  I  cry  out  almost 
in  anguish,  that  I  must  wait  so  long.  *  *  *  j  feel  that  God 
has  shamed  me  again  for  my  lack  of  faith  in  him,  in  that  I  feared 
even  for  a  moment." 

APPEALS   OF   TEACHERS. 

If  it  be  a  hardship  to  an  earnest  student  to  be  compelled  to  turn 
aside  in  order  to  earn  money  for  his  support,  it  is  scarcely  less  of  a 
trial  to  sympathizing  and  devoted  teachers.  Their  appeals  to  the 
Board  are  often  such  as  ought  to  deeply  stir  all  who  can  render  as- 
sistance in  such  cases  to  do  so.  A  professor  in  a  well  known  col- 
lege pleads  thus  for  a  promising  student: 

"  I  think  we  would  regard  it  as  a  misfortune  to  be  avoided,  if  it 
can  be,  should  he  give  up  any  part  of  his  time  for  some  months  to 
come  to  any  other  work.  His  talents  are  respectable,  though  not 
yet  appearing  as  of  a  high  grade.  But,  by  the  force  of  hard  study 
and  an  energetic  determination,  and  God's  blessing  on  a  prayerful 
spirit,  he  stands  in  the  first  half  of  his  class,  and  bids  fair  to  rise 
still  higher  among  them.  He  is  now  in  the  critical,  forming  period 
of  his  life  as  a  college  student,  acquiring  foundation  principles,  and 
it  would  be  a  matter  for  serious  regret  if  anything  should  interfere 
with  his  individual  eifort  to  receive  thorough  discipline  and  instruc- 
tion at  the  outset." 

OVERFLOWINGS   OF   GRATITUDE. 

Many  of  these  dear  brethren  get  nearer  to  the  throne  of  love  and 
power,  and  are  enabled  to  see  the  hand  of  God  in  every  event  of 
their  life,  even  in  those  obstacles  or  delays  which  they  so  much 
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dreaded.     Sometimes  our  relief  has  reached  them  just  in  time  to 
prevent  the  necessity  of  interrupting  their  studies.     One  writes: 

"It  has  dissipated  many  anxious  thoughts,  removed  embarrass- 
ments, and  enabled  me  to  prosecute  my  studies  without  that  dreaded 
interruption." 

Another  finds  his  highest  cause  of  thankfulness  in  the  religious 
fellowship  and  privileges  which  he  finds  in  college : 

"I  will  have  to  be  very  economical  and  industrious,  to  accom- 
plish the  end  whereunto  I  am  sent.  I  despair  not.  I  am  truly 
grateful  to  our  blessed  Saviour  for  what  He  has  done  for  me 
already,  and  while  I  can  believe  He  orders  all  things,  I  will  use  my 
utmost  efforts.  Although  I  came  here  not  for  any  temporal  grati- 
fication, I  find  so  many  spiritual  advantages  attainable.  It  cer- 
tainly is  a  place  where  a  trusting  soul  desires  to  dwell." 

The  writer  of  another  letter  has  within  him  the  pledge  of  unfail- 
ing peace  and  strength  in  his  humble,  constant  trust  in  God  as  a 
Father,  who  cares  for  His  children  in  all  their  necessities,  and  has 
promised,  "they  that  seek  the  Lord,  shall  not  want  any  good 
thing."     He  says: 

*' Again  do  I  gladly  return  to  you  my  sincerest  thanks  for  your 
kindness.  The  money  sent  me  was  received  just  when  I  was  the 
nearest  desponding.  I  had  then  received  credit  at  the  grocer's  for 
two  meals,  being  entirely  out  of  money.  With  the  letter,'!  went  to 
Dr.  M.,  and  he  immediately  gave  me  an  order  on  the  bank  for  fifty 
dollars. 

"  I  have  thus  been  enabled  to  meet  my  heavier  expenses,  and 
become  in  a  degree  settled.  I  had  to  purchase  furniture,  a  stove, 
and  some  few  necessary  articles.  I  am  sure  that  it  will  not  seem 
egotistical  when  I  say  that  I  can  see  God's  hand  with  me  every 
day,  even  in  small  matters.  I  often  think  it  very  foolish  for  one  to 
worry  about  anything.  While  on  my  way  here,  I  could  not  help 
feeling  anxious  about  where  I  should  go,  and  whether  I  could  obtain 
a  room.  But  it  happened  that  the  wife  of  the  gentleman  whose 
house  I  am  in  went  away  on  a  visit  for  three  or  four  weeks,  a  cou- 
ple of  days  before  I  arrived.  By  God's  providence  I  was  directed  to 
him,  and  he  took  me  in,  and  allowed  me  the  use  of  what  I  needed." 

INFLUENCE    UPON   FELLOW-STUDENTS. 

An  intelligent  teacher  applied  to  the  Board  of  Education  for  two 
candidates  for  the  ministry  as  students,  with  the  offer  of  a  great 
reduction  in  the  terms  required,  "because,  (said  he,)  I  want  the  good 
influence  of  such  men  in  my  school."  The  tone  of  the  letters  already 
quoted  here  would  lead  to  such  an  inference.  We  have  some  that 
breathe  the  fervent  spirit  that  pervades  an  institution  in  a  time  of 
revival.     Such  is  that  which  follows : 
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"My  whole  soul  is  absorbed  in  desire  for  the  outpouring  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  here,  and  upon  me,  that  I  may  be  freed  from  sin,  and 
made  a  fit  instrument  in  God's  hand  for  the  performance  of  his 
entire  will.  My  prayers  are  for  you,  and  those  who  are  God's  ser- 
vants, in  aiding  me  in  preparation  for  his  service.  Receiving  the 
aid  of  Christian  people  impresses  me  with  a  deep  purpose  of  conse- 
cration to  God's  holy  service  in  direct  labors  for  the  soul's  salva- 
tion. I  am  striving  for  a  perfect  faith,  an  entire  submission  of  my 
will  to  the  will  of  God." 

This  one  tells  of  a  work  that  has  commenced,  and  upon  which 
the  tokens  of  Divine  mercy  have  fallen.  It  shows  the  power  of 
special  prayer. 

"No  college  in  the  land  furnishes  a  greater  field  for  Christian 
effort  than  this.  Only  about  fifty  students  are  professors  of  reli- 
gion; of  these  several  have  declared  it  to  be  their  intention  to 
study  for  the  ministry,  though  several  others  may  devote  themselves 
to  the  same  cause.  Many  of  our  number  are  looking  forward  to 
the  law.  Said  one  of  the  most  talented  men  of  the  senior  class 
recently,  when  asked  why  he  did  not  become  a  Christian;  'I  know 
that  if  I  become  converted,  I  would  have  to  enter  the  ministry,  but 
I  want  to  enter  the  law  ;  I  want  to  make  money,  and  win  a  name.' 

"  During  the  week  of  prayer,  a  few  of  us  kept  up  a  daily  prayer- 
meeting  in  one  of  our  own  rooms.  It  was  maintained  for  two 
weeks  afterwards,  daily,  and  it  has  continued  twice  a  week  ever 
since,  and  two  others  have  been  organized  in  other  rooms.  We 
make  a  specialty  in  prayer;  when  we  meet  together  we  pray  for 
some  particular  individual,  and  each  one  has  chosen  some  one  to 
pray  for  in  his  private  devotions.  We  also  make  it  our  duty  to 
talk  with  our  unconverted  fellow-students,  and  warn  them  'to  flee 
from  the  wrath  to  come.'  We  feel  that  as  Christians  we  have  been 
blessed  in  our  labors,  our  souls  have  been  refreshed,  and  some  of 
those  for  whom  we  have  been  praying  have  begun  to  pray  for  them- 
selves, and  seem  to  be  earnestly  seeking  Christ.  Pray  for  us,  that 
God  will  revive  his  work  among  us,  and  raise  up  many  of  these 
young  men  to  be  instruments  for  good." 

APPLICATIONS   FROM   SOLDIERS. 

During  the  war  the  enlistment  of  hundreds  of  thousands  of  young 
men,  for  of  those  in  the  main  our  armies  were  composed,  and  by 
those  our  nation  was  saved,  carried  off  many  who  would  otherwise 
have  known  only  the  lessons  and  duties  of  peace,  and  recruited  the 
ranks  of  the  followers  of  the  Redeemer,  and  the  preachers  of  salva- 
tion. Some  of  those  who  had  bravely  fought  the  battles  of  our 
country,  endured  great  hardships,  and  suffered  painful  injuries,  have 
returned  to  their  homes  with  their  hearts  more  strengthened  by  what 
their  eyes  had  seen  in  the  purpose  to  serve  God,  and  to  seek  first 
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his  kingdom  and  righteousness.  The  applications  made  by  such 
for  aid  to  obtain  an  education  to  fit  them  to  preach  the  gospel  have 
been  sometimes  very  interesting.  And  in  no  case,  thus  far,  has  the 
Board  been  unable  to  grant  the  amount  asked  by  the  presbyteries 
for  these  soldier-students.  One  of  them  thus  writes,  in  a  spirit  of 
touching  and  humble  earnestness  : 

"  I  have  nothing  to  depend  on  but  what  the  Board  gives  me, 
except  what  I  earn  and  a  small  pension  (of  four  dollars  per  month) 
from  the  government,  and  as  I  am  not  able  to  work,  only  with  one 
hand,  as  my  left  arm  has  been  shattered  with  a  rebel  bullet,  my  sup- 
port from  my  labor  is  small. 

"  I  feel  very  unworthy  and  incompetent  for  the  great  work  which 
I  have  undertaken,  but  I  look  to  God  for  strength  and  guidance. 
Although  weak  and  unworthy,  yet  I  am  willing  to  do  all  that  I  can 
for  my  Lord  and  Master,  for  '  the  harvest  truly  is  plenteous,  but  the 
laborers  are  few.'  I  desire  an  interest  in  the  prayers  of  all  God's 
people  that  I  may  not  be  a  reproach  to  the  cause  of  Christ,  but  that 
I  may  be  an  instrument  in  the  hands  of  God  of  doing  much  good." 

The  fevers  that  follow  the  tremendous  fatigues,  excitements,  and 
exposure  of  life  in  the  army  in  time  of  war,  have  swept  away  great 
numbers  of  our  noblest  men.  But  God  quickened  again  many  of 
these,  and  brought  them  up  again  from  the  depths  of  the  earth,  and 
inspired  their  tongue  to  talk  of  His  righteousness  all  the  day  long, 
and  moved  them  to  resolve  to  devote  their  life  in  grateful  labors  to 
declare  all  His  works.  Such  a  blessed  chastening  may  be  traced  in 
the  ensuing  case: 

"  I  entered  the  army  in  186 — ,  and  after  serving  my  country  about 
one  year  was  discharged,  having  lain  upon  my  back  for  five  months, 
with  a  terrible  attack  of  the  typhoid  fever.  I  was  reduced  to  a 
mere  skeleton,  and  was  brought  down  to  the  very  gates  of  the  tomb, 
but  God  had  still  a  work  for  my  poor  hands  to  perform,  and  for  that 
purpose  he  mercifully  preserved  my  life. 

"  After  returning  home,  my  health  continued  very  poor  until  the 
1st  of  September,  186 — ,  when,  seeing  no  sign  of  a  permanent  resto- 
ration of  my  health,  I  resolved  to  reenter  the  army,  feeling  that 
thereby  my  life  would  either  be  saved  and  my  health  restored,  or 
else  I  would  soon  die  of  disease.  It  had  the  desired  result.  From 
the  day  I  entered  the  army  I  began  to  improve  in  health,  and  when 
I  was  discharged  in  June  last,  I  was  in  every  respect  a  sound,  strong 
man.  My  health,  thank  God,  is  entirely  restored,  and  I  feel  like 
devoting  the  residue  of  my  days  to  a  faithful  service  of  that  kind 
and  good  Father  who  has  watched  over  and  protected  me  when  ex- 
posed to  trial,  affliction,  and  the  dangers  of  battle. 

"  My  experience  while  in  the  service  was  varied,  yet  at  no  time 
did  I  feel  like  deserting  the  '  army  of  the  Lord.'  I  tried  to  be  con- 
sistent, and  endeavored  to  let  the  true  Christian  light  shine.    I  trust 
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that  God  did  bless  my  labors  among  my  fellow-soldiers  to  the 
strengthening  of  their  faith  and  their  encouragement  to  perseverance 
in  the  service  of  God.  ******** 
"  The  time  seems  very  long  to  me,  till  I  shall  enter  upon  a  field 
of  more  extended  usefulness.  When  I  look  about  me  and  see  so 
many  of  my  fellow-men  perishing  in  their  sins,  I  long  to  gird  on 
the  armor  and  take  my  position  with  the  bravest  and  most  steadfast 
of  those  who  do  battle  for  our  God." 

Would  that  the  determined  zeal  of  the  soldier  who  makes  the  fol- 
lowing appeal  to  the  Church,  through  this  Board,  for  the  means  re- 
quired to  prepare  himself  for  her  service,  were  held  up  by  pastors 
before  the  Christians  that  have  yet  contributed  little  or  nothing  to 
our  treasury. 

"  In  August,  1862,  unable  longer  to  resist  the  continued  call  of 
the  Government  for  more  men,  and  feeling  at  the  same  time  that  it 
was  a  sacred  duty  to  which  no  young  man  should  feel  indifferent,  I 
enlisted  in  the  army.  *  *  The  Lord  has  been  to  me  a  very  pre- 
sent help  in  time  of  need.  In  the  midst  of  innumerable  dangers  and 
sore  temptations,  he  has  shielded  me,  and  after  nearly  three  years 
campaigning,  has  returned  cSe  to  my  studies  with  a  better  physical 
constitution  than  when  I  left  them,  and  I  trust  with  no  spiritual 
diminution,  but  with  a  perceptible  growth  in  grace,  a  more  exalted 
view  of  his  infinite  goodness  and  mercy,  a  more  humble  opinion  of 
self,  and  a  more  firm  purpose  to  spend  and  be  spent  for  him. 

"  When  I  consider  that  the  harvest  indeed  is  great,  that  the 
laborers  are  few,  and  that  the  fields  are  white  already  to  harvest,  I 
feel  that  the  present  is  not  the  time  to  cease  making  preparations 
for  this  greatest  of  all  work,  and  devote  myself  to  securing  means  to 
go  on.  And  further,  my  advanced  age,  almost  thirty,  strongly 
suggests  that  I  be  prepared  as  early  as  possible  to  enter  upon  active 
labors." 

INFLUENCE   IN   THE   ARMY. 

The  brief  story  of  another  soldier,  faithful  to  Christ,  is  told  in 
two  letters,  the  extracts  from  which  must  close  this  series.  It  was 
given  at  our  special  request. 

"  In  September,  1861,  I  enlisted  as  a  private,  and  went  to  camp, 
but  before  the  regiment  was  organized  I  took  the  typhoid  fever,  on 
account  of  which  I  was  obliged  to  return  home,  where  I  remained 
till  my  recovery,  which  required  about  six  weeks.  Soon  after  my 
return  to  camp  the  regiment  was  ordered  to  Kentucky,  where  we 
had  some  hard  marching  to  do  during  the  following  winter.  In  the 
company  to  which  I  belonged  there  were  some  persons  who  were 
favorably  disposed  towards  Christianity,  aud  as  far  as  possible,  we

tried  to  be  together  in  one  tent.  There  were  ten  of  us  who  thus 
lived  together,  and  were  known  throughout  the  entire  regiment  as 
the  '  happy  family,'  on  account  of  the  course  we  pursued.  The 
Testament  was  our  daily  companion,  which  was  read  by  one  of  our 
number  every  morning  and  evening.  It  is  somewhat  remarkable 
that  only  two  of  this  number  now  sleep  in  Southern  graves,  while 
the  other  eight,  after  having  passed  through  many  battles,  have 
returned  to  the  peaceful  avocations  of  life.  During  the  two  years  I 
remained  in  that  regiment  we  frequently  had  social  meetings  for 
prayer,  under  the  wide  canopy  of  heaven ;  and  although  the 
interest  in  those  meetings  was  not  as  great  as  was  desirable,  yet  I 
believe  they  were  not  without  some  beneficial  influence.  The  ma- 
jority of  the  officers  cared  for  none  of  these  things,  and  the  soldiers 
were  not  far  behind  them  in  wickedness  as  a  general  thing.  When 
the  order  was  issued  for  the  organization  of  colored  troops,  I  went 
before  the  Examining  Board  and  received  the   appointment  of  1st 

lieutenant    in    the regiment.      Here   my  duties  were  of  an 

entirely  different  nature,  and  I  was  surrounded  by  different  associates. 
It  was,  indeed,  a  trying  time,  for  nearly  all  of  my  brother  officers 
yielded  to  the  influence  of  the  wine  cup,  and  every  kindred  vice,  and 
it  was  in  vain  for  me  to  expostulate  with  them.  After  nine  months 
service  as  lieutenant,  I  was  made  adjutant  of  the  regiment,  and 
was  detailed  as  Acting  Assistant  Adjutant  General  of  the  Brigade, 
which  position  I  occupied  till  after  the  surrender  of  Lee's  army, 
when  I  resigned.  The  colored  men  made  excellent  soldiers,  they 
were  controlled  with  little  trouble,  and  in  the  battle  of  Nashville, 
they  did  splendid  service.  During  the  time  I  was  in  the  army,  I 
was  Vf'nh.  my  command  in  every  engagement  in  which  they  partici- 
pated, among  which,  were  the  following  :  '  Shiloh,'  '  Stone  River.' 
*•  Chick  am  auga,'  and  'Nashville,'  besides  many  other  small  battles. 
Was  captured  at  Stone  River  but  escaped.  Never  was  wounded, 
nor  so  sick  as  to  require  hospital  treatment  after  leaving  home.  In 
reviewing  my  life  in  the  army  I  can  say  with  truth,  'saved  by 

grace.'  " 

*  *  *  *  *  ^  * 

"  I  had  no  sooner  returned  from  the  army,  than  I  felt  the  obliga- 
tion resting  upon  me,  and  in  August,  1865,  I  again  entered  upon 
my  studies,  after  a  vacation  of  four  long  years.  In  all  the  trying 
scenes  through  which  I  passed,  the  words  of  the  Psalmist  were  fresh 
in  my  memory,  'A  thousand  shall  fall  at  thy  side,  and  ten  thousand 
at  thy  right  hand,  but  it  shall  not  come  nigh  thee,'  and  their  verity 
has  been  fully  realized.  By  what  assistance  I  may  receive  from  the 
Board,  and  with  what  means  I  have  saved  from  my  services  to  the 
Government,  I  hope  to  be  able  by  the  blessing  of  God  to  complete 
my  course  of  preparation  without  further  interruption.  I  do  not 
desire  to  become  educated  simply,  but  to  be  useful  in  winning  others 
to  Christ." 
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REMARKS. 


In  the  selections  -which  have  been  given  here,  though  much  inter- 
esting matter  of  a  personal  character  has  been  omitted,  and  most  of 
them  are  necessarily  brief  and  imperfect,  yet  there  is  much  food  for 
gratifying  reflection,  and  much  to  suggest  useful  hints  to  the  sincere 
friend  of  religious  education. 

They  furnish  a  kind  of  information  which  is  much  needed  by  the 
minister  in  presenting  these  subjects  before  his  people,  and  by  the 
private  Christian  in  the  consideration  of  the  distribution  of  his 
money  and  property  to  the  best  advantage,  for  the  good  of  the 
cause  of  truth.  In  previous  reports  there  have  been  presented 
important  statistics  showing  the  results  of  the  Church's  educational 
schemes,  the  need  of  increasing  the  laborers  for  the  harvest  of  that 
boundless  "field — the  world,"  and  the  motives  to  pray  to  the  Lord 
of  the  harvest  to  raise  them  up,  and  thrust  them  forth,  by  some 
means.  But  in  this  is  laid  bare  the  heart  of  the  men  themselves. 
You  inspect  the  motives,  discern  the  character,  learn  their  trials,  see 
the  ways  in  which  the  Lord  has  led  them,  are  enabled  to  take  encour- 
agement from  their  past  fidelity  and  usefulness,  and  to  believe  that 
the  hand  of  God  will  still  be  with  them  for  good,  and  so  obtain  rea- 
sons for  liberal  contributions  of  money  to  aid  them  in  their  long  and 
expensive  work  of  preparation,  and  for  sincere  sympathy  and  prayer 
for  them  and  for  those  who  are  appointed  by  the  Church  to  take 
charge  of  the  interests  which  relate  to  them. 

This  is  a  kind  of  information  calculated,  if  anything  can  do  it, 
to  stop  the  mouth  of  slander.  There  is  nothing  that  so  causes  the 
cheek  of  an  intelligent  friend  of  education  to  burn  with  shame  and 
indignation,  as  to  hear  the  thoughtless  and  harsh  charges  which,  in 
the  most  sweeping  way,  are  brought  against  what  the  Church  has 
done,  and  what  the  Church  is  doing,  for  its  advancement.  There  are 
defects  and  failures  in  this  work,  just  as  there  are  in  the  character 
and  influence  of  every  man,  in  the  labors  of  every  minister,  and  in 
the  work  of  every  possible  society  under  the  control,  and  employing 
the  powers  of  men,  and  operating  upon  natures  also  corrupted 
with  sin.  But  it  is  a  very  terrible  thing  to  allow  the  prejudices  of 
some  unfortunate  experience,  and  the  mournful  offences  of  a  few 
individuals  to  blind  the  eyes  to  the  honor,  the  usefulness,  and  the 
importance  of  what  the  painful  wisdom  of  generations  has  reared, 
and  to  the  vast  and  eternal  benefits  which  the  Presbyterian  plan  of 
education  has  conferred  upon  the  Church,  upon  the  missionary  cause 
at  home  and  abroad,  and  upon  the  best  interests  of  the  kingdom  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  It  is  not  too  much  to  say,  that  one  censo- 
rious speech  on  the  floor  of  the  General  Assembly,  where  dignity, 
wisdom  and  authority  is  lent  in  the  eyes  of  most  readers  to  the  utter- 
ances of  any  man  who  holds  the  position  of  a  member,  has  cost  this 
Board,    and   not   it   alone,    but    others   in    similar   circumstances, 
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hundreds  and  possibly  thousands  of  dollars,  and  has  inflicted  deep 
wounds  which  years  could  not  obliterate.  Not  alone  does  the  cause 
so  attacked  suffer  the  injury,  but  it  is  felt  in  many  hearts,  and  affects 
the  character  and  labors  of  many  individuals,  to  an  extent  that  the 
speaker  is  unable  to  conceive.  "Ah  !"  said  a  devoted  and  laborious 
student,  after  a  meeting  where  he  was  stung  to  the  quick  by  the 
remarks  of  a  minister  who  knew  nothing  of  who  were  in  his  audi- 
ence, "ah!  if  I  thought  I  were  to  be  regarded  as  a  pauper  and  a 
worthless  fellow  because  I  accept  the  assistance  of  the  Church,  it 
would  be  hard  to  bear.  My  father  was  the  president  of  a  college ; 
my  widowed  mother  and  other  members  of  the  family  are  dependent 
upon  me.  My  father  sacrificed  all  he  had  for  the  Church,  and  I  am 
trying  to  get  into  her  ministry.  With  all  I  have  been  able  to  earn, 
and  all  I  get  from  the  Board  of  Education,  I  am  scarcely  able  to 
bear  the  burden  laid  upon  me.  Shall  I  go  on,  or  shall  I  give  up?" 
And  yet  these  words  were  spoken  not  in  anger,  but  with  the  humble 
submissiveness  of  one  who  was  willing  to  suffer  reproach  for  Christ, 
but  dreaded  the  thought  that  the  sentiments  of  the  speaker  might 
find  sympathy  in  the  minds  of  men  of  knowledge  and  true  feeling, 
who  might  hear  them,  or  be  entertained  by  fellow  Christians. 

Considerations  like  these  have  gone  far  to  lead  to  the  selection  of 
the  general  subject  we  have  been  presenting  above,  and  in  disposing 
us  to  reveal,  so  far  as  propriety  would  allow,  the  privacy  of  a  cor- 
respondence that  must  be  to  a  large  extent  confidential.  What  is 
given,  will  be  precious  to  the  sincere  servant  of  God.  And  it  will 
encourage  the  faith,  and  the  willing  and  more  abundant  coopera- 
tion, we  hope,  of  many  who  are  now  but  partially  interested  in  this 
great  field  of  the  Church's  duty. 

Would  that  the  servants  of  Christ  knew  with  what  information, 
or  hy  the  urging  of  what  motives,  to  pierce  the  ears,  and  to  reach  the 
hearts  of  the  members  of  those  churches,  whose  trickling  collections, 
where  abundant  streams  are  so  vitally  needed,  year  after  year 
amount  to  so  little,  or  are  forgotten,  or  are  omitted  upon  some  insuf- 
ficient plea !  To  brethren  in  the  charge  of  them  we  must  appeal  to 
wake  them  up.  The  numbers  of  many  of  these  churches  have 
been  multiplied  by  revivals ;  their  wealth  has  increased,  by  God's 
goodness,  many  fold.  Yet  their  sincere  acknowledgment  of  His 
mercies  in  efforts  and  gifts  to  advance  His  cause  has  not  been 
yielded.  Their  families  have  sent  forth  no  sons  to  minister  at  His 
altars.     A  curse  and  a  blight  seems  to  rest  upon  them. 

Another  important  benefit  we  desire  to  render  by  the  publication 
of  these  selections  is,  that  they  will  be  a  guide  to  the  piety,  and  a 
comfort  for  the  troubles  of  other  and  fresh  candidates  for  the  minis- 
try. Brethren,  in  the  severest  trials  you  suffer,  there  has  none 
"taken  you  but  such  as  is  common  to  man;"  and  "God  who  is 
faithful  will  not  suffer  you  to  be  tempted;"  or  tried  "above  that  ye 
are  able  to  bear."     Be  careful  for  one  thing  above  all  else,  that 
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"the  trial  of  your  faith,  being  more  precious  than  of  gold  that 
perisheth,  though  it  he  tried  with  fire,  might  be  found  unto  pra/se 
and  honor  mid  glory  at  the  appearing  of  Jesus  Christ."  From 
these  letters  you  will  learn  lessons  of  trust  in  God's  providence, 
tender  gratitude  for  His  mercies,  the  spirit  that  should  fill  your 
breasts  in  the  laborious  and  protracted  pursuit  of  the  knowledge 
•without  which  you  will  remain  like  workmen  without  proper  tools, 
and  the  character  you  ought  to  bear,  and  the  influence  you  ought 
to  exert,  in  the  institutions  of  learning  to  which  God  has  been 
pleased  to  allot  you.  The  study  needful  and  pleasant,  above  all 
other  studies,  is  that  of  God's  word ;  and  the  privilege  above  all 
others  that  a  mortal  can  enjoy  is  that  of  unbroken  and  intimate 
communion  with  God  as  a  Father  in  whose  loving  care  we  can 
always,  and  in  all  things,  confide,  and  with  Christ  as  a  Saviour  on 
whom  we  can  lay  all  our  sins,  and  to  whom  we  can  go  for  the 
strength  and  wisdom  needed  to  serve  Him  as  we  ought,  and  for  real 
comfort  and  perfect  peace  within. 

The  military  cadet  thinks  the  discipline  of  his  school  painfully 
and  unnecessarily  severe.  But  it  is  a  part  of  the  training  of  mus- 
cles and  will  for  which  he  rejoices  when  he  is  cast  out  into  the  hard- 
ships of  the  march,  or  when  he  is  called  upon  to  lead  the  assault 
upon  the  enemy.  It  is  your  expectation,  and  the  hope  of  the 
church,  that  a  large  proportion  of  you  will  be  honored  heralds  of 
salvation  to  the  spiritual  desolations  of  this  land,  and  to  those  far 
greater  in  the  heathen  world.  To  endure  hardness  as  good  soldiers 
there,  to  understand  and  perform  the  labors  to  win  souls,  and  to 
fight,  "not  as  one  that  beateth  the  air,"  making  a  great  noise  and 
show,  without  in  truth  accomplishing  more  than  to  fill  his  supporters 
with  shame  and  the  enemy  with  laughter,  you  need  just  what  God 
has  now  "given  you  to  suffer,"  or  to  do.  Therefore,  "greatly 
rejoice,  though  now,  for  a  season,  if  need  be,  ye  are  in  heaviness." 
Shame  on  the  cowardly  spirit  that  dreads  needful  discipline. 
Have  respect  unto  the  recompense.  Such  reflections,  we  know, 
many  of  you  do  not  require.  But  to  some  they  will  not  come 
amiss. 

COLORED  CANDIDATES  IN  THE  SOUTH. 

By  a  resolution  of  the  last  General  Assembly,  "in  view  of  the 
extraordinary  necessities  of  the  colored  congregations  in  the  South, 
and  in  order  to  afford  aid  to  a  number  of  pious,  sensible,  and  expe- 
rienced men,  selected  by  our  Presbyteries  with  a  view  of  training 
them  to  become  preachers  of  the  gospel,  the  Board  of  Education  is 
permitted,  at  its  discretion,  in  their  case  temporarily  to  relax  the 
rule  (§  I.  art.  6,)  requiring  that  no  person  shall  be  received  by  the 
Board  unless  he  shall  "have  spent  at  least  three  months  in  the 
study  of  the  Latin  language."

This  occupies  a  diflferent  sphere  from  the  Church's  Committee  on 
Freedmen,  and  in  no  wise  conflicts  with  the  important  work  of 
that  Committee.  These  candidates  for  the  ministry  differ  from  no 
others  under  our  care,  save  in  the  temporary  relaxation  of  one  of 
the  Rules  of  the  Board.  This  act  of  favor  on  the  part  of  the 
Assembly  towards  the  faithful  brethren  who  are  endeavoring  to 
secure  a  supply  of  colored  ministers  for  the  multitudes  in  danger  of 
relapsing  into  barbarism,  has  been  received  with  much  gratitude. 

The  letter  of  the  Rev.  W.  L.3Iiller  narrates  what  has  been 
done  in  his  presbytery.  We  ask  our  brethren  to  bear  in  mind  this 
increased  expenditure  of  the  Board,  in  making  contributions  to  it. 

"I  thank  the  Board  most  sincerely  for  the  aid  extended.  We 
have  selected  five  of  our  most  promising  candidates  for  the  ministry. 
It  is  our  hope  and  expectation  that  all  five  of  the  students  will  be 
able  to  read  the  Holy  Scriptures  in  the  languages  in  which  they 
were  written.  We  are  confident  that  all  have  good  natural  talent, 
and  can  take  a  thorough  education.  We  may  be  forced  by  the 
pressing  demand  for  colored  ministers  to  allow  one,  who  is  most 
advanced  in  years,  to  shorten  his  course,  but  this  will  not  be  done 
without  consultation  with  the  Board. 

"The  young  men  are  making  satisfactory  progress  in  their  studies, 
and  the  spirit  manifested  by  them  is  such  as  to  encourage  us  to 
hope  for  great  results.  They  are  remarkably  docile,  and,  having 
recently  entered  a  new  world,  place  implicit  confidence  in  their 
guides.  Our  responsibility  is  much  increased  by  the  implicit  confi- 
dence they  place  in  their  instructors.  The  supposition  that  either 
of  us  could'  possibly  be  mistaken  does  not  seem  to  have  occurred  to 
one  of  them.  The  apostle  Paul,  could  he  come  to  Princeton,  would 
receive  something  not  far  removed  from  the  respect  and  confidence 
bestowed  on  us  by  our  students.  This  may  seem  a  strong  state- 
ment, yet  it  does  not  exceed  the  truth.  Had  we  one  hundred  stu- 
dents it  would  be  the  same.  Does  it  not  follow  that  the  Church 
has  an  excellent  opportunity  of  raising  up  just  such  a  race  of  col- 
ored ministers  as  will  wield  a  powerful  influence  for  good  ?  We 
ought  to  have  at  the  head  of  this  Institute  one  of  the  best  men  in 
the  Church ;  and  I  am  satisfied  that  we  ivill  have  him  before  five 
years  have  passed. 

"The  Rev.  S.  C.  Alexander  and  I  divide  the  labor  of  teaching. 
I  instruct  the  students  from  9  till  12  o'clock,  and  he  takes  them  in 
the  afternoon.  After  New  Year,  we  expect  to  teach  two  hours  at 
night.  Our  purpose  is  to  advance  the  students  as  rapidly  as  pos- 
sible. 

"The  Biddle  Memorial  Institute  will  certainly  have  the  train- 
ing of  the  leaders  of  the  colored  race  in  Western  North  and 
South  Carolina;  and  it  will  supply  the  ministers  lor  one  hundred 
Presbyterian  churches.      If   I  had   twenty   ministers   who   would 
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work  as  cheap  as  these  students  will  work  when  educated,  I  could 
organize  forty  churches,  and  settle  them  in  six  months. 
I  remain  yours  in  Christ  Jesus,

RELATIONS  OF  PRESBYTERIES  TO  CANDIDATES  FOR  THE 

MINISTRY. 

The  control  of  the  presbyteries  over  candidates  for  the  office  of 
the  ministry,  is  a  subject  which  lies  almost  at  the  foundation  of  all 
our  ideas  of  soundness  in  the  Church,  faithfulness  to  its  principles 
on  the  part  of  the  ministry,  and  of  the  care  that  is  due  to  a  class 
which  is  soon  to  constitute  the  leaders  and  teachers  of  the  Church. 

These  things  are  very  plain;  firsts  that  all  young  men  who  pur- 
pose to  enter  the  sacred  office  should,  at  an  early  day  in  their  theo- 
logical, if  not  of  their  collegiate,  studies  be  taken  under  the  affec- 
tionate and  watchful  care  of  the  presbytery.  There  are  hundreds 
in  our  literary  institutions  who  cannot  shut  their  ears  to  the  cries  of 
perishing  souls,  and  who  resolve  that  they  will,  if  Providence  open 
the  way,  devote  themselves  to  preaching  to  them  the  way  of  life. 
But  wanting  pious  counsellors,  pressed  by  their  necessities,  or 
tempted  by  advantageous  proposals  of  a  worldly  kind  in  other 
directions,  or  becoming  lukewarm  in  spirit,  they  give  up  their  high 
purpose.  They  might  have  been  useful,  happy,  successful  laborers 
in  the  service  of  Christ.  But  now  their  strength  is  comparatively, 
at  best,  "spent  for  nought."  It  is  important  then  that  pastors  and 
spiritual  guides  search  out  even  the  sons  of  wealthy  families,  whose 
hearts  may  be  warm  with  the  desires  that  should  be  the  direct 
offspring  of  gratitude  for  their  own  salvation  ;  kindly  and  wisely 
assist  them  in  deciding  in  what  course  of  life  they  may  be  useful  in 
their  Redeemer's  kingdom;  and,  if  they  take  up  the  call  to  the 
ministry,  encourage  them  to  take  a  hearty  interest  in  good  works, 
form  the  acquaintance  of  ministers  and  other  active  Christians,  and 
place  themselves  early  in  connection  with  the  presbytery. 

Second.  It  is  one  of  the  most  essential  duties  of  every  presby- 
tery to  keep  all  the  young  men  preparing  for  the  ministry  con- 
stantly before  its  eye.  The  Committee  on  Education  should  see  to 
it  that,  in  person  or  by  satisfactory  correspondence,  they  are  annu- 
ally inquired  of  as  to  their  advancement  in  intellectual  preparation 
for  their  great  life-task,  and  as  to  their  growth  in  the  knowledge 
and  love  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  without  which  all  else  is  worth- 
less, nay,  only  a  preparation  for  evil  and  sorrow  to  themselves  and 
others  ; .  and  that  the  Board  of  Education  shall  be  informed  if  the 
presbytery  judge  any  one  unworthy  of  the  aid  of  the  Church,  that 
thus  a  wrong  may  not  he  done  to  religion  and  to  those  who  give  of 
their  substance  for  its  advancement. 
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Third.  The  beneficent  influence  of  the  Board  of  Education 
over  the  rising  ministry  may  be  observed  in  its  requirement  that  all 
under  its  care  shall  be  brought  into  close  and  constant  connection 
■with  the  presbytery,  and  so  with  all  that  interests  its  sympathies, 
and  employs  the  labors  of  its  members,  through  the  annual  exami- 
nation of  them,  and  presbyterial  reneival  of  the  recommendation  of 
them  for  aid  from  the  Board. 

To  bring  out  these  points  of  interest  to  the  Church,  the  following 
table  has  been  prepared,  which  presents  the  results  of  inquiries  made 
of  the  Stated  Clerks,  and  Committees  on  Education,  in  all  the  pres- 
byteries. We  regret  that  from  a  few  of  them  repeated  letters  have 
failed  to  obtain  the  information  desired.

Of  the  above,  thirty-three,  we  judge  from  the  the  reports  to  us, 
completed  their  theological  studies  at  the  seminaries  of  the  Church. 
Two  have  been  dropped  from  our  roll  on  account  of  defects  in 
doctrinal  sentiments,  three  for  improprieties  of  behavior,  and  three 
for  sickness  and  other  reasons. 

The  Church  will  see  with  comfort  and  hope  the  large  increase  in 
the  number  of  new  candidates  received.  Last  year  there  were 
eighty-one ;  this  year  one  hundred  and  six  ;  which  is  an  addition  of 
almost  one-third  to  the  previous  number.  We  thank  our  Master  for 
this  evidence  of  favor  to  His  Church.  And  the  Board  takes  cour- 
age to  press  more  earnestly  upon  Christians  and  their  offspring 
those  high  and  constraining  principles  and  motives  which  can  alone 
fill  with  faithful  recruits  the  ranks  of  the  army  of  salvation,  or  can 
sustain  them  in  the  conflicts  before  them.  These  are,  love  to  God ; 
believing  prayer;  a  determination  to  seek  out  wherever  Satan  has 
bound  them  in  his  chains,  and  to  save,  by  publishing  the  grace  of 
Christ,  that  which  was  lost;  and  willingness  to  make  all  the  prepa- 
rations needful  for  the  work,  endure  all  sufferings,  consecrate  all 
property,  wholly  give  self,  give  sons  and  daughters  for  life  and 
death.  How  soon  would  this  spirit  crowd  our  seminaries,  and  carry 
the  gospel  to  every  creature !

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STATE   OF  THE  TREASURY. 

TMiilc  the  contributions  to  the  Ministerial  Department  have 
been  nearly  the  same,  those  to  that  of  General  Education  have 
been  nearly  doubled,  as  compared  with  last  year.  And  yet  so 
large  are  the  draughts  upon  each  treasury  that  we  must  appeal 
to  churches  that  have  not  contributed,  to  make  liberal  collections 
for  them.  Especially  is  this  the  case  in  the  General  Education 
department,  where  the  numerous  appeals  for  help  from  the  schools 
of  various  kinds  and  grades  have  already  nearly  consumed  the  contri- 
butions of  the  Day  of  Prayer  for  Schools  in  February;  so  that  we 
must  appeal  to  brethren  who  have  sent  us  nothing  for  them  yet,  to 
remember  the  urgent  pleas  which  they  will  read  in  the  second  divi- 
sion of  this  Report,  in  behalf  of  the  parochial  schools,  academies, 
colleges,  the  German  and  French  mission  schools,  and  others,  which 
deserve  our  best  wishes  and  our  generous  and  effective  aid.

The  above  table  brings  to  light  several  points  in  regard  to  the 
history  of  the  efforts  in  behalf  of  General  Education.  The  first 
column  shows  from  a  careful  examination  of  our  records,  tliat  the 
number  of  institutions  aided  by  the  Church  increased  from  1848  till 
1855,  when  it  began  to  diminish.  At  the  time  of  Dr.  Van  Rens- 
selaer's death,  in  1860,  it  had  diminished  more  than  one  half,  that 
is,  from  sixty  to  twenty-seven.  It  fell  as  low  as  eleven  in  18G3.  It 
is  again  on  the  increase,  and  is  now  up  to  the  average  (twenty-five) 
of  the  years  1859—61. 

The  second  column  shows  the  number  of  presbyteries  that  have 
aided  the  work.  This  has  been  very  irregular  in  successive  years. 
The  average  has  been  over  eighteen  each  year.  During  this  year 
contributions  have  been  sent  to  us  from  twenty-six. 

The  third  column  tells  the  number  of  churches  that  have  con- 
tributed each  year.  The  average  number  has  been  twenty-nine. 
This  year  it  was  fifty^  a  number  only  exceeded  in  two  previous  years. 

l!i\\Q  fourth  column  gives  the  contributions  for  each  year.  It  is  to 
be  explained  in  regard  to  it  that  the  heaviest  amounts  were 
given  by  a  small  number  of  individuals  in  the  Eastern  synods,  until 
within  a  few  years.  Even  yet  a  few  generous  benefactors  do  as  much 
as  all  the  churches  together.  But  for  a  number  of  years,  in  order  to 
bring  the  cause  fully  before  the  Church,  and  to  encourage  exertions  in 
behalf  of  a  better  education  for  the  children  of  the  Church,  they 
gave  in  much  larger  amounts.     A  gentleman  now  deceased,  who  was 
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connected  with  the  Brick  Church  in  the  city  of  New  York,  gave  five 
thousand  dollars  jyer  annum  for  several  years.  We  can  hardly  look 
for  such  sums  at  present  from  any  source.  Our  trust  is  in  the 
small  contributions  of  those  who  love  the  Saviour  and  ivill  aid  us 
as  the  Lord  enables  them,  that  are  scattered  in  the  churches  all  over  the 
land;  many  it  may  be  are  jyoor,  but  follow  their  gifts  of  money 
with  prayers  that  will  make  many  rich.

For  several  years  past  the  list  of  parochial  schools  has  been  very 
imperfect,  on  account  of  want  of  correct  information  as  to  the  exist- 
ence of  some  which  were  once  reported.  The  above  is  the  result  of 
much  correspondence.  If  there  are  others  not  mentioned  we  will  be 
glad  to  be  informed  of  it,  that  we  may  enter  them  upon  the  list.  Four- 
teen of  them  are  English,  six  are  German,  two  are  French,  and  one 
is  of  a  mixed  character,  at  Santa  Fe,  in  New  Mexico.  The  eleven 
marked  with  an  asterisk  [*]  have  been  aided  by  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation. The  reports  of  the  Foreign  Schools  will  be  given  together 
in  the  latter  part  of  this  Annual  Ueport. 

SCHOOL  AT  FRIENDSVILLE,  ILLINOIS. 

Last  spring  the  energetic  friends  of  this  school  at  Friendsville 
made  an  appeal  to  the  Board  for  a  special  and  liberal  appropriation, 
in  order  to  put  it  on  a  footing  of  much  increased  usefulness,  stating 
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that  if  granted  no  more  would  be  asked.  The  sum  of  four  hundred 
dollars,  in  faith  that  God  would  provide  the  means  to  pay  it,  was 
promised  them,  one-half  payable  last  year,  the  remainder  this  year. 
It  will  be  seen  how  abundantly  their  extraordinary  efforts  and  self- 
denial  have  been  blessed  from  on  high.  We  would  call  attention  to 
the  request  for  books,  with  the  hope  that  some  sympathizing  friends 
will  send  us  contributions  in  money  to  be  applied  to  this  object,  or 
books  from  their  own  stock  which  would  be  acceptable  and  useful, 
and  which  we  will,  if  desired,  receive  and  forward  from  our  Rooms. 
They  send  the  following  interesting  report. 

During  the  six  months  now  about  closing,  the  number  of  students  has  been 
much  above  that  of  any  former  period.  The  aggregate  attendance  for  the  fall  term 
was  79,  and  for  the  winter  term  64.  The  average  for  the  whole  time  is  something 
above  60. 

"The  winter,"  the  teachers  report,  "has  been  a  peaceful,  quiet,  happy,  working 
one,  both  to  scholars  and  teachers,  no  doubt  in  answer  to  the  prayers  of  the  friends 
and  patrons  of  the  school.  There  has  been  a  general  spirit  of  subordination  among 
the  students,  and  an  earnest  desire  to  acquire  thoroughly  every  branch  undertaken." 

In  regard  to  the  branches  taught,  the  studies  have  ranged  in  mathematics  from 
the  mental  drill  to  plane  trigonometry ;  in  languages,  from  English  orthography  to 
Virgil's -lEnead;  and  in  natural  sciences,  from  descriptive  geography  to  practical 
astronomy. 

Financially  the  interests  of  the  school  have  much  improved.  A  blessing  has 
come  to  us  with  the  aid  and  prayers  of  the  Board  of  Education.  We  entered  the 
fiscal  year  with  a  building  debt  of  $1514.  The  last  exhibit  of  the  secretary  of  the 
trustees  shows  that  this  debt  has  been  reduced  to  $602.82 — $912  having  been  paid. 
This  will  give  the  Board  an  impression  of  the  strenuous  effort  we  are  making  to  clear 
the  enterprise  of  its  embarrassment  and  establish  it  on  a  firm  basis. 

It  is  my  great  privilege  to  acquaint  you  with  the  gracious  seal  of  God's  approba- 
tion that  we  have  enjoyed  this  winter.  During  the  progress  of  the  December  com- 
munion meeting  some  fourteen  of  the  students  were  interested,  almost  all  of  whom 
professed  conversion.  There  has  been  a  spirit  of  serious  inquiry  in  the  school  ever 
since  it  opened  in  September.  The  Bible-classes,  especially  the  female,  have  been 
well  attended,  and  two  weekly  prayer-meetings  among  the  students,  one  male  and 
the  other  female,  have  been  well  sustained.  About  twenty  of  the  pupils  are  hope- 
fully pious,  and  their  moral  influence  is  of  great  advantage  to  the  spirit  and  discip- 
line of  the  school. 

The  institution  is  performing  a  good  work  in  the  common  school.  It  is  indeed  a 
normal  school  for  a  large  district  of  country  around.  It  is  promoting  a  higher 
standard  for  teachers,  and  a  more  thorough  system  of  training  and  moral  tone  in 
their  office.  The  same  accomplished  teachers,  Mr.  J.  C.  Youngken  and  Miss  Kate 
Finley,  have  had  charge  of  the  school  for  nearly  two  years,  and  are  very  highly 
appreciated.  How  greatly  we  need  a  library  and  apparatus  to  elevate  and  sustain 
and  give  efficiency  to  the  work  which  this  enterprise,  in  its  feeble  beginnings,  is  endea- 
voring to  accomplish !  During  all  this  leisure  the  students  have  nothing  profitable, 
scarcely,  to  read.  They  contract  sauntering  and  gossipping  habits.  And  in  pre- 
paration for  their  literary  exercises  there  are  no  reference  books,  and  so  they  fail  of 
improvement  sadly.  Can  you  do  nothing  for  us?  Is  there  not  one  who  will  help 
us  to  a  good  Encyclopoedia,  modern  histories,  Gazetteers,  Pronouncing  Dictionaries, 
books  of  travel,  (ic. 

During  the  winter  I  had  the  misfortune  to  have  a  suit  of  rooms,  built  near  the 
parsonage  for  the  accommodation  of  students  boarding  themselves,  destroyed  by  fire. 
Tliis  was  a  heavy  loss  to  me,  at  a  time  that  I  was  illy  prepared  to  sustain  it,  and  it  has 
curtailed  our  accommodations  for  this  class  of  students ;  but  we  believe  it  is  God's 
work  we  are  doing,  and  he  will  show  us  his  love  and  grace.  Losses  must  humble  us, 
but  not  discourage.     "  Brethren  pray  for  us."

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SCHOOL  AT  MAY'S  LANDING,  N.  J. 

Tho  state  of  the  treasury  of  the  School  Department  compelled 
the  Board,  with  reluctance,  last  spring,  to  decline  making  an  appro- 
priation to  this  school,  -which  it  was  hoped,  though  buff'eting  with 
some  peculiar  difficulties,  would  be  able  to  sustain  itself.  The 
encouraging  result  is  presented  here,  and  conveys  a  lesson  which 
others  may  well  apply  to  their  own  labors  and  discouragements. 

In  reply  to  your  letter  I  will  state,  that  at  a  time  and  under  circumstances  when, 
if  ever,  tlie  school  might  have  been  expected  to  decline  and  even  cease  to  exist,  it 
has  enjoyed  special  success  and  prosperity  by  God's  providence.  Not  only  was  it 
deprived  of  the  share  of  the  public  funds,  but  the  aid  of  the  Board  of  Education  was 
fiimultaueously  withdrawn,  and  the  public  school  tax  was  greatly  increased.  In  the 
autumn  the  new  public  school-house  (erected  at  a  cost  of  $15(i0)  was  opened  with 
two  teachers,  and  thus  provided  enlarged  facilities  for  free  education.  While  some 
anticipated  the  downfall  of  our  church  school,  we  ourselves  had  doubts  and  fears, 
but  resolved  not  to  give  up  without  more  efl'ort.  Compelled  to  be  self-supporting, 
the  patrons  guaranteed  to  a  successful  female  teacher  five  hundred  dollars  salary  for 
forty-four  weeks,  with  nearly  another  hundred  for  incidental  expenses.  They  have 
also  expended  nearly  three  hundred  dollars  in  painting  the  school-room  (in  the  base- 
ment of  the  church)  an  1  furnishing  it  with  a  new  style  of  seats  and  desks  much  supe- 
rior to  the  old  furniture,  which  had  been  in  use  for  twenty  or  twenty-five  years. 
The  writing  lids  being  attached  by  hinges,  are  easily  lowered  and  put  out  of  the  way, 
BO  that  the  seats  afford  ample  space  for  adults  who  attend  the  lecture  and  prayer- 
meetings. 

Some  who  have  sent  to  the  public  school  would  have  preferred  the  parochial  if 
the  expenses  had  been  the  same.  With  others  the  thought,  "I  have  been  taxed 
heavily  and  want  some  return  for  my  money,"  has  had  its  influence.  The  parochial 
school  has  had  thirty-five  scholars.  Catechetical  and  bible  lessons  have  received 
increased  attention. 

Although  straitened  for  resources  we  are  encouraged  in  this  experiment.  Recog- 
nizing God's  favor  in  the  past,  we  have  hope  for  the  future.  Now,  above  all  things 
else,  we  need  and  desire  the  baptism  of  the  Holy  Spirit  upon  our  youth.

SCHOOL  AT  MORRISTOWN,  N.  Y. 
We  append  a  brief  testimony  in  regard  to  an  excellent  school, 
the  evidences  of  whose  usefulness  in  that  vicinity  will  be  remem- 
bered by  those  who  have  read  the  reports  of  past  years;  but  Avhich, 
we  regret  to  say,  has  been  suspended  on  account  of  the  removal  of 
its  principal  to  a  distant  part  of  the  country.  We  trust  it  may  be 
reopened  in  the  .future. 

I  closed  my  school  last  spring  in  Morristown,  as  I  gave  up  the  church.  *  *  *  The 
Divine  blessing  seemed  to  rest  upon  the  school.  The  study  of  the  Scriptures  was 
remarkably  close,  and  recitations  very  correct.  I  noticed,  also,  an  unusual  care  iu 
speech,  avoiding  profanity.  The  academy,  though  an  '  old  institution,'  never 
before  was  under  the  charge  of  one  who  opened  with  prayer,  closed  with  praj'cr, 
and  taught  God's  word  daily  to  the  scholars.  Once  more  let  me  testify  from  long 
experience,  "Blessed  are  the  schools  in  which  the  daily  prayer  is  offered  for  the 
Divine  favor,  and  blessed  are  those  scholars  who  daily  study  the  Lord's  word."

SCHOOL  OF  TRINITY  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH,  PHILADELPHIA. 

Our  Parochial  School  has  just  entered  upon  another  term.  The  past  year  has 
been  one  of  marked  success.  The  number  of  pupils  has  been  much  above  that  of 
the  previous  year.     The  average  number  in  attendance  during  it  has  been  from  thirty

to  thirty-five,  about  double  what  it  was  then.  The  school  has  been  under  the  instruc- 
tion of  Miss  Kate  McMurry  for  the  past  two  years.  She  is  beloved  by  all  her  pupils, 
and  under  her  instruction  they  have  made  rapid  progress  in  their  studies.  The 
pupils  are  generally  the  children  of  poor  parents  living  in  the  neighborhood,  whose 
religious  education  has  been  greatly  neglected,  but  who,  by  means  of  this  school, 
have  been  instructed  in  the  fundamental  truths  of  God's  word.  The  Spirit  of  God 
has  been  poured  out  upon  it,  and  during  the  year  nine  of  the  pupils,  whose  parents 
were  not  members  of  the  church,  or  rarely  if  ever  attended  upon  the  worship  of 
God,  have  been  hopefully  converted,  and  now  are  consistent  nscmbers.  The  school  is 
a  great  blessing  to  this  church  and  neighborhood  ;  but  without  thetimely  aid  which  it 
receives  from  our  beloved  Board  of  Education  it  could  not  be  sustained.

From  several  of 
our  largest  presbyteries,  in  which  several  of  such  institutions  exist, 
no  answers  have  been  obtained  to  the  inquiries  made  of  their  Stated 
Clerks,  or  Committees  on  Education.  But  the  above  list  will  be 
valuable  to  the  Church.  And  we  hope  that  the  names  of  any  that 
have  been  omitted  will  be  reported  to  us,  that  the  list  may  be  made 
as  near  as  possible  complete.     It  was  our  object,  first,  to  secure  a

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complete  list  of  all  the  institutions  of  the  academical  grade,  under 
the  care  of  the  church,  whether  assisted  or  not  by  the  Board  of 
Education ;  and,  second,  to  ascertain  the  names  of  the  same  class  of 
institutions  taught  by  Presbyterian  teachers,  or  decidedly  under 
Presbyterian  control.  While  the  Board  could  not  ask,  or  publish 
in  full,  statements  of  their  operations  from  these  institutions,  yet  the 
preparation  of  a  list  of  this  kind  is  calculated  to  encourage  the  mind 
of  the  Church  as  to  the  labors  of  its  ministry  and  educated  member- 
ship in  the  wide  field  of  the  training  of  the  young ;  and  it  ought  to 
stimulate  to  the  increase  of  the  higher  class  of  seminaries  of  learn- 
ing in  the  regions  where  they  are  needed. 

WITHEESPOON  INSTITUTE,  BUTLER,  PENNSYLVANIA. 

This  Institution  was  founded  in  1850,  and  is  under  the  control  of  the  Presbytery 
of  Allegheny.  It  has  just  closed  a  prosperous  year ;  our  annual  catalogue  shows 
an  aggregate  attendance  of  197 — 108  males,  and  89  females.  Six  teachers  have 
been  employed.  The  course  of  study  pursued  comprises  all  the  solid  branches 
usually  taught  in  first  class  academies,  and  first  class  female  seminaries.  The 
prejudice  against  it  as  a  denominational  institution  seems  to  have  passed  away. 
All  denominations  of  Christians  are  now  patronizing  us.  We  have  more  or  less 
Roman  Catholics  in  constant  attendance.  Though  we  do  not  teach  sectarianism, 
yet  we  are  required  by  the  Presbytery  "  to  exercise  a  parental  care  over  the 
religious  interests  of  the  pupils."  The  religious  element  is,  therefore,  kept  promi- 
nent in  the  school,  the  influence  of  which,  during  the  year,  has  been  most  happy. 
The  religious  interest  of  the  pupils  during  the  winter  has  been  very  manifest.  It 
was  first  noticed  at  and  immediately  after  the  day  of  prayer  for  schools  and  colleges. 
Since  then  many  of  our  scholars  have  manifested  a  willingness,  and  in  many  cases  a 
desire,  to  be  conversed  with  on  the  subject  of  personal  religion.  A  number  of  them 
have  united  with  the  different  churches  to  which  they  properly  belonged,  and  others, 
we  trust,  are  seeking  the  Saviour.  More  of  our  young  men  are  looking  toward  the 
ministry  than  at  any  former  time  since  the  present  principal  has  had  charge  of  the 
Institution.  Thus  in  our  retired  situation,  and  in  our  humble  way,  we  are  endeavor- 
ing to  carry  on  one  of  the  schemes  of  our  Church  for  bringing  souls  to  Christ,  while 
we  are  training  their  minds.  And  as  we  annually  send  out  many  teachers  into  the 
rural  districts,  we  endeavor  through  them  also  to  carry  on  the  same  blessed  enter- 
prise.

LENOX  COLLEGIATE  INSTITUTE. 

In  making  our  Annual  Report  to  the  Board,  I  regret  much  the  dearth  of  interesting 
material.  Perhaps,  the  most  encouraging  feature  of  our  school  is  the  constant  gen- 
eral interest  taken,  on  the  part  of  our  students,  in  religious  services  and  exercises . 
There  has  been  during  the  past  year  but  little  disposition  to  sneer  at  religious  ordi- 
nances— a  thing  by  no  means  uncommon  among  the  youth  of  this  Western  country, 
or  to  set  at  nought  requirements  of  the  school  relative  to  such  services.  Considering 
the  fluctuating  character  of  the  school,  and  the  fact  that  the  great  majority  of  our 
students  are  from  families  not  in  connection  with  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  that 
many  of  them  have  never  had  any  religious  training,  we  cannot  but  think  their 
respectful  and  earnest  attention  to  the  exposition  of  Christian  truth,  and  to  the 
enforcement  of  Christian  duty,  a  hopeful  indication.  On  the  Day  of  Prayer,  the 
first  hour  was  consumed  in  directing  the  attention  of  the  students  to  those  objects  for 
which  the  day  is  set  apart,  showing  them  the  insufficiency  of  all  those  worldly  ends 
and  aims  which  usually  excite  the  ambition  of  the  young,  and  urging  them  to  the 
practice  of  moral  goodness,  having  its  source  in  Christian  love,  and  to  the  duty  of 
instant  and  unreserved  consecration  of  themselves  to  God.  In  the  evening  a  prayer- 
meeting  was  held,  which  the  students  had  been  urged  to  attend,  but  without  any 
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compulsory  requirement.     Two-thirds,  perhaps,  of  the  entire  number  were  present, 
and  were  apparently  devout  aud  solemn. 

Weekly  Bible  recitations  during  the  past  year  have  been  punctually  attended  by 
most  of  the  members  of  the  school.  A  few  have  found  them  distasteful,  and  have 
devised  excuses  for  absence.  In  these  recitations  the  ten  commandments  have  been 
committed  to  memory,  with  the  citation  of  illustrative  passages  from  the  New  Testa- 
ment, showing  their  continual  and  binding  obligation :  the  Lord's  Prayer,  with  the 
sermon  on  the  mount  have  been  likewise  studied.  During  the  latter  part  of  the 
year,  the  numbers,  names  and  order  of  the  books  of  the  Bible  have  been  committed 
to  memory,  and  the  contents  of  each  book  given  in  a  brief  analysis  by  the  more 
advanced  students.  In  this  last  exercise  we  have  gone  through  the  Pentateuch  ;  it 
•will  probably  be  resumed  next  term,  which  begins  next  Tuesday. 

One  of  our  students  during  the  winter  has  been  received  into  the  communion  of 
the  Church.  We  have  in  attendance  a  young  man,  a  Welshman,  a  member  of  the 
Welsh  Calvinistic  Methodist  Church,  having  the  ministry  in  view,  who  will  pursue 
his  preparatory  course  here,  if  our  institution  can  be  kept  in  existence.  The  agent 
of  Synod,  Rev.  Thomas  S.  Vaill,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  has  not  entered  upon  his  work, 
and  I  suppose,  will  not  undertake  it,  as  he  has  received  and  accepted  a  call  to  a 
church  in  Illinois. 

I  ara  sorry  that  our  prospects  are  not  brighter.  Most  of  all  it  is  to  be  regretted 
that  there  has  been  no  deep  pervasive  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  among  us,  subduing 
the  hearts  of  our  youth  unto  the  obedience  of  Christ.

BIRMINGHAM  COLLEGE,  BIRMINGHAM,  IOWA. 

The  title  of  "college"  is  often  given  in  the  South,  and  sometimes 
in  the  West,  to  a  grade  of  institutions  more  like  the  male  academy,  or 
female  seminary.  Occasionally  in  them  the  instruction  of  the  two 
sexes  is  combined.  Such  seems  to  be  the  character  of  the  "  Bir- 
mingham Female  College."  Without  a  board  of  trustees,  it  is  the 
result  of  the  enterprising  spirit  of  the  pastor  of  a  vigorous  and  sym- 
pathizing church.  The^rs^  annual  report,  which  has  been  sent  us, 
gives  the  names  of  two  hundred  and  eighteen  students,  male  and 
female,  from  four  States  of  the  Union  ;  and  states  that  the  edifice  is 
"an  elegant  new  brick  building,  forty-five  by  sixty-five  feet  in  size ; 
and  three  stories  high;"  has  "a  library  of  five  hundred  volumes;" 
and  "  will  have  next  term  a  complete  chemical  and  philosophical 
apparatus,"  &c.  &c.  A  letter  from  the  Rev.  G.  P.  Bergen,  the 
principal,  informs  us  that  "it  is  owned  by  a  Presbyterian  minister, 
has  five  teachers,  all  members  of  the  Old-school  Presbyterian  Church, 
two  of  them  ministers  and  one  preparing  for  the  ministry.  We  hope 
with  the  blessing  of  God  to  do  a  good  work  out  here  for  our  Church. 
We  have  three  in  our  institution  studying  for  the  ministry." 

ONARGA  PRESBYTERIAN  INSTITUTE,  ONARGA,  ILLINOIS. 

A  report  of  this  vigorous  and  successful  young  institution  was 
published  in  the  Record  for  the  present  month  (May).  The  winter 
term  had  just  closed  with  an  attendance  of  sixty-four  pupils,  upon 
whom  the  Spirit  had  been  poured  out,  so  that  seventeen  of  those  yet 
out  of  Christ  were  brought  to  rejoice  in  the  hope  of  salvation.  It 
adds  in  words  which  should  be  well  considered  by  brethren  gener- 
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ally : — "  Surely  our  church  can  well  afford  to  foster  schools,  which 
thus  contribute  precious  material  for  her  up-building.  The  walls  of 
our  beloved  Zion  will  rise  grandly  and  stand  securely,  while  the 
Master  chooses  '  lively  stones'  from  these  earthly  quarries.  Shall 
we  not  open  more  of  them,  and  endeavor,  with  the  skill  and  wisdom 
He  may  give  us,  to  prepare  the  material  for  that  great  '  spiritual 
house,'  of  which  our  Master  js  'the  chief  corner-stone?'  "  Another 
report  mentions  the  following  interesting  illustration  of  God's 
willingness  to  hear  believing  prayer.  "Let  me  tell  you  of  one 
answer  to  prayer :  a  young  man,  the  last  member  of  his  family 
unconverted,  was  absent  from  home,  travelling  as  an  agent.  His 
case  was  presented  by  one  who  loved  him,  and  special  prayer 
offered.  At  the  first  meeting  after  his  return  home,  he  remained 
for  the  'inquiry  meeting,'  and  is  now  rejoicing  in  hope." 

GENEVA  PRESBYTERIAL  ACADEMY,  GENEVA,  KANSAS. 

Geneva  Presbyterial  Academy  is  situated  in  one  of  the  finest  regions  of  country  of 
Southern  Kansas.  The  community  is  fast  settling  up  with  good  families  who  wish 
to  be  near  a  good  school,  and  enjoy  religious  privileges.  The  building  completed 
last  fall  is  one  of  the  finest  and  best  in  the  Neosho  Valley,  and  will  afford  accomoda- 
tions for  about  sixty  students.  It  is  a  neat  two  story  frame,  twenty  feet  wide  by 
forty-six  feet  long,  with  a  good  cupola  and  bell.  The  lower  story  is  for  chapel  ser- 
vices, and  to  be  used  as  a  church  till  our  people  are  able  to  build  one.  The  whole 
cost  of  building  (except  seating)  was  thirty-three  hundred  dollars.  The  seating  and 
furnishing,  (which  has  not  all  been  done  yet),  will  cost  some  six  or  seven  hundred 
dollars  more.  It  has  been  the  desire  of  the  people  here  to  have  such  a  school  for 
more  than  six  years,  and  now,  with  the  blessing  of  God  and  the  efi"ort3  of  these  devo- 
ted men,  the  Church  has  an  academy  in  a  most  promising  field.  Its  influence  is 
already  felt.  The  many  young  people  are  becoming  more  and  more  genteel  and 
refined  in  their  conduct,  and  are  fast  laying  aside  the  lightness  and  folly  which  char- 
acterize the  youth  in  all  new  countries.  Their  attendance  apon  all  the  religious 
exercises  of  the  academy  and  church  is  praiseworthy ;  and  while  there  has  been  no 
outpouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  yet  all  feel  God  is  near  and  waiting  to  be  gracious. 
The  regular  exercises  of  the  school  were  held  on  the  day  of  prayer  for  colleges. 

Every  alternate  Sabbath  evening  a  sermon  is  preached  with  special  reference  to- 
youth.  This  service  is  becoming  more  acceptable  every  Sabbath,  and  is  well 
attended  by  old  and  young.  It  is  hoped  this  exercise  will  prove  a  great  blessing  to 
many. 

There  are  thirty  in  the  academy  proper,  and  about  the  same  number  in  the  com- 
mon school  department;    besides  large  classes  in  the  common  branches — reading, . 
arithmetic,  grammar  and  geography.     There  have  been  good  classes  in  philosophy, 
algebra,  and  Latin.     Vocal  music   is  taught  every  day.     Everything  causes  us  to 
believe  that  with  a  little  help  from  your  Boai'd  for  a  year  or  two,  the  academy  will, 
become  self-sustaining,  and  prove  a  source  of  great  blessing  to  the  Church  in  this  ■ 
far  West,  to  this  community  and  to  the  world.

SUSQUEHANNA  COLLEGIATE  INSTITUTE. 

The  Susquehanna  Collegiate  Institute  at  Towanda,  Pa.,  belonging  to  the  Presby-  - 
tery  of  Susquehanna,  gratefully  reports  its  thirteenth  year  of  successful  instruction. 
You  will  rejoice  to  learn,  that  from   sad  depression,  it  is  rising  to  fuller  numbers 
than  ever  before.     We  thank  God,  and  are  encouraged. 

This  pious  foundation  is  located  in  a  region  where  the  people  are  remarkable  for 
intelligence,  but  who  are  only  beginning  to  reach  competence.  The  most  numerous 
class  of  its  pupils  have  come  from  families  able  to  educate  them  only  by  the  most 
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rigid  economy  at  home.  Many  are  now  as  doctors,  clergymen,  lawyers,  teachers,  and 
in  other  honorable  pursuits,  benefiting  mankind  and  proving  the  wisdom  of  this 
foundation,  by  which  alone  they  could  have  access  to  their  higher  life  and  to  elevated 
spheres  of  usefulness.  How  the  faith  of  its  founders  has  been  tried !  Through 
what  difficulties  the  Institute  has  struggled  I  And  in  what  perils  it  has  been 
graciously  sustained !  These  all  call  for  ceaseless  thanksgiving  to  God,  and  spur 
us  to  hopeful  exertions. 

The  Institute  has  elevated  the  standard  of  education,  it  has  furnished  classes  of 
superior  teachers.  Hence,  not  only  have  the  district  schools  been  improved,  but 
winter  grammar  schools  have  sprung  up  all  over  the  country,  heavily  drawing  on  our 
home  patronage;  but  this,  it  is  believed,  will  ultimately  benefit  the  Institute  by 
furnishing  it  with  pupils  for  the  higher  courses.  The  aid  tendered  by  the  State 
to  those  attending  the  normal  schools  of  the  State,  has  drawn  some  elsewhere  who 
would  have  attended  here.  The  war,  too,  in  various  ways,  sadly  retarded  the 
prosperity  of  the  Institute.  Indeed  things  looked  so  dark  as  to  constrain  the  Board 
of  Control  to  close  it  for  awhile.  The  first  principal  of  the  Institute,  after  an 
absence  of  several  years,  was  led  to  resume  its  charge,  and  reopened  it  in  Sep- 
tember. We  are  in  the  third  quarter.  Thus  far  the  register  shows  a  total  of  186 
pupils,  ranging  per  quarter,  122;  126;  151;  and  additional  pupils  are  entering  for 
the  fourth  quarter. 

The  full  range  of  studies  is  taught ;  reaching  from  beginners  to  a  graduating  class 
in  the  ladies'  department;  in  the  male  department,  mathematics  of  the  junior  year, 
Greek  and  Latin  of  the  Sophomore ;  also  two  normal  and  commercial  classes ; 
together  with  French,  German,  and  instruction  on  the  piano.  The  next  school  year 
will  commence  August  17th,  1868. 

The  Day  of  Prayer  for  schools  in  February  was  signalized  by  a  union  meeting 
largely  attended  at  the  Institute.  Though  we  are  not  permitted  to  report  any  special 
manifestations  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  several  of  the  pupils  are  in  a  serious  and  hopeful 
state  of  mind.  Among  the  number  of  pious  pupils  in  both  departments  are  several 
of  more  than  ordinai'y  promise.  Five  are  contemplating  the  ministry;  thirty 
purpose  to  be  teachers.  Gratuitous  tuition  is  furnished  to  eight  pupils.  The 
Executive  Committee  have,  during  the  year,  considerably  improved  the  rooms. 
Some  repairs  and  alterations  are  required,  and  are  to  be  made  this  summer.

YOUNG  LADIES'  SEMINARY  AT  ROCHESTER,  MINNESOTA. 

Since  our  last  annual  report  there  has  been  little  variation  in  our  school  as 
regards  the  number  of  pupils,  attendance,  grade  of  studies,  etc.  While  we  report 
about  the  same  number  of  pupils  for  the  past  two  years,  it  is  with  satisfaction  we 
consider  that  the  character  of  the  school  has  never  assumed  a  more  favorable  and 
decided  influence  in  our  community  and  abroad  than  at  present.  Being  situated  in 
one  of  the  most  desirable  and  prosperous  localities  in  the  State,  with  the  advantages 
of  healthful  climate,  and  a  continual  increase  of  population  of  a  class  demanding  the 
best  educational  privileges,  this  place  is  considered  one  of  the  most  important 
in  the  West  in  which  to  establish  and  maintain  a  school  that  will  advance  the  intel- 
lectual and  moral  growth  of  our  State.  The  foundation  work  being  already  laid,  the 
present  condition  of  the  school  gives  promise  of  success  to  future  effort.  Being 
unfit,  from  greatly  impaired  health,  to  meet  the  increase  of  labor  and  effort  neces- 
sary, we  expect  at  the  close  of  the  present  year  to  transfer  it  to  others  wishing  to 
engage  in  such  a  work.  It  therefore  seems  fitting  in  this  report  to  give  a  brief 
review  of  the  temporal  and  spiritual  growth  of  the  school.  The  active  number 
during  that  time  has  been  four  hundred,  thirty  of  them  being  boarding  pupils. 
Beginning  under  the  most  discouraging  circumstances,  and  having  to  contend  with 
;iJl  the  trials  incident  to  life  in  a  new  State,  with  society  in  an  unsettled  condition, 
we  have  steadily  advanced  in  strength  and  influence.  While  with  thankfulness  we 
record  temporal  blessings,  it  is  with  the  deepest  gratitude  we  acknowledge  the  favor 
of  our  Heavenly  Father  in  granting  of  the  Holy  Spirit  during  each  of  these  years  ; 
at  one  time  leading  every  unconverted  member  of  our  household  into  His  fold.  Thirty- 
two  pupils  have  professed  their  faith  in  Christ,  while  others  have  manifested  deep 
interest  in  spii'itual  things,  and  an  earnest  desire  for  a  holier  life.     Many  of  our 
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pupils  are  teachers  in  the  public  schools  throughout  the  State.  Of  this  number 
there  are  some  who  give  a  promise  of  future  usefulness  which  has  greatly  encour- 
aged our  hearts.  We  feel  our  success  has  been  greatly  advanced  by  the  prayers  and 
sympathy  of  Christian  friends  ;  and  in  this  respect,  we  acknowledge  our  indebtedness  to 
the  Board  as  well  as  for  pecuniary  aid.  Hoping  the  school  may  have  this  continued 
favor  and  interest,  we  are,  with  Christian  esteem,

GENESEO  ACADEMY,  GENESEO,  N.  Y, 

Since  our  last  communication  to  the  Board,  this  school  has  enjoyed  uninterrupted 
prosperity.  We  have  had  in  attendance  over  two  hundred  pupils  each  year,  the 
average  age  being  a  little  above  seventeen  years.  The  great  aim  of  the  Synod  in 
establishing  this  school  was  to  make  religious  instruction  the  basis  of  all  other 
teaching,  and  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  youth  the  truth  that  the  knowledge  of 
God  and  their  relation  to  Him,  is  of  infinite  importance.  This  is  constantly  borne 
in  mind  by  the  teachers.  In  family  devotions,  at  the  chapel  services,  twice  daily, 
and  at  the  Bible-classes  and  prayer-meetings,  we  delight  to  hold  up  Jesus. 

The  added  experience  of  each  day,  shows  us  more  and  more  how  multiplied  are 
the  opportunities  for  pointing  the  youthful  learner  to  some  wonderful  manifestation 
of  the  attributes  of  God.  Every  intelligent  Christian  can  readily  see,  how  from 
such  studies  as  philosophy,  in  all  its  branches,  botany,  physiology,  physical  geo- 
graphy, and  geolog3',  the  wisdom,  power,  and  goodness  of  God  may  continually  be 
pointed  out. 

This  religious  instruction  is  objected  to  by  none.  It  is  a  cause  of  joy  to  Christian 
parents,  as  is  shown  by  the  kindly  letters  often  received,  breathing  the  deepest 
gratitude  to  us  for  doing  that  which  it  is  our  highest  delight  and  greatest  privilege 
to  do. 

"The  Day  of  Prayer  for  Youth"  is  always  observed  with  much  interest,  and  in 
but  one  instance  has  it  passed  without  numbers  being  hopefully  converted.  Look 
in  the  principal's  study  upon  the  evening  cf  this  Day  of  ?rayi.'r.  Tliere  is  a  group 
of  fifteen  or  sixteen  young  persons.  One  has  been  a  soldier  for  three  years,  was 
once  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  has  been  led  astray  bj'  the  temptations  of 
the  army,  and  now  is  in  despair,  overwhelmed  with  grief.  After  days  of  counsel 
and  prayer  he  finds  the  Saviour,  and  becomes  a  soldier  of  the  cross.  Another  is  a 
young  man  of  most  excellent  habits,  yet  heretofore  a  stranger  to  Christ.  He 
comes  in  again  and  again,  and  soon  rejoices  in  believing.  He  con:-ecrates  himself 
to  the  missionary  work,  and  is  now  in  college.  A  letter  received  from  him  a  few 
days  ago  refers  in  a  tender  and  touching  manner  to  these  calls  in  the  study  and  to 
his  conversion  here.  Another  is  a  beloved  youth  who  dates  his  first  serious  thoughts 
to  the  day  of  his  entrance  in  school,  and  to  the  words  uttered  at  family  devotion. 
He  asks  to  be  allowed  to  unite  with,  the  Church.  He  leaves  the  school  well,  but 
soon  is  visited  with  disease,  and  is  now  nearing  the  end  of  life.  Another,  the 
youngest  member  of  a  large  family,  whofae  name  is  widely  known,  was  for  several 
years  a  pupil  and  passed  through  similar  scenes.  She  is  now  on  a  visit,  and  finds  a 
welcome,  not  merely  to  the  family  and  friends,  but  to  the  loving  heart  of  the 
Saviour.  Her  light  has  been  brightly  shining  until  a  few  weeks  since,  when  it  was 
suddenly  extinguished  on  earth  to  be  rekindled  before  the  burning  throne,  and  we 
were  called  with  a  bleeding  heart  to  lay  her  precious  remains  in  the  tomb. 

Thus  might  we  enumerate  multitudes  of  examples.  The  friends  of  this  school 
are  experiencing  new  satisfaction  daily,  in  view  of  the  great  and  blessed  work  it  has 
been  permitted  to  do.  The  mimber  of  conversions  here  each  year  is  supposed  to  be 
fully  equal  to  the  average  of  the  churches  of  Synod.  A  former  student  here  has 
recently  gone  to  the  foreign  field.  Another,  who  has  just  graduated  in  Princeton 
Seminary,  has  this  week  taken  charge  of  one  of  our  largest  country  churches. 

Yet  this  acadamy,  which  has  sent  out  from  seven  to  eight  thousand  pupils,  hun- 
dreds of  whom  have  gone  forth  as  Christians,  and  perhaps  one  hundred  have  entered 
the  ministry,  is  now  in  an  embarrassed  condition  for  want  of  means.  One  building, 
now  forty-two  years  old,  is  in  a  dilapidated  state,  and  unfit  for  the  purposes  of  its 
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erection.     Notwithstanding  this  a  number  of  applicants  had  to  be  refused  last  term, 
because  every  room  was  filled. 

Our  hope  is  in  God  that  he  will  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  His  people  to  interest 
themselves  in  our  important  work,  and  furnish  us  the  means  to  rebuild.

There  are  other  academical  institutions  of  which  we  would  have 
been  pleased  to  give  some  account ;  but  concerning  some  of  them 
we  have  not  received  special  information  in  time  to  do  so,  while 
others  may  have  made  but  little  progress  or  be  in  circumstances  in 
which  thej  have  not  much  to  bring  before  the  Church. 

We  have  received,  while  this  Report  is  in  press,  a  letter  from  a 
minister  intimately  connected  with  Vermillion  Institute,  in  which 
he  communicates  some  pleasing  evidences  of  its  prosperity.  "  Last 
summer  term  there  were  in  attendance  one  hundred  and  ninety-six 
students,  and  last  winter  one  hundred  and  eighty.  Deep  religious 
interest  has  pervaded  the  school  during  the  last  three  years.  Last 
term  a  daily  prayer-meeting  was  sustained  during  the  entire  term. 
A  number  of  the  students  united  with  the  church,  and  several  have 
done  so  in  the  early  part  of  the  current  term."  We  trust  a  capable 
and  faithful  principal  may  be  speedily  obtained,  if  that  be  not  already 
done,  to  continue  there  the  career  of  usefulness  which  has  distin- 
guished Vermillion  in  days  past. 

The  CoRTLANDT  Van  Rensselaer  Institute,  since  the  death  of 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Wood,  has  not  secured  a  successor.  The  principal  of 
such  an  institution  has  open  before  him  a  fine  field,  labor  worthy  of 
the  highest  talent,  culture,  and  grace — namely,  to  build  up  an 
academy  where  the  worthiest  class  of  students  may  have,  without 
an  outlay  of  means  which  many  lack,  that  thorough  instruction 
which  they  covet,  and  which  modern  society,  and  modern  Christian- 
ity, demands.  In  the  meantime  men  of  pecuniary  means  should 
make  such  a  post  as  that  we  describe  inviting  by  their  benefactions. 
The  Rev.  J,  E.  Alexander  is  preparing  the  way  for  the  Institute 
by  his  efficient  labors  in  his  own  academy,  which  it  is  stated,  he, 
if  it  prove  successful,  proposes  to  merge  in  the  Institute.  During 
the  past  three  years  he  has  had  under  his  care  twelve  candidates 
who  received  aid  from  the  Board,  but  whom  he  assisted  to  the 
extent  of  an  average  of  a  hundred  dollars  each,  by  funds  obtained 
from  other  sources.

From  several  colleges  aided  by  the  Board,  or  holding  intimate 
relations  to  the  Church,  we  have  received  full  and  interesting  re- 
ports, Avhich  we  publish.  There  are  several  other  institutions  of 
which  our  reports  have  from  time  to  time  made  mention,  as  entirely 
Presbyterian  in  their  control  and  influence,  from  which,  in  that 
light,  we  would  be  glad  to  receive,  in  time  to  notice  them,  each  year 
some  statement  as  to  their  condition  and  operations,  which  would 
be  acceptable  to  the  friends  of  the  cause,  and  useful  to  themselves. 

COLLEGE  OF  NEW  JERSEY,  PRINCETON,  N.  J. 

The  prosperity  of  this  venerable  institution  has  remained  undi- 
minished. Its  incalculable  influence  in  the  religious  and  civil  his- 
tory of  the  country  is  brought  out,  so  far  as  indeed  the  general 
statement  of  a  few  features  prominent  to  our  human  eyes  can  bring 
them  forth,  in  the  valuable  triennial  catalogue  prepared  by  Prof. 
Cameron.  It  is  there  shown  that  the  whole  number  of  alumni, 
teachers,  and  ofiicials  connected  with  the  College  during  the  period 
of  its  existence  has  been  4,824,  of  whom  2,709  are  still  alive.  The 
number  of  alumni  proper  is  4,146,  of  whom  2,379  are  living.  Of  the 
alumni,  829  have  entered  the  ministry,  401  have  graduated  in  medi- 
cine, and  288  of  them  have  become  lawyers.  Many  of  the  brightest 
names  in  our  country's  records,  both  in  church  and  state,  are  found 
in  the  list  of  officers  and  graduates.  No  one  who  has  been  inti- 
mately acquainted  with  the  spirit  of  the  institution  can  have  failed 
to  observe,  and  warmly  feel,  that  there  religion  was  made  the  first 
tiling,  and  comprehend  the  reason  why  so  large  a  proportion  of  its 
graduates  have  become  preachers  of  Christ  in  this  country,  and 
missionaries  to  the  heathen.  The  recent  presidency  of  the  Rev.  Dr. 
John  Maclean  will  be  remembered  by  many  on  account  of  the  aff'ec- 
tionate  and  pious  spirit  with  which,  like  a  father,  be  watched  over 
their  souls,  and  sought  to  guide  them  to  Christ,  and  to  the  path  of 
usefulness  and  honor  as  his  servants.  Rev.  Dr.  Green  having,  to 
the  regret  of  the  friends  of  the  college,  declined  an  election  to  the 
presidency,  the  Rev.  Dr.  McCosh,  of  Queen's  College,  Belfast, 
Ireland,  has  been  invited  to  that  chair,  and  it  may  be  hoped  that 
its  acceptance  by  that  eminent  divine,  philosopher,  and  promoter  of 
the  Christian  enterprises  of  his  own  land,  will  prove  to  the  college 
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the  commencement  of  a  new  career  of  enlarged  success.  The  late 
munificent  gift  of  $125,000  to  it  by  John  Green,  Esq.,  of  New  York, 
is  a  pledge  of  the  readiness  of  its  friends  to  afford  it  all  the  pecu- 
niary means  it  can  usefully  employ. 

TUSCULUM  COLLEGE,  GREENVILLE,  EAST  TENNESSEE. 

The  reports  from  this  college,  which  has  been  revived  in  one  of 
the  most  loyal  parts  of  the  South  since  the  war,  with  fine  prospects 
of  good  before  it,  show  its  steady  advancement  in  that  direction. 
President  Doak  writes  as  follows : 

The  whole  number  of  students  on  the  roll  has  been  69;  the  number  engaged  in  the 
regular  course  of  study,  35;  the  number  of  professors  of  religion  has  been  47.  There 
has  been  a  decided  religious  interest.  There  have  made,  during  the  present  term, 
profession  of  their  faith  in  Christ,  13.  The  students  are  diligent  and  orderly,  and  are 
making  good  progress  in  their  studies.  The  reputation  of  the  school  is  growing, 
and  its  influence  is  constantly  increasing.  There  has  been  an  institution  here 
known  as  Greenville  College,  originally  founded  by  Rev.  Dr.  Coffin  and  Rev.  W. 
Baleh.  It  has  had  no  regular  school  for  nearly  thirty  years,  but  has  some  property 
in  the  way  of  buildings  and  books.  The  Trustees  of  Greenville  and  Tusculum  Col- 
leges have  lately  agreed  to  consolidate  these  institutions.  This  consolidation  is  now 
only  waiting  an  act  of  the  legislature  to  make  it  perfect.  The  only  change  effected 
in  Tusculum  College  is  the  addition  ef  Greenville  to  its  name,  and  the  addition  of 
five  members  to  its  Board  of  Trustees,  thus  making  the  whole  number  thirty.  Our 
students  have  their  own  weekly  prayer-meeting ;  all  who  are  professors  are  expected 
to  take  an  active  part  in  it.  During  the  greater  part  of  this  year  there  has  been  more 
than  usual  interest  in  religion.

Many  of  our  friends  will  remember  with  pleasure  the  visit  of 
Prof.  W.  B.  Rankin  to  the  churches  North  last  year  in  order  to 
obtain  funds.  He  thus  writes  with  regard  to  the  two  institutions 
vrhich  he  then  represented. 

Our  Presbytery  confirmed  the  election  of  Robert  McCorkle,  A.  M,  Professor  of  Lan- 
guages in  Tusculum  College  last  September,  who  entered  immediately  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office.  There  are  now  three  instructors  and  eighty  students  in  Tusculum 
College.     The  tuition  will  amount,  probably,  to  $2000  per  annum. 

We  have  Tusculum  College  in  pretty  good  repair  now  from  the  proceeds  of  my 
agency.  Washington  Female  College  is  still  growing  in  favor.  There  are  three  in- 
structors in  it,  and  about  the  same  number  of  pupils.  The  tuition  will  amount  to  less 
than  Tusculum,  as  tuition  of  females  is  less  than  of  males  in  this  country ;  but  the 
Washington  Female  College  building  is  not  in  good  condition.  We  do  need  a  few 
hundred  dollars  very  much  to  put  it  in  suitable  repair.  And  how  are  we  to  get  it  ? 
We  have  no  one  in  our  midst  suitable  to  go  abroad  to  rej^resent  our  schools  for  aid. 
I  did  so  little  while  thus  engaged  last  sirring  that  I  hesitate  to  make  another  trial. 
Besides  there  is  so  much  work  demanded  in  our  churches  that  I  cannot  see  how  to 
leave  them.  The  work  of  reconstruction  is  a  gigantic  one,  and  multiplies  as  it  pro- 
gresses. Yet  we  are  not  discouraged.  There  are  signs  of  promise  in  East  Tennessee. 
I  think  I  may  safely  say  that  it  is  the  most  prosperous  portion  of  the  South.  Allow 
me  to  suggest  that  if  your  Board  feels  obliged  to  cut  down  the  amount  of  aid  of  these 
colleges,  suggested  by  Presbytery,  because  of  the  want  of  funds,  that  it  would,  per- 
haps, be  well  to  make  th«  appropriations  to  each  institution  nearly  or  quite  equal. 
We  observed  last  Wednesday  as  a  day  of  prayer  for  schools,  colleges,  &c.,  and  will 
on  the  last  Thursday  in  February  take  up  a  collection  for  the  Board  of  Education.

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WASHINGTON   AND   JEFFERSON  COLLEGE,  WASHINGTON   AND  CANONS- 
BURG,  PENNSYLVANIA. 

This  conjoined  institution,  the  offspring  of  the  labors  and  prayers 
of  more  than  two  generations  of  the  most  devoted  servants  of  Christ, 
and  the  most  important  seat  of  Presbyterian  education  west  of  the 
Allegheny  Mountains,  has  held  its  ancient  honorable  position.  But 
it  can  hardly  be  expected  to  make  the  great  advance  which  will  place 
it  in  the  very  front  rank  of  the  colleges  of  the  country,  and  secure 
it  a  liberal  endowment,  even  in  a  region  where  wealth  abounds,  and 
the  love  of  Christ  and  His  cause  is  not  cold,  until  the  step  shall  have 
been  taken  and  consummated  with  manifest  determination  to  take 
such  a  position  which  we  see  alluded  to  in  the  Presbyterian  Banner, 
which  says,  that  a  committee  of  intelligent  and  leading  trustees  was 
appointed  to  propose  a  plan  for  the  more  perfect  consolidation  of 
the  college.  The  committee,  having  met,  unanimously  agreed  to 
recommend  that  the  college  classes,  which  have  heretofore  been  divi- 
ded between  Washington  and  Canonsburgh  be  united  in  one  place. 
An  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Board  will  be  held  to  mature  the  plan 
for  this  more  perfect  union,  and  also  to  take  steps  toward  fixing  the 
locality. 

CENTRE  COLLEGE,  DANVILLE,  KENTUCKY. 

In  a  region  which  suffered  terribly  during  the  war,  it  could  not  be 
expected  that  Centre  College  should  at  once  resume  its  former  posi- 
tion. But  we  are  much  gratified  to  see  that  the  trustees  are  deter- 
mined to  proceed  with  vigor  in  that  direction.  At  their  late  annual 
meeting  it  was  resolved,  among  other  measures,  to  lay  out  a  large 
sum  in  the  erection  of  a  new  building  for  the  Preparatory  School, 
and  for  other  needed  improvements.  May  the  blessing  of  the  God 
of  the  fathers  still  abide  upon  the  generation  of  their  sons. 

LAFAYETTE  COLLEGE,  EASTON,  PA. 

This  Institution  still  continues  to  enjoy  the  smiles  of  a  favoring 
Providence.  The  following  extract  from  the  last  report  of  the 
Trustees  to  the  Synod  of  Philadelphia  will  be  read  with  interest: 

Shortly  after  the  day  of  special  prayer  for  schools  and  colleges  in  February  last,  it 
was  observed  that  the  daily  prayer- meetings,  which  have  for  a  long  time  been  held 
in  the  College,  increased  in  interest,  and  were  more  largely  attended  both  by  the 
professors  of  religion,  and  by  the  hitherto  careless  and  indifferent.  The  former 
seemed  stimulated  to  a  more  unreserved  consecration  of  themselves  to  the  service  of 
God,  while  many  of  the  latter  began  to  inquire  the  way  to  the  cross.  When  the  ses- 
sion ended,  this  good  work  seemed  not  in  the  least  abated,  and  the  Professors  with 
regret  saw  the  prayer-meetings  broken  up  by  the  departure  of  the  students.  Many, 
however,  rejoiced  in  having  found  peace  through  Christ,  and  connected  themselves 
with  the  Church  of  God. 

It  is  evident  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  composed  of  earnest 
Christian  men,  who  set  the  example  of  liberality  with  respect  to  this 
important  Institution  to  the  community  at  large.     We  learn  from  a 
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statement  by  president  Cattell,  that  their  own  personal  subscriptions 
to  the  College  endowment,  buildings,  kc,  during  the  last  three  years 
(including  the  effort  now  making,)  amount  to  nearly  three  hundred 
thousand  dollars!  It  is  gratifying,  also,  to  notice  the  earnest 
desire  of  these  generous  men  that  the  College  shall  be  a  "school  of 
Christ."  In  the  report  from  which  we  have  already  quoted  they 
say:— 

Much  has  been  done  for  the  College  in  temporal  matters,  and  the  Trustees  believe 
that  its  curriculum  of  studies  is  now  equal  to  that  of  an}'  College  in  the  land  :  yet  our 
great  desire  is  that  the  College  shall  be  a  school  of  Christ,  and  that  God  will  honor 
it  by  owning  the  labors  of  his  servants  there  in  the  conversion  of  souls,  and  in  send- 
ing forth  annually  a  body  of  young  men,  armed  with  the  Christian  armor,  and 
trained  for  effective  service  in  the  Church  as  ministers  or  laymen. 

The  extraordinary  pecuniary  success  of  this  institution  should  be 
a  lesson  to  others  all  over  the  land.  In  the  face  of  previous  preju- 
dices and  difficulties,  it  has  secured  ivithin  three  years,  the  sum  of 
three  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  dollars,  or,  to  speak  with  exact- 
ness, two  hundred  thousand,  with  pledges  of  one  hundred  and  sixty 
thousand  more,  when  the  full  amount  of  two  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars more  has  been  subscribed.  Like  activity  and  zeal,  where  the 
cause  is  manifestly  a  worthy  one,  and  the  agents  to  promote  it 
intelligent,  earnest,  prudent,  and  reliable,  must  secure,  in  ordinary 
cases,  success.  The  supporters  of  our  schools  and  academies  may 
trust  in  God  to  grant  this,  and  "go  forward."  And  the  heaviest 
burthen  in  collecting  the  funds  required  must  ever  fall,  as  we  take 
the  liberty  of  saying  in  regard  to  Lafayette  College,  upon  the  prin- 
cipal of  the  institution.  He  must  be  willing  to  labor  and  to  suffer 
night  and  day,  in  order  to  secure  success.  A  report  by  Dr.  Cattell, 
gives  the  following  information. 

The  two  additional  courses  of  study,  mentioned  in  my  report  year  before  last,  have 
been  carried  on  with  such  success  that  they  are  now  considered  beyond  an  experi- 
ment and  have  become  established  features  of  the  institution.  The  Faculty  has  been 
enlarged  to  eighteen  instructors,  and  the  number  of  students  on  the  roll  of  the  Fresh- 
man class  alone  is  now  sixty. 

But  that  there  may  be  no  misapprehension,  allow  me  to  remind  the  readers  of  your 
Report  that  so  far  from  displacing  the  old  classical  course  by  our  new  curriculum  of 
scientific  studies,  wo  have  rather  provided  for  its  enlargement  and  increased  effi- 
ciency. We  continue  to  regard  it  not  only  as  the  regular  introduction  to  the  profes- 
sional study  of  theology,  medicine  or  law,  but  as  a  thoroughly  tried  and  approved 
means  of  securing  the  liberal  culture  which  becomes  a  Christian  scholar  in  every 
walk  of  life.  The  views  of  the  trustees  on  these  jwints,  as  well  as  full  and  minute 
information  upon  all  the  departments  of  study,  are  contained  in  the  catalogue  for  the 
present 'year,  copies  of  which  may  be  had  on  application  to  any  member  of  the 
Faculty. 

Although  60  much  has  been  done  for  this  institution  within  the  last  few  years,  the 
great  expense  of  providing  for  these  enlarged  courses  of  study  still  demands  an 
extremely  economical  scale  of  expenditures  for  the  salaries  of  the  instructors.  The 
highest  salary  now  paid  is  twelve  hundred  dollars,  with  the  use  of  a  house.  The  sal- 
aries of  the  resident  instructors  do  not  average  nine  hundred  dollars.  To  remedy 
this  it  was  proposed,  at  our  Commencement  in  last  July,  to  add  $200,000  to  our  perma- 
nent endowment.  Mr.  Pardee,  our  munificent  patron,  pledged  $80,000.  Mr.  .John  A. 
Brown  of  Philadelphia,  has  subscribed  $20,000.  Messrs.  William  Adamson,  Thomas 
Beaver,  Joseph  N.  Scranton  and  William  E.  Dodge,  each  $10,000,  and  by  the  increase 
of  former  subscriptions  on  the  part  of  Messrs  Thomas  Dickson,  Selden  T.  Scranton, 
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Alfred  Martien,  B.  G.  Clarke  and  others,  the  whole  amount  now  secured  is  $160,000, 
conditioned,  of  course,  upon  the  entire  sum  of  $200,000  being  secured.  We  cherish  the 
hope  that  the  balance  will  speedily  be  raised  and  thus  the  foundations  be  laid  for 
increased  usefulness  on  the  part  of  this  institution,  which  has  already  accomplished 
so  much  in  the  work  of  Christian  education.

HANOVER  COLLEGE,  HANOVER,  INDIANA. 

Hanover  College  has  been  oppressed,  temporarily,  witli  great  trials. 
One  of  them  has  been  the  want  of  a  president  since  Rev.  Dr.  James 
Wood  left  there  for  the  East.  But  the  trustees  are  nobly  deter- 
mined that  it  shall  not  fall.  A  committee  of  the  Synod  of  Indiana, 
and  Northern  Indiana,  meeting  at  Indianapolis  in  October  last,  say  : 

Hanover  College  is  emphatically  the  child  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  *  *  * 
It  was  brought  into  existence,  and  has  been  nurtured  and  sustained  from  its  birth  to 
the  present  moment  by  the  Presbyterian  Church.  The  purpose  for  which  it  was 
established  was  to  afford  a  sound  Christian  education  to  the  young  men  in  the  widely 
extended,  and  at  that  time  destitute  region  known  as  the  Northwest;  and  more  espe- 
cially to  raise  up  and  educate  &  godly  ministry  to  supply  its  spiritual  waste-places  with 
the  fiiith  of  our  Church.  The  college  has  been  signally  blessed  of  God  in  the  accom- 
plishment of  these  objects  of  its  establishment.  As  a  fountain  of  sound  and  thorough 
education  on  Christian  principles,  it  has  acquired  a  national  reputation.  Over  three 
thousand  students  have  been  trained  within  its  walls.  Its  alumni  rank  with  those 
of  any  college  in  the  West.  They  are  widely  scattered  over  the  land;  and  are  to-day 
found  occupying  most  honorable  and  responsible  positions  in  the  pulpit,  at  the  bar,  in 
the  medical  profession,  as  teachers  in  the  schools  of  the  land,  as  professors  and  presi- 
dents of  colleges,  as  representatives  and  senators  in  state  and  national  councils,  as 
enlightened  and  Christian  citizens.  With  especial  pleasure  and  thankfulness  do  we 
record  the  fact  that  within  its  walls  the  Holy  Spirit  seems  to  have  loved  to  abide, — 
hundreds  of  young  men  having  been  there  converted  to  God,  and  their  minds  there 
first  directed  to  the  great  work  of  the  ministry  ;  and  to  the  fact  that  within  its  walls, 
since  its  establishment,  near  eight  hundred  ministersof  the  gospel,  chiefly  in  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  have  received  their  collegiate  preparation,  in  whole  or  in  part,  for 
their  work.  This  is  a  record  of  glory.  But  it  is  of  the  Lord,  and  to  his  name  do  we 
ascribe  it. 

The  Synod  pledged  to  the  institution  anew  their  hearty  support, 
and  requested  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  fill  up  the  vacant  chairs  in 
the  Faculty  as  early  as  their  funds  will  justify  it. 

CARROLL  COLLEGE,  WAUKESHA,  WISCONSIN. 

This  college  is  prospering.  A  gentleman  who  visited  it  during 
the  past  year  states  that  "under  the  able  and  efficient  management 
of  Prof.  Rankin,  it  seems  to  be  gaining  rapidly  the  confidence  of 
all  acquainted  with  its  affairs."  He  adds,  "and  we  hope  truly,  since 
through  the  blessing  of  God,  Carroll  College  has  passed  through 
some  trying  ordeals  since  its  establishment  here,  that  the  last  one, 
so  triumphantly  ended  by  the  liquidation  of  all  its  old  demands, 
bespeaks  a  future  for  it  now.  Its  patrons  to-day  have  more  reason 
for  encouragement  than  during  any  of  its  previous  history." 

The  following  is  the  annual  report  of  Prof.  Ptankin: 

We  have  had  enrolled  as  students  over  one  hundred  and  twenty  names.  The  aver- 
age attendance  for  the  two  terms  already  past  is  about  ninety.    This  includes  the 
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primary  department.  The  second  year  of  instruction  since  its  last  resumption  has 
now  been  tinished,  and  we  have  entered  upon  a  tliird.  The  members,  during  all  this 
time,  have  gradually  increased,  and  now  that  a  reasonable  lapse  of  time,  spent  in 
this  eflort,  has  manifested  our  earnest  determination  to  put  the  school  upon  a  per- 
manent footing,  we  may  hope  that  a  still  larger  patronage  will  be  secured,  especially 
from  abroad.  We  trust  that  next  fall  we  shall  open  with  still  improved  prospects. 
In  the  spring  term  considerable  diminution  is  to  be  expected,  as  many  of  our  students 
are  farmer's  sons  who  must  stay  at  home  to  work  iluring  that  season  of  the  year. 
They  form  an  interesting  portion  of  our  number.  Most  of  them  arc  boys  who  appre- 
ciate the  advantages  which  are  given  to  them,  and  endeavor  to  profit  by  them. 

Thirty-two  of  the  scholars  have  been  from  other  parts  of  the  State.  The  people 
of  the  town  have  not  yet  waked  up  to  that  hearty  support  which  we  hope  to  receive 
from  them,  nor  has  it  yet  become  widely  known  throughout  the  State  that  Carroll 
College  is  again  alive,  and  means,  with  God's  help,  to  remain  alive,  and  to  go  on 
doing  good  to  the  young  and  rising  generation.  All  this  requires  time.  Our  present 
work  is  to  take  the  material  afforded,  and  work  it  up  to  the  best  possible  advantage. 

A  semi-collegiate  course  has  already  been  organized.  One  class  will  be  ready  for 
Freshman  studies  next  fall.  About  one-third  of  the  boys,  and  very  few  of  the  girls, 
have  been  pursuing  classical  studies.  Three  of  the  scholars  have  been  looking  for- 
ward to  the  ministry.  One  is  under  the  care  of  the  Presbytery  of  Milwaukee,  and 
receives  aid  from  the  Board.  Another  has  managed  to  support  himself  by  assisting 
in  teaching  and  by  working  during  vacations.  About  a  dozen  of  the  scholars  are 
members  of  the  church.  No  special  religious  interest  has  been  developed,  during 
the  past  year.  The  Day  of  Prayer  for  Schools  and  Colleges  was  remembered  in  our 
devotions,  though  no  special  services  were  held  in  our  church,  on  account  of  unfa- 
vorable weather.  Most  of  the  scholars  are  frequenters  of  the  Church  and  of  the 
Sabbath-school. 

Our  efforts  are  still  much  cramped  from  the  lack  of  funds.  If  we  could  better  fit 
up  our  buildings,  employ  more  teachers,  and  reduce  our  price  of  tuition,  we  could 
operate  to  much  better  advantage  and  compete  more  favorably  with  other  institu- 
tions throughout  the  State.  When  we  read  of  princely  gifts  to  older  and  wealthier 
institutions,  we  pray  for  the  day  when  the  Lord  shall  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  his 
liberal  servants  to  bestow  their  thousands  at  a  point,  where,  coming  in  a  critical 
time,  a  small  sum  will  do  a  great  good,  and  will  help  to  establish  an  institution 
which  has  long  been  struggling  into  existence.

WESTMINSTER  COLLEGE,  FULTON,  MISSOURI. 

This  college  is  still  claimed  as  belonging  to  our  Church,  and  it  is 
to  he  hoped  that  it  may  be  peacefully,  and  with  honor  to  all  con- 
cerned, be  restored  to  it ;  but  it  is  at  present  under  the  control  of  a 
body  which  has  withdrawn,  and  yet  it  is  to  be  hoped  also  only  tem- 
porarily, from  the  General  Assembly  their  allegiance. 

HIGHLAND  UNIVERSITY,  HIGHLAND,  KANSAS. 

Its  circumstances  are,  we  think,  encouraging.  Prof.  Gage  reports  one  hundred  and 
sixteen  on  the  roll,  with  an  average  attendance  of  over  one  hundred.  The  school  has 
been  remarkably  free  from  troubles  and  dissensions  of  any  sort,  and  is  constantly 
gaining  in  the  esteem  and  coniidence  of  the  community.  All  the  branches  in  our 
high  schools  are  thoroughly  taught,  and  there  is  also  added  a  strictly  primary 
department  which  is  under  direction  of  Mrs-  Gage,  a  most  experienced  and  thorough 
teacher.  This  part  of  the  school  will  soon  have  to  be  withrawn  as  the  larger  classes 
will  demand  all  the  room,  and  the  time  of  the  teachers. 

The  surroundings  of  the  school  are,  we  think,  all  that  could  be  expected  or  asked 
in  a  country  so  new,  situated  in  a  very  fertile  district,  well  improved  for  its  age, 
moral  and  sober  society,  and  congenial  religious  sentiment ;  we  could  not  ask,  in  these 
respects,  a  better  location.  It  is  also  adjacent  to  the  States  of  Nebraska,  Iowa,  and 
Missouri,  and  we  know  of  no  rival,  or  even  corroborating  school,  having  the  same  end 
in  view,  within  sixty  or  eighty  miles  of  us.  There  is  no  strife  or  contest  in  this  matter, 
and  all  we  have  to  do  is  to  hold  what  we  have  already  got  by  a  fair  and  lawful  pre- 
emption.   The  Presbyterian  church  here  is  one  of  the  largest  in  the  State,  and  other 
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denominations  are  cordial  in  behalf  of  our  young  institution.  The  Synod  of  Kansas 
has  the  supervision  of  the  institution,  and  so  far  as  we  know  the  brethren  are  all 
very  cordial  in  its  support. 

There  are  some  interesting  facts  in  its  history,  though  nothing  special  during  the 
past  year.  Two  years  ago  we  had  a  great  revival,  in  which  many  of  the  students 
shared.  The  "week  of  prayer"  and  the  day  of  prayer  for  colleges  in  February  were 
both  observed  with  ordinary  interest  and  attention,  but  as  yet  we  see  nothing 
"special."  The  Bible  is  continually  a  book  of  intruetion  in  the  school.  K^early  all 
the  students  are  members  of  the  Sabbath  School,  and  all  attend  usually  twice  on  the 
Sabbath.  The  means  of  grace  are  free  and  abundant,  and  we  feel  sure  "  God's  word 
will  not  return  to  Him  void." 

The  early  history  of  our  institution  is  intimately  connected  with  the  work  of 
the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  commenced  in  this  vicinity  more  than  thirty  years 
ago,  and  would  be  an  interesting  theme,  especially  in  showing  the  rellex  influence  of 
a  good  and  benevolent  work;  but  neither  time  nor  space  will  allow  us  to  enter  upon 
it  here. 

During  the  year  we  have  received  some  additions  to  our  library,  which,  together 
with  our  apparatus,  adds  to  the  interest  and  attractiveness  of  the  school. 

The  financial  subject  is  always  an  important  and  serious  one  in  these  young 
institutions.  We  cannot  enter  upon  that  now,  only  to  say  that  with  the  sum  you 
have  pledged  us  we  will  be  able  to  got  along  well  with  our  teachers  this  year,  and  if 
you  can  continue  some  help  a  little  longer,  we  hope  to  be  self-sustaining  soon,  and 
also  to  contribute  something  to  the  general  cause  of  Education. 

We  have  recently  j^urchased  a  fine  bell  which  will  be  in  position  in  a  few  days.

CITY  UNIVERSITY,  SAN  FRANCISCO,  CALIFORNIA. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  have  managed  the  affairs  of  the  University 
with  signal  and  exemplary  ability,  liberality  and  success.  We  have 
seen,  or  received  no  accounts  of  its  number  of  students,  &c.,  during 
the  past  year. 

WOOSTER  UNIVERSITY,  WOOSTER,  OHIO. 

The  effort  to  build  up  a  fine  literary  institution  for  the  populous 
Presbyterian  region  of  which  AVooster  is  the  centre  promises  to  be 
an  eminent  success.  The  site  of  twenty  acres  of  land,  in  an  ele- 
vated position,  is  admirably  adapted  for  the  purpose,  close  by  the 
town.  It  was  the  gift  of  one  generous  gentleman.  The  sub- 
scription for  the  fund  devoted  to  the  construction  of  the  buildings 
now  amounts  to  near  $125,000  ;  the  main  portion  of  it  collected  in 
the  town  (of  but  five  thousand  inhabitants)  and  county.  Their 
hearts  are  in  the  work,  and  it  must  succeed  ;  the  movers  in  the  enter- 
prise are  men  who  look  to  the  great  ends  for  which  the  intellects  of 
men  should  be  cultivated  and  enlightened. 

COLUMBIA  COLLEGE,  KITTANNING,  PA. 

A  gentleman  interested  in  a  recent  educational  movement  in 
Western  Pennsylvania  sent  to  us  some  weeks  ago  the  following  state- 
ment for  publication  : 

A  new  institution  under  the  name  of  "  Columbia  College,"  with  complete  univer- 
sity powers,  is  to  be  located  at  Kittanning,  Pa.  The  charter  provides  that  it  shall  be  in 
connection  with  the  Old-School  Presbyterian  Church.  Rev.  T.  D.  Ewing,  pastor  of 
the  church  there,  is  its  president.    Its  preparatory  departments  are  now  in  opera- 
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tion,  and  meet  in  the  lecture  rooms  of  the  Presbyterian  church.     Its  trustees  have 

Eurcbased  tlie  Cohvell  Hotel  for  the  use  of  the  college — possession  of  which  will  be 
ad  on  April  1,  next,  when  the  institution  will  go  fully  into  operation. 

A  subsequent  circular  states  that  "  this  institution  will  be  open 
for  the  reception  of  students  on  the  first  Monday  of  May."  Appli- 
cants for  admission  will  be  received  at  any  time,  irrespective  of  sex 
or  denomination.  There  will  be  four  departments,  namely,  of 
Languages,  Science,  Philosophy,  and  Jurisprudence.  The  faculty 
consists  of  five  male  members  and  two  female,  besides  a  president 
who  has  not  yet  been  elected. 

NEBRASKA  UNIVERSITY,  NEBRASKA  CITY,  NEBRASKA. 

The  following  information  comes  to  us  through  the  North-western 
Presbyterian.  Dr.  Diefendorf  was  successful  in  gathering  a  large 
number  of  students  at  Vermillion  Institute  in  Ohio,  and  we  have 
heard  the  thoroughness  of  his  instruction  spoken  of  in  high  terms  at 
some  of  our  first  colleges,  to  which  students  from  there  had  gone. 
The  establishment  of  such  an  institution  in  Nebraska  is  a  missionary 
work  which  deserves  success. 

Our  western  readers  will  be  greatly  pleased  to  learn  that  a  new  collegiate  insti- 
tute will  be  opened  at  Nebraska  City,  Monday,  the  IStli  inst.,  under  very  favorable 
auspices.  The  friends  of  education  in  Nebraska  have  induced  the  Rev.  S.  Die- 
fendorf, D.D.,  Principal  of  the  Vermillion  Institute  at  Hayesville,  Ohio,  with  a 
valuable  corps  of  teachers,  to  undertake  the  founding  of  a  new  collegiate  institution 
at  Nebraska  City.  A  large  building  has  been  purchased,  and  a  farm,  with  boarding- 
house  sufficient  for  the  accommodation  of  one  hundred  students.  The  school  is 
expected  to  open  with  five  or  six  competent  instructors,  and  about  one  hundred 
students.  This  is  a  very  important  movement.  Dr.  Diefendorf  is  a  practical  and 
successful  educator.  He  commences  at  the  beginning,  plants  the  institution  on  a 
safe,  practical  basis,  and  allows  it  to  grow  up.  We  bespeak  for  it  the  very  favorable 
consideration  of  all  our  readers  who  have  youth  to  educate.  Dr.  Diefendorf  assures 
ns  that  for  cheapness  and  thoroughness,  no  institution  in  the  West  will  afford  greater 
advantages  than  the  Nebraska  University.  The  several  college  classes  will  be 
organized  at  the  commencement  of  the  Tall  term.  A  Law  and  Medical  department, 
it  is  expected,  will  be  organized  in  a  short  time,  under  the  government  of  the  same 
Board  of  Directors. 

LINCOLN  UNIVERSITY,  OXFORD,  PA. 

The  colored  population  of  the  South,  and  those  whose  sympathies 
and  personal  efforts  are  enlisted  in  their  elevation,  are  looking  with 
deep  interest  to  Lincoln  University  as  an  institution  providentially 
raised  up  to  be  of  great  benefit  to  them  in  their  present  circum- 
stances. Of  this  we  have  had  repeated  and  striking  evidence.  We 
are  glad  to  publish  the  following  statement,  received  from  a  gentle- 
man directly  interested  in  the  institution. 

There  are  now  in  this  institution  over  one  hundred  young  men  gathered  from  fifteen 
difierent  States  of  the  Union.  These  are  all  preparing  to  labor  for  the  instruction 
and  elevation  of  their  own  people  in  this  country  and  in  Africa.  They  are  very 
enthusiastic  in  their  studies,  and  make  rapid  progress.  A  very  large  proportion  of 
the  number  are  hopefully  pious.  And  more  than  one  third  of  the  hundred  are  look- 
ing forward  to  the  work  of  the  ministry.  Quite  a  number  of  young  men  trained  in 
this  school  are  now  laboring  among  their  brethren  in  the  South,  and  some  few  in 
Africa,  with  great  acceptance  and  success.  Had  we  a  thousand  students  in  place  of 
one  hundred, the  demand  for  laborers  could  not  be  met.  Never  were  four  millions  of 
immortal  beings  brought  so  near,  as  the  colored  people  of  this  country  now  are,  to 
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the  prayers  and  efforts  of  God's  people;  and  never  was  an  institution  more  owned 
and  blessed  of  God  than  this  school  for  the  training  of  colored  men.  During  each  of 
the  last  two  winters  the  Spirit  of  God  has  come  down  in  great  power  upon  the  young 
men  gathered  there,  and  many  of  them  gave  their  hearts  to  the  Saviour,  and  them- 
selves to  his  service.  During  last  year  an  endowment  of  $80,000  was  secured  for  the 
support  of  our  five  teachers.  This  was  a  generous  oflering  on  the  part  of  a  few  friends 
of  the  enterprise.  More  funds  are  greatly  needed,  and  our  prayer  is  that  God  will  put 
it  into  the  hearts  of  those  who  have  of  this  world  to  come  up  to  the  help  of  the  Lord  in 
this  field  so  full  of  promise. 


SCHOOLS  AMONG  FOREIGN  POPULATIONS. 

Our  ministry  and  people  are  beginning  to  feel  the  vast  import- 
ance of  reaching  the  emigrants  from  the  continent  of  Europe  to  the 
United  States,  and  their  children,  with  the  influences  of  the  gospeL 
The  Board  has  had  some  encouragement  in  its- efforts  to  enlist  atten- 
tion to  schools  among  them,  though  not  so  much  as  it  should  have 
had,  considering  the  number  of  these  people,  and  the  dangers  which 
their  presence  threatens  both  in  church  and  state.  It  is  a  fact 
which  should  be  deeply  pondered,  and  excite  us  to  action,  that  they 
are  already  beginning  to  move  in  antagonism  to  religion  in  the 
matter  of  education,  to  endeavor  to  banish  the  Bible  and  prayer 
from  schools,  and  to  introduce  school  books  suited  to  their  views  in 
some  parts  of  the  country  where  they  have  sufficient  influence  to 
hope  for  success.  A  respected  brother  in  the  ministry  at  Chicago, 
writes  to  the  Presbyter  a  letter  which  deserves  to  be  quoted. 

"We  are  beginning  to  feel  that  we  cannot  ignore  the  foreign  pop- 
ulation of  our  cities.  They  will  not  allow  us  to  sleep  in  peace  in 
our  churches.  They  must  be  converted  to  Christ,  or  they  will  soon 
convert  our  cities  to  Satan.  Our  crying  need  now  is  for  faithful 
men  to  preach  Christ  in  German,  and  French,  and  Scandinavian,  in 
all  our  large  cities.  Every  institution  which  prepares  the  foreign 
youth  for  preaching  to  their  own  countrymen  should  be  fostered. 
Our  Theological  Seminary  here  has  already  given  us  three  work- 
men that  need  not  be  ashamed.  The  French  school  at  St.  Ann,  and 
the  German  school  near  Dubuque,  are  good  beginnings  of  a  most 
important  evangelistic  agency  ivldch  must  be  greatly  increased  ere 
we  can  begin  to  evangelize  America.  The  Methodists,  with  their 
practical  wisdom,  are  showing  us  how  to  do  this  work,  and  in  our 
Sabbath  struggle  their  German  ministers  are  heartily  and  ably 
fighting  the  Lord's  battles  with  good  results.  A  Scandinavian  Con- 
gregational Church  was  organized  here  last  week,  with  a  Swedish 
pastor,  and  quite  a  promising  prospect." 

There  might  be  twenty  mission  schools  established  next  year 
among  the  Germans,  French,  Norwegians  and  Swedes,  in  the  Atlan- 
tic States  and  in  the  Mississippi  Valley,  if  brethren  could  but  look 
at  the  work  as  its  importance  deserves.  As  patriots,  as  Christians, 
as  Presbyterians,  we  cannot  be  too  active  in  seizing  present  oppor- 
tunities. 
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MADISON  STREET  GERMAN  SCHOOL,  NEW  YORK. 

As  tlie  Rev.  Mr.  Steins,  as  well  as  my  predecessor  in  tlie  position  of  teacher  and 
superintendent,  Mr.  Charles  Koch,  during  the  course  of  last  year  were  taken  into 
the  rest  of  a  better  life,  by  our  Lord,  I  regret  not  to  be  able  to  give  as  complete  a 
report  as  is  perhaps  desired. 

When  I,  at  the  end  of  August,  1867,  entered  upon  the  career  of  teacher  here,  I 
found  but  43  scholars,  which  number  increased  to  84  during  September,  and  to  106 
at  the  end  of  November.  In  this  prosperous  condition  the  school  has  kept  itself  up 
to  the  present  time,  and  I  have  found  myself  compelled  with  the  consent  of  the  ses- 
sion of  our  Church,  to  engage  a  Christian  female  teacher  as  help,  to  take  charge 
especially  of  the  elementary  class.  Out  of  the  above,  nine  scholars,  six  boys  and 
three  girls,  are  preparing  for  a  public  profession  of  their  faith  and  admitance  to  the 
Lord's  Supper.     These  will  most  probably  leave  the  school  after  Easter  Sunday. 

As  far  as  teaching  is  concerned,  it  has  been  and  is  my  great  object,  to  bring  the 
children  to  see  the  wealth  of  the  love  and  grace  of  the  Father  of  mercy,  and  I  have 
therefore  combined  the  teaching  regarding  our  Westminster  Catechism  and  religious 
duties,  religious  and  biblical  instruction,  as  much  as  possible  with  the  regular 
course  of  teaching. 

I  am  happy  to  see  these  young  hearts  not  only  grow  in  knowledge,  but  a,lso  in  the 
love  of  the  Lord,  especially  also  the  improved  attention  to  the  sermon  of  our  pastor, 
the  Reverend  B.  Kriisi,  which  is  shown  on  Sabbath,  and  I  feel  sure  that  much  good 
seed  is  carried  forth  into  the  world  through  the  young  hearts  in  our  church  and 
school.  The  Sunday-school  I  attempt  to  keep  in  the  same  course  as  formerly,  and 
enjoy  the  efficient  and  kind  help  and  services  of  nineteen  Sabbath-school  teachers, 
who  realize  that  they  are  fellow-servants  in  the  work  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.

GERMAN  SCHOOL  AT  WILLIAMSBURG,  L.  I. 

Both  rooms  of  the  school  are  crowded  with  boys  and  girls.  Many  of  them  are 
children  of  hard  working  parents  who  reside  in  poor  rooms,  but  the  parents  are 
desirous  that  their  children  shall  be  instructed  and  receive  the  truths  of  the  Bible. 

The  two  teachers  are  active  and  faithful  to  fulfil  their  duties.  The  elementary 
bra^nches  are  taught  in  English  and  German,  and  religious  ipstructiou  given  accord- 
ing to  the  requirements  of  the  Board  of  Education.  A  large  number  of  these  chil- 
dren, and  others,  who  attend  either  public  schools  and  private  academies,  are 
instructed  by  me  in  the  truths  of  Christianity  three  times  a  week. 

A  large  number  of  these  have  proven  themselves  to  have  really  a  knowledge  of 
the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  and  show  a  desire  to  love  Jesus  and  the  church  which 
He  has  established. 

They  have  learned  to  sing  some  of  the  grand  old  hymns  of  the  Reformation,  and 
they  sing  most  beautifully  with  their  whole  heart  and  soul.

GERMAN  SCHOOL  IN  EAST  WILLIAMSBURG,  LONG  ISLAND. 

We  are  happy  to  say  that  our  school  is  in  a  prosperous  condition.  Though  during 
the  middle  of  the  winter  our  smaller  children  could  not  attend  to  school  regularly 
on  account  of  the  weather,  they  are  now  coming  again.  It  numbers  forty  children. 
The  school  is  divided  into  four  classes,  which  are  taught  in  the  English  and  German 
languages,  all  the  necessary  branches.  The  Catechism  is  taught  twice  during  the 
week  Vjy  the  teacher,  and  once  by  myself.  In  the  hearts  of  three  of  our  children, 
a  lad  of  fourteen  and  two  girls  fifteen  years  old,  we  have  good  hope  that  the  good 
Lord  has  commenced  a  work  of  grace  for  which  we  are  thankful.     While  we  have 
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much  cause  to  rejoice  on  the  one  hand,  we  have  on  the  other  reason  to  mourn  when 
■we  see  still  a  number  of  parents  who  should,  but  do  not  send  their  children  to  school. 
May  the  Lord  give  us  wisdom  from  on  high,  to  lead  all  the  lambs  under  our  care 
to  find  peace  in  the  bosom  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  We  earnestly  pray  that  the 
blessing  of  God  may  rest  on  your  operations  and  all  of  our  schools.  Your  good  work 
in  sustaining  the  schools  of  the  Church  is  certainly  not  the  least  in  importance 
among  the  branches  of  benevolence  entrusted  to  the  different  Boards.

GERMAN  SCHOOL  AT   BROWNSTOWN,  INDIANA. 

When  I  came  six  years  ago  to  this  great  field,  ripe  for  harvest,  and  I  saw  the 
state  of  parents  and  children,  I  felt  deeply  in  my  heart  a  desire  to  do  something 
for  the  youth,  who  had  so  bad  an  example  even  in  their  preachers  and  parents.  It 
was  hard  to  make  a  commencement,  the  more  so  from  the  most  of  them  being  Low- 
Germans  and  the  children  not  understanding  good  German.  In  their  family  circles 
there  was  only  spoken  this  singular  German  dialect,  which  I  could  not  understand 
at  all.  The  parents  could  speak  only  a  very  little  High-German,  and  that  with 
difficulty.  The  larger  children  are  accustomed  to  work  in  the  field.  A  boy  of  ten 
years  stands  at  the  plough,  and  so  often  do  the  girls  when  the  boys  are  not  there. 
I  could  not  find  any  good  book  in  the  familes,  for  which  reason  I  went  to  Louisville 
where  I  bought  some  good  books  from  the  American  Tract  Society,  and  the  catechism 
from  the  Board  of  Publication,  part  of  which  I  sold,  and  the  rest  I  made  a  present 
to  the  children.  By  these  presents  the  children  were  led  to  love  me.  I  bought, 
also,  a  few  dollars  worth  of  tickets  with  Bible  verses  printed  on  them,  which  they 
were  to  learn  by  heart.  I  used  them  to  pray  with.  But  these  people  only  pray 
with  their  lips,  and  say  that  praying  with  the  heart  only  belongs  to  preachers. 
They  all  said  they  had  bi'ought  a  good  enough  religion  from  Germany.  In  this 
settlement  there  are  five  Lutheran  and  one  Catholic  churches.  The  people  go  from 
the  church  immediately  to  the  drinking  houses,  and  to  dance,  or  take  a  ride  in  a 
carriage,  just  as  it  suits  them.  Notwithstanding  all  this  they  pretend  to  be  good 
Christians.  Their  preachers  like  a  glass  of  beer.  But  of  these  men  the  Lord  has 
gathered  a  people  which  is  a  light  to  these  pastors,  and  glorified  His  name  among 
them.  The  same  improvement  which  has  taken  place  in  the  church  we  also  find  in 
the  school.  The  children  who  can  read  learn  the  catechism  by  heart-  Some  of 
them  come  to  school  three  to  five  miles,  and  do  not  consider  this  too  much.  People 
that  do  not  belong  to  this  community  are  very  glad  to  get  their  children  in  our 
school,  and  say  that  they  learn  more  here  in  six  months  than  they  do  at  home  in 
three  years.  There  are  some  boys  of  eighteen  years  who  wish  to  obtain  more 
advanced  instruction  if  they  had  the  means,  and  If  their  parents  would  permit  it. 
Five  boys,  about  twelve  years  old,  confess  that  they  love  Jesus  Christ.  A  boy  of 
eleven  years  had  a  very  bad  father,  who  did  not  allow  him  to  go  to  school  or  to 
chur<^.  He  was,  therefore,  much  injured  in  character.  But  when  his  father  was 
killed  by  the  upsetting  of  a  wagon,  I  spoke  with  the  widow  about  him.  He  now 
comes  with  his  brother  and  sister  to  school  every  day,  although  he  lives  five  miles 
distant,  and  brings  with  him  three  children  of  his  next  door  neighbor.  His  mother 
tells  me  that  he  now  reads  in  the  Bible  in  the  morning  and  evening,  and  that  he 
relates  to  her  all  that  he  has  learned  of  Jesus  Christ.  When  I  came  here  I  had 
much  to  suffer  from  these  people.  But  now,  by  the  grace  of  God,  my  enemies  are 
turned  into  friends,  and  everybody  treats  me  with  kindness.  I  hope  that  God  will 
bring  many  by  this  school  from  the  darkness  to  His  wonderful  light.  I  remain  a 
servant  of  the  Lord  to  you.  F.  Xavier  Kopf.

GERMAN  SCHOOL  AT  NEW  ORLEANS. 

The  school  under  the  care  of  the  First  German  Presbyterian  Church  was  opened 
on  the  1st  of  July,  1866,  with  thirty  scholars.  It  has  been  steadily  on  the  increase. 
We  had  as  many  as  seventy-five  pupils  until  the  sickness  set  in.  Many  got  sick,  some 
died.    At  present  there  are  only  forty  on  the  roll.    Among  the  pupils  are  some  bright 
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ones,  who  promise  to  become  useful  members  of  society;  but  the  school  being  yet 
in  its  infancy  none  are  very  far  advanced.  The  common  English  branches  are 
taujiht.     The  instruction  in  religion  is  in  the  German  language. 

The  school  is  under  a  deciiled  religious  and  Presbyterian  influence.  It  is  opened 
■with  singing  and  prayer.  Two  classes  are  daily  instructed  in  the  Bible.  One  class 
recites  daily  one  or  two  questions  in  the  Shorter  Catechism.  A  smaller  one  is  used 
with  another  class.  With  Rev.  Owen  Reidy  as  teacher,  may  it  prove  a  blessing  to 
the  church  and  to  society  at  large.

GERMAN  THEOLOGICAL  SCHOOL  AT  DUBUQUE,  IOWA. 

In  the  Record  for  February  we  noticed  the  report  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  to  the  Presbyteries  of  Dubuque  and  Dane,  in  which 
they  give  a  most  satisfactory  account  of  the  condition  of  this  inter- 
esting institution.  They  say  that  "  it  is  in  a  highly,  and  increas- 
ingly flourishing  condition.  The  examinations  have  shown  that 
the  pupils  are  thoroughly  instructed;  and  all  of  them  passed  very 
satisfactory  examinations  in  all  the  departments."  Considerable 
room  has  been  added  to  the  building  during  the  summer,  by  raising 
a  portion  of  it  one  story  higher,  at  a  cost  which  has  been  met  by 
contributions  obtained  chiefly  by  Professor  Van  Yliet,  and  the  Rev. 
W.  L.  Green.  They  refer  "  with  highest  appreciation  and  warmest 
thanks  to  the  various  labors  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Van  Vliet,"  who  "has 
done  and  is  doing  great  good,"  and  has  been  a  means  under  which 
"the  school  has  been  greatly  prospered  and  blessed;"  notwith- 
standing, "  during  a  considerable  part  of  the  past  year,  he  has 
labored  in  weakness  and  ill-health." 

The  following  report  is  made  by  Professor  Van  Vliet ;  to  which 
we  may  add  that  we  have  had  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  useful- 
ness of  some  of  the  preachers  sent  out  thence. 

Since  my  last  annual  report  it  has  pleased  the  Lord  to  greatly  bless  this  institution, 
for  which  reason  it  behoves  us  to  thank  hira,  and  at  the  same  time  to  bow  down  in 
humiliation  before  him  for  all  our  short  comings,  because  we  have  often  done  what 
is  against  his  holy  law,  and  because  we  have  often  failed  to  trust  in  him  in  regard 
to  all  our  bodily  and  spiritual  wants.  Yet  he  has  done  for  us  more  than  we  asked 
or  thought,  Two  of  the  students  have  been  licensed  to  preach  the  gospel  by  Dane 
and  Dubuque  Presbyteries ;  one  of  them  has  been  ordained  by  Milwaukee  Presby- 
tery. Three  of  the  brethren  will  present  themselves  for  license  to  Dubuque  Presby- 
tery at  this  spring  meeting.  This  will  diminish  the  whole  number  by  five.'  But  at 
the  same  time  four  new  ones  have  been  received.  Last  year  we  had  not  room  to 
lodge  all  the  young  men ;  now  the  buildings  have  been  enlarged,  and  room  is  thus 
obtained  to  lodge  even  a  few  more,  who  may  yet  come.  All  this  has  been  accom- 
plished by  the  kind  aid  of  dear  friends  in  different  parts  of  the  country.  Large  and 
small  gifts  were  received  steadily  until  the  sum  amounted  to  a  little  over  $1000.  By 
this  means  not  only  the  buildings  were  enlarged,  but  also  some  hundred  dollars  of 
debt  cancelled.  The  library  has  not  been  forgotten  entirely,  as  friends  sent  us  some 
money  to  replenish  it,  and  thus  we  are  enabled  to  buy  books  as  occasion  requires. 

Though  this  institution  is  yet  feeble,  and  further  requires  the  kind  regard  of  the 
Church,  yet  I  hope,  if  the  Lord  be  with  us  as  hitherto,  it  will  go  on  and  strengthen 
gradually.  I  trust  that  some  good  is  accomplished  by  it  in  the  kingdom  of  God, 
since  he  can  perform  what  he  pleases  by  humble  means,  in  order  that  it  may  be  seen 
that  all  things  depend  upon  his  grace  and  blessing. 
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That  the  Lord  would  pour  out  his  Holy  Spirit  on  his  whole  Church,  and  add  to  it 
many  moi'e  who  shall  be  saved,  and  be  the  means  of  good  to  their  fellow-men,  is  the

FRENCH  SCHOOL  AT  ROBINSONVILLE,  WISCONSIN. 

The  interesting  report  and  succeeding  narrative  of  Mr.  Morell 
cannot  be  better  prefaced  than  by  giving  the  letter  of  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Gr.  Smith,  who  was  delegated  by  the  Presbytery  of  Winne- 
baoro  to  visit  it.     He  writes  to  us  as  follows : 

At  the  last  regular  meeting  of  the  Presbytery  of  Winnebago  the  Rev.  Mr.  Camp- 
bell, of  Depere,  and  myself,  were  requested  to  visit  our  French  mission  field  north  of 
Green  Bay,  and  report  at  the  next  regular  meeting. 

We  spent  three  days  in  this  work.  And  I  have  thought  it  might  be  as  well  to 
state  to  you  also  our  views  of  this  work  among  the  "Romanists."  We  visited  the 
school  and  two  of  the  congregations,  and  were  much  pleased  with  the  condition  and 
prospects  of  all. 

This  school  is  a  most  hopeful  institution.  The  Roman  Catholic  children  who  are 
trained  in  it  will  not  be  likely  to  forget  the  faith  and  love  of  their  teachers.  And 
should  they  be  brought  to  a  saving  knowledge  of  the  truth  of  God  they  will  abide  in 
Him.  It  is  remarkable  that  out  of  one  hundred  and  three  converts  from  Romanism 
since  our  mission  at  Robinsonville  was  begun  (in  1861),  only  five  persons  have  been 
suspended. 

I  know  something  of  these  missions  both  in  Canada  and  the  United  States,  but  of 
none  more  encouraging  than  this  small  mission  under  Mr.  Morell.  Mrs.  and  Miss 
Morell  are  much  to  be  praised  for  their  patience  and  zeal  in  the  school.  We  may 
place  confidence  in  Mr.  Morell's  reports.  When  he  speaks  of  scholars  in  the 
school,  or  converts  in  the  church,  they  are  not  visitors  or  inquirers,  but  fully  what 
they  are  represented.  I  am  respectfully,  yours,  &c.,

Mr.  Morell  makes  the  following  annual  report  of  the  school : 

Before  this  school  was  established  there  was  no  good  school  in  this  region,  which 
has  a  population  averaging  from  eight  to  nine  thousand  souls,  all  foreigners  and  as 
entirely  under  the  destructive  influence  of  foreign  Roman  Catholic  priests  as  the  pea- 
sants of  the  Roman  Catholic  countries  in  Europe  are.  The  public  schools  were  few 
and  in  a  lamentable  state;  they  were  held  but  three  months  in  the  year,  attended 
but  by  one-twentieth  of  the  children,  and  were  intrusted  to  very  incompetent  hands. 
No  real  interest  was  exhibited  in  the  education  of  the  youth  which  were  growing  up 
in  the  grossest  ignorance  and  sin.  But  our  mission  school  has  spread  a  blessed  influ- 
ence among  the  people ;  it  has  been  as  a  light  in  the  darkness ;  it  has  aroused  them 
from  their  slumber,  for  they  have  s?ea  the  good  fruit  that  a  Christian  school  bears. 
Children  half-savage  have  been  tamed,  made  polite,  and  enabled  to  read  good  things 
to  their  ignorant  parents,  as  well  as  to  write  letters  for  them.  This  has  awakened 
interest  for  education  to  a  certain  extent.  The  public  schools  are  better  attended, 
and  better  teachers  are  selected ;  even  Roman  Catholic  priests  seem  now  favoring 
education  in  order  to  keep  pace  with  us,  or  perhaps  with  the  intent  to  destroy  our 
good  work.  But  whatever  their  intent  may  be,  education  goes  on,  and  this  is  what 
we  desire.  Besides,  this  school  is  located  near  the  centre  of  this  large  population  of 
foreigners,  who  are  kept  apart  from  our  American  citizens  on  account  of  the  d)ff"er- 
ence  of  language,  and  their  want  of  civilization  and  of  the  spirit  of  improvement,  for 
they  follow  their  old  ways  steadily  in  every  respect;  and  being  under  the  yoke  of 
the  Romish  priesthood,  they  would  continue  so  and  be  heathen  people  in  the  bosom 
of  this  enlightened  republic.  Therefore  this  mission,  and  especially  our  school,  is 
the  only  means  to  reach  them.  If  only  a  few,  comparatively,  can  be  educated  and 
converted  at  present,  these  few  are  the  leaven  put  in  the  whole  lump.    Soon  it  will 
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raise  and  influence  the  whole.  As  I  have  stated  in  a  previous  report,  a  Roman 
Catholic  family  of  iiitlueuce  has  been  brought  to  Christ  by  the  instrumentality  of 
their  little  son,  who  was  converted  in  our  school ;  two  other  families  are  now  in- 
quiring after  the  saving  truth,  also  by  the  instrumentality  of  their  children  who 
attend  the  mission  school.  Thus,  this  school  has  already  brought  good  fruits  under 
the  blessing  of  God.  But  I  hope  still  much  more  for  the  future.  And  this  is  appa- 
rent by  the  consideration  that  Green  Bay  City  has  been  made  a  Roman  bishopric  by 
the  last  Council  of  Baltimore,  which  has  been  sanctioned  by  the  Pope.  The  bishop 
is  already  installed,  and  they  are  preparing  to  build  a  palace  for  him,  and  soon  a 
cathedral.  This  will  strengthen  the  Roman  Catholic  influence  in  this  already  too 
dark  region;  for  new  ceremonies  and  a  greater  display  of  stories  and  practices,  not 
known  here  before,  will  be  introduced,  in  order  to  impose  on  the  minds  of  this  poor 
people.  And  there  is  nothing  besides  this  mission,  and  especially  our  school,  to 
uphold  the  light  amid  this  thickening  darkness.  Therefore  the  honor  of  Christ,  and 
the  cause  of  the  salvation  of  immortal  souls,  as  well  as  the  best  interests  of  our 
country,  require  that  this  work  be  kept  going  on  in  all  its  departments,  of  which 
mission  schools  are  the  most  useful.  There  is  already  a  place  from  twelve  to  fifteen 
miles  further  north,  where  the  field  is  ripening  for  a  prosperous  mission  school,  and 
which  will  become,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  a  new  centre  of  evangelization,  provided 
that  proper  hands  and  means  be  secured.

The  following  narrative  of  cases  of  special  interest  at  the  school 
is  taken  from  another  report  of  Mr.  Morell.  We  trust  the  solicita- 
tions for  the  prayers  of  Christians  for  the  children  he  mentions  will 
not  be  forgotten. 

A  little  girl,  only  seven  years  of  age,  is  deeply  impressed  with  the  truth  of  the 
gospel,  and  seems  to  appreciate  it.  Her  heart  is  turned  toward  the  Saviour,  and 
she  purposes  to  follow  him.  She  is  obedient  and  active  and  learns  quickly.  She 
has  attended  our  school  for  nine  months  only,  yet  she  has  learned  the  infant  cate- 
chism and  many  passages  of  the  Bible,  and  reads  and  writes  very  well  for  the  time 
she  has  been  at  school.  She  prays  regularly  at  every  children's  prayer-meeting 
very  intelligently,  and  although  in  a  childish  manner,  her  prayers  come  from  the 
heart  and  would  edify  any  Christian  heart.  At  our  last  prayer-meeting  she  thanked 
the  Lord  for  having  given  her  good  and  pious  parents  to  take  care  of  her,  and  to  lead 
her  in  the  way  to  life,  and  who  labor  so  hard  to  provide  for  her  wants ;  for  having 
preserved  her  so  far  from  sickness  and  death  ;  and  for  having  given  her  a  Christian 
school  where  she  is  taught  the  truth,  while  so  many  little  children  like  her  are  taught 
error  and  led  on  in  ignorance  and  sin.  She  prayed  the  Lord  to  give  her  wisdom  and 
grace  to  understand  his  word  and  to  learn  to  know  him  better  and  to  do  his  will,  to 
forgive  her  sins  and  renew  her  heart  so  that  she  would  sin  no  more ;  and  to  teach 
her  what  she  could  do  to  serve  him,  for,  said  she,  "I  want  to  do  something  for  thee, 

0  Lord!" 

Another  girl,  eleven  or  twelve  years  old,  a  few  days  ago,  told  her  mother,  "  I 
never  thought  how  wicked  my  heart  is  until  a  few  days  ago.  When  I  did  wrong  you 
corrected  me.  I  now  know  that  you  did  right,  because  I  deserved  it ;  but  my  heart 
was  very  angry  and  rebellious,  for  I  thought  then  that  you   were  very  wicked,  and 

1  said  within  my  heart  I  would  be  glad  if  you  were  to  die.  But  my  conscience 
began  to  reproach  me,  and  I  have  felt  since  that  I  am  very  wicked,  that  I  sinned 
against  God,  and  none  but  Satan  could  have  made  me  to  have  such  thoughts.  I  have 
wept  every  day  since  for  those  sins,  and  asked  the  Lord  to  forgive  me,  but  something 
within  me  tells  me  to  ask  you  to  forgive  me  and  pray  for  me,  for  I  have  learned  at 
school  that  if  I  do  not  love  my  parents  I  cannot  love  God,  and  that  the  Lord  is  angry 
against  children  who  disobey  their  parents." 

Two  other  girls,  who  have  Roman  Catholic  parents,  have  been  compelled  by  their 
parents,  at  the  request  of  the  priest,  to  leave  our  school  to  attend  that  of  the  nun- 
nery, but  these  children  have  learned  to  love  the  Saviour,  and  love  to  pray  to  him. 
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They  came  to  Mrs.  Morell,  and  told  her  that  they  were  very  sorry  to  leave  our 
school  to  go  to  the  nunnery,  because  there  they  could  not  be  taught  the  truth,  but 
that  they  would  not  forget  the  Saviour,  for  they  know  that  none  besides  him  can 
save  them,  that  they  would  always  pray  to  him,  that  when  the  other  children  shall 
recite  their  chaplets  and  other  Latin  prayers  to  the  Virgin  and  the  saints,  they  would 
pray  within  their  hearts  to  the  Saviour ;  and  they  requested  us  to  pray  for  them  also 
that  the  Lord  would  be  with  them  and  preserve  them  from  evil.  I  request  that  as 
many  of  the  disciples  of  the  Saviour  as  shall  learn  the  case  of  these  two  poor  chil- 
dren would  earnestly  pray  the  Lord,  who  kept  Daniel  in  the  den  of  lions,  and  pre- 
served his  three  companions  in  the  furnace,  to  keep  these  lambs  from  these  spiritual 
lions  and  from  this  furnace  of  the  fire  of  hell.  Will  they  not  join  their  prayers  to 
ours,  that  the  word  of  God  nay  be  glorified,  and  be  found  to  be  true  in  their  case. 

FRENCH  SCHOOL  AT  ST.  ANN.  KANKAKEE  CO.,  ILLINOIS. 

Our  school,  numbering  altogether  about  seventy  scholars  with  an  average  attend- 
ance of  forty,  was  more  than  nine  months  in  session  during  the  year  commencing 
April  1st,  1867.  This  fact  alone  is  an  evidence  of  God's  favor,  and  will  appear  so 
especially,  when  it  is  remembered  that  the  school  is  sustained  by  donations  of  warm 
hearted  lovers  of  the  Gospel  in  various  parts  of  our  country. 

The  school  is  situated  in  a  poor,  ignorant  and  largely  Papist  community,  and  is 
carried  on  for  the  purpose  of  training  all  the  scholars  in  the  knowledge  of  God's 
word  ;  of  leading  them  by  the  grace  of  God  at  once  to  the  Saviour,  and  of  qualifying 
them  to  disseminate  by  word  and  deed  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  first  among  the 
thousands  of  unconverted  Canadians  in  this  and  the  adjoining  county,  and  then, 
wherever  their  lot  may  be  cast.  The  school  is  under  my  constant  supervision,  since 
I  teach  there  about  two  hours  every  day.  The  bible  and  shorter  catechism  are 
taught  daily.  Our  more  advanced  scholars  study  the  catechism  in  English.  Sis  of 
these  (two  are,  however,  my  own  children)  have  committed  the  entire  catechism  and 
still  repeat  daily  portions  of  it.  A  girl,  who  attended  our  school  last  summer,  has 
lately  recited  it  in  French  with  great  precision.  Two  others  have  committed  one 
hundred  answers  in  French,  and  are  now  studying  the  catechism  in  English. 

A  few  months  ago  one  of  our  most  talented  lads  gave  his  heart  to  Christ,  as  we 
trust,  and  is  now  with  the  other  two  who  have  been  received  under  your  care,  study- 
ing with  a  view  to  the  gospel  ministry.  The  school  has  also  been  instrumental  in 
the  conversion  of  a  widow,  whose  children  have  attended  our  school  for  the  greater 
part  of  the  year.  Two  girls  have  for  some  time  been  thinking  of  the  duty  of  con- 
fessing publicly  the  Saviour,  and  I  have  reason  to  hope  that  they  will  soon  be  ena- 
bled to  fulfil  that  duty. 

JNeai'ly  all  the  scholars  have  made  encouraging  progress  in  the  branches  usually 
taught  in  common  schools,  besides  which  French  is  to  be  named,  and,  in  the  case  of 
the  three  lads  above  mentioned,  also  Latin  and  algebra.  This  was  evident  at  our 
recent  public  examination.  While,  therefore,  we  are  yet  in  want  of  a  convenient 
room,  and  of  books  and  maps,  we  have  on  the  other  hand  precious  evidence  of  the 
favor  of  God  toward  this  work,  and  among  these  we  ought  especially  to  remember 
the  fact  that  God  seems  to  raise  up  among  our  j^outh  such  as  shall  be  heralds  of  the 
cross  among  the  multitudes  who  speak  the  French  language,  and  are  for  the  most 
part  Romanists  or  infidels.  God's  favors  call  for  deep  gratitude  and  more  earnest 
prayer  and  eflFort  on  our  part  in  behalf  of  the  youth  of  this  community.  May  all 
those  who  sincerely  pray,  "  thy  kingdom  come,"  remember  the  work  among  the 
French  Canadians  of  St.  Ann,  Illinois. 

In  order  to  present  more  fully  some  of  the  particulars  of  the 
labors  of  Mr.  Lippert,  and  his  assistant,  Mr.McBride  at  St.  Ann, 
we  add  the  following  full  account  of  them. 

The  kind  note  accompanied  by  a  check  for  our  parochial  school,  is  at  hand.  I 
thank  you  very  much  for  them  both.  Your  lively  sympathy  has  all  along  greatly 
encouraged  me,  and  I  am  rejoiced  to  learn  that  you  do  not  think  my  labors  thrown 
away,  because  expended  among  the  poor  and  ignorant.     Whatever  others  may  think, 
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I  am  persuaded,  that  I  am  still  in  the  place  where  the  Lord  wants  me  to  be,  and 
would  not  perhaps  be  more  contented  and  thankful  it'  I  were  the  pastor  of  the  richest 
and  most  fashionable  church  in  the  world.  If  there  are  trials  to  be  met,  I  am  thank- 
ful that  the  Lord  helps  me  to  bear  them,  and  that  I  am  permitled  to  bear  them, 
ludeed  my  consolations  have  been  so  abundant,  that  I  do  not  feel  that  my  trials 
deserve  to  be  mentioned  at  all. 

The  school  is  young  yet.  and  the  ways  of  the  Lord  must  be  prepared  by  diligent 
and  persevering  labor.  Children,  and  our  children  in  particular,  need  above  all 
sound  instruction  in  the  word  of  God,  which  by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit  enlight- 
ens and  converts  the  soul. 

Let  it  be  first  of  all  borne  in  mind,  that  our  school  is  but  one  of  the  means  which 
God  has  granted  us  to  spread  the  knowledge  of  salvation  in  this  community,  and,  I 
doubt  not,  eventually  in  many  others.  What  I  begin  in  the  pulpit  and  the  Sabbath- 
school  is  continued  in  the  day-school.  "  In  the  morning  sow  thy  seed,  and  in  the 
evening  withhold  not  thy  hand."  "Train  up  a  child  in  the  way  he  should  go." 
Can  there  be  a  community  where  these  merciful  commands  sound  more  peremptory 
to  a  pastor  than  here?  Half  of  the  parents  cannot  read  at  all,  and  most  of  the 
others  but  verj'  imperfectly.  All  of  them  have  been  brought  up  under  the  blighting 
and  degrading  iniiuence  of  Ptoraauism,  which  has  been  the  more  powerful  since 
they  were  very  poor  and  very  ignorant.  The  gospel  has  already  done  much  for  them 
even  in  reference  to  intellectual  development;  but  none  can  expect  that  what  in  this 
respect  has  been  lost  through  the  want  of  early  advantages  will  ever  be  entirely 
made  up.  Even  in  the  matter  of  cleanliness  and  order,  there  is  yet  much  room  for 
improvement,  though  we  must  not  forget  the'difficulties  which  poverty  often  creates. 

The  conduct  of  the  children  has  certainly  improved.  The  use  of  profane  words, 
and  of  such  as  are  not  far  removed  from  profanity,  seems  almost  entirely  suppressed. 
Very  often  the  third  commandment  has  been  explained  in  the  day-school,  in  the 
Sabbath-school  and  in  the  pulpit;  and  in  the  day-school  severe  reproof  and  other 
punishment  has  been  employed  to  eradicate  this  great  evil,  which,  however,  was 
never  so  great  as  we  find  it  in  manj'  city  schools. 

The  conversion  of  the  most  talented  boy  in  the  school  is  to  be  ascribed,  to  a  large 
extent,  to  the  influence  which  the  school  itself,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  exerted  upon 
him.  Not  unfrequeutly  I  have  seen  him  quail,  when,  in  Sabbath-school,  the  truth 
was  pressed  upon  the  consciences  of  all ;  and  one  or  two  communions  passed,  when 
I  felt  disappointed  not  to  see  him  coming  forward  to  confess  Jesus  Christ.  During 
the  summer  he  attended  our  school  but  for  a  few  weeks,  and  was  also  often  absent 
from  the  Sabbath-sehool.  Since  last  fall  he  has,  with  some  slight  exceptions, 
attended  regularly  at  the  Sabbath-school  and  the  parochial-school.  Thus  the  truth 
was  constantly  brought  to  bear  upon  his  mind,  and  the  Lord,  in  infinite  mercy,  over- 
came, as  I  hope,  the  ingratitude  and  rebellion  of  his  soul.  On  a  Wednesday  in  the 
former  part  of  last  December,  he  came  to  me  of  his  own  accord  and  expressed  his 
desire  to  unite  with  the  church.  In  the  evening  of  the  same  day  the  session  received 
him  with  evident  satisfaction.  The  next  Sabbath  he  commemorated  with  us  the 
dying  love  of  our  Saviour,  and  the  next  day  I  read  with  great  pleasure  his  biography, 
whidi  he  had  been  requested  to  write,  and  in  which  he  expressed  his  desire  to  prepare 
for  the  gospel  ministry.  He  is  now  studying  with  this  aim  together  with  the  two 
older  scholars,  whom  you  have  received  under  your  care.  If  the  Lord  realize  my 
expectations  in  reference  to  this  boy,  all  labor  and  expense  incurred  for  our  school 
will  be  repaid  a  thousand  times,  though  there  should  be  no  other  fruit.  But,  as  I 
have  intimated  above,  other  fruit  is  already  visible,  and  more  we  are  not  only  per- 
mitted hnt  required  to  hope  and  pray  for. 

Our  school  was  also  one  of  the  means  by  which  the  widowed  mother  of  two  of  our 
youngest  scholars  was  brought  to  Christ.  She  was  not  in  the  habit  of  attending  our 
church  and  was  careless  and  worldly  minded.  Since  her  children  came  to  our  school, 
she  commenced  to  attend  our  Sabbath-school  and  services  in  the  church ;  after  a 
while  she  became  a  constant  and  interested  hearer  and  scholar,  and  applied  on  our 
last  communion  for  admission  into  the  church.  She  told  the  session,  that  her  mode 
of  life  had  much  changed,  that  she  hoped  to  have  received  a  new  heart,  and  that  she 
was  resolved  to  live  henceforth  for  the  Lord  and  to  bring  up  her  children  in  his  fear. 

I  am  happy  to  bear  testimony  to  the  faithfulness  of  our  teacher,  both  in  our  day- 
Bchool  and  Sabbath-school.     He  is  the  son  of  Rev.  J.  B.  McBride  of  Princeton,  Iowa, 
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and  seem3  to  take  such  a  part  in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  that  I  hope  he  will  learn  to 
love  it  more  and  more,  and  decide  to  give  himself  wholly  to  it  in  order  to  preach  the 
gospel  of  Christ  to  the  perishing. 

The  fact,  that  in  this  and  the  adjoining  county  there  are  yet  thousands  of  souls 
bound  by  the  superstitions  of  the  Romish  Church,  ought  to  enlist  the  prayers  and 
hearty  cooperation  of  the  Church  in  behalf  of  the  work  that  the  Lord  has  called  us 
to  perform  in  this  region. 

Vie  need  a  school-house  very  much.  The  church,  where  we  have  to  hold  our 
school,  is  inconvenient,  and  in  severe  weather  cannot  be  made  comfortable  for  the 
children.  On  the  coldest  day  of  this  winter  we  had  to  suspend  our  school  altogether, 
and  on  other  days,  which  were  not  much  less  cold,  a  number  of  scholars  stayed  away. 
Children  that  are  but  poorly  clad  cannot  be  expected  to  walk  a  long  distance  through 
a  piercing  wind,  and  then  remain  during  the  day  in  a  place  where  a  heavy  over- 
coat does  not  suffice  to  keep  one  comfortable.  Five  hundred  dollars  would  furnish 
us  the  house  and  the  benches  too ;  for  we  would  be  thankful  for  the  plainest  accom- 
modations. 

To  the  Lord,  who  has  directed  my  mind  to  the  necessity  of  establishing  here  a 
school  in  connection  with  our  Church,  who  has  given  me  the  courage  to  undertake 
this  work,  and  who  has  so  remarkably  helped  hitherto,  I  commend  again  this  school. 
He  will  surely  move  His  people  to  do  in  this  place  what  is  so  necessary  for  the  fur- 
therance of  His  cause. 

May  the  Lord  abundantly  bless  your  labors  and  reward  you  for  your  kindness  to 
me  and  your  assistance  iu  my  work.

The  testimony  of  the  Rev.  H.  B.  Thayer  of  the  city  of  Kankakee, 
who  visited  the  school  at  St.  Ann  on  the  occasion  of  a  recent 
examination  of  it,  is  satisfactory  and  encouraging.  It  was  first 
given  in  the  North-ivestern  Presbyterian.  It  should  lead  many  of 
our  brethren  to  aid  us  more  abundantly  in  our  effort  in  this  depart- 
ment. 

The  exercises  were  opened  by  prayer  and  singing.  The  children  all  seemed  to 
join  heartily  in  singing  the  beautiful  songs  found  in  our  Sabbath-school  singing 
books,  and  I  noticed  that  they  had  memorized  the  words,  having  but  very  few  books. 

The  forenoon  was  spent  in  hearing  the  little  children  read  in  English  and  French. 
These  children  were  quite  small,  and  I  was  much  pleased  with  the  manner  in  which 
they  read  English,  and  then  translated  it  into  French.  Their  efforts  showed 
thoroughness  in  drill. 

In  the  afternoon  came  the  examination  of  the  more  advanced  classes  in  reading ; 
also  the  classes  in  geography,  mental  arithmetic,  written  arithmetic,  algebra, 
English  grammar,  and  Latin.  The  proficiency  of  the  scholars  in  these  various 
branches  was  truly  surprising,  when  we  take  into  consideration  the  time  that  they 
have  been  engaged  and  the  very  limited  means  at  their  disposal. 

Several  of  the  scholars  have  been  entirely  through  written  arithmetic.  They 
proved  themselves  familiar  with  the  principles  of  both  arithmetic  and  algebra.  I 
gave  them  several  quite  difficult  examples  in  algebra,  and  they  solved  them  all  cor- 
rectly. To  their  credit  be  it  said,  that  they  acquitted  themselves  well  in  mathe- 
matics. 

There  are  in  that  school  two  quite  young  men  who  are  under  the  care  of  the 
Boai-d  of  Education,  and  who  have  the  ministry  in  view.  I  purposely  made  their 
examination  as  critical  as  possible. 

The  examination  of  those  young  men  in  Latin,  algebra  and  English  grammar,  was 
not  only  satisfactory,  but  very  gratifjdng.  Few  young  men  of  their  age,  even  with 
far  better  advantages,  can  do  better.  Would  that  some  of  the  rich  men  of  our 
church  could  see  those  Christian  young  men,  clad  in  coarse  and  patched  garments, 
struggling  with  poverty,  and  contending  with  discouragements  in  their  efforts  to 
gain  an  education  and  prepare  themselves  to  preach  the  Gospel  of  Christ  I 
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Last,  but  not  least  in  importance,  came  the  examination  in  the  catechism.  This 
■was  a  most  fitting  termination  of  the  interesting  exercises. 

To  the  questions  of  the  catechism,  the  scholars  (some  very  small  ones,)  gave 
ready,  prompt  and  correct  answers.  Those  beautiful  answers,  as  they  followe'l 
from  infant  lips,  had  in  them  the  sound  of  good  old  fashioned  Presbyterianism.  It 
■was  good  to  be  there. 

That  school  at  St.  Ann  is,  in  the  true  sense  of  the  word,  a  parochial  school. 
Around  it  are  constantly  thrown  the  .salutary  influences  of  the  blessed  Gospel  of 
Christ.  Servants  of  Christ  are  guiding  those  immortal  minds.  Secular  education  is 
not  made  the  chief  and  only  object  of  pursuit.  Faithful  efforts  are  put  forth  to 
educate  the  heart  as  well  as  the  head. 

The  Church  ought  to  feel  the  importance  of  this  work  among  the  poor  French  con- 
verts of  St.  Ann.  Material  aid  is  gieatly  needed.  Those  people  are  very  poor  and 
destitute.  They  have  no  school-room,  and  the  children  are  but  scantily  supplied 
■with  books.  Indeed,  those  children  are  but  thinly  and  poorly  clad,  and  brother 
Lippert  told  me  that  some  could  not  attend  the  examination  because  they  had  no 
shoes  for  their  feet. 

The  school  is  destitute  of  maps,  globes,  and  many  other  school  fixtures,  and  the 
reason  is,  they  have  no  means  with  which  to  provide  those  things.  St.  Ann 
presents  a  wide  and  important  field  for  the  exercise  of  Christian  benevolence,  and 
our  church  cannot  be  faithful  to  her  high  and  holy  trust  if  she  does  not  go  up  and 
"possess  the  land."  Bro.  Lippert  and  his  worthy  assistant,  Mr.  McBride,  are 
toilin'!-  in  that  field  amid  many  privations  and  discouragements,  and  God  is  gra- 
ciously blessing  them,  and  crowning  their  labors  with  success.  I  trust  and  pray 
that  the  intei'ests  of  our  church  and  parochial  school  at  St.  Ann  will  not  be  over- 
looked nor  forgotten  by  those  to  whom  God  has  given  an  abundance  of  this  world's 
goods.  Let  men  of  means  remember  that  here  is  an  opportunity  to  do  good,  and 
not  forget  that  "God  loveth  a  cheerful  giver."      Fraternally  yours,

SCHOOL  AT  SANTA  FE,  NEW  MEXICO. 

The  faithful  representative  of  our  church  at  Santa  Fe  sends  from 
that  point,  so  important  in  the  renovation  of  those  territories  which 
are  yet  so  Largely  Mexican  in  their  population  and  character,  the 
following  statement  of  his  labors  in  the  school  he  has  established; 
to  which  we  only  add  that  he  is  in  great  need  of  buildings  for  the 
church  and  school.  Contributions  of  large  or  small  amounts  for 
their  erection  will  be  received  by  us  and  sent  to  him.  He  needs  a 
balance  of  but  $2,000  for  the  church;  how  much  for  the  school  we 
are  not  informed. 

We  closed  the  second  quarter  of  the  present  school  year  -with  thirty-two  scholars 
in  attendance.  Four  of  our  scholars  left  with  their  mother  for  the  Eastern  States, 
soon  after  the  death,  by  violence,  of  their  father.  Chief  Justice  Slough,  before  Christ- 
mas. The  majority  of  our  scholars  are  children  of  Mexican  parents,  or  Mexican 
mothers  with  American  fathers.  Fifteen  have  boarded  with  us  during  the  winter. 
On  the  strength  of  yoiir  appropriation  we  have  given  four  of  the  pupils  their  tuition 
free,  who  otherwise  would  not  have  attended  school.  With  more  enlarged  school 
accommodations,  the  school  would  very  soon  be  self-sustaining;  and  with  the  Divine 
blessing,  be  a  power  for  good  in  this  dark,  benighted,  and  too  long  neglected  Terri- 
tory. In  no  other  place  within  the  limits  of  the  United  States,  could  your  Board 
appropriate  aid  where  it  is  so  urgently  needed  to  sustain  a  mission  school,  and 
where  -(vould  bring  greater  results  for  good  than  in  Santa  Fe. 

We  have  eight  scholars  now  that  recite  the  Catechism  every  morning.  Mrs. 
Slough's  made  four  more.     Those  now  reciting  are  children  of  Baptist,  Episcopa- 
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lian,  and  Mexican  parents,  who  voluntarily  asked  for  catechisms,  to  study  and  recite 
in.  We  feel  very  much  encouraged  in  our  mission  school  eflForts  so  far,  that  much 
good  is  being  accomplished  among  this  people.

CONCLUSION. 

THE    CHUECH'S   want    OF   MEN. 

"VYhen  the  missionary  field  of  the  world  yet  remained  contracted 
on  account  of  the  barbarism  of  large  parts  of  Asia,  the  exclusive- 
ness  of  China  and  Japan,  the  want  of  explorations  in  Africa,  the 
hostility  and  bigotry  of  Roman  Catholic  and  Mohammedan  powers, 
our  utter  ignorance  of  South  America,  and  the  want  of  population 
in  our  country  from  the  shores  of  the  Mississippi  river  to  the  re- 
motest boundaries  of  Oregon,  still  the  hearts  of  our  fathers  in  the 
Church  beat  with  ardent  desires  to  send  the  blessed  tidings  of  a 
Saviour's  infinite  mercy  to  all  that  would  hear  and  believe.  Appeals 
like  the  following  rang  through  the  periodicals  of  our  own  and  other 
evangelical  and  zealous  churches.  "  Missionary  societies  are  say- 
ing, We  know  where  a  thousand  missionaries  more  than  we  can 
command  may  be  fully  and  usefully  employed;  and  we  know  also 
"where  the  means  necessary  for  their  support  can  be  obtained.  But 
men  of  suitable  qualifications  cannot  be  procured.  Never  did  a  field 
more  extensive  and  promising  present  itself  to  the  enterprise  of  the 
Christian  community.  The  harvest  truly  is  lylenteous^  hut  the 
laborers  are  fetv.  *  *  *  *  Nothing  has  yet  been  done  commen- 
surate to  the  spiritual  wants  of  our  country,  and  much  less  of  the 
world.  But  a  spirit  of  Christian  enterprise  has  been  awakened, 
which  we  trust  in  God  will  not  rest  until  the  earth  shall  be  filled 
with  the  knowledge  of  the  glory  of  God."*  And  what  shall  we 
say  is  the  number  of  missionaries  that  may  be  "  fully  and  usefully 
employed"  now,  when  it  may  be  truly  afiirmed  the  opportunities  are  a 
hundred  times  as  great  as  they  were  when  these  words  were  written. 
A  hundred!  yes,  if  we  rise  to  the  full  conception  of  the  won- 
drous, the  amazing  course  of  God's  almighty  providence,  in  break- 
ing down  barrier  after  barrier  all  around  the  world,  and  in  supply- 
ing the  human  agencies  and  power  by  which  to  reach  and  influence 
the  most  distant  nations,  it  might  be  more  correctly  said  that  we 
possess  a  thousand  fold  the  opportunities  of  those  who  lived  forty 
years  ago.  "From  the  rising  of  the  sun  to  the  going  down  of  the 
same,"  importunate  appeals  are  made  for  men  to  preach  and  teach. 
From  the  former  extreme  we  note  the  words  of  a  missionary : 
*' Great  changes  are  coming  over  this  people.  China  seems  at 
length  to  feel  her  inferiority,  and  she  is  determined,  it  appears,  to

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break  through  her  old  prejudices,  and  make  a  decided  effort  in  the 
way  of  progress.  The  memorial  recently  addressed  to  the  Empe- 
ror by  the  Board  of  Foreign  Affairs,  for  the  establishment  of 
schools  and  colleges  throughout  the  empire,  for  the  purpose  of 
instructing  the  youth  of  China  in  the  language  and  sciences  of  the 
West,  is  a  striking  evidence  of  this  change,  and  augurs  well  for  the 
future  of  this  interesting  people."  From  the  setting  of  the  sun  we 
hear :  "  Our  territory  is  immense,  and  filling  up  with  a  permanent  pop- 
ulation. And  while  the  principal  posts  are  occupied,  and  the  insti- 
tutions of  the  Church  are  planted,  there  are  very  many  sections  of 
the  country  in  which  no  religious  services  are  regularly  conducted. 
There  arc  entire  counties  in  Oregon  in  which  there  is  not  a  single 
Protestant  minister.  From  various  points  calls  are  coming,  loud 
and  earnest,  for  ministers.  The  people  implore  the  Church  to  send 
them  laborers  to  break  unto  them  the  bread  of  life.  They  pray 
that  a  table  may  be  spread  for  them  in  the  wilderness." 

A  volume  might  be  filled  with  similar  quotations  from  the  conti- 
nents and  the  islands  of  the  seas  that  lie  between  those  extremes 
of  the  course  of  the  sun.  There  is  danger  of  multiplying  ministers 
not  possessed  of  the  spirit  of  their  Master.  But  there  is  not  danger 
of  multiplying  vastly  the  number  of  those  who  are  willing  to  obey 
His  last  command,  and  go  as  His  first  followers  went  forth  to  sub- 
due all  nations  to  Him. 


HOW   THE   WANT    IS    TO    BE    SUPPLIED. 

In  the  Day  of  Account,  God  will  hold  the  fathers  and  mothers 
responsible  first,  when  the  innumerable  millions  of  lost  souls  shall 
rise  to  cast  the  terrible  guilt  of  their  eternal  ruin  upon  the  people 
of  Christian  lands. 

But  those  who  are  the  delegated  instructors  of  the  young,  their 
teachers  in  the  church  and  out  of  it,  must  also  lay  this  charge 
upon  their  souls.  "The  end  of  learning,"  says  one  whom  none  will 
rise  to  dispute,  "is  to  repair  the  ruins  of  our  first  parents  by  regain- 
ing to  know  God  aright,  and  out  of  that  knowledge  to  love  Him,  to 
imitate  Him,  to  be  like  Him,  as  we  may  the  nearest  by  possessing 
our  souls  of  true  virtue,  which  being  united  to  the  heavenly  grace  of 
\  faith,  makes  up  the  highest  perfection."  And  the  same  authority 
commends  studies  not  yet  made  a  part  of  the  course  of  study  in  our 
collegiate  institutions.  He  says:  "Sundays  and  every  evening 
may  he  now  understandingly  spent  in  the  highest  matters  of  theology, 
and  church-history  ancient  and  modern ;  and  ere  this  time  the 
Hebrew  tongue  at  a  set  hour  might  have  been  gained,  that  the  Scrip- 
tures may  be  now  read  in  their  own  original."*      And  that  teacher

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is  surely  unfaithful  to  the  trust  which  the  divine  Father  has  com- 
mitted to  him,  or  her,  who  does  not  add  to  the  instruction  of  the 
young  in  the  word  of  God,  and  the  principles  of  eternal  truth,  that  as 
to  "the  chief  end"  for  which  all  human  faculties  and  capacities 
ought  to  be  employed,  "  to  glorify  God,  and  enjoy  Him  for  ever." 

But  no  teacher  has  such  a  trust  laid  upon  him  as  the  pastor ;  and 
happy  will  be  the  man  who  can  point  in  the  Great  Day  to  many  whom 
he  has  led  into  the  highest  service  in  which  the  Lord  has  permitted 
man  to  engage.  It  is  with  joy  we  may  read  such  lines  as  those  in  a 
recent  letter  from  a  ministerial  brother  (and  not  the  first  of  the  same 

tenor) :  "  It  maybe  a  matter  of  interest  to  you  to  know'that  Mr. , 

who  designed  to  prepare  for  the  legal  profession,  was  led  to  change 
the  entire  course  of  his  life  by  a  sermon  preached  on  the  subject  of 
the  need  of  an  educated  ministry,  on  the  Sabbath  of  your  annual  col- 
lection for  the  Board  of  Education." 

And  yet  no  young  man  can  lay  the  responsibility  of  his  disregard 
of  duty  upon  parents,  or  teachers,  or  pastor.  "Every  one  of  us  shall 
give  account  of  Amse(f  to  God."  The  Church  is  encouraged,  it  is 
true,  by  the  increased  numbers  of  those  who  have  turned  their  faces 
towards  the  office  of  the  ministry.  But  the  stern  inquiry  still 
comes  up,  and  must  be  answered  too,  where  are  the  hundreds  who 
have  taken  similar  vows,  and  are  bound  by  the  same  strong  debt  of 
gratitude  for  pardon,  of  duty  to  Him  who  shed  His  blood  for  them, 
and  of  mercy  to  millions  going  down  into  the  open  mouth  of  the 
pit  of  everlasting  despair? 

ENLARGEMENT    OF   WORK    CALLS    FOR   ENLARGEMENT    OF   MEANS. 

When  God  is  blessing  the  operations  of  the  Board,  the  Church 
is  called  upon  to  respond  by  its  free  and  hearty  support.  He  has 
added  one-third  lo  the  number  of  the  candidates  depending  upon  it 
for  assistance,  and  has  increased  the  various  classes  of  schools 
springing  up  in  fields  both  near  and  remote,  to  bless  with  their 
fruits  our  own  people,  and  to  realize  to  us  the  promise,  "the  sons 
of  strangers  shall  build  up  thy  Avails."  And  the  Board  feels  justi- 
fied in  calling  upon  those  who  love  the  Lord  to  rejoice  in  these  evi- 
dences that  "  in  His  favor  He  has  had  mercy  upon  us,"  and  to  bring 
their  gifts  that  we  may  perform  His  work  as  we  ought.  Though 
the  contributions  to  General  Education  (schools,  &c.)  have  been 
almost  doubled  the  past  year,  yet  we  need  twice  the  last  amount,  at 
least  four  thousand  dollars  more,  during  the  remainder  of  the  year, 
to  enable  us  to  meet  the  expectations  of  teachers  in  their  numerous 
fields  of  self-denying  toil,  and  to  give  them  what  their  schools, 
academies,  &c.,  ask ;  and  that  how  little  compared  with  what  they 
need  !  We  look  to  the  many  pastors  and  Christian  friends  who 
have  not  yet  aided  the  cause,  to  remember  it  at  a  time  when  they 
may  be  able.     But  we  cannot  ask  it  to  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the 
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other  Department.    We  need  in  it  also  an  additional  sum  this  year 
to  support  the  new  students  for  the  ministry. 

HOW  TO  REACH  THE  HEART  AND  PURSE. 

It  is  little  any  of  us  can  do  to  draw  out  the  sympathies  of  the 
heart  of  man,  or  to  get  his  efficient  help  for  any  good  work,  until 
we  set  him  on  fire  with  the  love  of  Christ.  In  that  love  there  is  a 
power  which  will  "constrain"  him  to  labor,  to  give,  to  suffer, 
gladly ;  counting  it  all  joy  to  do  whatsoever  that  Master  calls  him  to 
do,  to  go  wheresoever  He  points  him  to  go,  and  to  be  ready  also  to 
die  if  that  death  may  glorify  Him.  No  other  motive  is  so  powerful 
to  unlock  all  the  treasuries  of  affection,  and  motive,  and  earthly  pos- 
sessions, as  the  love  of  Christ.  Let  us  close  this  Annual  Report  with 
words  taken  from  the  narrative*  of  the  progress  in  Ireland  of  that 
great  overflow  of  the  waters  of  salvation  which  took  its  rise  in  this 
country  in  the  year  1858. 

"  Then  none  but  Christ,  and  Christ  without  any  other  !  and  every 
tendency  to  idealize  anything  as  a  substitute  for  His  finished  work, 
dies  within  sight  of  the  shades  of  Calvary.  Here  too,  the  Church  of 
God  learns,  as  she  had  not  before,  that  she  is  in  possession  of  that 
mighty  secret,  would  she  only  use  it,  by  which  the  whole  earth  is  to 
be  subjugated  to  her  Almighty  King.  She  finds  that  all  the  glad 
results  she  witnesses  have  sprung  from  the  felt  and  prized  experience 
of  those  truths  which,  in  their  divine  harmony,  have  been  exhibited 
in  her  distinctive  symbols,  and  handed  down  from  generation  to  gen- 
eration of  her  children.  She  realizes  the  conviction,  that  for  all  the 
ends  of  her  establishment  she  needs  no  other  instrument,  and  no 
other  organization,  by  which  to  carry  it  over  the  habitable  globe."

INO  REPORT. 

The  Standing  Committee  appointed  by  tte  Moderator  (Rev.  Dr.  George 
W.  Musgrave)  consisted  of  tlie  following  persons.

The  Report  presented  by  the  Committee  on  Monday,  May  22d.,  and, 
with  the  amendments,  accepted  and  adopted,  is  as  follows: 

Your  Committee  on  Education  would  respectfully  report  that  it  has 
examined  the  Report  of  the  Board,  and  the  several  volumes  of  their 
Minutes. 

The  Minutes  present  a  full  and  clear  exhibition  of  the  various  branches 
of  their  business,  and  the  Committee  recommends  their  approval.  The 
Report  has  evidently  been  prepared  with  great  care  and  labor,  and  we  are 
confident  that  our  ministers  and  churches  will  be  richly  rewarded  by  a 
careful  perusal  of  it. 

The  year  of  the  Board's  labors  has  been  one  of  prosperity.  Its  receipts 
have  been  increased  above  those  of  last  year  to  the  amount  of  $1,644,  and 
without  detriment  to  any  of  its  objects  its  expenditures  have  been  dimin- 
ished. 

The  number  of  new  candidates  received  during  the  year  has  been 
increased.     Last  year  it  was  84,  this  year  106. 

This  will  create  a  necessity  for  a  much  larger  increase  in  the  contribu- 
tions of  the  churches,  and  for  a  special  remembrance  from  those  which 
have  not  yet  taken  them  up.  The  information  collected  and  presented  as 
to  the  past  history  and  work  of  the  Board,  and  as  to  its  candidates  is  spe- 
cially valuable,  and  worthy  of  the  consideration  of  the  Church,  and  of  use 
to  pastors  and  others  in  their  addresses  upon  the  subject. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  the  following  resolutions  for  the 
adoption  of  the  Assembly: 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Education  be  accepted  and 
adopted,  and  that  it  be  published,  and  a  copy  be  sent  to  all  our  ministers 
and  church  sessions. 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  Assembly  acknowledges  with  gratitude  the  valu- 
able services  of  the  members  of  the  Board  and  Executive  Committee,  to 
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whom  the  Church  owes  much  for  the  time  and  efforts  they  have  devoted 
to  its  interests. 

Rrso/vf'fJ,  3.  That  we  acknowledge  with  sincere  gratitude  and  devout 
thanksgiving  to  God,  his  goodness  in  bestowing  upon  so  many  of  our 
churches  and  schools  of  learning  the  reviving  influences  of  the  Holy 
Spirit — thereby  confirming  the  promises,  and  inspiring  the  hope  that  from 
this  number  will  come  forth  many,  in  whose  breasts  will  be  awakened  by 
the  Divine  Spirit  an  ardent  desire  to  preach  the  gospel  of  the  Son  of 
God. 

Brsoh-ed,  4.  That  whilst  within  the  past  few  years  the  Church  has  been 
called  to  mourn  over  the  paucity  of  candidates  for  the  gospel  ministry,  and 
thereby  led  to  entertain  anxious  solicitude  for  the  prosperity  of  our  beloved 
Church,  we  are  now  led  to  rejoice  that  through  the  fervent  prayers  of 
God's  people  to  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  and  the  faithful  labours  of  those 
to  whom  more  especially  the  care  of  the  Board  has  been  entrusted.  He 
has  in  his  infinite  grace  placed  under  the  care  of  the  Church  nearly 
one-third  more  candidates  during  the  past  than  the  previous  year,  and 
has  also  increased  the  contributions  to  the  Board  for  the  prosecution  of  its 
work. 

Resolved^  5.  That  in  the  statistics  and  extracts  gleaned  from  letters  read 
by  the  Board  from  our  candidates  within  the  past  several  years  respecting 
their  steadfastness,  earnestness,  and  inner  life,  we  find  facts  that  are 
encouraging,  and  lead  us  to  believe  that  the  type  of  piety  in  many  cases 
is  of  a  high  order,  and  that  their  condition  and  peculiar  trials  call  for  the 
sympathy,  prayers,  and  cordial,  liberal  support  of  the  Church. 

Remloed.,  6.  That  the  Assembly  recognizing  the  fact  that  in  past  years 
the  Head  of  the  Church  has  been  pleased  to  hear  the  prayers  of  God's 
people  and  given  signal  displays  of  His  grace — even  beginning  upon  the 
Day  of  Prayer  in  behalf  of  schools,  colleges,  and  theological  seminaries — 
and  with  the  view  of  an  increase  to  the  gospel  ministry,  do  hereby  recom- 
mend that  the  last  Thursday  of  Fehniary  be  observed  by  our  churches  in 
rendering  hearty  thanks  to  God  for  his  gracious  gifts  upon  our  youth,  and 
in  the  offering  up  of  earnest  prayers  to  Him,  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  of  the  Master,  who  has  said,  "Pray  ye  the  Lord  of  the  harvest 
that  he  would  send  laborers  into  his  harvest."  It  is  recommended  that 
collections  be  taken  up  on  that  day  for  the  General  Education  Depart- 
ment. And  further,  that  the  first  Sabbath  of  March  be  devoted  to  such 
instructions  from  the  pulpit  as  shall  tend  to  awaken  the  minds  and  con- 
sciences of  parents,  teachers,  and  young  men  to  the  claims  which  God  has 
upon  the  time  and  talents  of  youth  in  the  Church,  for  the  spread  of  the 
gospel,  by  his  ordained  ministry;  and  that  on  that  day  collections  be  taken 
up  in  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

Resolved,  7.  Being  convinced  that  the  character  of  the  future  ministry 
depends  largely  upon  the  faithfulness  and  watchful  care  of  Presbyteries  in 
receiving  young  men  as  candidates  for  the  ministry  under  their  care,  and 
upon  their  supervision  of  them  while  candidates,  we  hereby  remind  them 
of  their  solemn  duty  in  this  matter,  and  we  enjoin  it  upon  them  to  in- 
struct their  Committees  on  Education  to  obtain  from  their  instructors  and 
other  sources,  all  the  information  within  their  power,  and  report  the  same 
to  the  several  Presbyteries;  also,  that  the  Presbyteries  require  annually  an 
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examination  of  their  candidates,  either  by  personal  appearance  or  corres- 
pondence. 

Resolved,  8.  Being  assured  that  our  candidates  would  become  more 
efficient  workers  in  the  ministry  by  some  practical  experience,  at  least 
in  some  parts  of  the  work,  before  taking  charge  of  a  congregation, 
the  Assembly  recommends,  that,  where  it  is  practicable,  their  respective 
Presbyteries  obtain  for  them,  during  their  vacations,  employment  with 
pastors  who  may  desire  such  assistance,  or  in  other  ways  approved  by  the 
Presbyteries. 

Resolved,  9.  That  the  G-eneral  Assembly  is  pleased  to  see,  in  the  sup- 
port by  the  Board  of  a  number  of  colored  candidates  for  the  ministry,  the 
beginning  of  a  supply  of  ministers  of  the  gospel  from  that  race,  for  their 
own  vast  and  extreme  necessities.  It  desires  the  Board  of  Education  to 
use  all  proper  endeavors  to  increase  that  number,  by  aiding  so  far  as  possi- 
ble the  individuals  whom  the  Committee  on  Freedmen,  in  the  performance 
of  the  work  of  its  great  and  important  sphere,  may  here  and  there  choose 
out,  as  persons  of  suitable  age,  mental  capacity  and  previous  instruction, 
and  as  professors  of  religion  and  men  of  reliable  character,  and  bring 
through  the  Presbyteries  before  the  Board;  and  that  the  Board  shall  ex- 
tend encouragement  and  help  to  sincere  and  promising  young  colored  men, 
wherever  they  may  be  found  in  our  churches. 

Resolved,  10.  That  the  marked  advance  in  the  general  interest  of  the 
Church  in  the  School  Department  ought  to  be  a  cause  of  thankfulness,  and 
it  is  the  hope  of  the  Assembly  that  our  people  will  guard  and  cherish  our 
own  denominational  schools  and  seminaries — both  male  and  female — which 
are  so  important  to  ourselves  and  to  the  cause  of  the  Bedeemer ;  and  it 
earnestly  admonishes  all  concerned  to  watch  against  the  insidious  efforts 
to  introduce  Roman  Catholic  and  infidel  influences  among  our  children 
and  families. 

Resolved,  11.  That  the  German,  and  French,  and  other  foreign  schools, 
are  of  importance  far  beyond  any  present  conception,  and  the  General 
Assembly  earnestly  and  anxiously  commends  them,  and  particularly  the 
Theological  School  at  Dubuque,  Iowa,  to  the  warm  sympathies  and  prayers, 
and  the  liberal  contributions  of  the  Church. 

The  following  resolution  was  added  on  motion  of  the  Rev.  George  S. 
Mott. 

Resolved,  12.  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  requested  to  inquire  in 
what  way  more  attention  can  be  directed  to  the  establishing  of  Presby- 
terian schools,  and  the  education  of  our  own  children  in  institutions  under 
Presbyterian  influence. 

The  following  action  is  recommended  to  the  General  Assembly,  to  be 
taken  in  answer  to  the  resolution  from  the  Presbytery  of  Carlisle,  asking 
the  General  Assembly  to  appoint  a  separate  Secretary  for  the  department 
of  General  Education. 

It  has  not  been  the  practice  of  the  General  Assembly  to  appoint  Secre- 
taries of  the  Boards,  and  it  fully  relies  upon  the  wisdom  and  zeal  of  the 
Board  to  whom  it  has  entrusted  this  cause,  to  do  in  regard  to  it  what  its 
interests  require. 
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The  Committee  also  report  the  followinc::  paper,  received  from  the  Board 
of  Education  as  an  answer  to  the  Memorial  from  the  Presbytery  of  High- 
land, referred  to  the  Board  by  the  last  Assembly. 

The  Board  of  Education  would  respectfully  report  as  follows  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  in  answer  to  the  Memorial  referred  to  it  by  the  last  General 
Assembly,  requesting  that  an  additional  department  be  added  to  the  Board, 
or  additional  powers  be  granted  to  it,  so  that  it  may  collect  and  appropriate, 
where  required,  endowments  for  the  literary  institutions  under  the  care  of 
the  Church. 

First.  This  conception  was  considered  unwise  by  the  most  intelligent 
and  able  advocates  of  church  schools.  At  a  time  when  this  Board  was 
better  prepared  than  at  any  other  time  in  the  past,  or  perhaps  than  it  ever 
can  be  prepared  again,  to  enter  upon  such  a  scheme,  through  the  services 
of  a  secretary  combining  the  energy,  pecuniary  resources,  and  personal 
popularity  of  Dr.  Van  Rensselaer,  supported  by  men  so  capable,  and  pos- 
sessing so  much  of  the  confidence  of  the  Church,  as  Drs.  Chester,  Wood, 
and  a  host  of  zealous  friends  in  every  Synod  and  State,  North  and  South, 
East  and  West,  to  inaugurate,  control,  and  give  success  to  it,  yet  it  avoided 
it;  and  in  all  his  labors  as  the  General  Agent  of  the  Board,  Dr.  Chester 
took  care  not  to  commit  the  Board  in  any  of  those  cases  where  he  aided  in 
the  collection  of  funds  for  an  endowment,  but  only  acted  as  a  helper  to  the 
appointed  agents  of  an  institution.  And  so  wjth  Drs.  Van  Rensselaer  and 
Wood.  But  even  with  this  caveat  announced  to  the  people,  the  very  pres- 
ence of  those  servants  of  the  Board  has,  in  several  cases  where  the  projects 
were  unsuccessful,  involved  the  Board  in  serious  difficulties,  subjected  it  to 
reproach,  and  materially  prevented  the  churches  of  the  region  from  per- 
forming their  duty  to  its  primary  claims  in  the  ministerial  department. 
Such  was  the  experience  which  controlled  the  course  of  the  fathers  who 
have  departed,  and  of  the  Board  in  days  past.  And  to  adopt  a  scheme 
which  they  wisely  rejected  would  surely  bring  upon  the  Board  the  disas- 
ters which  they  saw  and  to  some  extent  realized. 

Second.  No  other  Church  or  denomination  of  Christians  has  organized, 
amid  the  multitude  of  their  boards  and  committees,  so  far  as  we  are  aware, 
one  for  such  an  object.  Ardently  anxious  as  they  are  to  fit  their  own 
rising  membership  for  a  more  elevated  ecclesiastical  grade,  and  to  control 
the  education  of  the  youth  of  the  land,  yet  they  have  been  warned  by  the 
manifest  evils  and  dangers  of  such  a  plan  of  operations  to  avoid  it.  And 
the  only  voluntary  society  of  the  kind  of  which  we  know  is  one  which  is 
comparatively  little  known,  and  has  not  accomplished  encouraging  results. 
The  sentiment  of  the  various  churches  is  against  the  incorporation  of  such 
an  organ  as  a  part  of  their  ecclesiastical  systems. 

Third.  It  is  impossible  for  the  Board,  or  Church,  as  such,  to  secure  the 
great  sums  of  money,  and  the  variety  of  valuable  property,  which  are 
necessary  to  constitute  competent  endowments,  from  being  wasted  by  inju- 
dicious, careless,  and  dishonest  men.  It  is  an  easy  matter  for  even  one 
appointed  to  conserve  a  great  interest  to  have  it  so  mortgaged  and  fettered 
that  he  shall  control  it,  and  finally  own  it.  And  any  system  of  paid  agents 
by  which  the  funds  necessary  or  desired  could  be  collected  and  guarded 
would  be  so  expensive  as  at  once  to  seal  such  a  plan  as  unwise  and  wrong. 
Nor  is  there  any  apparent  disposition  in  the  Church  to  launch  anew  upon 
such  bygone  methods  of  obtaining  and  applying  money. 
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Fourth.  The  experience  of  our  own  Churcli,  even  in  connection  with  the 
voluntary  and  extra-official  efforts  of  the  able  and  enainent  men  referred 
to,  has  been  too  often  painfully  disastrous  in  the  matter  of  aiding  in  the 
endowment  of  literary  institutions.  Hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  sub- 
scribed on  paper,  large  sums  of  money  paid,  laud,  buildings,  and  apparatus, 
and  libraries,  and  salaries  of  officers,  and  per-centages  and  salaries,  and 
other  outlays  of  agents,  (which  in  some  cases  consumed  the  half,  or  whole, 
of  what  they  obtained,  or,  as  in  one  instance  of  which  we  know,  a  salary, 
for  which  only  a  small  sum  was  collected,  that  would  have  been  given 
without  such  an  application)  may  be  said  to  be  worse  than  sunk  in  the  sea. 
Other  churches,  private  individuals,  societies  of  free-masons,  etc.,  are  enjoy- 
ing the  fruits  of  own  hard  toils  and  sufferings,  and  of  the  liberality  and  love 
towards  this  cause  of  many  of  our  people. 

The  Board  trusts,  for  the  sake  of  the  memory  of  good  men  who  have 
gone  to  their  rest  above,  for  the  credit  of  the  Church  in  many  parts  of  our 
country,  and  for  the  welfare  of  the  numerous  existing  institutions,  however 
deserving,  whose  present  and  future  appeals  for  aid  would  be  prejudiced 
in  the  public  mind,  that  it  may  be  spared  the  further  defence  of  its  judg- 
ment and  position  in  this  matter,  by  citing  particulars,  stating  cases,  and 
adducing  evidence  of  various  kinds.  Enough  has  been  said  to  show  that 
it  regards  the  scheme  now  proposed,  of  collecting  and  using  funds  for 
endowments,  to  have  been  in  its  own  experience  too  often  calamitous  and 
unwise. 

The  Board  considers,  in  conclusion,  its  present  powers  to  be  as  much  as 
it  is  safe  and  judicious  to  entrust  to  one  organ  of  the  Church ;  and  that,  in 
regard  to  endowments,  the  plans,  labors,  and  responsibility  to  contribu- 
tors, to  public  opinion,  to  the  momentous  interests  of  general  education,  to 
the  Church,  and  to  God,  should  in  every  case  lie  upon  the  people,  congre- 
gations, and  parties  most  concerned,  and  to  be  most  benefitted  by  them. 
The  Church  at  large,  and  its  organ,  the  Board  of  Education,  cannot  then, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  considering  the  course  of  its  wisest  men,  the 
example  of  other  Christian  churches,  the  difficulties  inherent  in  such  a 
scheme,  and  its  own  painful  experience,  undertake  to  obtain  them,  or 
assume  responsibility  for  them.  The  Board,  therefore,  cannot  recommend 
to  the  General  Assembly  the  adoption  of  the  suggestions  of  the  memorial 
from  the  Presbytery  of  Highland. 

The  Assembly  was  addressed  on  the  subjects  of  the  Report,  upon  its 
invitation,  by  Rev.  Dr.  Speer,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Board  ;  and 
interesting  and  useful  remarks  were  made  by  Rev.  Messrs.  J.  Milliken, 
J.  A.  Crawford,  Jas.  F.  Kennedy,  S.  I.  Prime,  D.D.,  M.  B.  Grier,  D.D., 
A.  Van  der  Lippe,  G.  S.  Mott,  E.  L.  Belden,  John  Woodbridge,  D.D., 
and  Wm.  Alexander.     The  Report  was  then  adopted.

States. 

The  following  form  may  be  used  in  Pennsylvania,  and  in  some  of  the 
other  States : 

"  I  give  and  devise  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  the  sum  of dol- 
lars to  and  for  the  uses  of  the  said  Board  of  Education,  and  under  its 
direction,  to  be  applied  to  assist  candidates  for  the  ministry."  Or  if  the 
testator  prefer,  instead  of  the  last  clause  it  may  be  said,  "  in  the  support  of 
Educational  Listitutions ;"  and  if  it  be  designed  to  be  a  permanent  fund,  it 
should  be  so  stated. 

(If  real  estate  or  other  property  be  given,  let  it  be  particularly  des- 
cribed.)

The  presirher  is  not  the  only  "minister  of  the  gospel."  Tlioj-e  are  "ministers" 
Tvho  sing  in  the  choir  the  praises  of  God.  (2  Chron.  vii :  C.)  Those  are  "ministers," 
■whether  male  or  female,  who  carry  the  comforts  of  the  goj^pel  to  the  homes  of  the 
sick,  the  bereaved,  or  the  poor.  (Heb.  vi :  10,  Rom.  xii :  7,  Mat,  xx:  2G.)  And 
those  are  not  less  "ministers"  who  give  of  their  "carnal  things"  to  build  up  the 
spiritual  kingdom  of  the  Lord  .Jesus  Christ.  (Rom.  xv  :  25,  27  ;  1  Pet.  ix  :  9 — 11.) 
The  merchant  is  "  called  of  God  "  to  be  a  merchant  that  he  may  be  a  "  good  steward 
of  the  manifold  grace  of  God,"  in  the  faitliful  use  of  the  gifts  of  God  to  him  through 
the  channels  of  trade.  The  mechanic,  the  farmer,  are  "called  of  God;"  and  so 
every  man  or  woman  that  can  labor,  or  that  give.  And  many  that  cannot  preach, 
or  that  cannot  labor  directly  in  the  bestowment  of  the  mercies  and  comforts  of  the 
gospel,  yet  can  give.  The  minister  that  gives  is  as  needful  as  the  minister  that 
preaches.  And  the  one  class  of  ministers  will  be  held  to  as  certain,  as  strict  an 
account,  before  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  in  the  last  day  as  the  other  class  of 
ministers.  All  are  bu;  various  members  of  one  body.  No  Christian  responsibility 
is  so  little  felt  as  that  of  the  use  of  money  and  property.  No  duty  is  so  little 
explained  and  enforced  as  it  ought  to  be  from  the  pulpit.  None  by  its  neglect  is 
doing  so  much  to  hinder  the  advance  of  religion  at  this  time.  Reader,  will  you  exam- 
ine it,  and  be  faithful  as  the  Master  calls  you — in  teaching,  in  any  other  personal 
service,  or  in  giving  ?

The  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  Lave  received  from  t"he 
Executive  Committee  a  Report  of  the  work  of  Foreign 
Missions,  as  conducted  by  them  during  the  last  year. 
The  Report  has  been  considered  and  approved  by  the 
Board,  and  it  is  now  sul^mitted  to  the  General  Assembly. 

They  would  also  report  the  death  of  three  respected 
members  of  their  body  :  the  Rev.  John  M.  Krebs,  D.D., 
Rev.  John  Gray,  D.D.,  and  Reuben  H.  Walworth,  Esq. 


REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

The  Executive  Committee  present  to  the  Board  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions their  Report  of  the  missionary  work  under  their  charge  for 
the  year  ending  April  30,  18GS. 

FINANCES. 

The  receipts  from  all  sources  have  been  1285,689.16  ;  the  expen- 
ditures $312,828.81;  leaving  a  balance  against  the  Treasury  of 
$27,139.05. 

Whilst  the  heavy  debt  of  the  preceding  year  has  been  more  than 
canceled,  through  the  marked  liberality  of  more  than  1100  Sabbath 
Schools,  and  the  generous  gifts  of  individual  donors,  the  Church's  in- 
crease has  not  kept  pace  with  the  necessary  demands  of  the  work 
abroad  and  the  continued  monetary  derangement  at  home.     The 
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special  appeal  of  the  Board,  and  autborized  by  the  General  Assembly, 
brought  into  the  Treasury  from  Sabbath  Schools,  $45,322,  and 
from  churches  and  individuals  nearly  $25,000  more.  Whilst  these 
donations  are  indicative  of  interest  in  the  cause,  and  a  willingness 
to  respond  to  such  pressing  calls,  there  has  not  been  that  healthy 
growth  among  others,  to  meet  the  necessary  expenditures  of  the 
work  at  large,  and  the  result  is  another  debt  of  $27,139. 

This  second  debt  must  force  itself  upon  the  attention  and  the 
heart  of  the  Church,  as  no  former  debt  has  ever  done ;  for  if  it  can- 
not be  removed  by  an  increase  of  receipts,  it  must  be  by  retrench- 
ment or  reducing  the  staff  of  labourers,  either  of  which  will  seriously 
affect  the  development  of  the  work  abroad. 

The  great  advance  in  the  children's  donations  was  occasioned  by 
a  special  appeal  to  them  by  the  General  Assembly,  exceeding  the 
Bum  of  the  preceding  year  by  831,000. 

This  shows  what  can  be  done  in  this  department  of  the  Church, 
and  the  importance  of  early  training  in  the  great  missionary  move 
ments  of  the  age.  If  all  our  youth  and  our  Sabbath  Schools  could 
be  enlisted  in  them,  and  their  attention  be  confined  chiefly  to  the 
Church's  own  woi-k,  a  new  element  of  strength  Avould  be  found, 
and  a  new  impetus  given  to  the  efforts  put  forth  for  the  evangeli- 
zation of  our  world. 

The  sum  expended  for  extra  exchange  has  been  $50,700,  which 
added  to  the  debt,  leaves  only  $199,517  for  all  the  actual  expenses 
of  the  Board. 

The  Treasurer's  Report  contains  an  acknowledgment  of  moneys 
received  from  the  American  Bible  Society  and  the  American  Tract 
Society,  and  from  Christian  friends  at  some  of  the  missionary 
stations. 

PUBLICATIONS. 

The  Foreign  Missionary  and  the  Record  have  been  published  on  the 
same  terms  as  in  former  years.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
circulation  of  both.  The  Childreii's  Foreign  Missionary  has  been 
sent,  when  requested,  to  all  contributing  Sabbath  Schools — one  copy 
to  the  children  of  each  family  in  the  school.  The  increase  during 
the  year  has  been  10,500  copies.  This  agency  is  doing  good  among 
the  young. 
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Of  the  last  Annual  Report,  2,600  copies  were  published,  and  a 
copy  was  sent  free  to  each  minister  of  our  Church,  and  to  each 
Honorary  Life  Member  and  Director,  whose  address  was  furnished 
with  an  expression  of  a  desire  to  receive  it.

UNDER  APPOINTMENT  AS  MISSIONARIES. 

Seven  candidates  for  the  ministry  were  reported  last  year  as  under 
appointment.  Five  of  these  have  sailed  for  their  respective  fields. 
During  the  year  eight  candidates  for  the  ministry  have  been  ap- 
pointed, who  expect  soon  to  leave  for  their  several  stations. 
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MISSIONS  AMONG  TEE  INDIANS. 

Chippewa  and   Ottawa   Missions. 

Grand  Tkaversk:     on   Grand  Traverse  Bay,  Micliigan ;  mission  commenced, 
1838 ;  missionary  labourers — Rev.  Peter  Dougherty  and  his  wife. 

Little  Traverse:    50  miles  from  Grand  Traverse;  station  commenced,  1852; 
missionary  laV^ourers — Mr.  Andrew  Porter  and  his  wife. 

In  this  mission,  the  usual  means  of  doing  good  have  been  em- 
ployed during  the  year.  These  are  preaching  services,  schools,  re- 
ligious conversation,  Christian  example,  unceasing  prayer;  and 
these  means  have  not  been  used  in  vain,  though  it  is  a  day  of  small 
things  at  both  stations.  The  members  of  the  church,  forty-six  at 
Grand  Traverse,  and  twelve  at  Little  Traverse,  have  walked  in  a 
good  degree  according  to  their  Christian  profession.  Three  new 
members  were  added  to  the  former  church,  and  as  many  were  re- 
moved by  death  frona  the  latter,  Mr.  Dougherty  expresses  much  re- 
gret at  the  death  of  Mr.  Rodd,  w^ho  acted  as  interpreter  for  many 
years.  Ilis  place  is  supplied  by  another  member  of  the  church, 
who  was  one  of  the  earliest  scholars  in  the  mission  school.  As  a 
pleasinj^  proof  of  their  zeal,  it  is  mentioned  that  some  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  church  at  Grand  Traverse  go  round  by  land  occasionally 
to  a  settlement  of  Indians  on  the  other  side  of  the  bay,  to  attend 
religious  services  there — the  distance  being  about  fifty  miles.  The 
monthly  concert  meeting  at  Grand  Traverse  is  Avell  attended,  and 
collections  are  made  regularly,  which  are  quite  liberal  for  the  means 
of  the  people.  A  church  of  whits  people  has  been  formed,  not 
many  miles  distant  from  Mr.  Dougherty's  station,  consisting  of  nine- 
teen members,  to  whom  he  preaches  once  a  month.  The  number  of 
scholars  at  Little  Traverse  is  about  thirty,  of  whom  nine  are  girls ; 
their  ])rogress  is  satisfactory.  The  name  of  Miss  Ann  Porter, 
for  many  years  a  faithful  assistant  missionary,  is  not  now  reported 
in  the  list  of  labourers,  neither  her  health  nor  the  work  to  be  done 
making  it  expedient  for  her  to  continue  as  a  teacher;  she  will  still 
enjoy  the  Christian  regards  of  the  friends  of  the  missionary  work. 

The  last  Annual  Report  referred  to  prospective  changes  in  the  cir- 
cumstances of  this  mission  ;  these  changes  seem  to  be  gradually  tak- 
ing place.  The  influx  of  Avhlte  settlers  will  probably  more  and  more 
restrict  the  Indian  work  of  this  mission,  but  in  its  past  history,  and 
in  tlie  Christian  deportment  of  the  native  church  members,  its  sup- 
porters have  received  a  full  reward  of  their  efforts  to  do  good  to 
these  Indians,  and  the  missionary  who  has  spent  thirty  years  of  his 
ministry  among  them  may  well  feel  assured  that  he  has  not 
laboured  in  vain. 

Omaha   Mission. 

Blackkird  Hills:  100  miles  northwest  of  Omaha  City,  Nebraska;  mission 
commenced,  184«"i ;  missionary  labourers — Rev,  William  Hamilton  and  his  wife; 
Mr.  ^.  Orlando  Lee  and  his  wifo ;  Miss  Amanda  Hamilton,  and  Miss  Josephine 
Fontenelle. 

It  is  a  mark  of  special  favour  to  this  mission  that  Mr.  Hamilton 
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has  again  taken  the  superintendence  of  it.  He  was  formerly  its 
superintendent,  and  before  that  he  was  a  missionary  among  the 
lowas.  The  impaired  health  of  his  wife  led  to  their  giving  up  for  a  time 
their  connection  with  the  work  among  the  Indians ;  she  has  not  yet 
regained  her  health,  but  is  somewhat  benefitted  by  the  change ;  and 
they  have  re-entei-ed  on  labours  which  were  always  dear  to  them. 
Mr.  Hamilton  took  charge  of  the  mission  in  July.  Previously,  Mr. 
Lee  had  fulfilled  the  duties  of  this  post  provisionally,  and  with 
fidelity.  Miss  Mary  Bower  felt  constrained  to  withdraw  from  the 
mission  at  the  end  of  October,  after  faithful  service 'as  a  teacher  ; 
she  still  enjoys  the  kinds  regards  of  the  Committee.  Miss  Mills' 
connection  with  the  mission  ends  with  the  present  term,  on  the  1st  of 
May,  at  her  own  request,  having  completed  the  time  she  expected 
to  spend  there ;  she  also  enjoys  the  kind  wishes  of  the  Committee 
for  her  usefulness  and  haj^piness.  Miss  Hamilton  became  connected 
with  the  mission  at  the  same  time  with  her  father,  in  July,  and  has 
rendered  excellent  assistance  in  its  duties. 

The  number  of  scholars  on  the  1st  of  February  was  forty-eight 
— 29  boys  and  19  girls.  The  reduction  from  the  number  reported 
last  year  was  desirable,  but  was  effected  without  effort  by  the  mis- 
sionaries, under  the  usual  causes  of  such  changes  ;  the  rooms  of  the 
mission  building  do  not  Avell  accommodate  over  fifty  scholars,  with 
the  teachers  ami  servants.  Most  of  the  scholars  are  young  and 
small;  their  profiting  by  the  privileges  they  enjoy  is  spoken  of  as 
"  about  what  might  be  expected  from  persons  in  their  situation,  not 
rapid  ;"  but  still  they  are  learning  what  will  be  useful  to  them  in 
future  life,  and  what  may  prepare  them  for  a  happy  life  in  the 
world  to  come. 

Mr.  Hamilton  was  able  to  conduct  religious  services  in  the 
Omaha  villages,  which  were  attended  Avith  a  good  degree  of  interest, 
especially  in  one  of  the  villages  ;  in  their  meetings  as  many  as  sixteen 
of  the  men  were  willing  to  offer  prayei*,  and  sometimes  their  con- 
fessions and  petitions  were  apparently  prompted  by  deep  feeling  ; 
some  of  them,  it  may  be  hoped,  have  been  savingly  taught  by  the 
Holy  Spirit.  An  account  of  these  meetings  with  certain  striking 
remax-ks  of  the  Indians,  may  be  found  in  the  April  number  of  the 
Foreign  2Iissionary. 

The  Omahas  are  soon  to  pass  through  the  change  of  having  their 
lands  divided  and  assigned  to  them  in  severalty — not  to  be  held  in 
common  as  heretofore  ;  it  may  be  expected  that  this  measure  will 
work  Avell  in  the  end,  though  at  first  it  may  be  unsettling  in  its  in- 
fluence upon  them.  The  effect  of  this  measure  on  the  school  is  yet 
to  be  tested,  as  well  as  on  the  property  of  the  mission,  which  may 
thereby  be  subject  to  some  changes.  In  any  event,  however,  the 
Church  may  well  believe  that  the  labours  of  many  years  among 
these  Indians  will  bear  good  fruit,  even  unto  eternal  life. 

In  the  practical  working  of  a  large  boarding  school  among  the 
Indians,  remote  from  most  of  the  advantages  of  civilized  life,  there 
is  much  to  try  the  faith,  self-denial,  and  patience  of  the  mission- 
aries.   The  provision  that  must  be  made  for  so  large  a  family,  and 
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the  difficulty  of  obtainiug  suitable  domestic  labour  are  especially 
causes  of  care.  The  products  of  the  garden  and  the  farm,  with 
the  precarious  labour  at  command,  are  subject  to  various  uncer- 
tainties, and  require  energy  and  practical  wisdom  for  their  man- 
agement. Thus  far  it  has  always  been  the  case  that  the  expenses 
of  this  school  have  largely  exceeded  the  amount  received  from  the 
Government  educational  funds  of  the  Indians  for  its  support ;  and 
this  ought  to  be  a  sufficient  reply  to  persons  in  its  vicinity,  who 
have  allowed  themselves  to  call  in  question  the  disinterested  rela- 
tion in  which  the  Board  stands  to  it.  But  while  such  things  as 
these  should  secure  sympathy  for  those  who  are  labouring  to  pro- 
mote by  this  mission  the  best  welfare  of  the  Omahas,  their  work 
is  of  the  Lord.     His  blessing  can  crown  it  with  success. 

Creek    Mission. 

Tallahassee,  Indian  Territory;  station  occupied  in  1S40,  suspended  in  1861  ; 
re-occupied,  December,  18GG  ;  naisjionary  labourers,  Rev.  William  S,  Robertson  and 
his  -wife. 

The  last  Annual  Report  gave  an  account  of  the  effiarts  then  in 
progress  to  re-establish  the  mission  among  the  Creek  Indians.  It  is 
with  thankfulness  that  the  Committee  can  now  report  still  further 
advance,  and  evident  tokens  of  the  Divine  blessing  on  this  good 
work.  Some  matters  are  hardly  yet  settled,  but  others  are  going 
forward.  A  church  was  reorganized  early  in  the  year,  consisting  of 
seventeen  members  ;  of  these  fourteen  were  communicants  before 
the  war.  Other  members  of  the  church  will  probably  be  reorgan- 
ized by  a  Creek  minister,  who  was  formerly  connected  with  the 
Board.  A  Sunday  school  was  kept  open,  well  attended — over  a 
hundred  being  present  in  the  latter  part  of  the  season,  and  marked 
Avith  encouraging  results ;  some  of  the  scholars,  both  Indian  and 
Negro,  learned  to  read  in  this  school.  A  boarding  school  was 
commenced  on  the  6th  of  March,  consisting  of  fifteen  boys  and  as 
many  girls,  selected  by  the  Indian  School  Trustees  ;  this  school  is 
to  be  increased  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  term,  in  October,  to 
eighty  scholars.  The  Creek  Council  provides  for  the  support  of  this 
school,  excepting  the  salary  of  the  superintendent  and  teachers,  who 
receive  their  appointment  and  salary  from  the  Board.  It  is  be- 
lieved this  simple  joint  arrangement  will  Avork  well  for  all  parties. 
The  Council  also  supports  another  boarding  school  under  Methodist 
superintendence,  and  twenty  day  schools,  so  that  a  most  liberal  and 
enlightened  policy  has  been  adopted  concerning  education  by  this 
tribe  ;  the  prevalence  of  this  wise  policy  is  to  be  ascribed  largely  to 
the  influence  of  men  now  active  in  public  affiiirs,  who  were  formerly 
pupils  in  the  missionary  schools  under  the  charge  of  the  Board. 

Mr.  Robertson  has  paid  much  attention  to  the  revision  and  prep- 
aration of  books  for  the  use  of  the  Creeks ;  in  some  of  these  works 
he  was  assisted  by  the  Rev.  J.  R.  Ramsay,  of  the  Seminole  Mission, 
and  it  is  a  matter  of  satisfaction  that  the  Seminoles  can  use  the 
books  prepared  for  the  Creeks,  the  language  of  the  two  tribes  being 
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of  close  kindred.  Besides  the  edition  of  the  Creek  Primer  men- 
tioned in  the  last  report,  a  revised  edition  of  the  Hymn  Book  is 
passing  through  the  press  at  the  expense  of  the  Board — an  outlay 
which  its  sales  may  partly  reimburse.  The  Gospel  of  Matthew, 
carefully  revised,  is  in  press  at  the  cost  of  the  American  Bible  Soci- 
ety ;  and  the  Rev.  R.  M.  Loughridge,  now  in  Texas,  but  who  was 
the  founder,  and  for  many  years  the  chief  missionary  among  the 
Creeks,  one  whose  work  among  them  was  greatly  blest,  has  kmdly 
sent  his  translation  of  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles,  in  manuscript,  with 
permission  to  have  it  revised  and  printed.  The  Creek  Reader  and 
the  Creek  Arithmetic  are  nearly  ready  for  the  press.  Many  copies 
of  the  Child's  Catechism  in  Creek,  printed  by  the  Board  of  Publica- 
tion, have  been  distributed,  and  funds  have  been  collected  for  reprint- 
ing the  translation  of  the  Tract,  "  Come  to  Jesus,"  by  the  American 
Tract  Society.  While  these  few  and  elementary  Christian  books 
and  books  for  educational  purposes  are  thus  supplied  in  the  Musko- 
kee  or  Creek  language,  for  the  use  of  the  adults  who  cannot  be  ex- 
pected to  learn  English,  and  also  of  the  youth  who  will  retain  a 
knowledge  of  their  mother  tongue,  it  is  not  likely  that  any  extended 
list  of  publications  will  be  provided  in  this  language ;  it  is  clearly 
expedient  that  Indian  youths  should  learn  English,  the  language 
they  will  chiefly  need  and  use  in  future  years.  Among  small  tribes, 
who  are  to  be  surrounded  more  and  more  by  English-speaking  peo- 
ple, and  who  are  eventually  to  become  citizens  of  this  country,  it  is 
obviously  the  dictate  of  wisdom  that  education  in  English  should 
be  fostered,  especially  as  thereby  the  door  is  at  once  opened  to  in- 
exhaustible stores  of  religious  and  general  literature. 

The  missionary  and  his  family  suffered  from  severe  illness  in  the 
autumn,  and  two  of  their  children  were  taken  ta  the  Saviour's  arms. 
These  afflictions  and  his  other  engagements  rendered  it  impractica- 
ble for  him  to  preach  frequently  at  places  distant  from  his  station ; 
but  he  and  his  wife  are  glad  to  be  again  employed  in  the  labours 
to  Avhicli  so  many  years  were  formerly  devoted,  and  these  labours 
appear  to  be  highly  valued  by  all  classes.  The  Committee  would 
add  their  warm  acknowledgments  of  the  services  rendered  to  this 
mission  by  the  respected  Agent  of  the  Creeks,  Major  Dunn,  and  his 
estimable  family,  Mr.  Robertson  also  speaks  gratefully  of  the  kind- 
ness of  Dr.  Hubbard,  Post  Surgeon  at  Fort  Gibson,  in  the  long  and 
trying  period  of  sickness  in  the  mission  family. 

This  brief  narrative  will  awaken  deep  interest  in  the  mission 
among  the  Creeks,  as  it  shows  that  the  favor  of  God  rests  upon  it. 
In  answer  to  the  prayers  of  the  churches,  it  will  prove  in  years  to 
come  a  great  blessing  to  this  interesting  people. 

Seminole    Mission. 

Wanuko,  in  Seminole  district,  Indian  Territory  ;  mission  commenced  1849  ; 
suspended  1861 ;  resumed  1867  ;  missionary  labourers,  Rev.  J.  Ross  Ramsay  and 
Ms  wife. 

The  circumstances  under  which  missionary  efforts  were  again 
begun  for  the  Seminoles  were  narrated  in  the  last  report  of  the 
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Committee.  It  is  now  evident  that  this  resumption  of  the  work  was 
of  tlie  Lord.  Mr.  Kamsay  removed  with  his  family  to  the  Seminole 
country  in  March  of  last  year.  lie  has  continued  to  preach  to  the  peo- 
ple, holding  meetings  in  diflerent  places  for  this  purpose,  and  the  pres- 
ence of  the  Holy  Spirit  has  been  graciously  manifested  in  the  work  of 
conversion.  Thirty-six  persons  have  been  added  to  the  church  on  ex- 
amination, one  by  letter,  and  two  who  had  fallen  away  Avere  restored 
to  church  privileges.  The  whole  number  of  church  members  reor- 
ganized and  received  since  the  mission  was  re-established  is  one 
hundred  and  five,  besides  ten  infant  children  baptized.  The  actual 
number  of  communicants  is  not  quite  so  large,  a  few  having  been 
removed  by  death.  An  interesting  notice  of  one  of  the  members 
who  died  Avas  published  in  the  Eecord  of  February.  The  members 
of  the  church  are  spoken  of  as  walking  according  to  their  Christian 
profession.  They  are  zealous  in  attending  religious  services,  and 
contribute  liberally  of  their  very  small  means  to  support  the 
Gospel  among  themselves,  and  to  send  it  to  others.  It  is  hoped 
that  some  of  them  will  become  prepared  for  usefulness  as  catechists. 
teachers,  or  ministers  of  the  Gospel.  Measures  were  about 
to  be  taken,  at  the  last  advices,  to  build  a  small  church,  the  meet- 
ings having  been  held  thus  far  in  private  houses  or  in  the  open  air 
when  the  weather  permitted.  Interesting  particulars  concerning 
the  church  and  the  labors  of  the  missionary  are  given  by  Mr.  Ram- 
say in  the  Foreign  Missionary  of  April. 

In  the  work  of  education,  Mr.  Kamsay  has  taken  the  charge  of 
one  of  the  district  schools,  turning  ovei'  the  salary  received  to  the 
support  of  the  mission ;  in  this  he  has  spent  a  part  of  the  day,  and 
has  been  able  to  exert  a  happy  religious  influence  on  the  scholars. 
It  is  considered  expedient  to  open  a  small  boarding  school,  towards 
the  expense  of  which  the  Committee  have  agreed  to  pay  $1,200, 
and  a  somewhat  larger  sum  will  be  needed  for  buildings  ;  in  the 
peculiar  circumstances  of  the  tribe  this  grant  will  be  of  great  ser- 
vice. The  buildings  of  the  mission  will  be  erected  on  land  granted 
to  the  Board,  free  of  charge  so  long  as  the  mission  is  continued, 
and  the  cultivation  of  a  part  of  this  land  Avill,  it  is  expected,  lessen 
the  expense  of  the  school,  and  probably  of  the  mission  itself.  In 
making  these  arrangements,  Mr.  IJamsay  has  been  greatly  aided  by 
the  kind  efforts  of  the  excellent  Indian  Agent,  Major  Reynolds  ;  his 
estimable  family  and  himself  warmly  second  all  efforts  to  promote 
the  best  welfare  of  the  Seminoles.  The  missionary  and  his  family 
were  also  much  indebted  to  Dr.  Collins,  U.  S.  Surgeon,  for  his  land 
services  in  times  of  sickness. 

These  Indians  seem  to  have  passed  the  crisis  of  their  history,  and 
a  bright  future  is  opening  before  them.  They  are  Avilling  to  Avork, 
anxious  to  obtain  the  benefits  of  education,  disposed  to  value  highly 
the  ordinances  of  religion,  and  are  themselves  hopeful  of  better 
days.  Great  indeed  is  the  contrast  between  their  present  condition 
and  the  sad  state  of  things  aihongst  them  when  the  mission  of  the 
Board  Avas  first  commenced.  With  the  Divine  blessing  greater  ad- 
A'ances  still  will  be  made  by  them  in  the  knoAvledge  of  Christianity 
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and  the  benefits  of  civilization,  until  at  no  distant  period  they  will 
be  prepared  to  rank  as  excellent  citizens  of  our  country,  and  be  able 
to  support  without  aid  the  institutions  of  religion  as  Avell  as  to  ex- 
tend its  blessings  to  others.  What  the  military  force  of  the  Gov- 
ernment for  several  years  in  Florida,  and  the  expenditure  there  of 
millions  of  dollars  of  public  funds,  could  not  accomplish  in  changing 
their  character  and  condition,  will  be  effected  by  the  peaceful  influ- 
ence of  the  Gospel  of  Christ. 

MISSIONS  IN  SOUTH   AMERICA. 

Mission  in  the  United  States  of  Colombia. 

Bogota  :  the  capital  of  the  country  ;  population  40,000  ;  occupied  as  a  mission- 
ary station,  185(5;  missionary  labourers — Rev.  Thomas  F.  Wallace  and  his  wife, 
and  Rev.  Paul  H.  Pitliin ;  one  native  teacher. 

The  first  j^art  of  the  year,  the  Rev.  Paul  H.  Pitkin  devoted  most 
of  his  time  to  the  acquisition  of  the  Spanish  language.  In  this  pre- 
paratory work  he  retired  from  the  capital  and  associated  only  with 
those  who  spoke  this  language.  lie  spent  several  weeks  in  the  prin- 
cipal towns  in  the  northern  portion  of  the  Republic,  where  he  was 
most  kindly  received  by  a  highly  intelligent  class,  who  took  an  inter- 
est in  his  missionary  labours.  "This  interest,  it  must  be  recorded, 
arises  as  yet  rather  from  opposition  to  the  ignorance,  immorality, 
and  intolerance  of  the  priesthood,  than  from  any  true  knowledge  of 
or  love  for  the  gospel  of  Christ.     It  is  more  political  than  religious." 

Preaching  in  Spanish  has  been  kept  up  during  the  year,  and  part  of 
the  time  a  religious  service  in  English  on  the  Sabbath.  The  average 
attendance  on  the  former  has  been  larger  than  usual,  and  at  times, 
more  than  could  be  comfortably  seated.  The  want  of  a  larger  room 
is  pressingiy  felt  and  an  appeal  has  been  put  forth  for  money  to  pur- 
chase a  desirable  building,  now  for  sale,  for  a  chapel.  This  is  consid- 
ered essential  for  the  further  development  of  the  work,  as  such  a 
building  for  religious  worship  is  in  keeping  with  the  education  and 
views  of  the  people,  and  more  would  frequent  it  than  the  parlor  of  the 
missionary  or  any  room  in  a  private  residence. 

A  Bible-class  in  Spanish  on  the  Sabbath,  has  been  regularly  main- 
tained. The  attendance  on  the  day-school  which  is  under  the  care  of  a 
member  of  the  church  has  been  irregular,  owing  to  political  disturb- 
ances. The  scholars  who  remained  passed  a  good  public  examination, 
much  to  the  satisfaction  of  parents  and  othei's.  A  small  singing-class 
organized  during  the  last  two  months,  has  increased  to  sixteen,  "  We 
hope  it  may  before  long  form  the  basis  of  a  Sunday-school,  though  it 
is  very  doubtful  whether  all  as  yet  could  get  their  parents'  permission 
to  attend." 

Many  Bibles  and  other  religious  books  have  been  distributed  and 
sold,  some  of  which  have  been  carried  by  members  ofthe  national  con- 
gi'ess  and  by  others  to  distant  parts  of  tlie  nation.  During  the  politi- 
cal disturbances  Mr.  Wallace  was  in  another  part  of  the  Republic, 
where  he  continued  for  a  time  to  preach  and  scatter  tracts.     lie  had 
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"  several  conversations  with  a  liberal  priest,  who  has  become  separated 
from  the  Church  of  Rome,  and  has  a  distinct  congregation  of  his  own. 
He  is  more  advanced  than  others,  though  not  yet  fully  enlightened  on 
many  important  points — still  cleaving  to  son?c  of  the  erroneous  dog- 
mas of  Rome." 

Whilst  it  is  yet  a  day  of  small  things  with  this  mission,  the  labour- 
ers are  encouraged  to  go  forward.  "  Upon  taking  a  general  view  of 
our  work,  we  think  we  can  say  with  truth,  that  our  prospects  never 
seemed  brighter  than  at  present.  Much  of  the  old  prejudice  is  grad- 
ually passing  away,  even  among  those  who  were  thought  to  be  of  the 
fanatical  party ;  general  education  seems  to  be  on  the  increase,  and 
this  we  are  sure  will  be  to  our  advantage  ;  there  is  also  perhaps  more 
inquiry  upon  the  subject  of  religion  and  on  the  part  of  some  a  steady 
advancement." 

Since  the  report  was  written,  the  property  alluded  to  has  been  pur- 
chased. It  is  in  a  central  position  and  admirably  suited,  with  a  small 
outlay,  for  a  chapel,  school,  etc.  This  will  increase  the  influence  and 
power  of  the  missionaries  among  the  people,  enlarge  the  number  of 
their  hearers,  and  show  to  all  that  the  mission  is  permanent  and 
aggressive. 

Mission  in  Brazil. 

Rio  de  Janeiro  :  tlie  capital  of  the  country  ;  population  variously  stated  up  to 
400,000  ;  occupied  as  a  mission  station  in  ISfiO  ;  missionary  labourers — Rev.  Alex- 
ander L.  Blackford  and  Rev.  Francis  J.  C.  Schneider  and  their  wives;  one  native 
colporteur. 

Sao  Paulo:  280  miles  W.  S.  "W.  of  Rio  de  Janeiro;  chief  town  in  the  province 
of  the  same  name;  population  22,000;  occupied  as  amission  station  in  1863;  mis- 
sionary labourers — Rev.  Hugh  W.  McKee  and  his  wife,  Rev.  E.  N.  PirrS,  and  Hev. 
Jose  I/anoel  da  Conceicao. 

Brotas  :  160  miles  N.  E.  of  Sao  Paulo;  missionary  labourers — Rev.  R.  Leiiing- 
ton  and  his  wife. 

In  this  country  :  Rev.  George  Cliamberlain. 

This  mission  has  suffered  a  great  loss  in  the  death  of  Rev.  Ashbel 
Green  Simonton,  which  took  place  at  Sao  Paulo,  December  9th,  1867. 
He  was  the  first  missionary  ot  our  church  to  Brazil,  and  laid  the  foun- 
dations of  the  work  in  this  extensive  empire.  His  mastery  of  the  lan- 
guage, his  energy,  devotion  and  zeal,  and  his  intellectual  qualifications 
gave  him  great  influence  among  the  people,  and  a  corresponding  suc- 
cess in  his  labours.  Not  a  few  were  directed  to  the  Saviour  by  him, 
while  others  were  comforted  and  cheered  in  their  Christian  course.  His 
removal  is  mourned  over  by  many.  Jf  one  has  been  taken  from  toil 
others  have  been  added  to  the  workers.  The  Rev.  Hugh  W.  McKee 
and  wife  reached  Rio  Janeiro,  August  19th  ;  the  Rev.  R,  Lenington  and 
wife  and  Mrs.  Schneider  arrived  at  the  same  port,  January  24th. 

The  Rev.  Jose  Manoel  de  Conceicao,  who  had  been  suffering  for 
some  time,  has  been  part  of  the  year  in  the  United  States  for  the  bene- 
fit ©f  his  health.  He  has  spent  most  of  this  time  in  Illinois,  preaching 
to  the  Portuguese.  He  will  soon  return  to  his  a])propriate  work  in 
Brazil,  where  he  is  highly  respected  and  has  great  influence.     The  Rev. 
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George  Chamberlain  has  devoted  most  of  the  year  among  the  churches, 
collecting  funds  for  the  erection  of  a  chapel  in  Rio  Janeiro.  In  this 
period  he  has  done  much  to  awaken  an  interest  in  his  mission  field,  and 
has  collected  a  considerable  amount  among  friends  of  the  cause. 

Preaching. 

This  has  continued  a  prominent  agency  of  the  mission.  At  Rio 
de  Janeiro  divine  service  has  been  held  twice  every  Sabbath,  and  on 
Thursday  evening  of  each  week,  in  the  large  hall  hired  for  this  pur- 
pose. Another  w-eekly  service  has  been  kept  up  m  different  parts 
of  the  city.  In  September,  a  Sabbath-school  for  children  was  com- 
menced, which  meets  in  the  morning.  At  Sao  Paulo  the  same  num- 
ber of  religious  services  has  been  maintained.  In  addition  to  these, 
regular  services  were  held  in  the  suburbs,  and  several  who  united 
■with  the  church  Avere  the  fruit  of  these  meetings.  A  Bible-class  and 
Sabbath-school  were  regularly  taught. 

Owing  to  the  small  force  in  the  field,  Brotas  was  not  occupied  by 
a  missionary.  It  was  visited  however  several  times  by  Mr.  Black- 
ford. The  Rev.  E.  IST.  Pires  spent  four  months  preaching  and  visit- 
ing the  people,  and  a  young  man  as  colporteur  and  Scripture-reader 
was  among  them  about  seven  months.  It  is  expected  that  the  Rev. 
R.  Lenington  will  be  stationed  at  this  place.  The  state  of  the  work 
here  continues  hopeful  and  cheering.  Many  are  desirous  of  making 
a  profession  of  their  faith,  not  a  few  of  these  arc  prepared ;  others 
are  constantly  coming  under  the  influence  of  truth.  A  church 
building  is  greatly  needed  at  each  station.

The  Press. 

Another  important  agency  for  the  moral  and  spiritual  good  of  the 
people  is  the  Press.  The  Imprensa  Evangelica  is  issued  regularly 
twice  every  month.  "  We  cannot  but  regard  this  as  one  of  the  very 
best  and  most  useful  instrumentalities  employed  for  the  extension  of 
the  Redeemer's  Kingdom,  not  only  here,  but  also  in  Portugal  and 
Madeira,  to  both  of  which  countries  several  copies  are  regulai'ly 
mailed  to  persons  who  distribute  them  as  they  have  opportunity. 
Besides  this,  it  is  not  at  all  rare  to  hear  of  persons  who  have  come 
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to  a  knowledge  of  the  truth  by  reading  our  paper,  to  whom  we 
could  not  have  had  access  by  any  other  means."  The  daily  press 
has  also  been  used  for  the  promulgation  of  truth.  "  Discussions  and 
articles  published  in  the  public  journals  are  influencing  the  public 
mind  to  a  favorable  extent  throughout  the  province  of  Sao  Paulo." 
The  Word  of  God  has  been  sold  and  distributed  by  colporteurs  in 
the  employ  of  the  American  Bible  Society. 

Itinerant  Labours. 

Beyond  the  mission  stations  the  word  of  life  has  been  carried, 
and  thousands  have  heard  it  from  the  living  preacher.  Messrs. 
Blackford  and  Conceicao  made  a  preaching  tour  into  the  northern 
part  of  the  province  of  Sao  Paulo,  and  visited  several  important 
towns ;  another  was  made  by  Senhor  Conceicao  into  the  southern 
part  of  the  jirovince  of  Minas  Geraes ;  others  were  undertaken  and 
carried  out  successfully  by  other  brethren  who  w^ere  enabled,  in 
towns  never  before  visited,  to  proclaim  a  full  and  a  finished  salvation 
through  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

In  May,  three  young  men  commenced  a  course  of  study,  with  a 
view  of  preparing  for  the  Gospel  ministry.  They  will  devote  part 
of  the  year  to  active  religious  work. 

A  larger  hall  for  preaching  was  obtained  in  May  last.  The  one 
occupied  was  too  strait  for  the  congregation.  This  is  more  than 
full  at  times.  It  is  on  the  second  story,  but  has  a  brewery  below  it, 
which  is  a  great  drawback  to  their  work.  They  long  for  a  chapel 
free  from  such  hindrances. 

The  country  is  everywhere  open  to  missionary  labour.  Several 
interesting  points  where  churches  could  soon  be  organized  await 
occupancy,  and  an  appeal  to  the  church  to  seize  upon  these  places  is 
made. 

The  different  countries  of  South  America,  are,  by  the  wonderful 
developments  of  divine  Providence,  brought  more  prominently  be- 
fore the  church,  A  highway  is  opened  up  into  many  of  them,  and 
freedom  given  to  the  Church's  labourers  to  do  what  they  can,  to 
publish  the  Gospel  of  the  Son  of  God.  Into  two  countries  have  we 
entered,  and  no  restrictions  are  imposed  upon  any  evangelistic  effort. 
Much  more  could  be  done,  if  the  resources  of  the  Board  were  greater. 
Calls  for  help  and  helpers  multiply.  The  outlay  for  these  two  mis- 
sions is  already  considerable,  but  for  the  next  year  a  larger  sum  will 
be  needed  to  meet  the  appropriations  already  made  for  chapels.  It 
is  hoped,  that  with  the  increasing  interest  in  this  great  field  of  labour, 
more  funds  Avill  flow  into  the  Church's  own  treasury,  so  as  to  prose- 
cute the  work  at  Bogota  and  in  Brazil  with  greater  vigour.

The  general  impression  made  by  the  reports  of  the  missionaries  in 
Liberia,  who  are  all  colored  persons  excepting  My.  Boeklen,  is  what 
might  be  expected  from  good  men  in  their  situation.  They  are  la- 
bouring under  the  disadvantages  of  new  settlements,  where  the  insti- 
tutions of  education  and  religion  are  not  yet  well  established,  indeed 
in  most  places  not  more  than  commenced,  and  where  the  people  gen- 
erally are  in  straitened  pecuniary  circumstances.  Their  work  is  at 
first  among  the  American-Liberians,  but  its  ultimate  bearings  and 
its  greatest  scope  will  be  among  the  native  Africans  within  the  lira- 
its  and  within  reach  of  Liberia;  of  this  native  population,  some  per- 
sons are  even  now  brought  under  Christian  instruction  iu  connec- 
tion with  the  Liberian  churches  and  missions. 

Churches. 

The  last  year  has  not  been  marked  by  the  special  power  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  in  the  work  of  conversion,  yet  a  few  persons  were  added 
to  some  of  the  churches ;  on  the  other  hand  four  were  excommuni- 
cated from  the  church  of  Clay-Ashland  or  Kentucky.  Two  or  three 
churches  suffered  loss  by  the  removal  of  members  to  other  places  of 
residence.     The  returns  of  communicants  are  as  follows :

Education. 

It  is  as  yet  the  day  of  small  things  in  Liberia,  so  far  as  education 
is  concerned  ;  a  beginning  has  been  made,  but  much  remains  to  be 
done.  A  good  day-school  in  Monrovia,  taught  by  Mr.  James,  is 
still  conducted  with  efficiency,  though  the  health  of  its  respected 
teacher  has  become  greatly  weakened  by  his  residence  of  over  thirty 
years  in  Monrovia ;  the  number  of  scholars  iu  this  school  is  fifty 
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seven.  Day-soliools  are  also  taught  at  Kentucky,  witb  twenty-four 
scholars,  Marshall,  and  Sinou;  the  returns  from  the  two  latter  have 
not  been  received. 

The  Alexander  High  School  has  been  opened  under  the  superin- 
tendence of  Mr.  Boeklen,  who  applied  himself  with  the  greatest  de- 
votedness  to  the  instruction  and  religious  culture  of  the  scholars. 
Some  changes  occurred  in  the  list  of  scholars,  but  seven  were  for 
some  months  in  the  school,  until  Mr.  Boeklen's  serious  illness  inter- 
rupted their  studies ;  a  part  of  each  week-day  was  given  to  work  in 
the  garden  or  field.  This  school  will  be  conducted  on  the  plan  of 
making  manual  labor  a  part  of  the  occupation  of  all  the  scholars, 
and  of  conferring  the  benefits  of  the  institution  on  the  sons  of  Pres- 
byterian families.  Those  who  are  able  to  pay  for  the  advantages  of 
education  here  enjoyed,  in  whole  or  in  part,  will  be  required  to  do 
so ;  for  others,  some  benevolent  provision  will  be  made,  especially  in 
the  case  of  those  who  may  be  seeking  preparation  for  the  ministry 
of  the  Gospel.  On  this  basis,  this  school  will  pi-ove  to  be  of  great 
service  to  the  cause  of  education  and  religion  in  Liberia 

Stations  among  Native  Triles. 

The  station  among  the  Kroos,  where  Mr.  McDonough  has  lived 
for  many  years,  was  not  occupied  last  year ;  some  disturbances  at 
Settra-Kroo  led  him  to  remove  his  family  to  one  of  the  neighboring 
Liberian  settlements,  but  it  was  expected  he  Avould  soon  return  to 
his  station  and  resume  his  labours.  A  new  post  is  to  be  occupied 
amongst  the  Junk  people  on  Farmington  River,  a  few  miles  from 
Marshall.  The  king  or  chief  of  a  native  town  built  a  house  for  a 
school,  to  be  used  also  as  a  preaching  place,  and  invited  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Presbytery  to  visit  it,  at  their  meeting  at  Marshall  in 
January.  They  Avere  much  interested  in  what  they  saw  and 
learned ;  and  agreeably  to  the  wishes  of  the  chief  and  his  people, 
Mr.  Deputie,  who  was  lately  licensed  to  preach  by  the  Presbytery, 
was  recommended  to  the  Board  for  an  appointment  at  this  place. 
He  will  teach  a  school,  and  preach  as  he  has  opportunity.  With  the 
divine  blessing,  this  measure  will  prove  to  be  the  means  of  great 
benefit  to  this  native  chief  and  his  people.  It  will  thus  exemj^lify 
the  method  which  many  friends  of  Africa  have  long  hoped  would 
prove  successful,  that  of  extending  the  advantages  of  Christian  civ- 
ilization among  the  natives  by  the  efl:brts  of  the  church  in  Liberia. 

Corisco    Mission. 

EvAXGAsiMBA :  on  the  island  of  Corisco;  oceiipied  as  a  mission  station,  1850; 
missionary  lahourers — Rev.  Messrs.  Walter  II.  Clark  and  Solomon  Reutlinger,  and 
their  wives;  Miss  Isabella  A.  Nassau,  teacher;  two  native  Christian  assistants. 

Ai.oNGO ;  on  the  island  of  Corisco ;  Rev.  Cornelias  De  Hecr  and  his  wife ;  one 
native  Christian  teacher. 

Bknita  :  on  the  main  land,  among  the  Belenge  tribe,  53  miles  north  of  Corisco  ; 
occnpied  first  as  a  missionary  station  in  1864:  missionary  labourers — Rev.  R. 
Hamlll  Nassau,  M.D.,  and  wife  ;  one  native  Christian  teacher. 
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Out-Staiions :  Iloci,  in  CoriseoBay — vacant.  Aje,  on  the  main  land,  in  the  Ba- 
puk  tribe — two  Scripture-readers.  Hanje,  on  the  main  land,  in  the  Kombe  tribe — 
vacant.  Hondo,  on  the  main  land  opposite  the  Bay  of  Corisco — Ibia,  licentiate 
preacher;  one  teacher.  Medum.\,  one  Scripture-reader.  Senje,  near  Benita — two 
Scripture-readers. 

Station  not  yd  known :  Rev.  John  Menaul  and  his  wife. 

The  Rev.  James  L.  Mackey  was  removed  by  death  at  Nevr  Lon- 
don, Penn.,  April  SOth,  1867.  He  was  the  chief  founder  of  this  mis- 
sion, and  for  many  years  the  main  responsibiUty  of  its  interests 
rested  on  him — a  charge  for  Avhich  he  Avas  well  prepared  by  nature 
and  by  grace.  His  being  called  from  this  life  in  the  midst  of  his 
days  is  a  great  loss,  and  is  deeply  lamented  not  only  by  his  breth- 
ren, but  also  by  the  natives  of  Corisco;  his  last  end  was  eminently 
peaceful,  and  he  has  received  the  reward  of  Christ's  faithful  servants. 
Mrs.  Mackey  will  receive  the  sympathy  of  Christian  friends  ;  her 
health  does  not  permit  her  to  return  to  Africa.  Amongst  the  other 
missionaries,  considerable  sickness  occurred  during  the  year,  but 
their  lives  were  spared,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  they  were  enjoy- 
ing improved  health.  The  Rev.  John  Menaul  and  his  wife,  and 
Miss  Isabella  A.  Nassau  embarked  for  Corisco,  the  former  in  Decem- 
ber, the  latter  in  January,  via  England ;  from  thence  they  went  on 
their  journey  in  February. 

The  Statiojs^  at  Eva^jgasimba  continues  to  be  the  business  place 
of  the  mission,  and  it  is  also  the  place  where  the  communion  services 
of  the  church  are  held.  The  attendance  on  the  Sabbath  services 
was  small.  Four  persons  were  admitted  to  the  church  on  profession 
of  their  faith,  of  whom  two  were  young  men  of  the  school  at  Alon- 
go,  and  two  were  women  connected  with  the  catechumen  class  at 
that  station.  The  brethren  report  with  much  regret,  the  exclusion 
of  five  persons  from  the  church,  none  of  whom  were  recent  cases  of 
defection ;  and  they  regret  the  lack  of  spiritual  life,  while  grateful 
for  some  tokens  of  the  presence  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  The  girls' 
school  will  be  re-opened  when  Miss  Nassau  arrives,  and  many 
prayers  will  be  oflered  for  the  divine  blessing  on  her  work.  Mr. 
Clark's  feeble  health,  and  the  time  required  in  settling  business  mat- 
ters, which  are  mainly  transacted  by  barter  with  the  natives,  pre- 
vented him  from  resuming  the  Avork  of  translating  the  Scriptures 
into  Benga.     The  number  of  church  members  is  fifty -three. 

At  Aloxgo  religious  services  have  been  held  on  Sabbath  and  in 
the  week,  which  were  attended  with  a  good  degree  of  encourage- 
ment. The  four  persons  admitted  to  the  church  were  members  of 
the  catechumen  class  at  this  station,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  four 
persons  more  were  members  of  this  class.  One  young  man  had 
been  sent  out  as  a  native  assistant,  and  three  others  were  preparing 
for  that  ofiice.  The  boarding-school  began  the  year  with  twenty-nine 
boys,  and  after  a  few  changes  ended  with  thirty-four,  belonging  to 
four  different  tribes  besides  the  Benga.  Two  of  the  boys  are  sons 
of  a  native  fetich  doctor,  who  were  brought  to  the  missionary  by 
their  father  and  mother.  The  progress  of  the  scholars  in  is  com- 
mended, and  particular  attention  is  paid  to  their  instruction  in  the 
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Scriptures,  It  will  be  remembered  that  this  school  has  a  special 
reference  to  the  tribes  on  the  main  land  ;  it  is  hoped  that  the  youths 
liere  instructed  Avill  be  prepared  by  divine  grace  to  teach  their  own 
people  the  way  of  salvation. 

At  Benita  the  missionary,  who  has  entered  on  the  seventh  year 
of  uninterrupted  labour  in  Africa,  speaks  favorably  of  the  general 
condition  of  the  station.  A  comfortable  dwelling  house  has  been 
completed  ;  the  day-school,  taught  by  a  native,  though  not  attended 
by  many  scholars,  has  been  kept  up  ;  the  Sabbath-school  repaid  the 
attention  given  to  it,  not  by  an  increased  number  of  scholars,  but  by 
their  growing  knowledge  ;  the  Sabbath  religious  services  were  well 
attended,  and  "  the  quiet  of  the  holy  day  "  was  noted  as  most  pleas- 
ing ;  the  catechumen  class  ended  the  year  with  thirteen  members,  for 
whose  benefit  the  rules  have  been  applied  with  increasing  strictness  ; 
church  discipline,  in  the  exclusion  of  two  members  and  the  suspen- 
sion of  seven  more,  appeared  to  have  been  blest  to  the  other  com- 
municants ;  there  were  some  inquirers,  but  the  missionary  was  not 
permitted  to  report  any  new  members  added  to  the  church.  "  En- 
couragement is  found,"  Mr.  Nassau  writes,  "  in  the  open  resistance 
of  the  church  members  to  long-settled  heathen  customs,  the  volun- 
tary establishment  of  prayer-meetings,  a  firmer  adherence  to  absti- 
nence from  intoxicating  liquors,  prevalence  of  kindly  feeling,  a  de- 
sire for  and  growth  in  biblical  knowledge,  and  an  increase  of  in- 
quirers. It  has  occurred  at  both  the  last  communions  after  the  ser- 
vices of  the  day  that  there  came,  in  the  one  case  a  man  and  his  wife, 
strangers  from  the  other  side  of  the  river,  and  in  the  other  case  one 
of  my  workmen,  who  I  did  not  suppose  Avas  serious,  to  tell  me  of 
their  hearts,  and  to  ask  admittance  to  the  class."  The  number  of 
church  members  is  thirty-five. 

The  Out-Station  Work  of  the  mission  furnishes  no  special  topics 
for  notice.  "  No  new  places  have  been  occupied,  nor  any  old  ones 
abandoned."  One  of  the  native  helpers  had  been  dismissed  and  one 
was  appointed,  leaving  the  whole  number  the  same  as  before,  and 
they  are  spoken  of  as  having  been  "  for  the  most  part  faithful  in  sus- 
taining daily  prayers  for  the  few  who  are  willing  to  attend."  A 
prayer-meeting  at  Meduma  was  usually  attended  by  some  members 
of  the  church  from  Benita,  and  three  inquirers  are  reported  at  this 
out-station  and  at  Aje.  Journeys  made  by  the  young  men  t©  other 
tribes  to  make  known  the  gospel  were  attended  with  some  encour- 
agement;  usually  they  were  well  received,  but  the  efforts  to  form 
day  schools  at  the  out-stations  did  not  succeed,  and  in  general  the 
least  j^rogress  seems  to  have  been  made  where  the  most  was  desired 
— sa  at  Senje,  a  post  regarded  as  a  step  towards  the  interior  country. 
The  labours  of  the  native  licentiate  preacher  have  been  attended 
with  both  encouragement  and  discouragement.  "  People  have  made 
more  progress  in  industry  this  year  than  in  the  last.  They  did  not 
cut  much  red-wood,  but  they  made  many  oars  and  paddles,  planted 
])otatoes,  and  made  some  other  things'."  A  small  school  of  fourteen 
scholars  was  kept  open  in  the  morning  and  at  night,  leaving  the  af- 
ternoon for  work.     Some  of  the  attendants  on  religious  services  had 
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fallen  oif,  deterred  by  the  opposition  of  friends,  or  offended  by  the 
truth,  and  the  native  missionary  brother  expresses  his  conviction 
that  converts  to  Christianity  must  expect  to  meet  with  persecution. 
In  reviewing  this  missionary  field,  the  Committee  cannot  do  better 
than  to  quote  the  words  of  one  of  the  brethren, — the  closing  remark 
of  the  report  of  Benita,  ''  We  earnestly  supplicate  for  enlargement 
on  the  main  land.  Give  us  help  to  attempt  the  interior  so  long 
sealed  to  entrance,  but  now  yielding  openings."  It  is  to  the  people 
on  the  main  land  this  mission  chiefly  looks,  and  among  them  it 
hopes  for  a  great  development ;  but  in  the  meanwhile  the  use  of  the 
means  of  grace  at  Corisco  and  Benita,  and  the  vigorous  support  of 
training  schools  on  Consco  for  native  youths  of  both  sexes,  who 
may  become  missionaries  in  the  interior  under  the  lead,  for  a  time, 
perhaps  for  a  long  time,  of  missionaries  from  this  country,  are 
measures  of  the  greatest  moment.  Let  these  means  of  doing  good 
be  crowned  with  success  from  on  high,  even  with  the  blessing  of 
the  Holy  Spirit,  and  the  Corisco  mission  will  richly  reward  the 
Church  for  all  the  labour  and  sacrifice,  for  all  the  suffering  and  tears 
of  its  past  history. 
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Lodiana  Mission.

FuTTEHGURii:  On  the  Ganges,  713  miles  north-west  of  Calcutta  ;  mission  sta- 
tion commenced,  1838;  missionary  labourers — Rev.  Messrs.  Julius  F.  Ullmann, 
William  F.  Johnson  and  his  wife ;  native  Christian  assistants — two  catechist^, 
twenty-one  teachers  and  monitors,  of  whom  four  are  females:  three  Scripture- 
readers,  four  probationers. 

Furrukhabad:  near  to  Futtehgurh  ;  mission  station  commenced,  1844;  mis- 
sionary labourers — Rev.  Augustus  Biodhead  and  Rev.  Samuel  H.  Kellogg  and 
their  wives ;  native  Christian  assistants — one  catechist,  three  Scripture-readers, 
six  teachers,  two  colporteurs  and  one  village-school  visitor. 

Mynpurie  :  40  miles  west  of  Futtehgurh  ;  mission  station  commenced,  1843  ; 
missionary  laborers — Rev.  Benjamin  D.  Wikoff  and  his  wife,  Rev.  Francis  Heyl ; 
native  Christian  assistants — one  catechist,  five  teachers,  two  Scripture-readers  and 
one  Bible-woman. 

Etawaii  ;  on  the  Jumna,  50  miles  south-west  of  Mynpurie  ;  mission  station 
commenced,  1863;  missionary  labourers — Rev-  Edward  H.  Sayre  and  his  wife ; 
native  Christian  assistants — two  catechists,  four  Scripture-readers  and  one  fe- 
male-school visitor. 

FuTTEHPORE  :  587  milcs  nortli-west  of  Calcutta  ;  mission  station  commenced, 
1853;  missionary  labourers — two  catechists,  two  teachers,  of  whom  one  female, 
one  Scripture-reader  and  two  colporteurs. 

Allahabad-:    at  the  junction  of  Gauges  and   Jumna,  500  miles  north-west  of 

Calcutta;    mission  station    commenced,     1836;  missionary   labourers — Rev.  Jo- 

i    eph   Owen,  D.D.,  Rev.  John  J.  Walsh  and  Rev.  James  M.  Alexander,    and  their 

wives;  native  Christian   assistants— two  licentiate  preachers,  four  catechists,  five 

teachers  and  two  Scripture-readers.

The  Rev.  James  L.  Scott  and  family  reached  Xew  York  Septem- 
ber 18th.  The  Committee  are  happy  to  state  that  the  change  has 
been  of  service  to  him,  and  that  his  health  is  much  improved. 

The  Rev.  Elwood  M.  Wherry  and  his  wife,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Newton  and  Heyl  sailed  from  Boston  on  the  18th  of  October  for  In- 
dia. The  Rev.  J.  F.  Ullmann  reached  Calcutta  November  19th.  and 
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the  Rer.  David   Herron  and  his  wife  sailed  from  New  York  Jan- 
uary 7th.     Both  of  these  brethren  return  to  their  work. 

Rev.  Dr.  Morrison  was  transferred  from  Rawal  Pindi  to  Ambala, 
and  Rev.  G.  S.  Bergen  from  Lahore  to  Lodiana.  These  changes 
were  necessary  for  the  prosecution  of  the  work  at  these  stations. 

Native  Missionary  Labourers. 

The  Rev.  Ishuree  Dass  was  removed  from  his  labours  by  death 
on  May  2d.  He  was  brought  when  a  boy  under  Christian  influence, 
and  formed  one  of  the  company  of  orphans  that  were  placed  iinder 
the  care  of  our  mission  at  Futtehgurh.  In  early  years  he  made  a 
profession  of  his  faith  in  Christ,  and  was  nearly  the  whole  of  his  life 
connected  with  the  mission.  Among  native  authors  he  stood  high, 
and  especially  as  a  Christian  writer,  receiving  on  two  occasions  the 
first  prize  for  his  work.  A  short  time  before  his  death  he  had  charge 
of  the  Futtehpore  station.     His  end  was  peace. 

Mr,  Gilbert  McMaster  of  Dehra,  and  ^Ir.  Kan  war  Sain  of  Sahar- 
unpur  Avere  ordained  to  the  gospel  ministry,  and  Messrs.  K.  C.  Chat- 
terjee  and  J.  C.  Bose  were  licensed  as  preachers  of  the  Word. 

The  six  ordained  ministers  and  the  five  licentiates  connected  with 
the  two  missions,  have  all  been  engaged  in  proclaiming  the  Gospel  to 
their  countrymen.  There  are  others  who  Avill  soon  be  set  apart  to 
the  ministry,  some  of  whom  have  received  a  thorough  education. 
One  is  pursuing  at  Futtehgurh  a  course  of  study,  preparatory  to  or- 
dination as  a  pastor  of  the  native  church.  The  theological  education 
of  the  native  ministry  is  of  increasing  moment,  and  upon  tho  man- 
ner in  which  they  are  indoctrinated  and  ti'ained  will  depend  much 
of  their  stability  and  usefulness.  Classes  in  both  missions  are  formed 
for  this  special  purpose.  Catechists  and  Scripture-readers  have  been 
diligent  in  visiting  cities  and  villages  to  read  and  expound  the 
Word  of  God.  Sometimes  help  was  rendered  by  native  Christians 
not  in  the  employment  of  the  mission. 

Education. 

Under  the  direct  control  of  the  missionary  are  schools  of  dilFerent 
grades.  The  supervision  of  these,  and  especially  the  personal  labour, 
given  to  them,  consume,  in  several  cases,  no  little  part  of  his  time  and 
strength.  Though  these  schools  have  not  as  yet  yielded  as  much  in 
the  way  of  conversions  as  has  been  expected,  yet  they  have  leav- 
ened the  minds  of  many  Avith  Gospel  truth,  and  weakened,  if  not  de- 
stroyed the  confidence  of  more  in  their  own  systems.  The  Rev, 
Golok  Nath  says  of  the  influence  of  these  institutions  :  "  The  scholars 
are  learning  to  believe  in  true  history  and  geography,  and  to  disbe- 
lieve the  legends  which  speak  of  the  ten-headed  and  twenty-armed 
RaAvan,  and  the  production  of  the  moon  by  the  churning  of  the  ocean. 
Thus  the  darkness  of  superstition  is  being  imperceptibly  removed  by 
the  light  of  western  knowledge.  The  emancipation  of  our  young 
countrymen  from  the  thraldom  of  sin  and  Satan,  it  is  true,  has  not 
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yet  been  gained ;  but  it  is  astonishing  to  observe  how  much  our 
young  friends  have  unlearned,  since  they  began  to  attend  our  school, 
the  vices  they  learned  in  their  earlier  youth."  The  baptism  of  three 
young  men  belonging  to  the  Labor  High  >School,  mentioned  in  the 
last  report,  had  for  a  time  a  great  effect  upon  the  attendance,  and 
interfered  considerably  Avith  the  Collegiate  department,  but  before 
the  close  of  the  year  many  of  the  former  pupils  were  returning,  and 
not  on  their  own  terras,  as  they  expected,  but  on  those  of  the  prin- 
cipal. 

The  Branch  or  Bazar  Schools  are  the  feeders  of  the  High  Schools ; 
but  a  difficulty  is  found  in  procuring  a  sufficient  number  of  Christian 
teachers  for  so  many,  hence  in  some,  the  principles  of  Christianity  are 
taught  to  the  children  by  catechists  and  Scripture-readers,  and  in 
others,  mainly  through  the  instruction  contained  in  the  class  books. 
The  children  in  the  different  orphan  asylums  are  thoroughly  educated 
in  the  principles  of  our  holy  religion.  "  It  is,"  says  Rev.  J.  H.  Myers, 
"  the  most  definite  and  si)ecific  training  of  bouIs  for  eternity  outside 
the  family."  In  them  have  been  reared  some  of  the  principal  teach- 
ers and  catechists  of  the  mission.  The  Christian  Girls'  School  at 
Dehra,  to  Avhich  Miss  Beatty  has  devoted  all  her  energies,  is  in  a 
flourishing  condition.  Six  of  the  scholars  lately  united  with  the 
church.

•  Last  Report. 
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Until  recently  the  females  of  India  were  inaccessible  to  the  mis- 
sionary; now  many  are  gathered  into  schools,  and  others  are 
reached  by  the  Bible-reader  and  the  Christian  instructor.  More 
ought,  however,  to  be  done  among  this  class.  Common-schools  for 
girls  have  been  established  at  several  of  the  stations,  and  a  beginning 
thus  made,  but  no  more  in  increasing  these  can  be  done  with  the 
means  furnished  by  the  church.  Besides  these,  one  Zenana  school 
for  grown-up  women  has  been  begun  in  Labor ;  this  is  yet  on  a  small 
scale,  but  is  most  encouraging. 

Not  so  many  conversions  from  the  schools  have  been  reported 
this  year.  In  view  of  this  state  of  things  and  from  the  fact  that 
government  schools  are  multiplying  throughout  the  land,  some  of 
the  missionaries  feel  that  less  of  their  time  should  be  devoted  to  this 
department  of  labor. 

Preaching. — Ch  urches. 

During  the  year  much  seed  of  the  "Word  has  been  sown.  Every 
possible  agency,  to  reach  the  minds  and  hearts  of  the  people,  has  been 
attempted.  The  agents  are  not  only  increasing,  but  the  numbers 
reached  by  the  living  preacher  in  regular  religious  services  are 
steadily  enlarging.  Thus  at  Lodiana,  the  Sabbath  congregation 
ranges  from  400  to  600  souls,  consisting  of  Christians,  Hindu?;,  and 
Mohammedans.  Bazar  preaching  is  steadily  maintained.  Towns 
and  viHages  near  or  remote  from  the  stations,  are  frequently  visited 
by  missionaries  and  catochists.  Out-stations  where  a  catechist  or 
native  minister  is  placed,  are  increasing  in  numbers,  and  thus  are 
the  brethren  working  out  from  the  centres,  and  seeking  to  reach 
those  who  know  little  or  nothing  of  God's  method  of  recovery 
through  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Tours  into  different  districts  have 
been  made  as  in  former  years,  both  for  exploration  and  the  procla- 
mation of  divine  truth,  and  to  this  specific  w^ork  Rev.  Mr.  Carleton 
has  devoted  most  of  his  time.  Various  melas  have  been  attended, 
among  which  was  Hardwar.  The  number  of  people  present  at  this 
place,  according  to  government  officials,  was  almost  3,000,000.  For 
days  some  twenty  preachers,  native  and  foreign,  declared  the  Gospel 
of  the  Son  of  God  to  many  thousands.  Frequently  many  remained 
after  the  service,  to  discuss  some  of  the  points  set  forth  in  the  dis- 
course. Cases  of  self-torture  were  fewer  than  usual.  "  The  more 
revolting  rites  of  Hinduism  are  evidently  becoming  obsolete."  At 
this  festival  the  brethren  were  "  particularly  struck  wdth  the  marked 
increase  in  the  knowledge  of  Christianity  manifested  by  the  pilgrims. 
It  was  evident  that  the  name  of  Jesus  Avas  no  longer  a  new  name  to 
many  of  those  who  stopped  to  hear  the  Word  preached.  Many  pro- 
fessed to  be  convinced  of  the  truth  of  Christianity,  and  declared 
themselves  ready  to  embrace  it." 

At  the  house  of  the  missionary  or  native  preacher,  many  have 
been  present  as  casual  visitors  or  inquirers,  and  others  have  assem- 
bled at  the  time  of  family  prayer,  to  hear  the  "Word  read  and  ex- 
pounded.    In  some  few  cases,  the  Catechists  have  on  invitation  vis- 
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ited  the  homes  of  others,  to  read  the  Scriptures  and  pray  with  the 
servants.  Zenanas  liave  been  visited  by  some  of  the  missionary 
ladies,  and  by  native  Christian  women,  and  in  this  work  they  have 
been  generally  well  received  and  listened  to  by  both  Hindu  and  Mo- 
hammedan women. 

The  results  of  such  evangelistic  efforts  are  not  to  be  gathered 
wholly  from  known  inquirers  or  baptized  converts.  Some  are  led  to 
a  knowledge  of  Jesus  of  whom  the  labourer  never  hears,  and  others 
are  in  process  of  training  for  a  thorough  reception  of  the  truth, 
which  will  be  made  effective  through  the  S23irit,  for  their  complete 
identification  with  truth  and  righteousness. 

The  Sabbath-school  and  the  prayer-meeting  are  established  at  most 
of  the  stations,  and  in  the  Lodiana  mission  the  native  Christians  have 
contributed  for  religious  and  charitable  objects,  during  the  year,  670 
rupees. 

The  additions  to  the  church,  while  they  imply  no  general  effusion 
of  the  Spirit,  are  indicative  of  God's  presence  with  the  preached 
word.  As  far  as  reports  have  been  received,  the  following  are  the 
returns  for  the  year :

Press. 

This  agency  may  be  considered  under  two  forms — Supply  and 
Distribution. 

(1.)  The  Supph/.  Books  and  Tracts  have  to  be  prepared  and 
l>rinted,  and  to  this  the  attention  and  labour  of  several  missionaries 
have  been  given.  During  the  year,  twelve  newly  written  tracts 
have  been  published.     Besides  these,  twenty-two  other  publications 
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in  Urdu  have  been  issued;  also  fourteen  in  Hindi,  and  three  in  Pan- 
jabi,  containing,  in  all,  nearly  11,000,000  of  pages.  The  largest 
work  undertaken  is  the  printing  of  the  Old  Testament  in  Persian 
Urdu.  "  Hitherto  missionaries  have  been  lying  under  the  reproach 
of  not  being  able  to  put  the  Bible  into  the  hands  of  Mohammedan 
inquirers  in  the  character  whicli  is  read  most  fluently  by  the  ma- 
jority of  those  who  read  at  all.  We  had  the  New  Testament  but 
not  the  Old."  To  supply  this  want  an  edition  of  500  copies  is  lith- 
ographed. The  printing  of  the  Panjabi  New  Testament  is  in  pro- 
gress. The  press  is  still  under  the  able  management  and  superin- 
tendence of  Rev.  A.  Rudolph.  He  is  assisted  in  the  different  de- 
partments by  native  Christians. 

(2.)  Bistribution.  These  books  are  sent  to  various  mission  stations 
in  the  Panjab  and  the  Horthwest  provinces,  and  are  put  into  circula- 
tion by  the  missionaries  at  these  points.  These  works  are  either 
given  gratuitously  to  those  who  can  read,  or  sold  at  a  small  price. 
Colporteurs  employed  by  Bible  and  Tract  Societies,  and  working  in 
connection  with  the  different  missions,  are  busy  in  the  circulation, 
far  and  wide,  of  these  books.  The  inliuence  of  this  agency  for  good 
is  referred  to  in  some  of  the  reports. 

Medical  Mission. 

Dr.  John  Newton,  of  Sabathu,  has  devoted  much  of  his  time  to 
the  treatment  and  care  of  the  poor.  The  number  of  patients  treated 
by  him  has  been  1,311.  "One  of  the  methods  employed  to  make 
known  as  widely  as  possible  the  final  end  for  which  the  Dispensary 
exists,  has  been  to  give  each  patient  a  ticket,  having  on  one  side,  as 
usual,  his  name  and  number,  with  tlie  date,  while  on  the  other  is 
printed  a  short  tract  pointing  the  reader  to  Christ."  Amongst  the 
inmates  of  the  Poor  House  a  few  have  shoAvn  \inusual  interest  in  the 
Gospel.  One  poor  old  man  took  great  pleasure  in  listening  to  the 
Scriptures,  and  died  professing  a  firm  trust  in  Christ  his  Saviour. 
Two  lepers  profess  a  like  faith.  At  Ambala  seven  inmates  of  the 
Blind  and  Leper  Asylum  were  baptized  during  the  year. 

Medicines  and  medical  publications  would  be  of  great  service  to 
Dr.  Newton,  and  are  asked  for  by  him. 


MISSION  IN  SIAM 

Bangkok  ;  on  the  river  Meinam,  twenty-five  miles  from  its  mouth  :  occupied  as 
a  mission  station  in  1840  to  1844,  and  from  1847  to  the  present  time  ;  missionary 
labourers — Rev.  Messrs.  Samuel  R.  House,  M.D.,  Noah  A.  McDonald,  and  Samuel 
C.  George,  and  their  wives;  two  native  Christian  teachers. 

Petcuabori  :  on  the  western  side  of  the  Gidf  of  Siam,  one  hundred  and  fifty  miles 
south-west  from  Bangkok ;  occupied  as  a  mission  station  in  1861 :  missionary  la- 
bourers— Rev.  Samuel  G.  McFarland,  and  Rev.  P.  L.  Garden,  and  their  wives:  one 
licentiate  preacher. 

During  the  year  the  staff  of  missionary  labourers  has  continued 
the  same.     The  Rev.  J.  Wilson  and  family  are  now  on  their  way  t© 
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the   Laos  to  strengthen  that  mission  ;    Mr.  and  Mrs.  Garden  are 
transferred  from  Bangkok  to  Petchaburi. 

A  Year  of  Blessing. 

The  report  of  the  previous  year  opened  with  lamentation,  that 
"  out  of  all  the  souls  constantly  under  and  within  roach  of  Christian 
influence  and  instruction,  not  one  had  been  born  into  the  kingdom 
of  God."  In  the  report  of  this  year  another  note  is  struck,  that  of 
joy  and  rejoicing.  "The  waste  and  barren  soil  we  cultivate  has  at 
last  begun  to  give  signs  of  an  a2)proaching  harvest,  nay,  the  first 
fruits  have  ah-eady  been  gathered.  During  the  past  twelve  months 
more  additions  have  been  made  lo  the  native  church,  than  in  all  the 
previous  years  of  its  history."  This  ingathering  has  invested  their 
work  with  new  interest,  and  brought  with  it  additional  responsi- 
bilities. More  are  now  to  be  trained  in  the  w^ay  of  righteousness, 
while  new  helpers  are  to  be  drawn  from  this  increase  to  the  Church, 
to  influence  those  that  are  without.  "  Measures  have  been  initiated 
to  secure  to  our  church  members,  especially  the  more  promising  and 
best  educated  of  them,  regular  and  systematic  instruction  in  Bible 
truth,  that  they  in  turn  may  teach  others." 

Preaching. — The  Church. 

At  Bangkok  the  regular  Sabbath  service  in  the  mission  chapel  was 
kept  up  through  the  year,  the  congregation  continuing  good.  At 
other  times  and  places  the  Gospel  was  preached  to  all  who  could  be 
brought  under  its  influence.  A  new  chapel  was  opened  in  the  bazaar 
at  Petchaburi,  where  the  missionary  preached  every  Sabbath  morn- 
ing, and  also  during  the  week.  The  flices  of  many  became  familiar 
from  their  steady  attendance.  Two  regular  services  were  held  in  the 
mission  compound  each  Lord's  day ;  one  of  these  was  conducted  by 
the  native  assistant,  and  was  attended  by  the  school  and  by  persons 
connected  w^ith  and  living  near  the  mission  premises.  To  this  church 
four  persons  were  received  on  pi'ofession  of  their  faith,  some  of  whom 
have  encountered  the  fiercest  opposition  of  their  friends.  This  they 
have  borne  in  the  spirit  of  Christ,  and  have  remained  firm  in  their 
attachment  to  him. 

Eleven  persons  were  added  to  the  church  at  Bangkok — nine  males 
and  two  females  ;  of  these  nine  are  or  have  been  pupils  in  the  school. 
Of  this  native  church  the  report  thus  speaks  :  "  With  unusually  clear 
views  of  God's  saving  mercy,  of  Christ's  dying  love  for  sinners,  and 
of  their  need  of  the  Holy  Spirit's  aid,  they  have  manifested  much 
fraternal  love  and  interest  in  sustainins:  meetings  for  conference  and 
prayer.  Indeed  nothing  less  than  a  daily  opportunity  of  meeting  by 
themselves  for  prayer  and  praise,  and  mutual  edification,  could 
satisfy  their  new  born  love  of  spiritual  things,  and  this  daily  prayer- 
meetinjj  has  been  faithfully  sustained  throughout  the  year,  to  their 
evident  growth  in  grace,  and  knowledge,  and  facility  of  utterance, 
as  well  as  in  union  of  heart ;  nor  are  they  indiflTerent  to  the  perishing 
wants  of  those  around  them,  and  we  hope  that  some  will  yet  go 
forth  as  evangelists  among  their  benighted  countrymen." 
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Missionary  Excursions. 

The  Rev.  S.  G.  McFarland,  ofPetchaburi,Tisited  the  surrounding 
country  several  times,  and  preached  Jesus  and  the  resurrection  to 
the  people.  Rev.  S.  C.  Geoi-ge  made  a  trip  to  Raheng,  the  frontier 
town  of  Siam,  with  Rev.  D.  McGilvary  and  his  family,  on  their 
journey  up  the  Meiuam.  Some  two  thousand  books  and  tracts  were 
put  into  the  hands  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  numerous  towns  and 
villages  on  their  route.  Mr.  Garden  visited  the  towns  at  the  N.  E. 
corner  of  the  Gulf  of  Siam,  and  along  the  Bangpakong  river,  and 
distributed  many  hundred  portions  of  Scripture  and  Christian  tracts 
among  those  who  could  read  them. 

Schools. 

The  boarding-school  at  Bangkok  has  been  attended  by  27  boys 
— seven  of  whom  are  day  scholars.  In  addition  to  these  are  four 
girls,  under  instruction  in  mission  families,  and  an  interesting  infant 
class  taught  sewing,  singing,  etc.,  by  two  native  Christian  girls, 
trained  in  the  family  of  Dr.  House.  Besides  reading,  writing,  and 
composition  in  the  vernacular,  nearly  all  the  pupils  study  English. 
A  lesson  in  Scripture  is  daily  recited  by  all.  In  this  school,  the  na- 
tive teacher  and  seven  of  the  pupils  have  professed  their  faith  in 
Christ  and  been  baptized  ;  others  are  candidates  for  baptism. 

Mrs.  McFarland's  school  of  girls  has  been  full  of  encouragement. 
Two  of  the  scholars  were  received  into  the  communion  of  the 
church,  and  the  whole  have  been  attentive  to  the  preaching  of  the 
word  and  the  instructions  of  the  Sabbath-school. 

Mrs.  McDonald  has  regularly  attended  to  a  Sabbath  morning 
class  of  native  females,  seven  of  whom  have  been  gathered  into  a 
reading  class  in  Siamese,  and  have  received  daily  instruction  from 
Mrs.  House. 

The  Press. 

This  is  still  under  the  superintendence  of  Mr.  McDonald.  Among 
its  issues  during  the  year,  are  1,000  copies  of  Ezekiel,  and  2000 
copies  of*the  minor  Prophets,  embracing  in  all  406,000  pages ;  be- 
sides 506,600  pages  of  books  and  tracts. 

The  book  of  Genesis,  translated  by  Mr.  McFarland,  is  now  ready 
for  the  press,  and  the  book  of  Exodus,  translated  by  Mr.  McDon- 
ald, only  waits  a  final  revision. 


MISSION  AMONG  THE  LAOS. 

CaiENG  MAi:  on  the  river  Quee  Ping,  500  miles  north  of  Bangkok ;  occupied  as 
a  mission  station,  1867  ;  missionary  labourers — Rev.  Messrs.  Daniel  McGilvary  and 
Jonathan  Wilson,  and  their  wives  ;  one  native  assistant. 

As  stated  in  the  last  report,  the  Rev.  D.  McGilvary  and  family  had 
set  out  from  Bangkok  to  Chieng-mai,  to  begin  in  the  capital  a  new 
mission.     He  has  been  followed  by  the  Rev.  J.  Wilson  and  wife. 
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The  journey  of  IMr.  McGilvary  was  made  wholly  by  boat,  wliich 
took  89  days,  owing  to  the  lou'  state  of  the  water  and  to  the  rapids 
in  some  portions  of  the  river.  The  missionary  was  not  idle  dur- 
ing this  trip,  but  sought  in  places  to  preach  to  the  people,  as  well  as 
to  the  boatmen  under  his  care,  and  in  this  he  thinks  his  labours 
were  not  in  vain. 

He  was  welcomed  on  his  arrival  at  Ciiieng-raai,  both  by  the 
people  and  the  princes,  Avho  had  provided  a  native  house  for 
him  until  he  was  able  to  build  one  more  suitable  to  his  wants 
and  tastes. 

As  a  matter  of  gratitude  to  the  whole  Church,  he  says:  "I 
found  an  open  door  and  an  inviting  field  of  labour.  There  are  ap- 
parently no  restrictions  placed  uj^on  the  missionaries  in  their  work. 
They  may  visit  the  people,  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  them  in  public 
or  private ;  while  they  have  been  visited  by  a  vast  number  of 
people  of  all  ranks,  from  the  king  and  the  highest  princes  to  the 
lowest  of  the  people." 

While  the  field  is  ojjen,  the  work  is  great  and  arduous.  The  mis- 
sionaries are  in  the  midst  of  heathenism,  far  from  Christian  sym- 
pathy, public  sentiment  and  support.  They  as  yet  stand  alone, 
prince  and  people  at  war  with  the  tenets  they  believe  and  teach. 
They  are  cut  off  from  all  that  is  elevating  and  transforming  in 
Christian  lands — in  churches,  laws,  institutions,  and  Sabbaths,  and 
are  outside  of  the  ordinary  means  of  civilization.  Wherever 
they  look  tliey  see  the  touch,  the  blight  of  idolatry,  with  nothing 
more  encouraging  than  the  readiness  of  the  people  to  listen  to  the 
truth.  Strong  in  the  Lord,  and  firm  in  their  purpose  to  diffuse 
among  the  people  a  purer  civilization  and  a  grander  faith,  they 
have  begun  this  mission,  in  which  they  look  for  support  and  en- 
couragement from  the  Church  at  home.  This  they  have  a  right  to 
expect  and  a  right  to  enjoy. 

A  press  is  needed  to  get  ready  Gospel  truth.  Tracts  have  to  be 
prepared  and  scattered ;  the  Bible  has  to  be  translated.  The  simi- 
larity, however,  of  the  language  to  the  Siamese  will  render  this 
work  comparatively  easy.  When  ready,  this  will  have  to  be  printed 
and  distributed ;  schools  must  be  established  and  the  youth  taught 
the  great  principles  of  truth ;  a  chapel  must  be  built,  as  no  suit- 
able place  for  religious  worship  can  be  had  in  the  city.  To  do  this 
will  require  the  material  and  moi'al  support  of  the  Church,  and  as- 
sured of  this,  help  to  carry  forward  and  sustain  their  initial  efforts 
is  sought. 

Besides  the  capital,  other  important  cities  are  accessible  and 
should  be  occupied.  Towns  and  villages  abound,  and  all  of  them 
open  to  the  missionary  and  the  Church.  The  important  town  of 
Rahaang,  Avith  a  larger  population  than  Petchaburi  and  the  border 
town  of  Siam,  where  Slam  proper  and  the  Laos  provinces  meet  on 
the  north,  should  become  a  mission  station  of  the  Board.  It  has 
peculiar  facilities  for  disseminating  the  Gospel  over  a  considerable 
portion  of  two  or  three  kingdoms,  and  would  be  a  connecting 
link  between  Bangkok  and  Chieng-mai. 
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The  brethren  on  the  field  regard  this  work  as  great  and  difficult, 
but  hopeful.  "  It  should  cause  a  blush  of  shame  that  the  Gospel 
has  been  so  long  withheld  from  this  widely  extended,  numerous, 
and  interesting  people.  It  should  touch  a  responsive  chord  in 
every  Christian  heart  to  know,  that  henceforth,  by  their  support 
and  co-operation,  our  Saviour's  life  and  love  and  sufferings  and 
death  are  to  be  made  known  in  another  language,  that  another  race 
has  the  overtures  of  mercy  made  to  them;  and  that  another  sta- 
tion has  been  occupied  in  the  great  missionary  map,  by  a  feeble  band 
of  that  great  army  which,  going  forth  in  the  Saviour's  name  and  by 
his  authority,  must  effect  the  final  overthrow  of  Satan's  kingdom." 


MISSIONS  m   CHINA. 

Canton  Mission. 

Caxton  :  OQ  the  Canton  River,  70  miles  from  the  sea  ;  occupied  Jis  a  mission  sta- 
tion in  1845  ;  missionary  labourers — the  Rev.  Messrs.  Charles  F.  Preston  and  Arthur 
Folsom,  and  their  wives  ;  John  G.  Kerr,  M.D.,  and  his  wife  ;  Rev.  Henry  V.  Noyes  ; 
Miss  Henrietta  Noyes,  teacher  ;  five  native  Cliristian  assistants,  two  of  whom  are 
female  Bible  visitors.  In  (his  coimtry :  Rev.  Messrs.  Ira  M.  Condit  and  Andrew  P. 
Happer,  D.D. 

Ningpo  Mission. 

NiNGPo:  on  the  Ningpo  River,  12  miles  from  the  sea;  occupied  as  a  mission  sta- 
tion in  1844  ;  missionary  labourers — D.  B.  McCaitee,  M.D.,  Rev.  Josepli  A,  Leyeu- 
berger,  and  their  wives  ;  native  Cliristian  assistants — \le\.'blcsivi.  Zla-Ying-toiig, 
Bao  Kwovr/  hy,  and  Uoh  Cong-eng,  two  licentiate  preachers,  and  eijjht  other  helpers. 

Hangcoow  :  the  provincial  capital  of  Chckiang,  1 50  miles  northwest  from  Ningpo ; 
occupied  as  a  mission  station  in  18CC;  missionary  labourers — Rev.  Messrs.  David 
D.  Green,  and  Samuel  Dodd,  and  their  wives  ;  Rev.  John  Butler;  native  Christian 
assistants — Rev.  Tsiavg  Niangkwc,  and  five  other  helpers. 

Several  Out-Stations,  in  the  long,  narrow  district  of  country  extending  from 
Ningpo,  northwest  to  Hangchow,  and  at  Baoko-tah  and  vicinity,  a  few  miles  south- 
east of  Ningpo;  occupied  by  native  labourers,  enumerated  above. 

Shanghai  Mission. 

Shanghai:  on  the  "Woosung  River,  14  miles  from  the  sea ;  occupied  as  a  mission 
station  in  1850 ;  missionary  labourers — Rev.  Messrs?.  John  M.  W.  Farnham  and  John 
Wherry,  and  their  wives;  Mr.  William  Gamble,  printer;  Rev.  Mr.  Bau,  eight 
other  native  Christian  assistants,  and  a  native  Bible  woman  for  a  part  of  the  year. 

Shantung  Mission. 

Tdngchow  :  on  the  coast,  55  miles  from  Chefoo ;  occupied  as  a  mission  station  in 
1861 ;  missionary  labourers — Rev.  Messrs.  Charles  R.  Mills  and  Calvin  W.  Mateer, 
and  their  wives ;  three  native  Christian  assistants;  Miss  M.  J,  Brown,  teacher. 

CnEFOo:  the  chief  foreign  port  of  the  province  of  Shantung;  occupied  as  amis- 
sion station  in  1862;  missionary  labourers  —  Rev.  Hunter  Corbett  and  his  wife; 
Miss  C  B.  Downing,  teacher;  two  native  Christian  assistants.  In  this  country: 
Rev.  John  L.  Nevius  and  his  wife. 

Peking  Mission. 

Peking:  the  capital  of  the  country;  occupied  as  a  missionary  station  in  1863  : 
missionary  labourers — Rev.  Messrs.  W.  A.  P.  Martin,  D.D.,  and  William  T. 
Morrison,  and  their  wives ;  one  native  Christian  assistant. 
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Tlie  death  of  Mrs.  Cyntbia  Noyes,  wife  of  the  Rev.  PT.  V.  Noycs, 
is  gi'eatly  lamented.  Her  heart  was  in  her  Avork,  and  she  was  quali- 
fied to  be  useful  in  a  high  degree.  Her  departure  from  this  life  was 
eminently  peaceful.  The  connection  of  Mrs.  Mary  L.  French  with 
the  Board  ceased  upon  her  marriage  in  March,  1867  ;  she  retains  the 
kind  regards  of  her  missionary  friends.  The  Eev.  Andrew  P. 
Happer,  D.D.,  returned  to  this  country  in  July,  on  a  visit  to  provide 
for  the  education  of  his  motherless  children.  He  has  since  been 
actively  engaged  in  presenting  the  cause  of  missions  in  many  of  the 
churches.  Dr.  J.  G.  Kerr  and  his  wife  made  a  visit  to  England,  and 
afterwards  to  this  counti-y,  for  the  benefit  of  Mrs.  Kerr's  health ; 
having  in  a  good  measure  gained  this  object,  they  embarked  for 
Canton,  November  1st,  and  arrived  there  in  January.  The  Rev.  Ira 
M.  Condit  is  still  in  this  country,  but  is  not  drawing  his  support 
from  the  Board ;  he  has  not  felt  prepared  to  go  back  to  his  labours 
at  Canton,  where  they  would  be  highly  prized.  The  Rev.  John  L. 
Nevius  and  his  wife  have  also  been  delayed  in  their  return  to  their 
former  labours ;  the  health  of  Mrs.  Nevius  has  not  heretofore  war- 
ranted their  going  back,  though  they  hope  to  return  in  a  few 
months.  Mr.  Nevius  has  continued  to  plead  for  the  cause  of  mis- 
sions effectively  in  many  churches.  The  Rev.  William  T.  Morrison 
and  his  wife  embarked  for  China  in  February,  with  health  in  a  good 
degree  restored ;  at  their  request,  and  that  of  Dr.  Martin,  thay  have 
been  ti'ansferred  from  the  Ningpo  to  the  Peking  mission,  where  the 
colder  climate  will  prove  beneficial.  The  Rev.  John  Butler  went  out 
at  the  same  time  with  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Kerr,  to  join  the  Ningpo  mission, 
and  arrived  in  January.  Miss  Noyes  also  went  out  imder  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Kerr's  care,  to  be  a  teacher  in  the  Canton  mission,  and  to  have 
her  home  with  her  brother. 

On  the  decision  of  the  Committee  to  occupy  Hangchow,  the  Rev. 
S.  Dodd  and  his  family  joined  the  Rev.  D.  D.  Green  and  his  family 
in  the  duties  of  this  station.  It  was  contemplated  to  make  Hang- 
chow the  principal  station  of  the  Ningpo  mission,  mainly  under  the 
impression  that  its  climate  would  prove  favourable  to  the  health  of 
the  mission  families,  and  directions  were  given  for  the  transfer  of 
some  of  the  work  of  Ningpo  to  Hangchow;  afterwards,  several 
causes  led  to  a  partial  change  of  these  plans.  As  the  case  stands, 
the  Committee  view  with  satisfaction  the  prospect  of  the  missionary 
work  being  conducted  with  vigour  at  both  these  cities.  The  blessing 
of  the  Lord  has  evidently  rested  on  the  labours  of  the  brethren  in 
both. 

Nearly  all  the  churches  have  received  new  members  during  the 
year,  and  the  increase  has  been  truly  encouraging.  All  the  members 
received  were  admitted  on  the  profession  of  their  faith  in  Christ,  ex- 
cepting twelve  who  were  received  by  letters  of  dismission  from  other 
churches;  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  three  of  these  were  from  the 
Chinese  church  in  San  Francisco.  A  considerable  number  of  the 
new  converts  were  connected  with  the  schools  of  the  mission,  a  class 
of  converts  full  of  promise ;  but  many  were  persons  not  previously 
connected  with  the  missionaries  in  any  way.    Many  were  brought  to

the  Saviour  by  the  native  brethren  ;  the  labours  of  the  native  min- 
isters appear  to  have  been  ahnost  specially  blest  in  this  respect. 
Among  the  new  chinch  members  are  some  who  are  aged  persons, 
and  one  who  was -formerly  a  fortune-teller.  In  a  few  cases,  the  ex- 
ercise of  discipline  was  necessary,  and  one  church  men^ber  is  re- 
ported as  still  under  suspension.  In  some  places,  as  at  Shanghai  and 
Peking,  applications  for  admission  to  the  church  were  made,  action 
on  which  it  was  deemed  best  to  postpone ;  all  the  missionaries  wish 
to  receive  as  members  only  "  such  as  shall  be  saved."  A  few  of  the 
communicants  died  during  the  year  ;  Dr.  Martin  reports  particularly 
the  death  of  two  aged  men  at  Peking — "  both  were  Tartars,  men  of 
respectable  character,  but  poor.  They  embraced  the  gospel  with 
intelligent  faith  ;  and  while  it  cheered  the  brief  twilight  of  life's 
evening,  there  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  it  proved  to  them  the 
harbinger  of  an  endless  day." 

The  following  table  gives  the  returns  of  church  members.  These 
figures  will  probably  be  fouml  to  differ  in  some  particulars  from  the 
Presbyterial  reports,  inasmuch  as  they  do  not  embrace  the  same 
time.

The  building  of  a  church  at  Yuyiao  has  been  completed,  and  it  was 
dedicated  to  the  worship  if  God  under  circumstances  of  much  inter- 
est. All  the  members  of  Presbytery  took  a  part  in  the  services,  and 
it  was  crowded  by  attendants  at  each  service.  This  church  was  built 
chiefly  by  the  generous  gifts  of  $1 200,  by  Mr.  William  Rankin,  of  New- 
ark, N.  J.,  and  of  $500,  by  Mr.  John  Morrison,  of  New  York,  who  feel 
a  sj)ecial  interest  in  this  mission  from  having  each  had  a  beloved  son 
connected  with  it.  The  little  building  used  for  a  church  at  Bao-ko- 
tah  being  too  small  for  the  congregation,  a  chapel  was  opened  at  a 
village  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  distant  from  the  former;  the  atten- 
dance of  hearers  of  the  gospel  was  thereby  largely  increased.  At 
Canton  a  chapel  in  connection  with  the  new  hospital  buildings  was 
erected,  with  funds  appropriated  by  the  Medical  Missionary  Society ; 
it  is  a  very  neat  building,  eighty  feet  in  length  by  twenty-eight  in 
width;  verandah  in  front,  twelve  feet  by  twenty-eight;  chapel 
proper,  fifty  feet  by  twenty-eight ;  dispensary  in  the  rear,  eighteen 
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feet  by  eighteen,  and  a  small  room,  eighteen  feet  by  twelve.  It  was 
opened  in  September,  and  affords  an  interesling  sphere  of  Christian 
effort.  Besides  regular  services  on  the  Sabbath  and  week  days, 
morning  worship  is  conducted,  which  is  attended  by  hospital  patients 
and  others.  In  Peking  a  second  chapel  has  been  opened,  on  a  more 
public  street,  which  secures  an  increased  attendance.  At  Chefoo 
also  a  chapel  has  been  built,  which  is  spoken  of  as  "  neat  and  sub- 
stantial;" it  cost  about  81000,  and  towards  its  erection  liberal 
gifts  were  made  both  by  foreigners  and  natives  at  that  city. 
The  gifts  of  the  native  church  members,  Mr.  Corl>ett  says,  were 
most  liberal,  "  yea,  and  beyond  their  power,"  in  the  case  of  some. 
In  general,  it  may  be  stated  that  the  attendance  of  hearers  at  the 
places  of  worship  is  increasing;  in  some  places,  as  at  the  Treasury 
Street  Chapel,  Canton,  large  and  attentive  audiences  are  usually 
present. 

The  brethren  also  preach  the  gospel  by  the  wayside,  but  their  re- 
ports do  not  speak  of  extended  tours  for  this  purpose,  excepting  in 
Shantung.  In  this  province  journeys  w^ere  made  by  two  of  the 
brethren,  and  by  some  of  the  native  helpers,  during  which  the  way 
of  salvation  was  made  known  to  many,  both  orally  and  by  books 
and  tracts  distributed.  Particulars  of  these  missionary  tours  have 
been  given  to  some  extent  in  the  periodicals  of  the  Board.  The  way 
is  evidently  open  for  this  kind  of  work. 

Mission  Schools. 

The  educational  work  of  these  missions  continues  to  reach  a 
selected  list  of  scholars,  rather  than  large  numbers,  and  is  conducted 
with  primary  reference  to  its  bringing  forward  native  assistants  for 
missionary  service.  An  apparent  exception  is  found  in  the  Govern- 
ment College  at  Peking,  in  which  Dr.  Martin  has  accepted  an 
appointment  as  a  professor.  The  establishment  of  this  college,  for 
imparting  instruction  in  the  learning  of  western  nations  to  influential 
young  men  from  different  parts  of  the  empire,  is  one  of  the  most 
remarkable  proofs  of  the  emancipation  of  the  Chinese  rulers  from 
their  old  restrictive  policy  towards  foreign  nations.  Dr.  Martin  con- 
fidently expects  to  make  his  new  position  tributary  to  his  main 
object,  while  it  will  not  materially  lessen  his  usual  labours,  as  a  mis- 
sionary. The  working  of  this  college  is  an  interesting  experiment, 
and  one  which  every  friend  of  true  progress  will  hope  may  be  suc- 
cessful. In  the  schools  heretofore  reported,  the  transfer  of  the  boys' 
boarding  school  from  Ningpo  to  llangchow  may  be  mentioned, 
where  it  will  continue  under  the  efficient  charge  of  Mr.  Dodd; 
having  been  kept  at  Ningpo  most  of  the  year,  its  scholars  are  re- 
ported in  connection  with  that  station.  In  all  the  boarding  schools, 
much  encouragement  has  attended  the  instructions  and  Christian  in- 
fluence of  the  missionaries ;  in  most,  if  not  all,  some  of  the  pupils 
have  been  led  to  the  Saviour,  and  made  a  profession  of  his  name.  In 
the  Shanghai  schools,  nearly  all  the  scholars  applied  for  admission  to 
the  church,  and  a  considerable  number  were  received.  The  little 
training  school  at  Canton  is  an  object  of  special  interest ;  it  contains 
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but  six  scholars,  but  these  are  all  young  men  who  are  seeking  pre- 
paration for  the  ministry  of  the  gospel,  and  two  of  them  have  come 
from  distant  places,  one  of  them  from  California,  with  this  object  in 
view.  "Thoy  give  much  promise  of  usefulness.  Three  of  them 
already  speak  occasionally  in  the  chapels.  Of  these,  one  has  com- 
mitted to  memory  the  whole  of  the  New  Testament,  and  consider- 
able portions  of  the  Old ;  he  is  a  very  pleasant  speaker,  and  apt  in 
expounding  the  Scriptures."  The  girls'  schools  at  Canton  were  given 
up  when  !Mrs.  French  removed  from  that  city.  In  the  boarding 
schools,  the  ladies  at  several  stations  have  spent  much  of  their  time 
and  labour,  and  with  the  happiest  results.  The  good  work  of  Mrs. 
McCartee,  Mrs.  Farnliam,  Mrs.  Mateer,  Mrs.  Mills,  and  Miss  Down- 
ing, in  the  schools  at  their  respective  stations,  has  been  greatly 
efficient.  The  instruction  imparted  to  Chinese  women  by  them,  and 
by  other  ladies,  signally  exemplifies  the  important  influence  exerted 
by  women  in  the  spread  of  the  gospel — not  less  by  those  who  are 
married,  perhaps  even  more,  than  by  those  who  are  free  from  family 
cares;  but  in  this  country  the  door  seems  to  be  opening  for  the  suc- 
cessful work  of  ladies  of  both  classes.

Pnnting —  Works  for  the  Press. 

The  printing  press  of  Shanghai,  under  Mr,  Gamble's  charge,  is 
still  doing  a  good  worlc.  The  number  of  pages  printed  last  year 
was  24,614,350,  a  much  larger  number  than  in  the  preceding  year. 
The  sacred  Scriptures  formed  the  largest  share  of  these  issues ; 
eighteen  religious  tracts  were  printed,  including  one  in  Japanese  ; 
and  several  larger  works  were  carried  through  the  press,  chief 
among  which  was  Dr.  Hepburn's  Japanese  and  English  Dictionary, 
referred  to  in  the  report  of  the  mission  to  Japan.  As  the  greater 
part  of  Mr,  Gamble's  satisfactory  report  of  the  operation  of  the 
press  was  published  in  the  Record  of  March,  further  particulars 
need  not  be  given  in  this  place.  The  Committee  express  their  con- 
tinued conviction  both  of  the  importance  of  this  missionary  agenc}'' 
to  the  cause  of  Christ  in  China,  and  of  the  efficiency  with  which  it 
is  conducted. 
3 
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Medical  Missionary  WorJc. 

In  the  absence  of  Dr.  Kerr,  part  of  the  year,  the  medical  duties 
of  the  hospital  of  Canton  were  performed,  free  of  charge,  by  Dr. 
Wong,  a  Chinese  physician,  who  was  educated  in  the  United  States 
and  Scotland.  The  statistics  of  the  hospital  were  as  follows  :  Pre- 
scribed for  during  the  year — out-patients,  29,924 ;  in-patients,  745. 
The  completion  of  the  hospital  buildings,  erected  by  the  Medical 
Missionary  Society,  gives  greatly  better  facilities  for  administering 
relief  to  the  sick  and  afflicted,  who  go  much  abound  in  eastern 
cities. 

At  Ningpo,  Dr.  McCartee  continued  to  give  a  part  of  his  time 
to  medical  labours,  though  chiefly  occupied  with  other  kinds  of 
missionary  work.  He  did  not  feel  at  liberty  to  comply  with  urgent 
and  repeated  requests  to  take  the  medical  care  of  the  foreign  resi- 
dents at  that  city,  lest  it  should  interfere  with  his  main  object  as  a 
missionary ;  but  he  ministered  to  the  relief  of  many  native  patients, 
especially  among  the  native  Christians  and  their  friends,  and  pre- 
scribed on  certain  days  at  a  dispensary  which  he  opened  at  one  of 
the  out-stations.  The  brethren  highly  value  his  medical  services 
in  their  own  families,  and  as  auxiliary  to  the  work  of  missions 
among  the  Chinese. 

The  foregoing  narrative  shows  that  the  work  of  the  Lord  in 
China,  as  promoted  by  these  missions,  has  made  encouraging  pro- 
gress in  the  last  year.  The  additions  to  the  churches  are  a  signal 
proof  of  this;  a  larger  number  of  converts  is  reported  as  having 
been  baptized  than  in  any  preceding  year,  of  all  classes  from  early 
youth  to  advanced  age.  The  conversion  of  promising  youths  and 
the  training  of  young  men  for  the  ministry  of  the  Gospel  are  also 
to  be  regarded  as  special  marks  of  the  divine  blessing.  For  such 
blessings  and  many  others,  the  friends  of  these  missions  cannot  be 
too  grateful.  Let  it  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  only  one  min- 
ister of  the  Gospel  has  been  sent  out  by  the  Board  as  a  new  mis- 
sionary during  the  year.  One  of  the  former  missionaries  has  re- 
tm-ned  to  China,  keeping  up  the  number  reported  last  year ;  his 
wife  and  another  lady  as  a  teacher,  are  also  to  be  included  in  the 
number  of  esteemed  missionaries,  but  they  only  replace  one  choice 
labourer  removed  by  death,  .and  another  withdrawn  from  China  by 
her  marriage.  It  is  sad  and  afilicting  to  have  to  make  such  a  state- 
ment as  this  concerning  so  vast  a  lield  of  labour,  and  concerning 
missions  which  have  been  so  remarkably  prospered  from  on  high. 
The  Committee  hope,  however,  in  answer  to  the  prayers  of  the 
churches  that  more  labourers  will  soon  be  sent  forth  to  reap  this 
great  harvest.  And  they  trust  that  prayer  will  still  be  made  for 
the  calling  forth  of  native  ministers,  whose  service  is  so  essential  to 
the  progress  of  the  Gospel  among  the  Chinese.  The  great  favour 
of  God  in  the  gift  of  such  excellent  native  brethren  as  have  been 
already  admitted  to  the  ministry,  should  encourage  large  expecta- 
tions in  this  respect. 
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Yokohama  ;  on  the  bay,  a  few  miles  below  Yedo;  mission  commenced  in  1859  ; 
missionary  labourers — James  G.  Hepburn,  M.D.,  and  his  wife  ;  Rer.  David  Thomp- 
son. 

The  work  of  this  mission  has  been  steadily  continued.  Ser- 
vices on  the  Sabbath  have  been  conducted  regularly  by  Mr.  Thomp- 
son and  one  of  the  brethren  of  the  Reformed  (Dutch)  Mission ; 
these  services  have  not  been  attended  by  many  of  the  Japanese ;  but 
it  is  one  of  the  marked  signs  of  a  new  order  of  things  that  they 
should  be  attended  by  any,  or  held  at  all.  Medical  practice  has  been 
kept  up  at  the  dispensary,  as  an  auxiliary  to  the  religious  object  of 
the  mission,  and  about  thirty  patients  a  day,  on  an  average,  have 
been  prescribed  for.  Eight  medical  students  have  been  under  in- 
struction, some  of  "vvhom  are  now  able  to  render  Dr.  Hepburn 
much  assistance  in  his  work,  and  all  of  whom,  it  may  be  hoped,  will 
bear  witness  in  influential  positions  among  their  countrymen  to  the 
benevolent  fruits  of  the  Christian  religion.  Through  the  liberality 
of  English  and  American  friends,  these  medical  labours  have  in- 
volved no  expense  to  the  Board,  The  English  and  Japanese  Dic- 
tionary by  Dr.  Hepburn  has  been  finished,  and  this  handsome  vol- 
ume, which  does  credit  to  the  Shanghai  mission  press,  will  be  a  monu- 
ment to  its  author's  seven  years  of  patient  labour,  and  to  his  liter- 
ary attainments,  while  it  will  prove  of  much  service  to  new  mission- 
aries and  others  in  learning  the  Japanese  language.  The  first  tract 
in  Japanese  has  been  printed,  a  translation  of  Dr.  McCartee's  Chinese 
tract,  "  An  Easy  Introduction  to  Christianity."  The  missionaries  of 
the  Board  and  other  brethren  are  now  engaged  in  translating  the 
Sacred  Scriptures  into  the  language  of  the  Japanese,  and  the  Gos- 
pel of  Matthew  was  nearly  completed  at  the  last  advices. 

Thus  the  missionary  work  in  this  country  is  beginning  to  occupy 
a  place  in  the  sight  of  the  people,  and  it  is  becoming  apparent  that 
the  long  cherished  opposition  to  Christianity  is  not  likely  to  be  much 
longer  maintained.  The  time  has  come  when  the  number  of  mis- 
sionary labourers  should  be  increased,  and  the  plans  of  the  Christian 
Church  for  the  evangelization  of  this  country  should  be  placed  on  a 
broad  basis.  It  is  for  the  salvation  of  a  people  nearly  as  numerous 
as  the  inhabitants  of  all  our  States,  that  the  entire  Protestant 
Church  has  sent  but  a  handful  of  men — not  half  a  score !  The 
Romanist  missionary  force  is  much  larger  in  number,  embracing 
priests,  teachers,  nuns,  etc.,  and  it  is  supported  by  the  political  in- 
fluence of  French  ofiicials ;  but  our  missionary  Boards  need  not 
indulge  apprehensions  of  the  restoration  of  Romanism  in  Japan,  if 
they  will  but  zealously  use  the  divinely  appointed  means  for  the  en- 
lightenment of  the  people. 

The  missionaries  have  recommended  the  forming  of  new  stations 
at  Yedo  and  one  or  two  other  cities  ;  but  in  the  i^i'esent  disturbed 
condition  of  the  interior  of  the  country,  it  is  prudent  to  delay 
taking  any  measures  of  this  kind.     Two  brethren  are  under  appoint- 
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mcnt  as  missionaries  to  this  country,  one  of  whom  and  his  wife  will 
probably  go  out  early  in  May.  If  men  and  tlie  means  of  tlieir  sup- 
port were  furnished,  the  Committee  would  consider  it  wise  to  sta- 
tion three  or  four  missionaries  at  each  of  not  less  than  two  cities, 
giving  the  brethren  the  advantage  of  co  operation  in  their  labours  ; 
and  it"  they  could  be  sent  soon,  to  enter  on  the  study  of  the  lan- 
guage, they  would  probably  find  ample  opportunities,  by  the  time 
they  were  prepared,  of  engaging  in  the  usual  kinds  of  missionary 
work.     Why  should  not  men  be  sent  out  without  delay? 


MLSSrOJV  TO  THE  CHINESE  IN  CALIFORNIA. 

Sas  Francisco;  mission  commencecl,  1852;  Rev.  Augustus  W.  Looniis;  one  na- 
tive assistant;  one  native  colporteur,  for  six  months. 

Mr.  Loomis  has  been  steadily  engaged  in  his  usual  labours 
throughout  the  year.  Though  far  from  being  firm  in  health,  he  has 
kept  up  the  services  in  the  mission  chapel — public  worship,  Sab- 
bath-school, and  prayer  meetings  ;  visited  the  Chinese  in  San  Francis- 
co— residents,  emigrants  arriving  from  and  many  returning  to  China  ; 
and  made  journeys  into  the  interior  to  look  after  the  Chmese  scat- 
tered in  many  different  places,  several  thousands  of  them  being  em- 
23loyed  as  labourers  in  building  the  Pacific  Railroad.  Thus,  in 
labours  he  has  been  abundant,  '•  more  abundant  "  indeed,  it  is  feai'- 
ed  by  his  friends,  than  his  strength  Avill  justify.  He  has  also  em- 
ployed his  pen  in  the  service  of  the  Chinese,  not  only  in  articles  for 
the  missionary  periodicals,  but  in  preparing  a  volume  of  great  value, 
which  has  been  published  under  the  title  of  "Confucius  and  the 
Chinese  Classics."  The  Committee  cannot  but  express  their  ap- 
proval of  the  earnest  labours  of  the  missionary,  and  their  hope  that 
his  health  may  not  give  way  ;  they  feel  assured  that  he  will  be  sup- 
ported by  the  sympathy  and  ])rayers  of  the  churches. 

As  to  the  work  of  this  mission,  it  is  in  some  respects  peculiarly 
discouraging  in  its  circumstances.  It  has  to  be  carried  on  amongst 
men  chietly, — the  Chinese  not  bringing  their  families  with  them; 
and  it  is  conducted  amongst  people  whose  sole  object  is  to  make 
money,  expecting  then  to  return  to  their  native  land ;  they  are 
not  only  adventurers,  but  unsettled  and  fluctuating,  coming  and 
going  like  the  motion  of  the  tide.  To  make  an  impression  on 
such  persons  in  favour  of  a  new  religion  would  seem  to  be 
almost  hopeless  ;  yet  it  has  been  found  practicable  to  impart 
much  Christian  knowledge  to  many  of  them ;  and  though  during 
the  last  year  no  additions  were  made  to  the  church,  the  grace  of 
God  has  been  displayed  in  the  exemplary  walk  of  the  church 
members.  Some  of  them  have  been  widely  separated  from  the 
church  in  San  Francisco,  and  it  is  of  special  interest  to  note  that 
two  of  them  are  now  in  Canton,  one  pursuing  studies  under  the 
instruction  of  our  brethren,  and  the  second  expecting  to  enter 
the  same  class,  to  fit  them  for  usefulness  in  the  ministry,  if  the 
Lord    will.      For  other   particulars   concerning  this  little   church, 
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and  also  concerning  tlie  general  interests  of  the  mission,  refer- 
ence is  made  to  Mr.  Loomis'  report  in  the  Record  of  April.  The 
number  of  church  members,  as  reported  last  year,  was  twelve. 
There  have  been  inquirers,  who  seemed  to  be  not  far  from  the  king- 
dom of  God. 

]Mr.  Loomis  is  able  to  give  a  good  account  of  the  labours  of  his 
Chinese  assistant,  and  the  colporteur's  work,  it  is  hoped,  was  not 
in  vain.  A  very  liberal  donation  of  $500  was  made  by  two  ladies 
in  Connecticut,  to  increase  the  force  of  native  labourers  under  the 
superintendence  of  the  missionary,  and  special  interest  is  felt  in 
auxiliaries  of  this  kind.  The  churches  should  pray  that  native  mis- 
sionary labourers  may  be  raised  up  for  this  field,  as  well  as  for  all 
the  countries  in  which  our  missions  are  established. 

As  still  the  only  agency  directly  employed  by  the  Christian  Church 
for  the  salvation  of  our  Chinese  countrymen,  this  mission  should  be 
regarded  with  deep  interest.  It  is  a  bond  connecting  the  Church 
with  tens  of  thousands  of  heathens,  brought  to  our  Pacific  States 
by  Providence;  let  this  bond  be  made  strong  and  life-giving  by  the 
prayers  of  the  people  of  God  for  the  outpouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
alike  on  the  missionary  and  his  assistants,  on  the  church  members 
and  inquirers,  and  on  the  Chinese  at  large.  Thereby  the  greatest 
of  all  blessings  may  be  gained  by  these  emigrants,  while  they  are 
seeking  nothing  higher  than  earthly  riches  ;  and  thereby  the  know- 
ledge of  the  great  salvation  will  be  carried  far  into  the  interior  of 
their  native  country  by  the  refluent  tide  ;  while  those  who  remain 
in  this  country  will  then  be  an  element  of  our  population,  not  to  be 
feared,  but  to  be  desired  and  welcomed. 

MISSIONS  m  PAPAL  EUROPE. 

In  the  Roman  Catholic  States  of  Europe,  the  Gospel  is  almost 
unknown  among  the  masses  of  the  people.  They  do  not  read  the 
Sacred  Scriptures ;  they  are  not  taught  in  the  churches  the  way  of 
salvation  by  faith  in  our  blessed  Saviour;  but  they  hear  and  see 
much  of  the  worship  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  and  are  led  to  believe 
that  the  observance  of  certain  religious  ceremonies,  as  performed 
by  the  priests,  will  secure  for  them  the  pardon  of  sin,  peace  with 
God,  and  evei'lasting  life.  Coupled  with  this  ignorance  of  true 
Christianity  among  the  masses  is  the  scepticism  and  materialism 
of  many  amongst  the  educated  classes,  their  unbelief  being  an 
attempt  to  escape  from  the  debasing  power  of  superstition.  The 
few  spiritually  enlightened  persons, — a  few  in  Belgium,  still  fewer 
in  Italy,  hardly  any  in  Spain  and  Portugal,  but  few  in  Austria 
and  the  German  Roman  Catholic  States,  and  not  a  large  number 
in  France,  as  compared  with  the  whole  population  of  these  nations 
respectively,  —  Avho  have  been  led  by  the  Holy  Spirit  to  look 
unto  Christ  alone  for  salvation,  may  be  regarded  as  sustaining 
to  their  countrymen  very  much  the  same  relations  as  the  Hindu 
and    the    Chinese    converts  bear   to   the    masses   of   their   own 
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people.  They  are  the  true  "  native  Christians  "  of  Papal  Europe, 
called  to  bear  witness  unto  Christ  among  their  countrymen  ;  and 
they  can  best  use  all  proper  means  of  extending  the  knowledge 
of  the  Gospel  in  their  respective  countries.  This  they  are  doing 
with  some  degree  of  earnestness,  and  with  much  to  encourage 
the  work  of  their  hands ;  but  they  labour  under  the  disadvantage 
of  being  not  only  few  in  number,  but  for  the  most  part  without 
sufficient  pecuniary  ability  to  meet  the  expense  of  such  Chris 
tian  labours.  On  the  other  hand,  there  are  among  these  evan- 
gelical men,  many  of  the  best  minds  of  Europe,  highly  educated, 
admirably  qualified  for  the  work  of  evangelization  in  all  its  depart- 
ments. If  such  men  were  in  Siam,  of  which  the  population  is  about 
the  same  as  that  of  Belgium,  or  in  Japan,  Avhose  inhabitants 
almost  equal  those  of  France,  the  Protestant  churches  of  other 
countries  might  well  rejoice  to  send  them,  not  foreign  mission- 
aries, but  ample  pecuniary  means  for  the  increased  support  of 
their  missionary  work.  It  is  on  this  theory  of  the  case  that  our 
Church  has  for  more  than  twenty  years  taken  some  ])art,  far  too 
small,  indeed,  in  the  work  of  promoting  the  interests  of  religion 
in  Europe. 

The  remittances  made  for  this  purpose  during  the  last  year  are 
])articularly  stated  in  the  Treasurer's  Report.  The  Committee 
must  again  express  their  regret  that  these  sums  were  not  much 
larger  in  amount ;  but  they  are  glad  to  be  enabled  to  render  any 
aid  to  this  work.  For  detailed  information  concerning  it,  reference 
must  be  made  to  the  missionary  periodicals  and  the  Aveekly  re- 
ligious newspapers. 

The  Annual  Reports  of  the  Committees  of  Evangelization  in 
Brussels,  Paris,  and  Geneva,  and  of  the  venerable  Waldensian 
Synod's  missionary  work  in  Italy,  contain  much  to  encour- 
age the  people  of  God.  They  show  that  ministers,  evangelists, 
teachers  and  colpo7*teurs,  to  the  number  of  several  hundreds,  in  all, 
are  faithfully  making  known  the  way  of  salvation ;  that  the  Scrip- 
tures and  religious  tracts  are  widely  circulated ;  that  new  ground 
is  occupied  at  Venice,  amongst  other  places,  where  a  few  years 
ago  nothing  of  this  kind  was  practicable,  but  where  now  marked 
success  attends  this  movement;  and  that  the  theological  schools 
for  the  training  of  candidates  for  the  ministry  are  still  conducted 
with  efficiency.  Besides  these  evangelistic  agencies,  the  political 
and  military  events  of  the  times,  the  progress  of  commerce  and 
the  opening  of  the  Great  Exhibition  at  Paris  last  summer,  have 
all  had  much  to  do  in  spreading  knowledge  favorable  to  religious 
liberty  among  European  nations ;  men  that  are  wise  to  understand 
the  signs  of  tiie  times  will  recognize  in  these  things  the  hand  o  f 
Providence,  preparing  the  way  for  the  triumphs  of  the  Gospel. 
These  are  matters  of  great  moment,  some  of  which  it  may  not  be 
easy  now  to  understand,  such  as  the  apparent  respite  from  over- 
throw of  the  temporal  })Ower  of  the  Pope,  Avho  was  again  upheld 
in  Rome  by  French  military  intervention,  perhaps  only  to  make 
the  fall  of  this  power  the  more  signal  in  the  end ;  but  the  numerous 
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cases  recorded  in  the  publications  of  the  Evangelical  Committees, 
of  souls  brought  from  the  bondage  of  superstitious  idolatry  to  the 
liberty  with  which  Christ  makes  his  people  free,  are  proofs  incon- 
testable of  the  blessing  of  God  on  the  missionary  work  of  bis 
people  in  these  lands.  One  of  these  incidents  may  be  cited,  in 
concluding  this  account  of  Missions  in  Papal  Europe — the  conver- 
sion of  a  nun  in  Belgium.  Not  finding  peace  in  the  convent,  she 
obtained  permission  to  leave  it,  still  feeling  bound  by  her  vows, 
and  remaining  a  zealous  Roman  Catholic.     Invited  by  a  woman 

who  attended  the  Flemish  chapel  in ,  she  went  once  to  the 

Protestant  place  of  worship ;  her  heart  was  opened  to  receive  the 
truth,  and  she  found  rest  in  Jesus.  Soon  afterwards  she  wrote 
to  the  pastor  as  follows:  "I  have  the  conviction  that  I  am  justi- 
fied by  the  sufferings,  the  death,  and  the  perfect  obedience  of  my 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  became  sin  for  me,  and  offered  himself  in 
sacrifice  for  me,  a  poor  sinner,  that  he  might  pay  all  my  debts, 
and  blot  out  all  my  sins  by  his  blood,  and  thus  satisfy  the  law  of 
God.  Oh !  if  I  could  love  my  Redeemer  as  I  so  earnestly  desire 
to  do !  .  .  .  Oh  !  what  can  I  do  for  him  !  Honoured  pastor,  I  am 
convinced  that  Mary  and  the  saints  have  no  power,  and  can  neither 
obtain  nor  merit  anything  for  us ;  and  I  know  that  their  images 
are  only  idols,  and  those  who  profess  them  are  idolaters ;  tlierefore 
I  wish  to  purify  my  heart  and  my  house  from  these  objects."  At 
her  invitation  the  minister  and  a  Bible-reader  were  afterwards  pre- 
sent, when  "  she  gathered  together  her  former  idols,  to  the  number 
of  sixteen,  large  and  small,  and  broke  them  with  a  hammer,  giv- 
ing thanks  to  God  for  the  signal  favour  .which  in  his  mercy  he 
had  granted  her." 
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New  York  :  Rev.  John  Neander. 

Mr.  Neander's  labours  have  been  continued  as  in  former  years. 
He  reports  no  striking  feature  of  his  work  among  the  Jews,  so 
far  as  making  a  profession  of  faith  in  Christ  by  baptism  is  con- 
cerned ;  but  some  are  occasionally  present  at  the  public  services  in 
the  German  church  of  which  he  is  the  pastor ;  others  he  has  seen 
at  funerals  and  marriages  when  he  conducted  the  services ;  and 
many  have  been  visited  at  their  homes  and  places  of  business,  or 
have  made  visits  to  the  house  of  the  missionary,  with  whom  reli- 
gious conversation  has  been  held.  He  refers  particularly  to  two 
young  Jewish  men,  who  were  in  search  of  employment,  and  who 
expressed  their  desire  of  Christian  instruction.  After  rendering 
them  kind  service,  he  heard  nothing  more  of  one  of  them,  but  the 
other  attends  a  German  church  in  New  York.  Two  Jewish  women 
also  are  mentioned  in  Mr.  Neander's  report,  one  of  Avhom  avows 
her  faith  in  Christ,  though  she  has  not  yet  been  baptized ;  the 
other  is  a  Jewish  lady  in  Posen,  to  whom  the  missionary  had 
spoken  many  years  ago  in  Germany;  now  she  Avrites  to  him  that 
she  feels  "glad  and  thankful  to  be  a  member  of  Christ's  Church." 
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In  his  work  among  the  Germans,  he  is  still  encouraged  by  the 
attendance  of  large  congregations,  often  over-crowding  the  cliurch, 
and  he  is  permitted  to  speak  of  "  many  parents  and  cliildren  who 
have  been  called  from  darkness  to  the  light  of  the  Gospel." 

Mr.  Neander  expresses  also  his  thankfulness  for  all  the  mercies 
of  God  to  himself,  adding  in  touching  language,  "  Often  I  feel  the 
infirmities  of  age,  yet  I  was  enabled  to  face  the  piercing  cold,  and 
to  bear  the  heat  of  summer,  while  called  to  be  at  my  Avork,  I  also 
feel  thankful  to  the  members  of  the  Board  for  kindness  always 
shown  to  me  since  I  have  been  connected  with  them.  And  my 
desire  and  prayer  is  that  as  long  as  I  remain  here  as  a  pilgrim,  I 
may  speak  to  Jews  and  Gentiles  of  that  great  salvation  which  was 
accomplished  by  Jehovah  Jesus  for  his  jicople." 

The  Committee  trust  that  the  labours  of  this  Christian  brother 
have  not  been  in  vain  in  the  Lord,  so  far  as  his  kindred  according 
to  the  flesh  are  concerned ;  amongst  the  Germans  they  have  evi- 
dently enjoyed  tlie  divine  blessing  in  large  measure.  As  to 
general  views  of  the  missionary  work  among  the  Jews,  and  sug- 
gestions concerning  it,  nothing  need  be  added  to  what  has  been 
frequently  stated  in  former  Annual  Reports, — to  which  the  conside- 
ration of  the  friends  of  Israel  is  again  solicited. 

This  Report  clearly  shows  that  the  hand  of  God  for  good  rests 
on  the  work  of  missions — his  Providence  has  favoured  it.  It  also 
shows  that  the  grace  of  the  Holy  Spirit  has  been  granted  in  many 
instances,  in  signal  and  special  measure,  at  home  and  abroad ;  so 
that  the  thanksgivings  of  the  people  of  God  should  abound  for 
the  blessing  that  has  been  given  to  their  work  for  another  year. 
He  has  heard  their  prayers,  he  has  accepted  their  offerings,  he  has 
prospered  their  labours ;    to  his  name  let  their  praise  be  ascribed. 

This  Report  also  shows  that  the  work  of  missions  is  growing, 
and  making  earnest  calls  for  increased  suppoi't.  More  labourers  are 
needed  in  most  of  the  fields  of  missions.  It  is  deeply  to  be  regret- 
ted that  only  one  new  ordained  missionary  has  been  sent  out  to  Chi- 
na in  the  last  year  !  And  only  seven  new  men  have  been  sent  out  to 
all  the  missions  of  the  Board.  The  Church  may,  indeed,  be  thank- 
ful for  these ;  but  Avhat  are  they  in  vicAV  of  the  multitudes  and  the 
spiritual  wants  of  our  fellow-men  in  the  different  countries  where 
the  missions  are  established  ?  In  the  still  opening  doors  of  entrance 
amongst  iinenvangelized  people,  the  increasing  facility  of  commu- 
nication between  the  nations,  tiie  waning  power  of  idolatry,  the 
palsied  hand  of  the  man  of  Rome,  the  desire  of  liberty  and  light 
springing  up  in  many  countries,  the  manifest  presence  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  making  the  divine  word  effectual  mito  salvation  almost 
wherever  it  is  preached,  the  great  increase  of  native  missionary 
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labourers,  let  the  Church  recognize  the  power  of  the  Saviour. 
Surely  he  is  fulfilliug  tlie  promise,  that  he  will  be  with  his  serv- 
ants unto  the  end  of  the  world  while  they  are  obeying  his  com- 
mandment to  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  ci-eature.  But  let  all 
this  be  gratefully  recognized  as  a  plea  for  increased  missionary 
efforts.  This  cause  is  not  standing  still,  but  it  is  going  forward. 
The  gifts  and  zeal  of  former  times  do  not  suit  the  demands  of  the 
present  day ;  advanced  movement  is  called  for  on  all  sides. 

The  Committee  are  happy  to  believe  that  very  many  of  their 
Christian  brethren  arc  already  doing  all  that  is  in  their  power  in 
promoting  this  cause.  Would  that  this  could  be  said  of  all,  or 
even  of  most !  To  secure  the  zealous  cooperation  of  all  our 
Christian  people  is  a  thing  greatly  to  be  desired.  The  means 
now  in  use  are  scriptural  and  accord  well  with  the  distinctive 
features  of  our  Church.  The  support  of  this  cause  is  prompted 
by  the  grace  of  God  in  tlie  hearts  of  his  people.  Their  active 
piety  in  this  respect  is  to  be  fostered  mainly  by  the  use  of  the 
ordinary  means  of  grace,  as  enjoyed  in  our  churches.  This  places 
the  cultivation  of  the  grace  of  praying,  of  giving,  and  of  personal 
consecration  to  the  work,  chiefly  in  the  hands  of  pastors  and  other 
office-bearers ;  to  aid  them  in  the  fulfillment  of  this  duty,  and  to 
aid  parents  in  training  their  children  to  take  an  intelligent  interest 
in  the  work  of  missions,  the  periodicals  of  the  Board  are  sent  free 
to  ministers  and  Sabbath-schools.  The  superintending  care  of 
Church  Sessions,  Presbyteries,  Synods  and  General  Assemblies, 
forms  an  important  feature  of  the  means  by  which  a  missionary 
sj)irit  may  be  promoted,  and  is  capable  of  widely-extended  and 
effective  application.  The  watchful  use  of  such  providential  or 
occasional  opportunities  as  may  be  presented  by  the  going  forth 
or  the  return  of  missionaries,  monthly  concert  and  anniversary 
services,  should  not  be  omitted.  Above  all,  the  influences  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  should  be  sought  without  ceasing,  to  give  efficacy  to 
the  means  used.  This  is  an  outline  view  of  the  agency  now  em- 
ployed for  promoting  the  interests  of  this  cause  among  the 
churches.  These  means  have  not  been  used  in  vain.  For  thirteen 
years  only  such  means  as  these  have  been  used,  the  j^lan  of  employ- 
ing agents  or  secretaries  for  the  collection  of  funds  having  been 
discontinued  in  1854;  and  in  these  years  as  compared  with  the 
preceding  period  of  thirteen  years,  there  has  certainly  been  a 
great  increase  of  liberality  to  this  cause — an  increase  all  the  more 
encouraging,  inasmuch  as  the  ratio  of  the  increase  of  church  mem- 
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bers  was  much  greater  in  the  former  than  in  the  latter  period. 
The  Committee  deplore  the  fact  that  so  many  of  the  churches  are 
non-contributing,  and  so  many  of  the  members  of  the  churches  in 
which  collections  are  made  seem  to  regard  them  with  little  inter- 
est. If  in  this  respect  our  missionary  agencies,  like  the  divinely 
appointed  preaching  of  the  Gospel  itself,  fail  to  reach  the  hearts 
of  far  too  many,  it  is  a  reason  of  deep  regret,  and  a  plea  for  greater 
humility  before  God,  and  greater  earnestness  in  seeking  the  out- 
pouring of  the  Holy  Spirit  on  our  Christian  people,  in  the  line  of 
their  greater  devotedness  to  the  work  of  missions. 

The  Committee  desire  to  commend  this  cause  to  the  hearts 
of  all  their  Christian  brethren,  as  one  that  should  rest  on  their 
deepest  religious  principles  and  experience,  and  as  one  that  is 
now  calling  for  greatly  enlarged  efforts,  to  give  the  Gospel  to 
nations  that  are  sitting  in  darkness  and  the  shadow  of  death. 
If  the  piety  of  the  Church  respond  to  the  call  of  Providence  and 
of  the  Word  and  Sj^irit  of  God,  then  will  missionaries  be  sent 
forth  in  lai-ge  number,  their  work  will  be  well  sustained,  and  the 
outpouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  to  make  the  Gospel  message  ef- 
fectual unto  salvation,  will  soon  cause  Pentecostal  seasons  to  be 
witnessed  among  these  nations.  In  the  assured  hope  of  these  tri- 
iimphs  of  the  Gospel — of  our  blessed  Saviour's  reign  of  grace, 
when  he  shall  be  for  a  light  unto  the  gentiles,  and  for  salvation 
unto  the  ends  of  the  earth,  the  Committee  close  their  report  of 
the  missionary  work  of  the  past  year.

THIRTY-FIRST  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


TuE  Thirty-first  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions of  the  Presbyterian  Church  was  held  in  the  Mission  House, 
New  York,  May  4,  1868,  at  two  o'clock,  p.m.

The  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  Treasurer's  Ac- 
counts, and  the  Minutes  of  the  Executive  Committee  were  laid 
before  the  Board.  These  were  referred  to  Sub-Coramittees  of  the 
Board,  and  afterwards  on  their  recommendation  were  approved. 

A  letter  of  the  Hon.  Walter  Lowrie  was  received  declining  a 
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re  election  as  a  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Board,  whereupon 
the  following  resolutions  were  adopted : 

■Whereas,  a  communication  has  been  received  from  the  Hon.  "Walter 
Lowrie,  declining,  on  account  of  his  advanced  age  and  very  impaired 
health,  a  re-election  as  one  of  the  Secretaries  of  the  Board ;  and  whereas 
he  has  served  the  Board  in  this  relation  of  Secretary  for  thirty-two  years, 
with  distinguished  ability,  untiring  zeal  and  most  conscientious  faithful- 
ness, to  the  unqualified  satisfaction  of  the  Church  at  large,  as  well  as  the 
successive  members  of  this  Board  during  his  protracted  term  of  service : 
therefore, 

Resolved,  1st.  That  this  Board  receives  his  communication  with  unfeigned 
regret  ajid  accepts  his  declinature  solely  on  the  ground  stated  by  himself, 
knowing,  as  this  Board  does,  that  the  value  of  his  past  service  cannot  be 
overestimated,  and  that  nothing  short  of  physical  disability  for  the  duties 
of  the  office  has  constrained  him  to  withdraw  from  a  work  for  which  he 
voluntarily  abandoned  an  honorat)le  and  lucrative  position  in  the  Sen- 
ate of  the  United  States  ;  and  to  which,  under  an  irrepressible  conviction 
of  his  duty  and  its  importance,  and  with  unwavering  faith  in  its  ultimate 
triumph,  he  consecrated  three  of  his  sons  as  well  as  himself. 

Resolved,  2d.  That  the  Board  tenders  to  the  Hon.  "Walter  Lowrie  its 
grateful  acknowledgments  for  all  his  jjast  services,  and  especially  for  his 
gratuitous  counsel  and  aid,  during  the  last  three  years,  to  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Board ;  and  in  parting  with  our  venerable  and  honored 
Secretary,  we  follow  him  with  our  warmest  wishes  and  prayers  that  God's 
jiresence  may  go  before  him,  God's  grace  succor  and  cheer  him,  and  at  last 
minister  to  him  an  abundant  entrance  into  his  heavenly  kingdom, 

Resoh-ed,  3d.  That  Mr.  Lo'strie  be  invited  at  his  convenience  and  pleasure 
to  sit  as  an  honorary  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  this  Board. 

The  Pi-esident  of  the  Board,  the  Rev.  John  M.  Krebs,  D.D.,  hav- 
ing departed  this  life  since  the  last  meeting,  the  following  Minute 
was  adopted  by  the  Board : 

The  Eev.  John  M.  Krebs,  D.D.,  late  President  of  the  Board  and  for 
many  years  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  having  been  called  from 
this  life  since  the  last  meeting ;  the  Board  hereby  jilace  on  record  the  ex- 
pression of  their  great  regard  for  the  memory  of  their  dejiarted  friend  and 
brother ;  their  high  sense  of  his  manifold  services  to  the  Church  of  Christ 
and  the  cause  of  Missions ;  and  their  deep  regret  at  his  removal  from  the 
counsels  and  labors  of  this  Board.

On  Friday,  the  2 2d  of  May,  the  Report  of  the  Board  was  pre- 
sented to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and 
was  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions,  con- 
sisting of  the  Rev.  Robert  J.  Breckinridge,  D.D.,  John  Woodbridge, 
D.D.,  C.  H.  Mustard,  John  L.  Nevius,  Chas.  W.  Baird,  Benjamin 
C.  Swan,  D.  R.  Colmery,  J.  C.  House,  J.  R.  Harris,  J.  H.  Cleland, 
B.  T.  Avery,  and  Wm.  A.  Sloane. 

On  Tuesday,  May  26th,  this  Committee  reported  the  following 
resolutions,  which  were  considered  and  adopted,  as  follows,  viz. : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  respectfully  submit  tbe  following  : 

We  have  learned  with  deep  regret  the  removal  during  the  past  year 
of  Rev.  Dr.  Krebs,  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Board,  and  Rev.  Dr. 
Junkin,  Rev.  Dr.  Gray,  Hon.  R.  H.  Walworth  and  Joseph  Patterson,  Esq., 
members  of  the  Board ;  also,  that  the  Hon.  Walter  Lowrie,  for  so  many 
years  the  devoted  and  efficient  senior  Secretary  of  the  Board,  has,  on  ac- 
count of  his  advanced  age  and  impaired  health,  declined  a  re-election. 

In  presenting  a  general  view  of  the  oj^erations  of  the  Board,  we  would 
first  call  your  attention  to  the  significant  fact  that  in  the  wonderful  pro- 
vidence of  God  the  whole  world  is  open  as  it  never  has  been  before  to  the 
introduction  of  the  Gospel ;  and  its  teeming  millions  are  in  almost  every 
portion  of  it  accessible  to  our  Missionaries.  In  this  fact  we  cannot  but 
recognise  the  guiding  hand  of  Him  who  has  all  power  in  heaven  and  earth, 
and  is  by  the  use  of  different  agencies  and  in  marked  providences  opening 
the  way  before  his  Church,  and  saying,  "  Enter  in  and  possess  the  world." 

The  Board  has  entered  and  occupied  these  fields  so  far  as  the  Church  has 
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enabled  it  to  do  so,  and  our  Missions  are  found  in  every  continent ;  the 
greater  proportion  of  tliem  being  in  those  two  great  nations  of  the  East 
Whose  vast  populations  comprise  so  large  a  portion  of  the  heathen  world — 
India  and  China. 

^Ye  learn  from  the  Report  that  our  Missions  now  comprise  more  than  50 
stations.  In  these  are  cniploj'ed  79  ordained  Missionaries  and  85  assistant 
Missionaries  and  teachers  sent  out  from  our  own  country  ;  12  ordained  na- 
tive Ministers,  and  10  licentiates  and  179  native  teachers  and  assistants.  The 
aggregate  number  of  native  Christians  is  1616,  showing  an  increase  of 
about  one-tenth  upon  the  number  reported  last  year.  In  China  the  num- 
ber of  native  Christians  received  into  our  churches  during  the  year  is  about 
140,  being  an  advance  of  more  than  one-third  on  the  whole  number  re- 
ported in  1867.  and  this  has  been  nearly  the  uniform  ratio  of  increase 
durinsr  several  years. 

The  Board  has  sent  out  the  past  year  24  Missionaries  and  assistant  Mis- 
sionaries ;  and  eight  candidates  for  the  ministry  have  been  appointed  who 
expect  soon  to  leave  for  their  several  stations. 

The  amount  contributed  by  the  churches  during  the  year  is  177,938 
dollars  which  is  an  advance'  of  about  35,000  dollars  on  the  receipts  of 
the  previous  year. 

In  reviewing  the  work  as  it  is  presented  before  us  we  have  no  cause  for 
regret  that  we  have  not  the  fullest  and  most  encouraging  opportunities 
which  we  could  desire  for  preaching  the  Gospel  in  every  land  ;  but  rather 
that  the  interest  and  efforts  of  the  Church  have  been  so  disproportionate 
to  the  magnitude  of  the  work  and  her  ability  to  perform  it.  The  f\icts 
which  now  claim  our  consideration  and  which  we  must  look  at  in  the  view 
of  our  responsibility  and  that  of  the  churches  which  we  represent  are 
these  :  In  almost  every  field  where  our  Missionaries  are  stationed  they  have 
been  restricted  and  retarded  in  the  extension  and  development  of  their 
work  by  a  want  of  the  requisite  men  and  means ;  and  after  having  been 
obliged  to  give  up  for  the  present  the  idea  of  expansion,  except  in  a  very 
smatl  degree,  and  exercising  the  strictest  economy  in  the  stations  now  occu- 
pied, the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  is  obliged  to  close  the  year  with  a 
debt  of  27,000  dollars.  In  different  fields  important  matters,  such  as  the 
building  of  houses,  tlie  establishing  of  schools,  and  the  forming  of  new 
stations  which  have  been  deferred  during  the  late  war,  and  also  since,  on 
account  of  the  high  rates  of  exchange  and  our  consequent  want  of  funds, 
cannot  lie  longer  deferred  without  serious  embarrassment.  In  order  to  pay 
off  the  debt  of  the  jjresent  year,  send  out  Missionaries  already  under  ap- 
pointment, and  to  meet  the  expenses  of  such  enlargement  of  our  work  as 
seems  imperative,  considerably  larger  contributions  will  be  required  from 
the  churches  than  have  been  received  during  any  former  year.  The  prac- 
tical question  is,  Shall  we  endeavour  to  keep  jiace  with  the  developments  of 
God's  providence,  or  let  the  work  which  He  has  put  in  our  hands,  and 
in  which  He  is  so  greatly  helping  us,  languish  for  want  of  material  support  ? 
Your  Committee  feel  some  hesitancy  in  presenting  facts  and  appeals  which 
are  for  the  most  part  but  a  repetition  of  those  contained  in  Reports  in  for- 
mer years,  without  urging  some  modifications  or  changes  in  our  modes  of 
reaching  and  interesting  the  churches.  As  we  understand  that  this  general 
subject  is  to  come  before  the  Assembly  in  the  Report  of  the  Committee  ap- 
pointed to  recommend  measures  to  secure  the  greater  efficiency  of  one  of 
the  other  Boards,  we  purposely  refrain  from  any  thing  more  than  this 
simple  reference  to  it  at  present. 

In  view  of  the  facts  stated  above,  we  recommend  for  adoption  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions : 

1st.  Besolved,  That  we  acknowledge  with  devout  gratitude  the  gracious 
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providence  of  our  coTenant-keepiiifj  God  who,  in  answer  to  the  pr.iycrs  of 
his  people,  has  opened  before  the  Church  sucli  a  wide  and  effectual  door  of 
access  to  the  heathen,  and  sent  forth  laborers  into  his  harvest,  and  crowned 
our  feeble  and  inadequate  efforts  to  evangelize  the  nations  with  such  an 
encouraging  measure  of  success. 

2(1.  Ratohed,  That  the  work  of  preaching  the  Gospel  throughout  the 
world  and  to  every  creature,  is  pre-eminently  the  mission  of  the  Christian 
rhurch,  and  that  this  truth  should  have  a  prominent  place  in  the  ordinary 
gospel  preaching  in  our  churches,  and  be  represented  as  a  necessary  part  of 
Christianity. 

3r7.  J?esohei7,  That  our  thanks  are  due  to  those  who  at  home  and  abroad 
have  administered  and  conducted  our  work  of  Foreign  ]\Iissions,  and  that 
we  assure  our  representatives  in  the  field  of  our  Christian  love  and  sympa- 
thy, and  fixed  puqjose  to  maintain  them  according  to  our  ability. 

4:th.  Resolved,  That  it  the  duty  of  all  the  office-bearers  of  the  Church,  and 
of  each  church  member  individually,  to  co-operate  in  efforts  to  diffuse  infor- 
mation and  diffuse  a  missionary  spirit ;  and  also,  seek  to  induce  suitable 
jjersons  to  enter  upon  the  missionary  work.  To  assist  in  the  performance 
of  tliese  duties  we  would  recommend  to  our  Secretaries  and  the  Executive 
Committee  the  continued  improvement  and  increased  circulation  of  our 
valuable  missionary  periodicals. 

^th.  Resolved,  That  while  using  all  the  means  and  instrumentalities  which 
our  Master  has  appointed,  our  only  trust  and  hope  are  in  His  presence  and 
blessing ;  and  that  we  will  endeavor  to  pray  with  more  earnestness  and 
faith  for  the  out-pouring  of  His  Sjjirit  upon  our  churches  and  mission 
stations,  awakening  our  people  to  a  higher  standard  of  Christian  consecra- 
tion; constraining  laborers  to  enter  into  the  harvest,  and  making  the  truth 
mighty  through  God  to  the  pulling  down  of  strong  holds,  and  the  univer- 
sal establishment  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom  among  the  nations. 

Qth.  Resolced,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  instructed  to  authorise 
the  gradual  and  necessary  expansion  of  our  work  whenever  the  necessities 
of  our  case  are  most  ui'gent,  and  to  go  forward,  trusting  to  the  favor  and 
blessing  of  God  and  the  ability  and  liberality  of  the  Church. 

7fJi.  Resolved,  That  we  take  great  pleasure  in  recording  our  high  appre- 
ciation of  the  invaluable  services  of  the  retiring  Secretary,  Hon.  Walter 
Lowrie,  and  we  tender  to  him  our  heart-felt  thanks  and  sympathy,  praying 
that  the  Gospel  he  has  striven  for  so  many  years  to  make  known  to  the 
perishing  may  be  his  all-sufficient  consolation  in  his  declining  years,  and 
that  in  God's  own  good  time  he  may  have  an  abundant  entrance  adminis- 
tered to  him  into  the  everlasting  kingdom  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ. 

Sth.  Resolved,  That  the  Report  of  the  Board  be  approved  and  published, 
and  recommended  to  the  careful  perusal  of  the  churches. 

9.  Resolved,  That  we  approve  the  action  of  the  Board  in  refusing  to  ap- 
point a  Financial  Secretary,  and  that  we  leave  the  appointment  of  another 
Corresponding  Secretary  to  the  discretion  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

lOtli.  Resolved,  That  we  recognize  in  the  liberal  contributions  of  the  Sab- 
bath-schools of  the  Church  to  the  great  work  of  Foreign  Missions,  during 
the  last  year,  the  hand  of  God  and  the  voice  of  God  bidding  us  to  con- 
tinue to  seek  a  regular  contribution  from  all  our  Sabbath-schools  for  this 
Board,  and  that  the  Presbyteries  be  directed  to  see  that  this  matter  is 
statedly  attended  to  by  the  several  church  sessions  under  their  care. 
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Whilst  those  resohitions  were  ixnder  consideration  in  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  remarks  were  made  by  Rev.  R,  J.  Breckinridge, 
D.D.,  Rev.  J.  C.  Lowrie,  Rev.  J.  L.  Nevius,  W.  Rankin,  Jr.,  Esq,, 
Robert  Carter,  Esq.,  and  others.  In  the  evening  of  the  same  day 
a  public  meeting  was  held  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  at 
which  addresses  were  made  by  several  returned  missionaries. 

A  Sermon  for  the  Board  was  preached  in  the  Fifth  Avenue  and 
Nineteenth  Street  Presbyterian  Church,  New  York,  on  Sabbath 
Evening,  May  3d,  preceding  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board, 
from  Isaiah  ii.  1-5,  by  the  Rev.  John  Hall,  D.D.,  of  New  York.

ACTION  OF  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  OF  1868, 

ON   THE   BOARD   OF   PUBLICATION. 


The  Moderator  announced  the  following  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  the  Board.  Ministers — S.  J.  Niccolls,  D.D., 
S.  M.  Osmond,  I.  A.  Cornelison,  J.  W.  Pinkerton,  George 
Ainslie,  John  Chester,  John  C.  Thompson.  Ruling 
Elders — Wm.  B.  Canfield,  Charles  Crosby,  David  Keith, 
E.  B.  Miller,  E.  R.  Ulrich. 

On  Wednesday,  May  27th,  the  above  Committee  pre- 
sented the  following  Report,  when  the  Rev.  W.'  E. 
Schenck,  D.D.,  Secretary  of  the  Board,  by  invitation 
addressed  the  Assembly.  The  Report  was  then  unani- 
mously adopted,  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  the  Records  and  Reports  of  the  Board  of  Publica- 
tion, after  carefully  examining  the  papers  committed  to  them,  would 
respectfully  present  the  following  report. 

Your  Committee  have  been  deeply  impressed  with  the  peculiar 
importance  of  the  work  committed  to  this  Board,  and  the  urgent 
necessity  there  is  ftiat  it  should  be  done  vigorously  and  efficiently.  A 
good  wholesome  religious  literature  is  not  only  indispensable  in 
securing  the  perpetuity  of  a  church  constituted  like  ours,  but  it  is, 
also,  as  experience  has  shown,  one  of  the  best  means  for  carrying  on 
the  work  of  evangelization.  It  ought  then  to  be  a  subject  of  no 
ordinary  concern  to  the  Assembly  to  know  what  efforts  the  Board  is 
making  to  supply  the  wants  of  the  Church  through  the  channel  of  the 


press,  and  -w^hat  success   has   attended   its   attempts   to  preach  the 
gospel  by  means  of  the  printed  page. 

The  30th  Annual  Report  presented  by  this  Boar(l  is  so  complete 
and  satisfactory  that  your  Committee  has  had  no  difficulty  in  reaching 
a  unanimous  opinion  concerning  its  work. 

From  this  Report  it  appears  that  the  receipts  of  the  Board  have 
been  in  advance  of  the  preceding  years ;  and  ample  testimony  is  fur- 
nished to  show  that  it  has  not  only  grown  in  favor  with  the  ministers 
and  people  of  our  Church,  but  also  that  its  work  has  been  graciously 
owned  and  blest  of  God  to  the  conversion  of  sinners.  133,600  copies 
of  new  publications,  and  556,750  reprints  of  former  publications,  have 
been  issued  during  the  year,  making  in  all  690,350  copies.  In  the 
Sabbath-School  department,  the  Board  has  succeeded  in  issuing  a 
series  of  books  surpassed  by  none  in  their  worth  and  adaptation  to  the 
young.  It  has  also,  in  accordance  with  the  direction  of  the  last 
Assembly,  issued  the  Sabbath- School  Visitor  semi-monthly.  It  has 
now  a  circulation  of  90,000  copies,  a  gain  of  8,000  over  last  year.  In 
the  department  of  distribution  and  sustentation  there  has  been  a 
pleasing  increase,  both  in  the  amount  of  sales  and  in  the  contributions 
from  the  churches.  But  your  Committee  regrets  to  find  that  only  778 
out  of  2600  churches  have  contributed  during  the  past  year  to  this 
important  object. 

In  view  of  all  this  your  Committee  would  reccommend  the  adoption 
of  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  Assembly  has  heard  with  pleasure  and  grati- 
tude to  God,  of  the  increased  measure  of  success  that  has  attended  the 
labours  of  the  Board  of  Publication  during  the  past  year,  in  the  face  of 
more  than  ordinary  diflBculties.  While  it  commends  the  fidelity  of  the 
Board  to  its  sacred  and  important  trust,  it  would  also  call  the  attention 
of  all  under  the  Assembly's  care,  to  the  importance  of  sustaining  it, 
that  it  may  be  rendered  still  more  efficient. 

Resolved,  2.  That  it  gives  special  pleasure  to  the  Assembly  to  learn 
that  the  gabbath-School  books  issued  by  the  Board  are  so  generally 
and  cordially  approved  by  those  engaged  in  the  Sabbath-School  work. 
In  order  to  make  this  department  still  more  efi"ective,  it  is  recom- 
mended to  the  Board  to  make  diligent  efi"ort  to  print  and  circulate  a 
larger  number  of  books  adapted  to  that  class  of  the  young  who  are  of 
more  advanced  years  and  culture. 
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Resolved,  3.  That  the  Assembly  hereby  approves  the  action  of  the 
Board,  in  pu'dishing  the  Sabbath- School  Visitor  semi-monthly:  and  it 
calls  upon  pastors  and  sessions  to  assist  in  extending  its  circulation  in 
preference  to  all  other  papers  of  like  character.  It  also  approves  the 
efforts  made  tu  improve  the  hymnology  used  in  our  Sabbath-Schools, 
by  the  issuing  of  a  book  entitled  "  Children's  Praise.'^  It  would  also 
recommend  to  the  Board  to  issue  an  edition  of  this  book  without  the 
music. 

Resolved,  4.  That  the  Assembly  hereby  recommends  that  collections 
be  taken  up  in  our  Sabbath-Schools  for  this  Board,  and  that  the  funds 
thus  contributed  be  used  in  supplying  libraries  to  Sabbath-Schools  in 
destitute  neighborhoods. 

Resolved,  5.  That  the  Assembly  directs  the  Board  to  make  special 
effort  during. the  coming  year,  to  enlarge  and  extend  the  work  of  Col- 
portage. 

Resolved,  6.  That  your  Committee  having  examined  the  Records  of 
the  Executive  Committee  and  of  the  Board,  recommends  their  ap- 
proval.

1868. 


At  the  end  of  another  twelve-month  of  its  history,  the 
Board  of  Publication  avails  itself  of  its  privilege  to  lay- 
before  the  General  Assembly  this,  its  Thirtieth  Annual 
Report. 

The  past  year  has  not  been  a  favorable  one  for  enlarg- 
ing its  business  transactions.  The  unsettled  state  of 
public  affairs  has  worked  adversely  to  the  commercial 
interests  of  the  country.  Great  caution  has  been  neces- 
sary to  avoid  losses.  There  has  been  a  general  disposi- 
tion to  avoid  making  purchases  whenever  it  could  be 
done,  and  trade,  including  the  trade  in  books,  has  been 
mucb  restricted.  Nevertheless,  the  Board  is  happy  to 
report  that  it  has  made  some  advance  in  every  depart- 
ment of  its  operations.  It  has  published  a  large  number 
of  new  books,  has  sold  more  than  in  any  former  year,  has 
extended  its  gratuitous  distributions,  and  its  publications 
have  gone  forth  into  every  part  of  our  own  land  and  to 
distant  countries. 
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Its  receipts  have  also  been  in  advance  of  tlie  preceding 
year.  Its  work  has  found  general  favour  in  the  eyes  of 
the  ministers  and  people  of  our  Church.  And  far  above 
all,  we  have  ample  cause  to  rejoice  in  the  many  evidences 
that  God  has  graciously  owned  and  used  the  agencies 
and  publications  of  the  Board  as  instruments  for  the 
conversion  of  sinners,  the  reclamation  of  backsliders,  and 
for  encouraging,  comforting,  and  instructing  his  profess- 
ing people. 

"We  would  gratefully  acknowledge  the  divine  help 
which  has  thus  brought  the  Board  through  another  year 
of  its  labours,  and  would  take  courage  to  cast  ourselves 
airesh  upon  that  same  infinite  goodness,  wisdom  and 
strength,  for  help  in  time  to  come.  May  that  divine 
Spirit,  without  whose  influence  the  purest  truth  will  be 
inefficacious,  preside  over  all  our  efforts,  and  so  accom- 
pany all  our  publications  as  to  make  them  greatly  useful 
in  promoting  the  glory  of  God  and  the  salvation  of  men.

Special  attention  has,  for  the  last  few  years,  been  given 
to  the  children,  for  whom  there  are  now  on  the  Catalogue 
about  five  hundred  volumes.  Parents  and  teachers  need 
not  fear  that  any  error  is  inculcated  therein.  But  more 
than  this,  the  truth  is  arrayed  in  most  attractive  forms. 
A  Sabbath-school,  with  a  very  intelligent  corps  of  teachers, 
lately  increased  its  library  by  adding  to  it  largely  from  the 
Board's  Catalogue.  A  gentleman  connected  with  the 
school  was  requested  to  report  the  opinion  of  the  teachers 
and  scholars  in  reference  to  them.  After  they  had  been 
used  for  some  time,  his  statement  was  that  their  readers 
had  but  one  fault  to  find  with  them — "  they  were  so  inte- 
resting that  those  who  began  to  read  them  did  not  like  to 
give  them  up."  We  emphasize  this  fact,  which  we  are 
assured  of  by  the  testimony  of  thousands  of  children,  that 
the  books  provided  for  them  are  interesting,  because  we 
know  that  the  impression  has  existed  in  some  quarters 
that,  if  more  reliable  in  the  truths  taught,  they  are  not  as 
attractive  as  the  issues  of  some  other  publishing  houses. 
And  this  fact  ought  to  stimulate  our  Sabbath-schools  to 
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render  a  cheerful  obedience  to  the  direction  of  our  last 
General  Assembly,  that  the  preference  should  always  be 
given  to  these  books  in  the  supply  of  their  libraries. 

This  direction  was  given  in  the  following  terms: 

Resolved,  That  the  Assembly  solemnly  calls  upon  pasc 
tors  and  sessions  carefully  to  supervise  the  reading  intro- 
duced into  Sabbath-schools  under  their  care,  and  to  see 
that  no  book,  however  attractive,  be  admitted,  that  teaches 
for  doctrine  what  is  contrary  to  the  standards  of  our 
Church,  and  the  usage  and  order  which  we  regard  as  in 
.accordance  with  the  word  of  God;  and  that  in  the  selection 
of  books,  precedence  he  always  (jivento  the piihliccttions  of  the 
Board,  and  further,  that  Presbyteries  be  enjoined  to  see 
that  this  resolution  is  carried  out  in  the  churches  within 
their  bounds,  and  to  ascertain  the  extent  to  which  the 
recommendation  is  adopted. 

Would  the  pastors  and  sessions  of  our  churches  generally 
heed  these  instructions,  a  vast  increase  to  the  usefulness 
of  the  Board  would  be  secured  in  the  wider  circulation  of 
its  juvenile  literature,  and  the  children  of  the  church 
would  not  be  left  to  the  mercy  of  every  publisher  or  .book- 
seller who  could  induce  schools  and  families  to  buy, 
through  offers,  often  delusive,  of  greater  cheapness.  Nor 
would  our  Sabbath-school  libraries  contain,  as  they  now 
too  often  do,  a  mixture  of  secular  and  irreligious  books, 
and  of  exciting  novelettes  and  adventures. 

In  works  of  a  higher  range,  the  Catalogue  of  the  Board 
exhibits  a  great  variety,  and  contains  some  of  the  richest 
treasures  of  Christian  literature  in  the  departments  of  Doc- 
trinal and  Practical  Theology,  Biography,  Church  History, 
and  Commentaries.  Mourners  and  sufierers  are  tenderly 
cared  for,  in  works  which  have  carried  joy  to  many  a  son 
and  daughter  of  affliction.  A  well-stocked  controversial 
arsenal  is  also  provided,  whence  ministers  can  draw 
thoroughly  attempered  arms  for  the  defence  of  our  system 
of  doctrine  and  church  2;overnment.  The  bound  volumes 
of  tracts  alone,  embracing,  as  they  do,  not  only  practical 
papers  for  the  guidance  of  pastors  and  people  in  the  divine 
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life,  but  short  and  pithy  statements,  and  defences,  and 
proofs  of  truth,  are  invaluable.  They  form  a  little  library 
in  themselves.

No  pastor  should  be  without  a 
supply  at  hand,  ready  for  instant  use.  Many  applica- 
tions for  donations  of  tracts  have  come  from  pastors  during 
the  past  year,  and  supplies  have  always  been  cheerfully 
forwarded.  Not  a  few  instances  have  been  reported  to  us 
in  which  these  tracts  had  been  productive  of  incalculable 
good. 

Our  Church  has  reason  to  rejoice  that  such  a  literature 
bears  the  imprint  of  its  Board.  And  recognizing  the 
power  of  the  press,  each  minister,  church  officer,  or  pri- 
vate member,  who  desires  to  see  a  well  instructed  people, 
should  aid  in  its  wide  circulation.  The  Board  provides 
the  books.  The  Church  must  take  them,  buy  them,  and 
scatter  them  broadcast,  to  make  them  effectual  in  the 
doing  of  its  work.  "We  have  a  noble  literature.  Let  us 
make  it  exert  a  noble  influence. 

As  an  incitement  to  this  end  it  may  not  be  inappro- 
priate to  quote  in  this  connection,  two  testimonies  which 
come  to  us  unsolicited  from  other  branches  of  the  Christian 
Church.      The  first  is  as  follows : 

"To  those  who  know  the  facts  in  the  case,  it  will  not 
seem  at  all  extravagant  praise  to  say  that  this  Board  has 
done  more  for  the  circulation  of  sound  Eeformed  Church 
literature  than  any  other  in  existence.  Familiar  as  we 
supposed  ourselves  to  be  with  the  operations  of  so  near  a 
neighbour,  and  so  close  a  relative,  a  glance  only  at  the  new 
Descriptive  Catalogue  soon  convinced  us  that  we  knew  but 
in  part.     Theologies,  histories,  commentaries,  theological

and  practical  essays,  extended  to  thorough  disquisitions, 
sermons,  in  all  numbering  more  than  an  hundred  separate 
volumes,  and  including  some  of  the  most  highly  prized 
standard  works  of  the  Eeformed  branch  of  the  Christian 
Church,  are  comprised  in  the  thirteen  hundred  separate 
publications  which  it  has  already  sent  forth  to  instruct  and 
strengthen,  to  admonish  and  to  cheer  the  people  of  God. 
What  an  agency  for  good,  if  conducted  with  strict  fidelity 
to  the  trust  committed  to  it,  must  such  an  institution  be! 
If  its  hundreds  of  issues  are  all  pervaded  by  one  spirit, 
teach  one  blessed  doctrine  of  grace,  the  old  and  heavenly 
theme  of  inspired  apostles,  testify  to  the  thousands  among 
whom  they  circulate  to  the  same  plan  of  salvation  by  re- 
pentance towards  God  and  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
who  will  estimate  the  value  of  the  work — its  value  to  in- 
dividual Christians,  its  value  to  the  Church  at  large? 
What  a  fortress  of  defence  against  the  open  attacks,  or  in- 
sidious machinations,  of  the  foes  of  Apostolic  Christianity  ! 
What  a  flying  battery  for  assault  upon  the  strongholds  of 
error  in  faith  and  practice !" 

The  other  testimony  says: 

"  The  Presbyterian  Board  of  Publication  has  proved 
itself  one  of  the  mightiest  agencies  which  that  strong  and 
influential  body  wields,  in  carrying  forward,  not  the 
interests  of  the  denomination  simply,  (this  were  a  subordi- 
nate consideration),  but  those  of  a  pure  evangelism,  those 
of  a  gospel  proclaiming  peace  to  the  troubled  soul,  pardon 
to  the  rebellious." 

A  thorough  examination  of  the  issues  of  the  Board  will 
convince  any  one  of  the  truthfulness  of  these  testimo- 
nies. They  "are  all  pervaded  by  one  spirit,  and  teach 
one  blessed  doctrine  of  grace."  No  one  of  them  contra- 
dicts the  teaching  of  the  others.  They  are  not  under  the 
influence  of  any  "negative  theology."  Our  grand  old 
system  of  doctrine  is  the  substratum  of  the  whole.  In 
some  places  it  juts  up  more  prominently  and  more  rug- 
gedly ;  in  others  it  is  rounder  and  smoother,  and  beauti- 
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fully  covered  and  captivating,  but  everywhere  it  underlies 
the  works  of  the  Board.  They  are  not  all,  by  any  means, 
controversial  and  polemic.  A  very  large  proportion  of 
them  are  practical.  Christians  of  every  denomination 
enjoy  them  and  commend  them.  But  where  doctrines  are 
taught,  they  are  exhibited  in  their  full  proportions.  The 
trumpet-sound  is  clear  and  ringing.  No  doubt  can  be 
entertained  as  to  its  meaning.  No  lover  of  God's  pure 
truth  need  fear  to  circulate  any  of  the  issues  of  the  Board, 
among  any  class  of  people. 

HODGE   ON   "THE   ATONEMENT." 

Among  the  most  valuable  of  the  works  published  by 
the  Board  during  the  past  year,  or  indeed  in  any  year,  is 
a  work  on  "  The  Atonement "  by  Prof.  A.  A.  Hodge,  of  the 
Theological  Seminary  at  Allegheny.  It  is  a  most  able  and 
thorough  discussion  of  this  vital  doctrine  of  our  holy  reli- 
gion, and  of  others  which  stand  intimately  related  to  it. 
It  has  elicited  warm  commendations  from  Christians  of  all 
the  Calvinistic  branches  of  the  Church,  and  from  every 
part  of  the  land.  It  is  earnestly  to  be  desired  that  it 
might  soon  be  found  in  the  library  of  every  Presbyterian 
minister  in  the  land.  "Wherever  carefully  studied  it  cannot 
fail  to  add  clearness  and  power  to  the  teachings  of  the 
pulpit. 

The  suggestion  was  made  by  a  missionary  residing  in 
the  far  Northwest,  that  a  copy  of  "  Tlie  Atonement''''  should 
be  given  by  benevolent  persons  to  each  of  our  Church's 
Domestic  Missionaries.  This  suggestion  has  called  forth 
a  number  of  contributions,  many  of  them  from  ladies,  to 
aid  in  carrying  the  proposal  into  effect.  The  Board  will 
gladly  receive  funds  for  this  purpose  and  send  copies  for 
the  full  amount  to  the  labourers  assisted  by  the  Do- 
mestic Board.  The  first  missionary  to  whom  a  copy  was 
thus  sent,  in  returning  his  grateful  acknowledgments, 
remarks : 

"Dr.  A.  A.  Hodge  has  conferred  upon  the  Church  an 
unspeakable  blessing,  by  dispelling  the  darkness  which

has  been  gathering  over  and  obscuring  this  doctrine 
through  the  works  of  superficial  writers  during  the  last 
half  century.  Our  Board  of  Publication  is  conferring  a 
great  blessing  upon  the  Church  by  publishing  it  for  her 
benefit;  and  the  ladies,  or  anybody  else,  will  confer 
another  blessing  on  the  Church  by  contributing  of  their 
means  to  put  a  copy  of  it,  as  soon  as  possible,  in  the 
possession  of  every  Domestic  Missionary  of  our  Church. 
Their  money  will  be  lent  to  the  Lord,  who  will  not  only 
make  a  good  use  of  it,  but  will  pay  them  an  interest  in 
eternity  which  no  arithmetic  can  calculate.  For  this  they 
have  His  promise."

The  Board  has  published  "The  Hymnal"  in  18mo  size, 
in  various  styles  of  binding  and  at  different  prices,  to  suit 
all  demands.  It  is  having  a  ready  and  constant  sale,  and 
the  unvarying  testimony  of  those  who  have  begun  to  use 
it  is,  that  the  better  they  know  it,  the  more  they  like  it. 
Pastors  in  whose  churches  it  is  in  use  also  bear  explicit 
testimony  to  the  fact,  that  the  presence  of  the  tunes  in  the 
book  and  before  the  eyes  of  the  people  tends  powerfully  to 
promote  congregational  singing,  and  has  in  many  churches 
already  revolutionized  the  habits  of  the  congregation  in 
this  respect.  Whereas,  before,  the  people  sat  silent  and 
listened  to  the  choir,  now  the  whole  assemblage  joins  in 
singing  aloud  the  praises  of  God. 

Many  churches  are  in  want  of  Hymn-Books,  who  are 
too  poor  to  buy  them.  The  Board  of  Publication  has 
many  earnest  applications  for  donations  of  Hymn-Books 
from  mission  churches  in  the  West,  and  from  Freedmen's 
churches  and  schools  in  the  South.  Are  there  not  among 
those  churches  which  have  just  introduced  the  Hymnal, 
some  which  will  send  their  old,  and  now  disused  Hymn- 
Books  to  the  Board,  that  they  may  be  forwarded  to  these 
needy  applicants?  If  pastors  would  mention  this  matter 
to  their  congregations  from  the  pulpit,  we  doubt  not  many 
would  gladly  pack  and  forward  their  old  books  to  the 
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Board  for  this  good  use.     We  hope  they  will  try  the  ex- 
periment. 

"  children's  praise." 

This  little  volume  of  Sunday-school  Hymns  and  Tunes, 
which  was  announced  in  our  last  Annual  Eeport,  has 
found  acceptance  in  every  part  of  the  Church.  Large 
numbers  have  already  been  issued,  and  the  demand  is  still 
increasing.  It  seems  to  satisfy  nearly  every  variety  of 
taste,  and  has  received  the  warm  approval  of  competent 
judges,  both  within  and  without  our  Church. 

THE   SABBATH-SCHOOL   VISITOR. 

We  are  gratified  to  state  that  the  Sahbath-school  Visitor 
continues  to  grow  in  favour  with  the  Sabbath-schools.  Its 
circulation  was  reported  last  year  at  82,000  copies  monthly . 
Since  that  time  it  has  reached  90,000  copies,  a  gain  of 
8,000  copies. 

The  General  Assembly  of  1866  adopted  a  resolution 
declaring,  "that as  soon  as  the  Board  can  find  it  financially 
prudent  to  publish  the  Sahhath-schoQl  Visitor  twice  a  month, 
instead  of  once,  the  importance  of  the  paper  requires  that 
it  should  be  done."  The  Board,  persuaded  that  the  time 
had  come  for  carrying  out  this  direction,  began,  in  January 
last,  to  issue  the  Visitor  twice  a  month,  leaving  it  optional 
with  each  school  whether  to  take  it  monthly  or  semi- 
monthly. The  price  of  the  paper  was  fixed  at  one  cent  p^r 
copy,  when  eight  copies  or  more  were  sent  to  one  address. 
We  are  glad  to  state  that  the  semi-monthly  issue  has 
already  attained  to. a  subscription  of  about  20,000  copies, 
which  considerably  exceeded  our  expectations  for  its 
beginning. 

The  aggregate  circulation  reported  a  year  ago  was 
950,000  copies;  for  the  year  now  ended  it  has  attained  to 
l,08-i,000. 

Cheering  as  is  the  progress  of  this  important  Sabbath- 
school  paper,  its  circulation  might  yet  be  very  greatly 
•i 
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enlarged.  But  it  cau  only  be  accomplished  by  the  con- 
current e£forts  of  pastors,  ruling  elders,  and  Sabbath-school 
superintendents.  Great  efforts  are  made  from  various 
quarters  to  draw  off  the  attention  of  the  children  of  the 
church  from  the  provisions  made  by  the  church  herself 
for  their  instruction.  Large  numbers  of  cheap  and  attrac- 
tive papers  are  published  for  children  by  societies  and  by 
individuals,  having  important  ends  of  their  own  to  ac- 
complish, and  are  thrust  into  Sabbath-schools  with  an 
earnestness  and  pertinacity  which  nothing  but  much  firm- 
ness and  wisdom  on  the  part  of  those  authoritatively 
entrusted  with  the  charge  of  the  schools  can  withstand. 
We  therefore  earnestly  solicit  the  aid  of  ministers,  ruling 
elders,  and  superintendents,  in  introducing  and  enlarging 
the  circulation  of  the  Visitor  in  their  respective  schools 
and  vicinities. 

The  last  Assembly  adopted  the  following,  to  which  we 
ask  the  attention  of  all  our  churches : 

Resolved^  That  the  Assembly  has  heard  with  pleasure  of 
the  large  increase  in  the  circulation  of  the  Sabhath- school 
Visitor,  and  the  favour  with  which  it  is  everywhere 
received,  and  cordially  and  earnestly  recommends  it  to 
our  churches  as  a  most  valuable  auxiliary  in  the  work 
of  Sabbath-school  instruction. 

THE   HOME   AND   FOREIGN  RECORD. 

The  Record  is  equally  the  organ  of  all  the  Boards  of  the 
Church;  the  executive  of&cers  of  each  Board  editing  its 
own  pages.  It  is  only  noticed  in  this  Eeport,  because  of 
its  being  published  by  the  Board  of  Publication.  We 
have  great  pleasure  in  stating  that  a  very  large  increase 
has  been  made  to  its  subscription  list,  since  the  date  of 
our  last  Annual  Eeport.  At  that  time  10,250  copies  were 
published  monthly;  now  16,000  are  issued,  being  a  gain 
of  5,750.  The  cost  of  the  paper  in  excess  of  its  receipts 
was  §3225.61,  from  January  1,  1867,  to  January  1,  1868, 
the  deficiency  being  $-108,22  less  than  that  for  the  year 
preceding.      The    increase   of    subscription,    which    has 
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occurred  mainly  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  indi- 
cates that  the  deficiency  may  next  year  be  further  and 
very  considerably  reduced.  This  deficiency,  which  covers 
the  cost  of  about  3000  copies  sent  gratuitously  to  minis- 
ters, licentiates,  and  candidates  for  the  ministry,  is  made 
up  at  the  end  of  each  year,  by  the  several  Boards  in  pro- 
portion to  the  space  occupied  by  each. 

The  above  very  unusual  enlargement  of  the  Record's 
subscription-list  was  probably  the  efiect,  in  a  considerable 
degree,  of  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  last  Assembly,  and 
will  be  followed  by  still  further  enlargement,  if  the  Pres- 
byteries will  faithfully  obey  the  injunction  laid  upon 
them.     The  resolution  is  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  it  be  enjoined  upon  the  Presbyteries 
under  the  care  of  this  General  Assembly  to  recommend 
in  the  most  earnest  manner  the  introduction  of  the  Home 
and  Foreign  Record  into  every  congregation  within  their 
bounds,  and  that  the  sessions  of  churches  subtract  from 
the  aggregate  of  their  annual  subscriptions  a  sufiicient 
amount  to  place  the  Record  in  the  hands  of  all  our  fami- 
lies and  pewholders;  and  it  is  hereby  further  recom- 
mended that  those  who  have  in  charge  the  Home  and 
Foreign  Record,  consider  whether  any  modification  is 
necessary  to  adapt  it  to  more  ordinary  and  general 
reading. 

In  obedience  to  the  latter  part  of  the  resolution,  after 
several  consultations,  a  number  of  changes  have  been 
made  in  the  Record,  which  it  is  thought  improves  its 
attractiveness  to  general  readers. 

Would  our  pastors  and  churches  generally  follow  up 
the  efibrt  which  has  been  undertaken  so  successfully  by 
many  of  them  this  year,  the  circulation  of  the  Record 
might  easily  be  doubled  or  quadrupled,  and  they  Avould 
find  it  an  important  auxiliary  in  advancing  the  intelli- 
gence of  the  people,  and  in  forming  habits  of  liberal  and 
systematic  giving  to  the  cause  of  Christ. 
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II.  DEPARTMENT  OF  DISTRIBUTION. 

1.   SALES  IN   THE   DEPOSITOKY. 

During  the  year  under  review  248,801  volumes  have 
been  sold  in  the  Depository,  being  an  increase  of  22,178 
on  the  sales  of  the  year  preceding.  Of  tracts,  the  sales 
have  amounted  to  879,526  pages,  an  increase  of  4,826 
pages. 

The  net  value  of  these  sales  is  $69,214.29,  an  increase 
of  $5,006.82  upon  the  year  previous. 

This  sum  includes  only  the  sales  in  the  bookstore,  not 
those  effected  by  colporteurs,  which  are  elsewhere  stated. 

The  value  of  books  sent  to  our  theological  seminaries 
by  order  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  to  authors  and 
editors,  is  $1,135.55. 

2.  DISTRIBUTIONS  BY  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 
The  amount  contributed  during  the  year  to  the  Distri- 
bution Fund  has  been  $2157.73.  This  has  been  princi- 
pally contributed  by  a  few  liberal  Christian  friends,  and  a 
few  Sabbath-schools.  The  amount  expended  in  grants 
made  by  the  Executive  Committee  in  answer  to  special 
appeals,  has  been  $2,835.47,  as  follows: 
To  Mission  and  other  needy  Sabbath-scbools,

For  the  above  and  similar  objects,  pressing  requests  are 
continually  coming  to  the  Executive  Committee.  Among 
those  who  may  read  this  Eeport,  are  there  not  those  who 
will  feel  it  a  privilege  to  aid  tlie  Board,  by  their  contribu- 
tions, to  gladden  the  hearts  and  strengthen  the  hands  of 
these  applicants  ? 
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WILL   THE   SUNDAY-SCHOOLS   HELP? 

Especially  do  we  appeal  to  pastors  and  Sabbath-school 
teachers,  to  secure,  from  Sabbath-schools  under  their 
influence,  contributions  to  aid  the  Board  in  sending  libra- 
ries, hymn-books,  catechisms.  Sabbath-school  Visitors 
and  other  literary  apparatus  to  needy  mission  and  other 
Sabbath-schools.  If  the  case  were  suitably  presented  to 
the  Schools. connected  with  our  older  churches,  we  cannot 
doubt  that  the  children  would  gladly  aid  in  supplying 
the  wants  of  other  children  less  favoured  than  themselves. 
And  to  how  many  a  school,  drooping  and  perhaps  just 
ready  to  die  for  want  o-f  such  help,  might  such  gifts  carry 
new  life  and  vigour. 

That  it  may  be  seen  how  gladly  such  donations  of 
books  are  received,  we  append  as  specimens  taken  from  a 
great  number  of  similar  acknowledgments,  a  few  received 
within  the  past  year. 

A  pastor  in  the  Northwest^  to  whom  a  package  of  Sab- 
bath-school books  and  religious  tracts  had  been  for- 
warded, responded  as  follows : 

"It  is  with  feelings  of  unfeigned  gratitude  and  pleasure, 
that  I  acknowledge  the  safe  arrival  of  the  package  of 
tracts,  catechisms,  &c.,  you  sent  us.  It  is  very  thank- 
fully received,  and  I  trust,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  it  will 
be  a  means  of  doing  great  good.  The  people  are  starving 
for  religious  reading,  and  especially  for  Presbyterian 
literature.  I  am  very  much  rejoiced  by  the  receipt  of 
the  catechisms;  the  children  are  all  very  anxious  to  learn 
them.  The  tracts,  too,  are  very  acceptable,  for  they  will 
be  very  valuable  in  assisting  me  to  refute  the  slanderous 
errors  that  are  heaped  upon  us  in  regard  to  fatalism  and 
infant  damnation.  The  plain  truth  is,  toe  must  scatter 
our  literature  among  the  i^ofAe  more  than  we  do^ 

The  following  is  a  part  of  the  reply  received  from  a 
missionary  in  Arkansas,  to  whom  a  donation  had  been 
sent : 

"  The  package  of  books  and  papers  was  received  to-day. 
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Please  accept  my  sincere  thanks,  as  also  the  heartfelt 
gratitude  of  the  scholars,  for  your  very  valuable  gift.  O 
sir,  if  you  could  have  seen  the  bright  eyes  and  happy 
faces  that  were  gathered  around  me  in  the  school-room 
this  afternoon,  while  I  read  to  them  your  letter,  it  would 
have  made  your  heart  glad.  And  then  to  have  heard  the 
hearty  expression  of  thanks  to  the  kind  friends  who  sent 
us  those  nice  books  and  papers.  I  pray  God  they  may 
be  the  means  of  leading  many  to  Christ." 

The  following  lines  will  show  with  what  feelings  a  do- 
nation was  received  by  the  Superintendent  of  a  Sabbath- 
school  in  Virginia: 

"A  few  days  since  I  received  your  very  kind  letter  with 
the  accompanying  package  of  books,  tracts,  and  Sahhath- 
scliool  Visitors.  I  think  you  would  feel  compensated, 
could  you  see  how  perfectly  delighted  both  teachers  and 
scholars  are  at  the  sight  of  them.  They  will  put  new  life 
into  the  entire  school,  be  the  means  of  bringing  many  other 
children  into  it,  and  prove  a  great  blessing  to  our  whole 
church.  Please  accept  our  most  sincere  thanks  for  them, 
as  also  for  the  books  and  tracts  you  sent  for  gratuitous 
distribution  among  the  poor  and  destitute.  The  want  of 
religious  reading  here  is  very  great, — indeed  not  only 
here,  but  through  the  whole  South  from  the  Potomac  to 
the  Eio  Grande." 

The  Board  has  several  times  sent  packages  to  the  mis- 
sion schools  in  the  Indian  Territory.  The  acknowledgment 
of  one  of  these  contains  the  following  lines: 

"Your  package  of  Sunday-school  books  and  Visitors 
came  in  the  last  mail,  and  I  distributed  them  at  the  Sab- 
bath-school last  Sabbath.  Anything  in  the  shape  of  a 
book  is  very  acceptable  to  these  people,  and  they  all  love 
to  look  at  the  pictures.  When  I  had  distributed  the 
Visitors  among  them,  as  nearly  as  I  could,  one  to  each 
Indian  family,  I  read  to  them  in  their  own  language  that 
portion  of  Matthew  which  the  large  picture  of  the  Ten 
Virgins  represents,  and  explained  it,  and  they  all  seemed 
very    much   interested.     Pictures  illustrating  scriptural 
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events  always  attract  their  deepest  interest.  First  they 
desire  their  teachers  to  explain  to  them  everything  con- 
tained in  the  picture,  and  afterwards  they  collect  together 
in  groups,  old  and  young,  and  explain  it  over  and  over 
again  to  each  other,  and  the  truth  it  inculcates  becomes 
indelibly  fixed  in  their  minds.  I  have  reserved  some  of 
the  Visitors  to  distribute  to  various  individuals  scattered 
through  this  Nation,  who  can  read. 

"I  went  through  with  my  class  last  Sabbath,  catechising 
with  the  Creek  Catechism.  They  continue  to  study  it 
with  unabated  interest.  I  have  distributed  all  I  had,  and 
could  easily  distribute  to  advantage  as  many  more." 

A  pastor  in  Missouri  who  had  received  a  donation  of 
Sabbath-school  books  and  tracts  in  response  to  an  urgent 
application,  writes: 

"  I  received  the  package  of  Sabbath-school  books  and 
tracts.  This  addition  to  our  little  library  has  awakened 
fresh  interest  in  the  entire  school.  It  is  impossible  to  esti- 
mate the  value  of  these  little  volumes  in  the  hands  of 
children  and  youth.  Each  little  book  is  a  gem  radiant 
with  the  light  of  truth.  I  am  frank  to  confess  my  friend- 
ship for  the  Board  of  Publication,  even  from  boyhood,  and 
my  admiration  for  its  excellent  works,  and  especially  for 
the  Sunday-school  books,  catechisms,  &c.,  found  on  your 
Catalogue.  The  publications  of  the  Board  stand  in  the 
first  rank  in  comparison  with  those  of  any  similar  insti- 
tution. What  the  Church  at  large  needs,  is,  cordial  and 
united  cooperation  in  furnishing  the  means  to  disseminate 
the  incomparable  works  of  the  Board. 

"Permit  me  personally  to  tender  to  the  Board  my 
grateful  acknowledgment  of  the  favour  of  five  thousand 
pages  of  tracts  for  distribution.  Many  of  these  have 
already  gone  as  winged  messengers,  proclaiming  the 
gospel,  and  warning  the  sinner  to  flee  from  the  wrath  to 
come.  Every  pastor,  and  especially  every  missionary, 
should  have  a  constant  supply  of  tracts.  If  they  served 
but  the   one   purpose,  to  introduce  the  missionary  in  a 
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familiar  way  to  the  people,  that  is  enough.  May  God  ever 
bless  the  Board  iu  its  good  work." 

A  lot  of  Sabbath-school  books  was  granted  to  a  do- 
mestic missionary  in  Minnesota.  The  following  is  his 
response : 

"It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  acknowledge  the  receipt 
of  your  valuable  donation  of  Sabbath-school  books.  You 
have  made  an  admirable  selection  of  library  books,  and 
the  children  are  all  delighted  with  them.  Every  one 
speaks  also  in  terms  of  unbounded  admiration  respecting 
our  new  Sabbath-school  Hymn-book,  '  Children's  Praise.'' 
As  a  frontier  missionary,  and  on  behalf  of  people  living 
in  a  new  settlement,  most  of  whom  are  too  poor  to  buy 
reading  matter  for  themselves,  many  having  barely  suflEi- 
cient  means  to  procure  their  own  subsistence  for  the 
winter,  I  tender  through  you,  to  the  Board  of  Publication, 
my  most  sincere  thanks. 

"If  our  churches  only  knew  the  amount  of  good  thus 
effected  through  your  timely  donations  of  books  and  tracts 
to  our  struggling  churches  and  missionary  out-posts  in 
the  great  West,  they  would  give  far  more  freely  of  their 
means  in  aid  of  the  Distribution  Fund  of  the  Presbyterian 
Board  of  Publication." 

A  teacher  of  a  Freed  man's  school  writes  from  North 
Carolina  in  the  beginning  of  January  :  "  You  will  receive 
my  most  unfeigned  and  hearty  thanks  for  your  package 
of  books.  Such  a  treat  was  never  before  enjoyed  by  the 
coloured  race  in  this  country.  It  is  a  gift  indeed  to  the 
poor  and  needy,  and  many  of  them  highly  appreciate  it. 
I  will  use  it  to  the  best  advantage,  and  donate  it  where  I 
think  it  will  accomplish  the  most  good.  I  am  now  teach- 
ing a  Freedman's  school.  All  who  are  in  it  were  begin- 
ners, but,  with  a  few  exceptions,  they  are  learning  rapidly. 
I  have  had  much  to  contend  with  in  this  work.  Still  I 
am  not  without  tokens  of  usefulness,  and  hope  in  due 
time  to  have  an  ingathering,  if  I  faint  not." 

Another  teacher  writes  from  Georgia:  "I  must  acknow- 
ledge the  receipt  of  your  kind  letter  and   most   liberal 
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donation,  which  latter  came  safely  to  hand  to-day,  con- 
taining a  library  of  choice  books,  Catechisms,  Hymn 
books,  Sabbath-school  music,  tracts,  papers,  &c.,  in  abun- 
dance, and  most  happily  selected.  You  seem  to  know 
what  suits  the  negroes.  I  know  they  will  be  delighted 
with  them,  and  I  most  sincerely  pray  that  God's  blessing 
may  rest  upon  both  givers  and  receivers." 

We  might  quote  similar  expressions  from  scores  of 
letters.  But  these  are  enough  to  show  how  gladly  such 
gifts  are  received. 

WILL    THE   LADIES   HELP  ? 

In  a  large  number  of  our  churches,  associations  of 
ladies  are  every  winter  industriously  engaged  in  making, 
up  boxes  for  needy  domestic  missionaries.  We  venture 
to  suggest  to  all  such,  a  means  by  which  they  can  add 
greatly  to  the  value  and  usefulness  of  their  boxes.  It  is 
this.  Before  packing  the  boxes,  let  the  ladies  send  to  the 
Board  of  Publication,  and  procure  at  least  two  or  three 
good  books  for  the  use  of  the  missionary.  And  should 
they  feel  able,  let  them  add  one  for  his  wife  and  one  for 
each  of  his  children. 

For  the  use '  of  the  missionary  himself,  we  would* 
strongly  recommend  Dr.  A.  A.  Hodge's  new  book  "  The 
Atonement f^  Dr.  J.  M.  Lowrie's  "■Week  with  Jesus,''^  or 
'"'Hebrew  Lawgiver f  Dr.  Halsey's  "Life  Pictures  from 
the  Bible  f  Dr.  Dickinson's  "Resurrection  of  Christ f 
Brown's  "  Commentary  on  the  Gospels,^''  and  some  volumes 
of  the  commentaries  of  Drs.  Jacobus,  J.  Addison  Alex- 
ander, and  Hodge.  A  large  and  well-selected  bundle  of 
tracts,  for  distribution  among  his  parishioners,  such  as 
the  Board  can  furnish  in  great  abundance  and  variety, 
will  also  add  much  to  any  missionary's  usefulness. 

One  of  the  greatest  trials  of  every  educated  domestic 
missionary  is,  that  the  scantiness  of  his  income  prevents 
him  from  buying  such  books  as  are  needful  for  the 
improvement  of  his  mind  and  the  enlargement  of  his 
stock  of  theological   knowledge.     Ladies!  will  you  not, 
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while  helping  to  clothe  him  and  his  family,  help  also  to 
supply  him  with  intellectual  aliment  ? 

3.    DISTRIBUTIONS  BY   COLPORTAGE. 

During  the  past  year  146  colporteurs  have  reported 
9,522  days  of  labour,  having  sold  66,177  volumes  and 
distributed  gratuitously  36,721  volumes  and  996,653 
pages  of  tracts.  They  also  report  that  they  have  visited 
79,947  families,  with  a  large  proportion  of  which  they 
have  conversed  and  prayed.  Details  of  this  work  may  be 
found  in  the  Colportage  Table  in  the  Appendix  to  this 
Eeport. 

The  above  statement  does  not  include  a  number  of 
colporteurs  who  have  had  commissions,  but  who  failed  to 
report.  Nor  does  it  comprehend  the  work  done  by  a 
large  number  of  voluntary  distributors,  who  have  with- 
out commission  and  without  compensation  distributed  a 
large  number  of  the  Board's  publications  in  their  respec- 
tive vicinities. 

Many  students  from  our  theological  Seminaries  are 
expecting  to  spend  their  summer  vacation  in  this  work, 
and  the  Board  is  always  ready  to  employ,  at  a  liberal  rate 
of  compensation,  such  of  them  as  furnish  the  required 
testimonials.  It  is  a  noble  field  for  acquiring  an  experi- 
ence which  will  tend  to  enlarge  their  subsequent  usefulness 
in  the  ministerial  life.  A  young  pastor  in  the  Northwest, 
very  lately,  while  labouring  in  gladness  of  heart  among  a 
revived  people,  declared  that  he  found  that  part  of  his 
education  which  was  received  in  the  colportage  work  of 
the  Board,  of  inestimable  advantage  to  him  in  his  present 
field  of  labour.  A  similar  testimony  has  often  been 
given  by  ministers  who  had  spent  their  vacations  in  this 
work. 

Permanent  colporteurs  are  also  receiving  commissions 
as  rapidly  as  well-qualified  and  well-recommended  men  can 
be  found.  Many  of  these  brethren,  who  are  recommended 
for  employment  by  ministers  and  Presbyteries,  are  lite- 
rally walking  preachers  of  the  gospel  in  sparsely  settled 
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regions  of  the  country,  where  the  ordinary  means  of  grace 
are  rarely  or  never  enjoyed.  Who  can  estimate  the  re- 
sults, for  time  and  eternity,  of  these  labours  ?  Their  books, 
and  tracts,  and  words  of  love  are  left  behind,  nevermore 
to  be  seen  by  them  in  this  life;  but  we  cannot  doubt  that 
they  will  meet  many  souls  at  the  last  day,  on  the  right-hand 
of  the  great  Judge,  who  will  trace  the  beginning  of  a 
saving  work  in  them  to  the  word  kindly  spoken,  and  the 
tract  freely  given. 

In  order  to  exhibit  more  fully  the  nature  and  useful- 
ness of  this  colportage  work,  we  append  two  or  three 
extracts  from  letters  of  colporteurs.  The  first  is  from  a 
colporteur  in  Kansas,  who  says : 

"  I  suppose  the  object  of  our  colportage  work  is  to  sup- 
ply destitute  places  with  good  books,  selling  them  as  far 
as  possible,  and  giving  where  the  people  are  unable  to 
buy.  Are  there  any  places  in  the  United  States  more 
destitute  than  some  portions  of  Nebraska  and  Kansas  ? 
Very  many  people  there  never  hear  preaching,  have  no 
religious  books,  and  are  without  the  Bible.  Infidelity 
and  false  notions  of  religion  and  of  sin  are  working  eter- 
nal death  where  religious  reading  would  do  much  to  save 
the  rising  generation  and  many  of  the  older  people,  bless 
the  country,  and  honour  and  advance  the  cause  of 
Christ. 

"  Some  time  ago  I  gave  a  man  a  copy  of  '  What  is  Cal- 
vinis7n?^  He  read  the  book  again  and  again,  and  says  it 
gave  him  new  light.  He  told  me  that,  up  to  that  time, 
he  had  been  an  infidel,  but  was  one  no  longer,  and  that 
he  now  desires  to  serve  God  and  lead  a  different  life.  He 
is  now  a  regular  attendant  where  I  preach,  and  brings  hi-^ 
wife  and  family  with  him.  They  ride  several  miles  in  a 
rough  wagon  with  a  few  loose  boards  laid  on  it,  and,  the 
best  of  all  is,  the  man  is  exerting  a  good  influence  on 
others.  Several  of  the  neighbours  have  asked  him  to 
procure  books  of  me  for  them." 

Another  colporteur,  labouring  in  Nebraska  and  Kan- 
sas, writes: 
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"  I  let  a  family  have,  for  a  short  time,  one  of  the  Board's 
cheap  publications,  called  ^Confessions  of  a  Convert.^  The 
book  was  read  with  much  interest  and  profit.  An  old 
gentleman  began  to  read  it  aloud ;  then  other  members  of 
the  family  read  it.  The  old  gentleman  afterwards  began 
to  copy  it.  He  said  it  was  the  best  work  upon  the  sub- 
ject he  had  ever  seen,  and  he  would  like  to  write  it  all 
out  if  he  had  time.  He  wished  to  keep  it  longer,  but  it 
was  the  only  copy  I  had,  and  another  person  was  waiting 
for  it.  The  little  book  is  still  moving  on  and,  with 
God's  blessing,  it  will  do  good ;  and  that,  too,  in  a  neigh- 
bourhood where  much  error  on  this  subject  has  been 
spread." 

In  the  Southern  States  a  few  colporteurs  have  been  in 
commission  during  the  year,  and  have  distributed  a  con- 
siderable number  of  books.  Such  is  the  scarcity  of  money 
in  that  region,  that  very  little  can  be  done  in  the  way  of 
sales;  but  much  good  may  be  done  by  visits,  conversa- 
tions, and  gratuitous  distributions. 

In  the  Northwest  the  colportage  work  is  in  a  measure 
intrusted  to  Dr.  C.  O.  Waters,  the  Board's  District  Super- 
intendent, whose  residence  is  at  Chicago.  From  this  im- 
portant centre  he  supervises  the  labours  of  the  colporteurs 
in  his  district,  and  distributes  to  them  supplies  of  books 
and  tracts  as  they  may  need.  The  field  in  the  Northwest 
is  fully  open,  and  the  Board  is  ready  to  commission  col- 
porteurs there,  just  as  fast  as  it  can  secure  the  right 
kind  of  men  for  the  work. 

In  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  the  Eev.  A.  A.  Hogue  is 
at  present  acting  as  District  Superintendent,  and  is  securing 
colporteurs  from  time  to  time.  Affairs  in  those  States 
are  very  unsettled,  and  the  good  work  is  much  hindered. 
Yet  there  is  eminent  need  that  colportage  work  should  be 
done,  and  it  seems  to  be  an  imperative  duty  for  our 
Church  to  do  all  that  it  can. 

On  the  Pacific  coast  the  Eev.  S.  T.  Wells  has  continued 
to  labour  for  the  Board  a  portion  of  the  time.  Arrange- 
ments have  been  made  by  which  a  large  supply  of  the 
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Board's  publications  may  always  be  found  at  the  book- 
store of  Bancroft  &  Co.  in  San  Francisco.  The  Board  is 
now  making  an  effort  to  secure  additional  colporteurs  for 
California,  Oregon,  and  the  adjacent  regions.  The  work 
is  attended  with  great  difficulty,  and  expense,  but  the 
Board  stands  ready  and  is  desirous  to  do  what  it  can  to  aid 
in  spreading  a  sound  religious  and  Presbyterian  literature 
in  that  growing  and  important  portion  of  our  wide-spread 
country. 

In  New  Mexico,  the  Rev.  D.  F.  McFarland,  a  Domestic 
Missionary  at  Santa  Fe,  will  keep  on  hand  a  supply  of 
the  Board's  publications,  to  use  them  as  he  can  for  the 
good  of  the  surrounding  population. 

In  the  British  Provinces,  or,  as  they  are  now  called,  the 
Dominion  of  Canada,  a  considerable  number  of  colporteurs 
are  kept  regularly  at  work,  and  find,  especially  among  the 
numerous  Presbyterians  of  that  region,  a  wide  open  door 
for  the  dissemination  of  the  Board's  publications. 

Considerable  quantities  of  books  and  tracts  have  been 
sent  in  the  course  of  the  year  to  the  Indian  Territory,  to 
Western  Africa,  to  Japan,  China,  India  and  other  lands, 
and  distributed  through  various  agencies  so  as  to  do  good. 

Thus  the  circulation  of  the  Board's  publications  is  going 
forward  from  year  to  year,  not  only  in  various  portions  of 
our  own  land,  but  in  remote  parts  of  the  earth.  We  may 
well  hope  that  they  are  destined  to  be  one  important 
agency  in  the  divine  hand  in  hastening  on  the  longed-for 
glory  of  the  latter  day.

This  is  an  increase  of  $9,010.17  on  the  sales  of  the  year 
preceding. 

This  total,  it  should  be  remarked,  includes  credit  sales 
and  donations,  and  therefore  does  not  agree  with  the 
Treasurer's  account,  which  exhibits  only  the  cash  re- 
ceived. 

The  catalogue  value  of  these  sales  is  about  $153,500; 
the  diflerence  consisting  in  discounts  allowed  to  book, 
sellers,  ministers,  &c. 


III.  DEPARTMENT  OF  SUSTENTATION. 

The  total  of  receipts  into  the  treasury  during  the  year, 
excluding,  of  course,  the  balance  in  hand  March  1,  1867, 
has  been  $149,083.65,  an  increase  of  $3,382.13  over  the 
total  of  the  year  before. 

The  aggregate  expenditures  of  the  year  have  been 
$152,042.60,  an   increase  of  $14,702.44,  which  has  been 
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caused  by  making  an  unusually  large  addition  to  the 
stock  on  the  shelves  of  the  Depository. 

The  cash  received  from  the  sale  of  books,  tracts,  and 
periodicals,  has  amounted  to  $116,272.02,  which  is  $2,o6-i.- 
18  more  than  in  the  year  preceding. 

The  balance  in  the  treasury  at  the  end  of  the  year  is 
810,172.42. 

THE   COLPORTAGE   FUND. 

The  receipts  for  Colportage  during  the  year  have  been 
$29,005.95,  and  the  expenditures  §26,164.36. 

The  number  of  churches  contributing  to  the  Colportage 
Fund  has  been  778. 

We  ask  the  attention  of  pastors  and  churches,  and 
especially  of  that  large  number  who  have  done  nothing 
during  the  last  year  to  aid  the  Board  in  carrying  on  its 
colportage  work,  to  the  following  resolution  of  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly  of  1866. 

"That  the  right  arm  of  the  Board,  its  system  of  col- 
portage, ought  to  he  more  directly  presented  to  their  churches 
hy  pastors  and  ruling  elders,  as  the  chief  claim  of  this 
department  of  church  enterprise,  for  their  liberal  help." 

The  FIRST  Sabbath  in  May  has  been  set  apart  by  the 
Assembly  for  a  simultaneous  collection  in  all  the  churches 
for  this  Fund,  with  a  recommendation  that  whenever  the 
collection  cannot  be  taken  on  that  day,  it  be  taken  on  the 
earliest  Sunday  afterward,  when  it  is  possible. 

We  make  an  earnest  appeal  for  a  liberal  response  to 
this  recommendation,  and  we  enforce  it  by  simply  remind- 
ing our  brethren,  in  the  various  congregations,  that  every 
contribution  which  is  given,  helps  to  send  a  living  voice, 
accompanied  by  a  well-tried  tract  or  book,  to  perishino- 
souls  who  either  live  under  the  droppings  of  the  sanctuary 
but  enter  it  not,  or  are  in  the  regions  beyond  and  sel- 
dom or  never  hear  the  ordained  minister  of  Jesus.  Help, 
brethren^  help  thus  to  preach  the  gospel  to  them. 

It  has  ever  been  one  of  the  glories  of  Presbyterianism, 
that  it  sought  thoroughly  to  instruct  its  adherents.  To 
retain  that  honour  in  these  days,  it  is  especially  necessary 
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to  make  a  liberal  use  of  the  press.  Never  was  it  more 
incumbent  upon  us  to  imbue  the  minds  of  the  people  with 
sound  doctrinal  and  practical  instruction.  Pernicious 
issues  from  irreligious  publishing  houses,  not  only  go,  like 
the  frogs  of  Egypt,  up  into  the  houses,  and  into  the  bed- 
chambers of  the  ungodly,  but,  it  is  to  be  feared,  too  often 
find  their  way  into  Christian  families.  We  should  labour 
hard  to  cast  out  the  plague.  God's  servants  should  be  as 
zealous  in  administering  the  antidote  as  the  men  of  the 
world  are  in  insinuating  poison.  The  Board  is  endea- 
vouring to  maintain  the  ancient  honour  of  our  Church, 
by  the  issue  of  such  a  literature  as  the  country  and  the 
times  need.  All  ages,  all  tastes,  all  degrees  of  culture,  all 
conditions  in  life,  will  find  on  our  catalogue  something  to 
meet  their  wants. 

But  we  require  the  hearty  cooperation  of  our  brethren 
to  make  the  work  practically  successful,  by  bringing  our 
publications  into  contact  with  the  people.  Money-making 
publishing  houses  have  their  canvassing  agents  who  go 
everywhere  with  their  issues.  We  seek  to  present  well- 
instructed  immortal  souls  before  the  throne  of  God.  For 
the  love  of  them  we  appeal  to  pastors,  elders,  and  other 
influential  persons  in  our  congregations,  to  act  with  us. 
Be  canvassing  agents  in  God's  great  work !  As  an  aid  to 
them  in  their  pulpit  work,  we  hope  that  pastors  especially 
will  endeavour  to  place  our  books,  and  tracts,  and  papers 
in  the  hands  of  their  people.  Let  them  speak  of  them 
from  the  pulpit.  When  they  preach  on  important  sub- 
jects, let  them  commend  by  its  title  some  work  which  will 
supplement  the  sermon.  When  a  new  volume  of  interest 
appears,  let  them  call  the  attention  of  their  congregations 
to  it.  In  their  pastoral  visitations,  let  them  suggest  to  the 
heads  of  households  the  procurement  of  our  books  as  a 
part  of  a  family  library,  and,  if  need  be,  choose  suitable 
volumes  for  them.

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labours  to  a  heavenly  reward.  They  were  all  faithful 
sons  of  the  Presbyterian  Cliurch,  and  had  rendered 
important  services  to  this  Board.  But  of  the  loved  and 
lamented  Dr.  Engles,  because  of  his  intimate  and  long- 
continued  relations  to  the  Board,  we  feel  constrained  to 
speak  at  greater  length. 

The  death  of  Dr.  Engles  occurred  on  the  night  of  Wed- 
nesday, November  27th,  at  his  residence  in  Philadelphia, 
after  an  illness  of  a  few  days,  and  in  the  seventy-first  year 
of  his  age. 

The  Presbyterian  Board  of  Publication  is  probably 
more  largely  indebted  to  Dr.  Engles  than  to  any  other 
one  man  for  its  existence  and  its  usefulness,  especially 
during  the  first  twenty  years  of  its  history.  He  was  one 
of  the  first  half-dozen  men  who  clearly  perceived  the  ne- 
cessity for  such  an  institution,  and  who  met  to  take  coun- 
sel together  in  reference  to  its  formation.  In  all  the  in- 
cipient measures  which  led  to  its  organization,  and  after- 
wards to  its  adoption  and  re-organization  by  the  General 
Assembly,  he  took  a  prominent  part.  He  was  appointed 
at  the  very  beginning  a  member  of  its  Executive  Com- 
mittee, and  continued  to  serve  uninterruptedly  in  that 
capacity  until  June,  1863.  He  was  likewise  appointed 
the  first  Editor  of  the  Board's  publications,  and  every  one 
of  th'^m  passed  under  his  eye  and  hand  until  the  same 
date.  In  the  following  year,  after  the  death  of  the  Eev. 
Dr.  Phillips,  of  New  York,  President  of  the  Board,  Dr. 
Engles  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacant  chair.  This  he  con- 
tinued to  do  with  dignity  and  Christian  courtesy  and 
warm  devotion  to  the  BoardV-  interests,  until  his  removal 
by  death. 

His  usefulness  in  connection  with  this  Board,  the  Church 
can  never  fully  appreciate.  His  sound  judgment  rarely 
allowed  him  to  fall  into  a  mistake.  His  extensive  read- 
ing, and  his  thorough  and  discriminating  orthodoxy 
placed  upon  the  Board's  Catalogue  a  large  variety  of  the 
most  approved  Calvinistic  books,  both  of  our  own  country 
and  of  Great  Britain,  yet  kept  its  list  to  a  remarkable 
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degree  free  from  all  admixture  of  error.  A  large  number 
of  old  ,and  valuable  works  which  had  become  nearly 
extinct  because  of  their  cumbrous  style,  were  revised  and 
abridged  by  him,  and  have  had  an  extensive  circulation 
and  usefulness  in  every  part  of  the  land.  He  was  also 
himself  the  author  of  a  large  number  of  valuable  books 
and  tracts,  nearly  all  of  which  were  published  anony- 
mously. Among  these,  his  "Sick-room  Devotions^^  has 
carried  life  and  comfort  to  thousands  of  chambers  of  sick- 
ness. His  little  work,  "  TIte  Soldier's  Pocket- Book,'^  of 
which  about  three  hundred  thousand,  in  English  and 
German,  were  circulated  among  our  soldiers  during:  the 
war,  achieved  an  untold  and  unspeakable  amount  of 
good. 

In  the  death  of  its  former  Editor  and  recent  President, 
the  Board  of  Publication  has  lost  a  wise  and  devoted 
friend.  May  the  Lord,  whose  resources  are  infinite,  raise 
up  and  strengthen  others  to  carry  forward  and  enlarge  the 
work  he  so  well  began. 

The  term  of  office  of  Drs.  Gray,  Krebs,  and  Engles, 
would  have  expired  in  May,  1868,  that  of  Dr.  Lowrie, 
and  of  Mr.  Harper,  in  May,  1871.

STATEMENT  OF  EECEIPTS 


COLI^OHT^aE    FUND 

FROM  MARCH  1,  1867,  TO  MARCH  1,  1868. 


The  work  of  publishing  Books  and  Tracts  is  carried  forward  upon  a  capi- 
tal contributed,  several  years  ago,  for  that  specific  purpose,  to  which  it  is 
wholly  and  sacredly  devoted.  The  churches  are  called  on  to  contribute 
nothing/or  the  publishing  department  of  the  Board;  but  as  nothing  can  be 
drawn  away  from  the  publishing  department  for  other  uses,  the  Board  is 
obliged  to  depend  wholly  on  the  contributions  of  the  churches  and  benevo- 
lent individuals  for  the  supply  of  its  Colportage  Fund.  These  contribu- 
tions, therefore,  are  indispensable  for  the  following  uses,  viz. 

1.  To  pay  the  Salaries  and  Expenses  incident  to  Colportage. 

2.  To  pay  for  the  large  amount  of  Books  and  Tracts  gratuitously  distri- 
buted by  Colporteurs. 

Just  in  proportion,  and  only  in  proportion,  as  the  churches  annually 
contribute  to  this  Fund,  is  the  Board  able  to  do  these  things.

I3y  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  we  can  report  to  the  General  As- 
sembly unexampled  success  in  the  work  of  Church  Extension. 
In  no  equal  period  of  its  history  have  the  operations  of  your 
Board  been  so  large  or  shown  so  great  progress  as  in  the  twelve 
months  ending  April  1,  1868, 

During  that  time  948  churches  or  119  more  than  in  the  preced- 
ing year,  gave  a  sum  §5,264  larger  than  was  ever  contributed  by 
churches  in  a  single  year  to  our  funds.  The  receipts  were  $50,317, 
or  thirty  per  cent  in  excess  of  any  similar  period.  The  applica- 
tions for  aid  were  nearly  twenty-two  per  cent  beyond  those  of 
the  previous  year.  The  appropriations  exceeded  those  of  1867 
twenty-two  per  cent  in  number,  and  fourteen  per  cent  in 
amount,  aggregating  §53,45-4.  The  payment  to  churches  were 
$58,174,  or  forty  per  cent  beyond  those  of  the  preceding  year. 

APPLICATIONS. 

During  the  year  ending  April  1,  1868,  one  hundred  and  eighty 
churches  sought  aid  to  the  amount  of  §106,577,  averaging  §592 
to  each  church.  Adding  to  these  the  applications  on  file  and  un- 
disposed of  April  1,  1867,  the  Board  had  before  it  during  the  year 
two  hundred  and  thirty-nine  applications,  calling  for  §147,277. 
There  remained  on  our  register  April  1,  1868,  awaiting  the  receipt 
of  further  information,  applications  from  one  hundred  and  fifteen 
churches,  calling  for  §79,375. 

APPEOPRIATIONS. 

Appropriations  were  made  during  the  year  to  one  hundred  and 
twenty-two  churches,  whose  names  and  localities  are  given  in  the 
appendix.  The  amount  granted  to  these  churches  was  §58,454.50, 
being  an  average  of  §438.15  to  each  church. 
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Appropriations  amounting  to  $1,300  were  during  the  year  with- 
drawn from  four  churches,  because  not  properly  called  for  within 
the  two  je&YB  allowed  for  that  purpose.  One  of  these  was,  how- 
ever, soon  after  renewed. 

One  hundred  and  thiriy-two  churches  during  the  year  drew 
their  appropriations,  amounting  to  $58,174.50. 

RECEIPTS  AND  EXPENDJTUEES. 
The  balance  appropriated  and  unappropriated  on  hand  April  1, 
1867,  was  $52,411.21.  The  receipts  from  April  1,  1867,  to  April 
1,  1868,  were  $50,317.78.  The  entire  available  means  of  the  year 
were  therefore  $102,728.99.  From  the  Treasurer's  Eeport  in  the 
appendix  it  appears  that  the  expenditures  were  $61,460  46.  The 
balance  in  the  treasury  Apiil  1, 1868,  was  consequently  $41,268.53. 
There  were,  however,  unpaid  at  that  date  liabilities  amounting  to 
$29,480,  leaving  an  unpledged  balance  of  $11,788.53  to  meet  ap- 
plications already  filed  (and  that  may  at  any  time  furnish  the  re- 
quired information),  amounting  to  $79,375,  or  nearly  seven  times 
the  sum  on  hand  to  meet  them.  Presented  in  the  usual  tabular 
form,  the  fiancial  position  of  the  Board  April  1, 1868,  was  this,  viz  ^

AID  NEEDED. 
Inasmuch  as  the  average  cost  of  the  churches  the  Board  has 
hitherto. taken  the  responsibility  of  aiding  has  been  about  $2,500, 
while  our  average  grants  do  not  reach  one-fifth  of  that  amount,  it 
has  been  asked  whether  the  churches  aided  could  not  by  extra 
effort  have  raised  this  sum  themselves  and  dispensed  with  assist- 
ance from  the  Board.  In  answering  this  inquiry  it  should  be 
borne  in  mind,  that  the  conditions  on  which  the  Board  makes  its 
grants,  are  such  as  to  stimulate  the  liberality  of  recipients  to  the 
utmost,  and  that  the  history  of  our  appropriations  shows,  that  for 
every  dollar  appropriated  by  the  Board,  at  least  another  dollar 
was  drawn  from  the  field  itself  that  could  not  otherwise  have 
been   obtained.    It  is,  moreover,  a  fact  established  by  the  most 
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careful  examination,  that  the  churches  aided  by  the  Board  gene- 
rally exercise  great  self-denial,  and  tax  their  own  resources  and 
those  of  the  communities  in  which  they  are  located  very  heavily. 
The  aid  granted  has  therefore  in  most  cases  supplied  what  was 
lacking  after  the  largest  possible  sum  had  been  raised  from  the 
people  themselves.  A  burden  but  a  little  beyond  the  unassisted 
ability  of  a  church  to  lift  is  in  fact  as  immovable  to  that  church 
as  though  it  were  far  heavier,  and  the  necessity  for  aid  is  as  real,, 
if  not  as  large,  in  the  former  as  in  the  latter  instance.  If  the 
need  of  aid  were  not  urgent  and  wide  spread,  more  than  1200  un- 
solicited applications  would  not  have  been  filed  with  the  Board  in 
the  last  thirteen  years,  and  830  different  churches  would  not  have 
pressed  their  requests  to  an  appropriation.  When  one-third  of  the 
entire  number  of  our  churches  thus  urge  their  wants,  the  necesS'i- 
ty  must  be  great  and  real. 

WHAT  HAS  BEEN  DONE. 

In  the  last  thirteen  years  3'our  Board  of  Church  Extension  has 
received  $376,178.25,  of  which  sum  nearly  6260,000  was  from 
churches.  The  number  of  congregations  contributing  to  its  funds 
during  the  year  under  review,  was  nearlj^  six  fold  the  number 
contributing  in  1856.  It  has  aided  830  different  churches  to  ob- 
tain church  properties  free  from  debt,  worth  nearly  §2,500,000,  and 
that  will  comfortably  accomodate  175,000  worshipers.  These  re- 
sults have  been  reached  without  the  employment  of  any  salaried 
collecting  agents,  and  without  any  expenditure  whatever,  borne 
by  the  Church  at  large,  or  by  general  contributors. 

THE  WORK  ENLARGING. 

The  permanent  and  vital  character  of  the  Church  Extension 
work  appears  from  the  increase  of  applications,  and  from  the  en- 
largement of  the  Church  itself.  Within  three  years  the  applica- 
tions have  nearly  doubled,  both  in  number  and  amount,  and  are 
now  far  in  advance  of  any  previous  period  of  our  history.  Last 
year,  though  not  entirely  freed  from  the  embarrassments  caused 
by  our  late  civil  war  and  the  divisions  incident  thereto,  our  Pres- 
byteries reported  the  addition  of  nearly  32,000  communicants  on 
examination  and  certificate,  and  the  organization  of  85  new 
churches,  or  nearly  one-half  as  many  in  a  single  year  as  during 
the  five  preceding  years.  iSTearlj-  all  these  new  organizations  will 
sooner  or  later  need  aid  in  the  erection  of  their  sanctuaries. 
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Shall  not  then  earnest  prayer  ascend  to  the  King,  who  has 
promised  to  take  pleasure  and  be  glorified  in  the  houses  His 
people  build,  that  He  would  incline  those  who  have  hitherto  help- 
ed this  work  to  continue  their  aid  and  persuade  our  1600  churches, 
who  are  not  now  enrolled  as  its  supporters,  to  remember  its  wants 
in  the  time  to  come.

This  Committee  on  Saturday,  May  23d,  1S6S,  presented  the  following 
resolutions,  which  were  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Assembly,  viz:

That  the  Assembly  has  heard  with  devout  gratitude  to 
Almighty  God,  of  the  success  of  this  Board  in  aiding  feeble  churches  to  se- 
cure houses  of  worship. 

That  the  Assembly  finds  great  satisfaction  in  the  fact  that 
this  Board  during  the  fiscal  year  just  closed  has  enabled  122  churches  in  50 
Presbyteries  in  twenty  different  :^-tates,  to  complete  their  houses  of  worship 
and  dedicate  them  to  the  Triune  God,  free  of  debt. 

Resolved,  5.  That  while  it  is  a  cause  of  thankfulness  that  119  more 
churches  have  contributed  to  the  funds  of  this  Board  during  this  year  than  in 
the  preceeding  year,  yet  it  is  witli  deep  regret  that  the  Assembly  learns  that 
1600  churches  in  our  connection,  have  given  nothing  to  aid  this  very  import- 
ant worlc  of  our  Church  through  this  Board. 

Resolved,  6.  That  the  Assembly  regards  the  work  of  this  Board  as  of 
the  highest  importance  to  the  prosperity  of  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom,  and 
it  does  most  earnestly  recommend  aU  our  Churches  to  contribute  liberally 
for  the  advancement  of  Christ's  cause  through  this  appointed  means.

EIGHTH  ANNUAL   CIRCULAE. 

St.  Louis,  Jane  15, 1868. 
To  Presbyterians. 

Drar  Brethren  : — Last  year  your  Board  of  Church  Extension  received 
$.^0,000,  and  aided  in  the  erection  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  houses  of 
worship.  In  a  little  over  thirteen  years  your  Board  has  received  about  ^385,- 
000,  and  made  grants  to  eight  hundred  and  fifty  churches.  These  grants  have 
enabled  these  congregations  to  receive  free  from  debt,  church  properties  worth 
over  $2  500  000,  and  have  furnished  comfortable  shelter  for  one  hundred  and 
eighty  thousand  worshipers.  To-day  your  Board  has  on  file,  applications  from 
over  one  hundred  churches  for  $70,000  more  than  its  means.  These  applica- 
tions are  in  most  cases  for  aid  to  erect  humble  sanctuaries,  costing  from  $2000 
to  $3000  each.  They  come  from  feeble  churches,  which  in  poverty  and  great 
self  denial  are  '-building  a  house  for  the  Lord."  Among  the  cases  before  us 
are  these  :  In  a  church  in  Minnesota,  one  of  the  four  poor  members  has  sold 
her  $500  Government  Bond,  that  the  work  of  building  their  sanctuary  might 
not  be  stopped.  In  another  church  in  the  same  State,  the  minister,  beside  giv- 
ing $100  out  of  his  scanty  salary,  sufF.TS  the  parsonage  to  be  sold  and  moves 
into  two  uncomfortable  rooms  over  a  tinner's  shop,  in  the  filthiest  part  of  the 
town,  that  his  people  may  be  able  to  go  on  with  their  church  building.  In  a 
church  in  Iowa,  a  young  man  earning  his  daily  bread  by  driving  a  team,  gives 
$50,  and  a  widowed  mother  with  $1000  gives  $100— or  one-tenth  of  her  living 
— for  the  house  of  God.  In  Missouri,  a  little  band  of  new  comers  on  the  prai- 
rie, with  land  but  partly  paid  for— with  farms  unfenced,  and  living  in  shanties 
built  for  stables  or  out  houses,  give  from  $50  to  $100  a-piece  that  the  church 
may  first  be  built.  These  are  not  extreme  and  isolated  cases  ;  they  are  fair 
samples  of  the  sacrifices  of  our  brethren  for  the  cause  of  Church  Extension. 
Shall  these  sacrifices  fail  of  the  desired  end  for  want  of  a  few  hunndred  dol- 
lars? Your  Board  has  no  jiaid  agents.  It  can  aid  these  suffering  brethren 
only  as  your  free  will  gifts  are  furnished  to  our  Treasurer,  David  Keith,  St. 
Louis,  Mo.  If  at  the  appointed  time — the  first  Sabbath  of  July — or  as 
soon  thereafter  as  possible,  you  will  fulfill  the  law  of  love,  by  bearing,  as  you 
can,  "these  burdens  of  your  brethren,"  the  blessing  of  churches  ready  to  perish 
will  come  upon  you.  Your  gifts,  undiminished  by  any  expenses,  will  cheer 
those  who  toil  and  hope  almost  against  hope,  and  your  Lord  will  be  glorified  in 
the  sanctuaries  thus  erected  for  His  worship.

fields  of  labour  they  revolve  at  times,  with  deep  solicitude,  the  contingency  of 
chronic  disease,  which  may  disable  them  in  early  life,  or  the  imbecility  of  old  age. 
They  cannot  so  far  divest  themselves  of  humanity,  as  to  leave  these  possible 
events  wholly  out  of  the  account  in  deciding  whether,  in  view  of  the  manifold 
trials  of  missionary  life,  they  will  be  able  to  endure,  hardness  as  good  soldiers,  in 
such  an  arduous  warfare.  The  Committee  are  confident  that  nothing  has  served 
so  much  to  allay  their  anxiety,  and  suppress  inordinate  fear,  as  the  establish- 
ment of  this  fund.  The  support  thus  pledged  by  their  brethren,  is  at  once  a 
token  fif  their  fraternal  love,  and  of  the  care  of  a  benignant  Providence.  The 
comfort  imparted  to  many  who  are  already  compassed  about  with  the  inmimrra- 
ble  evils  that  often  attend  penury,  disease,  and  age,  is  most  gratefully  acknow- 
ledged. 

It  is  attested  by  communications  to  the  Committee,  too  numerous  to  be 
reported,  but  which  would  be  read  with  lively  interest.  A  clerical  friend  writes 
concerning  a  venerable  Christian  lady :  "I  wish  that  you  could  converse  with 
her,  if  but  for  one  half  hour.  You  would  be  deeply  impressed  with  the  excellency 
of  both  her  head  and  her  heart.  Language  cannot  exaggerate  the  value  to  her  of 
your  annual  remittances.  They  are  always  welcome,  always  needed,  and  the 
Committee  may  be  assured,  that  they  are  economically  and  prudently  used." 

One  of  the  forms  in  which  the  fund  proves  eminently  helpful,  is  in  meeting 
severe,  and  sometimes  sudden  emergencies,  by  the  giving  of  temporary  relief;  or, 
such  as  is  needed  only  for  a  time.  A  young  mother,  the  widow  of  a  missionary 
in  the  West,  was  commended  to  the  Committee  for  help.  By  a  judicious  use  of 
two  or  three  annual  appropriations,  she  has  become  qualified  for  a  position  in  a 
literary  institution,  where  she  is  able  to  support  herself.  In  other  instances, 
ministers  have  been  disabled  by  excessive  anxiety  and  overwork.  A  morbid 
condition  of  both  body  and  mind,  has  made  them  desponding,  incapable  of  labour, 
and  almost  bereft  of  reason,  while  pondering  over  their  own  sufferings,  and  the 
wants  of  a  helpless  family.  The  relief  of  mind  afforded  by  the  fund  has  wrought 
a  happy  change  in  their  health,  which  could  not  be  effected  by  the  physician. 
"  Our  suffering  brother,"  writes  a  stated  clerk,  "has  so  far  recovered,  that  he  is 
able  to  resume  his  labours,  and  will  not  ask  for  another  remittance.  His  condi- 
tion was  so  alarming,  as  to  cause  serious  apprehensions  about  the  result.  I 
verily  believe,  that  the  efiicient  remedy  in  his  case,  was  administered  through 
your  Committee.  Your  appropriation,  under  God,  appears  to  have  been  the 
means  of  saving  his  life."  Two  years  ago,  one  of  our  young  ministers  was 
arrested  in  his  labours  by  the  state  of  his  throat  and  chest.  He  is  submissive  and 
hopeful,  trusting  in  a  gracious  Providence,  to  restore  him  to  health,  whicli  he 
thinks,  is  improving.  Should  his  expectations  be  realized,  he  will  not  need  nor 
ask  further  aid.  Not  unlike  this,  is  the  case  of  a  missionary,  still  in  early  life, 
who,  after  a  severe  struggle  with  threatening  pulmonary  disease,  has  resigned 
his  commission.  In  his  retirement  he  writes,  "by  the  blessing  of  God,  I  am 
slowly  recovering  •,  and  I  hope  soon  to  be  restored  to  the  delightful  work  of 
preaching  the  gospel.  It  was  with  much  diflBdence  that  I  applied  through  the 
Presbytery  for  assistance.  My  services  in  the  church  have  been  of  so  short 
duration,  that  I  did  not  think  myself  entitled  to  aid.  I  feel  that  it  ought  rather 
to  be  given  to  others  in  similar  need,  but  more  worthy  than  myself.     And  yet, 
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what  would  have  been  my  condition  without  it  ?  And  now  let  me  express  my 
heartfelt  thanks  for  this  timely  assistance.  I  cannot  tell  you  how  grateful  I 
feel  to  the  church,  and  to  the  God  of  our  Zion,  that  I  am  so  kindly  remembered 
and  cared  for,  in  the  hour  of  my  affliction.  It  has  removed  a  great  burden  from 
my  heart,  and  has  reminded  me  of  many  precious  promises  of  God  to  his  chil- 
dren, even  to  the  most  unworthy." 

Another  minister  in  middle  life,  hopelessly  crippled  by  some  chronic  com- 
plaint, was  obliged  to  resign  his  pastoral  charge.  Though  possessed  of  some 
land,  he  wanted  the  means  to  enrich  and  hire  labourers  to  till  it.  Having  little 
knowledge  of  farming,  and  with  strength  only  to  hobble  about  with  difficulty, 
he  was  constrained  to  ask  through  the  Presbytery,  temporary  assistance  from 
the  fund.  A  letter  was  received  from  this  afflicted  brother,  giving  an  account 
of  the  efforts  of  himself  and  family,  to  maintain  themselves.  "  When  I  was  no 
longer  able  to  preach,"  he  says,  "  and  we  were  compelled  to  look  to  our  farm 
for  support,  we  all  went  to  work  to  the  extent  of  our  ability,  and  even  beyond 
it.  My  wife  attended  to  her  household  duties  in  the  morning  by  the  light  of  a 
candle,  and  then  spent  twelve  hours  in  out-door  labours.  I  have  gone  to  the 
field  on  my  two  crutches,  left  one  in  the  corner  of  the  field,  and  with  the  other 
in  my  hand  or  under  my  arm,  I  have  dropped  corn,  or  pulled  weeds,  till  my 
strength  was  exhausted.  My  children,  of  course,  helped  as  far  as  they  were 
able,  the  oldest  of  whom,  at  that  time,  was  but  ten.  The  youngest  has  sincn 
been  removed  by  death.  The  others,  if  spared,  will  render  more  assistance  in 
future ;  and  we  hope,  that,  under  God,  we  shall  be  able  hereafter  tu  maintain 
ourselves.  We  feel  truly  thankful,  that  thus  far,  we  have  received  so  promptly 
all  that  the  Presbytery  have  asked." 

A  minister  at  the  West,  of  more  than  four-score,  writing  with  a  tremulous 
hand,  a  short,  and  almost  illegible  letter,  ''thanks  those,  who  in  their  loving- 
kindness  have  made  such  provision  for  their  aged  brother.  They  are  remem- 
bered in  my  prayers  both  night  and  morning.  Should  I  live  till  next  July,  I 
shall  be  eighty-four  years  old.  When  the  Lord  sees  tit  to  take  me  and  my  bene- 
factors home,  may  we  all  meet  with  thtjse  Avho  unite  in  singing  the  song  of 
Moses  and  the  Lamb,  in  that  city  where  they  have  no  need  of  the  stai,  neither  of 
the  moon,  for  the  Lord  God  giveth  them  light,  and  they  shall  reign  for  ever.'' 

An  invalid  widow,  writes  to  the  Committee  in  behalf  of  herself  and  four  orphan 
children,  acknoAvledging  a  remittance  with  "  heartfelt  gratitude,  for  so  great  a 
kindness."  "  God,"  she  says,  "  has  been  a  father  to  the  fatherless,  and  a  friend  to 
the  widow.  Would  that  those  who  thus  minister  to  our  necessities  might  know 
how  great  is  the  favour  they  confer,  and  how  deeply  we  feel  our  obligation.  Let 
others,  who  have  been  bereaved  and  afflicted  like  ourselves,  put  their  trust  in 
God,  who  will  never  see  the  most  unworthy  of  his  disciples  forsaken,  nor  suffer 
them  to  want  bread." 

Such  are  only  samples  of  many  letters  to  the  Committee,  in  which  the  par- 
takers in  this  bounty  of  the  Church,  give  their  grateful  feelings  utterance.  Not 
a  few  of  them  are  so  disabled  by  disease  or  age,  as  to  be  incapable  of  any  sort 
of  remunerative  labour;  and  but  for  the  Fund,  they  would  have  no  visible  source 
of  procuring  the  necessaries  of  life.  Among  them  are  cases  of  blindness,  can- 
sumption,  palsy,  and  mental  imbecility.     Three  have  been  removed  by  death 
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since  our  last  report.  The  Committee  state,  with  regret,  that  in  many  churches 
collections  for  the  cause  are  made  irregularly,  and  that  quite  a  numl)er  have 
hitherto  given  nothing  at  all.  Although  the  Committee,  thus  far,  have  been 
able  to  grant,  in  every  instance,  all  that  the  Presbyteries  have  asked,  yet  the 
average  amount  of  our  appropriations  has  of  late  been  so  much  increased,  that 
without  a  corresponding  imcrease  in  our  receipts  during  the  coming  year,  the  de- 
mands on  our  treastiry  will  exceed  the  means  to  meet  them.  The  Trustees  are 
instructed  by  the  Assembly,  to  add  to  the  permanent  fund,  not  only  large  dona- 
tions and  legacies  which  are  given  for  this  purpose,  but  any  surplus  of  the  cur- 
rent receipts  not  needed  for  distribution.  Hitherto  the  income  from  the  annual 
collections  of  the  churches  has  not  been  so  large  as  to  permit  any  portion  for 
investment.  This  direction  of  the  Assembly  affords  an  opportunity  to  the 
special  friends  of  the  fund,  to  enlarge  it  to  any  extent  they  please,  by  their  con- 
tributions, which  will  be  invested  or  disbursed  by  the  Trustees,  according  to  the 
wish  of  the  donors.  In  view  of  the  conflicting  opinions  in  the  Church  on  the 
subject  of  such  a  fund,  it  is  believed  that  this  gradual  way  of  augmenting  it  is 
not  only  the  least  objectionable,  but  that  it  will  be  an  effectual  way.  The  little 
flock  of  converted  Chinamen  at  Shanghai,  are  glad  to  hear  the  annual  report  of 
the  Trustees,  through  the  interpretation  of  their  pastor.  Its  facts  strike  a  ten- 
der cord  in  their  hearts,  and  they  send  us  every  year  a  token  of  their  sympathy, 
in  a  generous  gift.  The  contribution  of  four  pounds  four  shillings  and  eight 
pence  this  year,  is  a  small  advance  on  that  of  the  last.  The  letter  which  accom- 
panied their  donation  expressed  much  affection  for  their  suffering  brethren  on 
this  side  of  the  globe,  and  the  pleasure  they  feel  in  contributing  to  their  relief. 
The  past  year  has  furnished  gratifying  evidence  of  a  deep  interest  among 
the  ministry  in  the  welfare  of  their  disabled  brethren,  nor  do  the  Committee 
believe  that  any  one  of  all  the  causes  in  which  the  Church  is  enlisted  is  more 
firmly  fixed  in  her  affections.  They  cannot  doubt  of  either  its  permanence  or 
its  prosperity,  as  long  as  it  is  so  conducted  as  to  enjoy  the  confidence  and  fos- 
tering care  of  the  Assembly,  with  the  favour  of  God.

RESOLUTIONS  OF  THE   GENERAL   ASSEMBLY,  1868. 

DISABLED    ministers'    FUND. 

Rev.  Dr.  Brinsmacle,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  to  whom  was 
referred  the  report  of  the  Trustees  on  the  "Fund  for  Disabled  Min- 
isters in  Need,  and  the  Needy  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased 
Ministers,"  reported  that  they  were  gratified  at  the  energy  and 
success  with  which  this  cause  has  been  conducted.  They  find 
that  relief  has  been  afforded  to  fifty-eight  ministers,  sixty-seven 
vv'idows,  and  eleven  families  of  orphans,  to  the  amount  of  826,191. 
The  balance  of  $4,370  on  hand  on  the  1st  of  April,  has  since 
been  expended  in  meeting  the  large  drafts  made.  The  number 
relieved  and  the  amount  of  money  disbursed  exceed  that  of  any 
previous  year.  In  connection  with  the  report  the  committee 
offered  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  the  Assembly  recognize,  with  thankfulness,  the 
continued  zeal  and  prudence  with  which  the  Trustees  and  Secre- 
tary have  discharged  their  duties. 

Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  greatly  enlarged  number  of  appli- 
cations for  aid,  and  as  the  sum  on  hand  is  insuiScient  to  meet  the 
pressing  demands,  it  be  earnestly  enjoined  upon  the  churches  to 
increase  their  contributions  to  this  Board. 

Resolved,  That  those  churches  which  have  not  contributed  to 
this  object  be  requested  to  give  it  the  earliest  possible  attention. 

Resolved,  That  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  on  this  subject  be 
printed  in  the  Appendix  to  the  Minutes. 
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In  accordance  with  the  direction  of  the  last  General  Assembly, 
the  Committee  on  Freedmen  have  continued  for  "another  year" 
the  effort  to  plant  the  church,  with  its  educational  and  gospel 
privileges,  among  the  people  committed  to  their  care.  While  a 
review  of  their  efforts  with  an  examination  of  the  results,  affords 
ground  for  unfeigned  sorrow  that  so  little  has  been  done  in  view 
of  the  condition  of  the  perishing  millions  for  whom  they  labor, 
they  would  render  thanks  unto  God  for  the  manifest  tokens  of 
his  favor,  and  for  the  establishment  in  any  measure,  of  "the  work 
of  'their'  hands  upon  them." 

The  officers  and  Executive  Committee  of  last  year  were  re- 
elected, and  served  with  faithfulness,  and  without  a  division  in 
counsels  throughout  the  year.  The  Executive  Committee  has 
met  statedly  once  in  two  weeks,  and  with  the  Secretary  has  kept 
a  constant  and  direct  oversight  of  all  parts  of  the  work,  push- 
ing it  forward  with  energy,  and  enlarging  it  as  rapidly  as  the 
Church  afforded  the  means. 

On  the  third  day  of  February,  1868,  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Committee,  Alexander  Cameron,  was  called  to  his  rest,  in  the 
fifty-third  year  of  his  age.  He  was  a  good  man — "one  Avho  feared 
God  and  wrought  righteousness."  For  thirty-four  years  he  was 
a  member,  without  reproach,  of  the  First  Church  of  Allegheny, 
and  for  twenty  years  he  Avas  an  acceptable  Ruling  Elder  of  the 
same.  At  the  organization  of  the  Committee  he  was  elected 
Treasurer,  and  although  suffering  through  a  gradual  decline  in 
health,  he  devoted  his  efforts  with  great  earnestness  to  the  work' 


until  almost  the  close  of  life.  Strong  in  faith,  with  tender  sympathy 
for  God's  poor  people,  and  clea*-  in  judgment,  he  greatly  aided 
the  Executive  Committee  in  their  perplexing  trust.  When  called 
to  his  reward  he  left  the  church  a  precious  legacy  in  his  prayers 
and  pious  example. 

David  Robinson,  Esq.,  a  member  of  the  Committee,  and  a 
Ruling  Elder  in  the  First  Church  of  Pittsburgh,  was  elected 
Treasurer  at  the  death  of  Mr.  Cameron,  and  served  to  the  close 
of  the  ecclesiastical  year,  without  salary. 

The  three-fold  work  of  raising  funds,  enlisting  and  sending 
missionaries  to  the  field,  and  of  establishing  and  directing  the  work 
of  the  missions,  has  been  prosecuted  upon  the  same  general  plan 
as  last  year,  which  was  endorsed  by  the  Assembly.  Modifications, 
to  some  degree,  have  become  necessary  in  the  control  of  the 
missions,  to  accord  with  the  authority  and  proper  functions  of 
Presbyteries,  which  have  been  organized  as  the  outgrowth  of  the 
work  among  the  Freedmen. 

While  the  Committee  have  required  a  Monthly  Report  from 
all  Teachers,  according  to  blanks  furnished,  and  a  Quarterly 
Report  of  the  same  kind  from  all  Ministers  in  commission,  and 
have  paid  no  salary  except  for  services  rendered,  they  have 
permitted  the  Presbyteries  of  Catawba  and  Atlantic  to  determine 
the  organization  of  Churches,  the  location  of  Schools,  and  the 
building  of  houses  of  worship  within  their  own  bounds;  also  to 
appoint  and  direct  the  labors  of  their  Ministers  and  Catechists. 

In  accordance  with  the  authority  given  by  the  last  Assembly, 
in  its  action  requesting  the  Boards  of  the  Church  "to  co-operate 
with  it  (the  Committee),  in  their  several  departments,  in  such  a 
manner  as  may  seem  best  fitted  to  promote  its  ends,"  application 
was  made  to  the  Board  of  Education,  through  the  Presbytery  of 
Catawba,  for  the  support  of  six  candidates  for  the  ministry,  while 
pursuing  their  studies  in  Biddle  Memorial  Institute.  Also  by  the 
Committee  direct,  to  the  Boards  of  Church  Extension,  Publication 
and  Domestic  Missions,  for  assistance  in  building  houses  of 
worship,  supplying  books  and  papers  for  Sabbath  Schools  and  in 
supporting  ministers.  All  of  these  Boards  made  appropriations 
which  added  greatly  to  the  eflScicncy  of  the  work.  The  Board  of 
Church  Extension,  under  the  agreement  reported  to  the  last  . 
Assembly,  has  efficiently  aided  Twenty-sbven  congregations,  under 


charge  of  the  Committee,  in  bialding  their  houses  of  worship. 
Twenty-three  of  these  are  now  completed  free  of  debt  or 
encumbrance,  and  arc  occupied  by  happy  and  growing  congre- 
gations. The  money  appropriated  by  the  Board  has  been  chiefly 
used  to  aid  in  paying  for  lots  and  for  furnishing  materials  for 
building,  while  the  people  have  done  the  work,  and  the  esti- 
mated value  of  the  property  secured  is  more  than  double  the  out- 
lay of  funds.  These  houses,  ranging  in  cost  from  $150  to  $5000, 
are  secured  to  the  particular  congregations  under  the  control  of 
the  General  Assembly.  The  Committee  desire  to  recognize  with 
gratitude  the  courtesy  of  this  Board,  and  the  interest  constantly 
manifested  by  them  and  their  energetic  Secretary,  in  the  work 
among   the   houseless  congregations   of  Frecdmen. 

The  Board  of  Publication  made  grants  of  books  and  Sabbath 
School  papers,  to  a  large  number  of  the  missions  and  schools. 
They  have  generously  responded  to  every  request  made  by  the 
Committee. 

The  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  in  October  agreed  to  renew 
the  commissions  of  fourteen  of  the  ministers  they  had  assisted  to 
support  during  last  year,  at  $450  each,  this  being  a  reduction  of 
twenty-five  per  cent,  on  all  commissions.  This  Board  has  paid  to 
the  missionaries  thus  commissioned  Seven  Thousand  Eight 
Hundred  Dollars  ($7,800.00)  within  the  year.  These  mis- 
sionaries have  reported  to  the  Board,  as  well  as  the  Committee, 
in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  that  Board,  and  are  accounted  by 
the  Board  as  its  own  missionaries. 

Government  transportation  for  the  teachers  has  been  obtained 
from  the  Freedmcn's  Bureau,  and  also  aid  in  building,  renting 
and  furnishing  school-rooms. 

On  the  1st  of  May,  1867,  there  remained  in  the  treasury  a 
balance  from  the  contributions  of  last  year,  of  $2,540.32;  barely 
enough  to  meet  the  demands  for  the  salaries  of  missionaries  at  the 
end  of  that  month.  With  this  balance  and  the  hope  of  help  from 
the  sources  indicated,  the  Committee  entered  upon  the  work  of 
the  year.  They  commissioned  Ministers,  Teachers  and  Catechists, 
as  the  way  was  made  clear,  with  faith  in  the  Lord,  and  his  people, 
that  a  support  would  be  provided  for  all  whom  Jesus  called  to  this 
self-denying  labor.  While  no  month  has  passed,  without  leav- 
ing  the  Committee  with  an  empty  treasury;  and  twice  during 


the  year  the  treasury  was  largely  overdrawn,  yet  the  Committee 
would  report  that  no  missionary  has  either  had  his  salary  dimin- 
ished, or  been  compelled  to  wait  a  week  after  it  was  due. 

The  work  has  been  sustained  with  unremitting  effort  through- 
out the  year,  in  its  three  departments,  each  of  these  departments 
requiring  constant  attention.

The  whole  amount  contributed  by  the  freed  people,  as  reported 
to  the  Committee,  for  building  school  houses,  manses  and 
churches,  and  for  support  of  ministers  and  teachers,  is  $8,871.27. 
Besides  this;  p^uch  was  given,  in  wpi'k  and  money,  which  has  not 


been  reported,  and  a  number  of  the  churches  have  made  contribu- 
tions to  the  Boards  of  the  Church.

II.    Op  Missionaries  and  Teachers. 

The  Committee  have  had  in  commission  and  in  the  field,  since 
the  last  report.  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-five  Missionaries, 
who  have  performed  up  to  May  1st,  1868,  nine  hundred  and 
seventy-five  months  or  eighty  one  years  and  eight  months'  service, 
at  a  cost  to  the  church  of  $20,181.45,  or  an  average  salary  of  $250. 

A  list  of  these  laborers  is  appended  to  this  report,  with  a  state- 
ment of  their  fields  of  labor.

Such  is  a  summary  of  the  results  attained  by  the  Committee,  in 
the  work  among  the  Freedmen,  during  the  past  year, — the  ostensi- 
ble and  tangible  fruits  of  the  year's  planting.  But  the  Committee 
are  persuaded  that  no  tabic  of  statistics,  however  carefully  pre- 
pared, can  measure  the  good  that  has  been  done.  The  good  seed 
has  been  sown  where  not  even  the  blade  has  yet  appeared,  and 
where,  in  God's  good  time,  the  full  corn  in  the  ear,  will  bring  the 
reward  to  the  soAver.  These  results  reach  deep  down,  to  the  foun- 
dations of  society,  and  they  Avill  tell  to  an  unknown  degree  on  the 
future,  but  they  cannot  be  fully  known  here.  Souls  have  been 
led  to  Jesus  that  knew  Him  not,  and  sinners  lost  in  sin,  have 
through  grace,  obtained  hope  of  life. 

A  comparative  statement  of  the  results  of  the  three  years'  op- 
erations of  the  Committee  to  benefit  the  Freedmen,  may  aid  the 
Assembly  in  their  judgment  of  the  plans  which  have  been  followed, 
as  well  as  cast  light  on  the  path  of  duty  for  the  future. 

Under  the  operations  of  the  two  Committees  appointed  by  the 
Assembly  of  1864,  about  eleven  thousand  dollars  Avere  collected, 
and  seven  thousand  expended.  May,  1865,  this  Committee  was 
established,  and  the  following  amounts  have  been  collected  for  the 
work,  viz  :

I.    Collection  of  Funds. 

This  statement  of  results  reveals  the  fact,  that  the  advance  in 
contributions  has  been  in  no  degree  proportionate  to  the  enlarge- 
ment, and  success  of  the  work,  and  the  Church  ought  to  be  star- 
tled with  the  evidence,  that  the  deficiency  increases  with  an  alarm- 
ing ratio.  While  the  annual  contributions  to  the  cause  have  in- 
creased from  $21,100.03  to  |28,354.83,  and  the  number  of  con- 
tributing churches  from  528  to  719,  the  increase  of  expenditures. 
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arising  solely  from  the  success  of  the  missions,  and  the  consequent 
enlargement  of  the  work,  has  been  from  $24,316.55  to  $63,959.62. 

The  Committee  during  the  present  year  have  expended  $29,- 
347.97  more  than  the  outlay  of  last  year,  and  this  increase  was 
made  necessary,  in  order  to  secure  permanence  in  the  churches  and 
schools  established.  It  has  been  such  as  ought  to  be  expected  in 
a  successful  mission.  It  is  the  answer  of  God  to  the  prayer  of  His 
Church,  "Let  Thy  Kingdom  come." 

The  failure  of  the  churches  to  meet  this  increasing  demand  of 
successful  work,  among  the  Freedmen,  has  been  a  constant  source 
of  perplexity  to  the  Committee.  At  the  end  of  every  month  they 
have  been  called  to  face  an  empty  treasury,  in  the  presence  of  per- 
ishing millions.  From  the  beginning  of  their  work  they  have 
added  no  laborer  to  the  field  whose  salary  was  already  secured. 

At  the  time  of  the  last  Report,  there  remained  in  the  Treasury 
barely  enough  to  pay  the  salaries  due  at  the  end  of  May,  and  with 
the  special  demands,  made  by  the  necessities  of  the  other  depart- 
ments of  the  work  of  the  Church,  there  seemed  little  hope  of  being 
able  to  sustain  the  missionaries  already  in  the  field.  The  schools 
might  be  suspended  for  a  time;  but  the  churches  organized,  and  the 
congregations  ready  for  organization,  and  the  houses  of  worship  be- 
gun, could  not  be  neglected  without  disaster,  or  abandoned  without 
dishonor.  Hence  unremitting  efforts  were  made,  by  correspondence, 
by  publication  of  appeals,  and  by  personal  visitation  of  pastors  and 
churches,  to  secure  sufiicient  collections  to  retain  the  missionaries 
in  the  field  during  the  summer.  In  this  work  the  Secretary  was 
assisted,  by  the  volunteer  services  of  two  of  the  missionaries,  who 
were  members  of  the  last  Assembly.  The  Rev.  Eben.  Blachly,  of 
Kansas,  and  the  Rev.  W.  L.  Miller,  of  North  Carolina,  spent  two 
months  each,  in  successful  labors  among  the  Western  churches.  The 
seed  sown  by  their  hands  is  still  yielding  a  harvest. 

An  arrangement  was  made  with  the  Secretaries,  to  have  the 
cause  of  missions  among  the  Freedmen,  presented  with  that  of 
the  Boards  at  the  meeting  of  the  Synods;  and  thus  the  work 
was  placed  in  its  position,  with  all  the  other  departments  of  the  As- 
sembly's missions.  And,  with  the  blessing  of  God  upon  these  ef- 
forts, the  work  has  gone  steadily  forward,  in  every  department. 

When  the  difficulties  under  which  the  Committee  has  labored 
from  the  beginning  in  raising  funds,  are  considered  candidly,  the 
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success  which  has  attended  their  eftbrts,  is  far  greater  than  could 
have  heen  anticipated.  Some  of  these  difficulties  the  Committee 
would  bring  before  the  Assembly,  with  their  earnest  petition  that 
all  ])ossible  efforts  may  be  made  to  remove  them. 

1.  The  position  which  this  work  is  made  to  hold  in  the  scheme  of 
the  Church's  operations,  is  manifested  in  the  fact,  that  no  separate 
column  in  the  annual  statistics  of  the  Church,  in  the  Assembly's 
Minutes,  is  allowed.  AYhile  the  cause  is  fully  endorsed,  and  ear- 
nestly commended  each  year,  the  Assembly  requires  all  donations 
to  the  Committee,  to  be  credited  to  the  Domestic  Board ;  and  hence 
the  churches  cannot  receive  due  credit,  for  what  they  do  for  the 
Freedmen.  Thus  the  Assembly's  Committee  is,  virtually,  placed 
before  the  Church  as  an  outside  agency,  or  a  voluntary  association, 
and  sent  forth  to  glean  after  the  appointed  reapers. 

2.  The  time,  appointed  by  the  Assembly,  for  an  annual  collec- 
tion for  this  work,  viz,  on  the  first  jSabbath  of  October,  is  shown  by  ex- 
perience, to  be  both  inopportune  and  unfortunate.  It  occurs  just 
at  the  time  when  our  congregations  are,  more  or  less,  excited  and 
influenced,  by  the  political  issues  in  which  the  Freedmen  are  con- 
stantly involved.  Hence  the  cause  is  met  by  prejudices,  natural 
and  unavoidable,  which  close  the  hearts  of  many  against  it.  Many 
pastors,  prayerfully  anxious  to  help  on  the  good  work,  thus  find 
their  hands  tied,  and  are  prevented  from  asking  for  a  collection. 
This  difficulty  is  specially  felt  in  the  country  churches,  while  in 
the  cities,  the  collection  occurs  at  a  time  when  a  large  body  of  our 
most  liberal  people  are  absent  from  their  homes. 

3.  A  third  difficulty  is  found  in  the  fact,  that  many  pastors  are 
persuaded  that  the  existence,  and  operations  of  the  Committee  tend 
to  create,  and  keep  alive,  heart-burnings  and  an  uncharitable  spirit, 
between  Northern  and  Southern  Christians,  and  the  Committee  is, 
either  thoughtlessly  or  designedly,  identified  with  the  Freedmen's 
Bureau.  Nothing  can  be  more  unjust  to  the  work,  or  to  the  spirit 
and  intentions  with  which  it  has  been  conducted,  as  an  examina- 
tion of  the  facts  will  abundantly  show.  Pastors,  assuming  that  in 
order  to  a  successful  mission,  men  must  be  employed  who  are  fa- 
miliar with  the  habits,  and  character  of  the  people,  and  that  South-

ern  Christians  alone  have  these  qualifications ;  refuse  to  sustain  the 
Committee,  without  examination  of  the  character  of  the  work  done, 
or  of  the  men  who  are  in  the  field.  Of  the  twenty-six  Ministers  in 
the  field  on  the  1st  of  May,  fourteen  are  either  natives  of  the  South 
or  have  spent  by  far  the  larger  part  of  their  ministry,  among  the 
Southern  people.  The  Committee  have  no  more  connection  with  the 
Government  in  the  prosecution  of  their  work  than  the  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions  has  in  its  labor  among  the  Indians. 

4.  The  position  of  the  Committee  as  a  temporary  agency,  is  a 
great  hindrance  to  success  in  the  work,  and  to  a  proper  increase 
of  the  funds.  The  impression  seems  to  be  general,  as  each  Assem- 
bly meets,  that  the  Committee  will  bo  dissolved,  and  hence  Church 
Sessions  do  not  put  the  cause  upon  their  schedule  of  permanent 
collections,  and  the  same  work  of  solicitation  is  to  be  done  every 
year,  and  the  footsteps  of  the  Assembly's  servants  are  nothing  more 
than  tracks  in  the  sand.  An  effort  ought  to  be  made  at  once  to 
place  these  four  millions  of  helpless,  perishing  people  before  the 
Church  as  a  permanent  object  of  Christian  eff"ort,  and  so  end  the 
conviction,  that  the  Committee  on  Freedmen  is  set  to  watch  a  dying 
experiment. 

In  the  present  peculiar  posture  of  that  people,  and  ^of  the  mis- 
sions established  among  them,  if  the  Committee  had  double  the 
funds  at  their  command,  they  could  accomplish,  with  the  blessing 
of  God,  four  times  the  amount  of  Avork.  This  will  be  apparent  from 
an  examination  of  the  roll  of  Churches,  and  Missionaries  appended 
to  this  report.  There  is  not  a  single  mission,  that  is  not  being  worked 
at  great  disadvantage,  because  "  the  harvest  is  "  so  "  great  and  the 
laborers"  so  "few." 


II.     Of  Laborers. 

The  character,  and  qualifications  of  Missionaries  to  be  employed, 
must  be  determined  by  the  peculiarity  of  the  field,  and  the  nature 
of  the  work  to  be  done.  The  work  the  Committee  have  attempted 
to  do  falls  into  three  general  divisions. 
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1.  The  gathering  of  congregations,  and  the  organization  and  es- 
tablishment of  regular  churches.  This  includes  tl  e  whole  Avork  of 
securing  lots,  building  houses  of  worship,  and  maintaining  regular 
Gospel  ordinances. 

2.  Parochial  schools,  both  day  and  night,  where  all  classes  may 
receive  the  rudiments  of  an  education.  A  congregation,  none  of 
whose  members  are  able  to  read  the  Bible,  need  something  more 
than  the  regular  church  ordinances,  and  preaching  of  the  Gospel. 
The  "great  commission"  must  be  interpreted  literally,  by  every 
Missionary  who  would  be  successful  in  evangelizing  the  Freedmen, 

"Go   TEACH   ALL   NATIONS." 

3.  The  education  and  equipment  of  laborers  for  all  departments 
of  the  work,  from  among  the  people  themselves.  The  aim  has  been 
from  the  beginning,  to  so  establish  and  purify  society  among  the 
Freedmen,  that  they  can  speedily  have  charge  of  the  whole  work 
for  themselves.  Hence  the  appointment  of  all  Missionaries  has 
been  made  with  reference  to  these  three  departments.  In  the 
present  condition  of  the  people,  the  Minister,  the  Teacher  and  the 
Catechist,  must  labor  together  in  the  same  general  field,  and  these 
departments  so  overlap  each  other,  that  the  work  of  one  class  of 
missionaries  is  not  complete  without  that  of  the  others. 

Ministers  have  the  care  of  from  three  to  eight  churches, 
preaching  statedly,  and  administering  the  Sacraments  to  them. 
They  also  superintend  the  schools,  teaching  in  the  same  as  oppor- 
tunity offers,  and  in  addition,  give  regular  instruction  to  Catechists 
under  their  care. 

Teachers  labor  five  days  in  the  week,  six  hours  a  day,  and  gen- 
erally they  have  night  schools,  three  nights  of  the  week,  from 
seven  to  nine  o'clock.  One  day  of  the  week  is  usually  spent  in 
visiting  the  people,  and  in  teaching  them  to  order  their  house- 
holds. They  hold  prayer  meetings,  teach  Sabbath  schools,  and 
assist  Catechists  in  the  conduct  of  Sabbath  services  in  the  absence 
of  the  Minister. 

Catechists  are  associated  with  the  Ministers,  as  assistants  in 
visitation,  in  gathering  congregations,  and  the  maintenance  of  pub- 
lic worship.     They  superintend  Sabbath  schools,  and  in  many  cases 
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toach  on  Saturday.  Tliej  are  chieiij  candidates  for  the  Ministry, 
and  spend  a  part  of  each  week  in  study,  under  tuition  of  the 
Teacher  or  Minister. 

No  difficulty  has  been  found  in  enlisting  either  Teachers,  or 
Catechists.  Female  Teachers,  with  the  true  spirit  of  missions, 
are  to  he  found  in  all  parts  of  the  Church,  who  are  ready  to  enter 
the  work,  and  hear  all  its  trials  and  reproaches,  upon  the  promise 
of  a  hare  support.  And  the  Committee  would  renew  their  testi- 
mony to  the  singular  fidelity,  and  moral  heroism  with  which  these 
Female  Teachers  have  performed  their  work,  AVithout  society  or 
sympathy,  they  have  toiled  on,  seeking  to  lay  the  foundations  of  a 
Christian  society,  and  to  teach  the  ignorant  "all  things  whatso- 
ever," Jesus  has  commanded.  Their  work  will  follow  them 
when  they  rest  from  their  labors ;  for  their  recompense  is  with 
Him,  who  was  the  friend  of  Martha  and  Mary. 

Ministers  endowed  with  the  peculiar  spirit,  and  qualifications, 
necessary  to  success  in  this  field,  are  more  difficult  to  find.  The 
Committee  would  however  record  the  fact,  with  devout  gratitude, 
that  men  well  adapted  to  tlie  work  have  been  led  to  enter  upon  it, 
— all,  indeed,  that  the  Church  has  enabled  the  Committee  to  sup- 
port— and  they  have  exhibited  a  degree  of  faith,  wisdom,  and 
godly  zeal,  in  the  midst  of  reproach,  danger,  and  trial,  which  ought 
to  make  their  names  precious  to  the  Church.  The  roll  of  churches 
and  communicants,  with  the  houses  of  worship  completed,  and  the 
permanent  institutions  planted,  are  the  witnesses  of  their  faithful- 
ness and  untiring  patience.  These  Missionaries  are  rapidly  re- 
ducing their  work  to  Prcsbyterial  order,  and  are  using  the  order 
and  discipline  of  the  Church,  to  purify  and  elevate  Christian  soci- 
ety among  the  Freedmen.  Three  Presbyteries,  with  their  fifty 
odd  churches,  organized  within  two  years,  all  of  whose  Ministers 
are  sustained  by  the  Committee,  now  ask  for  the  sympathy  and 
supervision  of  the  General  Assembly. 

1.  Tub  Presbytery  op  Catawba. — This  Presbytery,  which 
was  recognized,  and  enrolled  by  the  last  Assembly,  and  placed 
under  the  Synod  of  Baltimore,  Avas,  upon  their  own  petition,  at  the 
last  meeting  of  that  Synod,  divided,  by  a  line  running  southwest 
from  W.eldon,  in  North  Carolina,  through  Columbia,  South  Caro- 
lina, and  Augusta,  Creorgia,  to  the  mouth  of  the  Savannah  river; 
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thus  leaving  in  Catawba  Presbytery,  all  the  churches  and  mis- 
sions established  in  North  Carolina,  except  those  at  Wilmington, 
and  Fayettcvillc. 

2.  The  Presbytery  of  Atlantic. — By  this  action  of  the 
Synod  of  Baltimore,  the  Presbytery  of  Atlantic  was  formed ;  to  in- 
clude all  the  Ministers  laboring  south  of  the  line  of  division.  This 
Presbytery  was  organized  according  to  the  order  of  Synod,  on  the 
1st  day  of  January,  1868.  It  consisted  of  six  Ministers,  with  three 
Licentiates  under  its  care,  and  enrolled,  at  the  time  of  the  organi- 
zation, eleven  churches.  Of  the  Ministers  two  Avere  white  men  ; 
four,  with  the  three  Licentiates,  were  of  the  African  race.  This 
Presbytery  now  consists  of  eight  Ministers,  with  one  Licentiate 
and  thirteen  churches.  They  have  appointed  the  Rev.  William  T. 
Carr,  late  of  the  Presbytery  of  Baltimore,  and  a  graduate  of  the 
Western  Theological  Seminary,  their  Commissioner  to  the  General 
Assembly,  and  they  ask  to  be  enrolled  as  a  Presbytery  regularly 
organized. 

3.  The  Presbytery  of  Knox. — Li  November  of  1867  an  ap- 
plication was  received  by  the  Committee,  from  four  Ministers  in 
the  State  of  Georgia,  to  be  aided  in  their  work  among  the  Freed- 
men.  They  stated  that  three  of  them  had  been  ordained  to  the 
full  work  of  the  Gospel  Ministry,  "among  their  own  people,"  by 
the  Presbytery  of  Hopewell.  With  their  application  for  aid  was  a 
memorial,  which  they  requested  the  Committee  to  present  to  the 
General  Assembly,  praying  to  be  taken  under  the  care  of  the 
Assembly,  as  "  The  Presbytery  of  Knox,  in  the  State  of  Geor- 
gia." This  Presbytery  seems  to  have  been  organized  as  an 
independent  one,  by  the  three  colored  men,  who  had  received  ordi- 
nation at  the  hands  of  the  Hopewell  Presbytery,  and  they  had  or- 
dained a  fourth  man,  and  have  one  Licentiate  and  eight  regularly 
organized  churches  under  their  care. 

The  Committee,  after  a  full  investigation,  made  by  a  Missionary 
sent,  at  their  own  request,  to  visit  them,  granted  commissions  to 
all  these  brethren,  and  appointed  a  Minister,  who  kindly  volun- 
teered to  bear  his  own  expenses,  to  superintend  the  organization 
of  their  work. 

All  the  papers  in  this  case  in  the  possession  of  the  Committee, 


are  laid  before  the  Assembly,  with  the  request  of  these  brethren, 
that  if  their  action  shall  be  found  consistent,  they  shall  be  recog- 
nized and  enrolled  as  the  "Knox  Presbytery,  in  Georgia."  They 
are  all  colored  men,  and  with  one  exception,  have  the  Presbyterial 
endorsement  of  the  Southern  Church,  The  field  occupied  by  this 
Presbytery  is  very  large,  and  one  of  the  most  promising  for  the 
establishment  of  an  African  Presbyterian  Church,  that  has  yet 
come  under  the  inspection  of  the  Committee.  It  includes  the  field 
of  the  successful  labors  of  the  late  Dr.  C.  C,  Jones,  of  precious 
memory. 

If  this  Presbytery  is  recognized  by  the  Assembly,  the  opportu- 
nity will  be  afforded,  at  once,  for  the  organization  of  a  Synod,  for 
which  both  the  Presbyteries  of  Catawba  and  Atlantic  have  peti- 
tioned. The  Committee  would  reepectfully  and  earnestly  ask  the 
attention  of  the  Assembly  to  this  petition  for  the  erection  of  a 
Synod,  under  the  conviction  that  it  will  tend  greatly  to  develop, 
and  establish,  the  missions  among  the  Freedmen,  A  practical  and 
energetic  Synodical  review  and  control  is  greatly  needed,  aiid  is 
greatly  desired,  both  by  the  missionaries  and  the  churches. 


III.     The  Missions  and  the  Field. 

1.  The  field  of  operations  among  the  Freedmen  is  divided  into 
"  Missions,"  as  indicated  in  the  tabular  statement  of  the  work 
appended  to  ihis  Report,  Ministers  are  appointed  as  Superin- 
tendents of  these  missions,  with  a  general  oversight  of  all  parts  of 
the  work,  in  their  immediate  field,  while  the  Committee  retains  a 
direct  ultimate  control,  of  each  missionary  under  commission, 
whether  Teacher,  or  Catechist,  This  control  is  modified,  with  re- 
gard to  Ministers,  in  subordination  to  the  regular  authority  of 
Presbytery.  Of  these  missions  there  are  now  twenty-two  which 
seem  to  be  permanent  and  constantly  enlarging.  But  few  new 
fields  have  been  entered  by  the  missionaries  in  the  last  year,  sim- 
ply for  lack  of  the  means  to  support  the  laborers  necessary  to  suc- 
cessful work.  The  enlargement  and  success  of  the  work  has  been 
chiefly  from  the  centres  established  last  year.  There  are  thou- 
sands of  Presbyterian  freed  people,  Wandering  as  sheep  without  a 
shepherd,  that  the  Committee  have  not  been  able  to  reach,  either 
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with  the  school,  or  Gospel  ordinances.  Whole  communities  of  them 
are  seeking  other  folds,  after  waiting  three  years  in  the  hope  that 
the  Church  would  come  to  their  help. 

Wherever  the  work  has  been  properly  begun,  the  organization  of 
one  church  gives  rise  to  other  organizations,  in  the  same  region, 
and  the  congregations  increase  rapidly,  and  almost  without  excep- 
tion, manifestly  improve  the  whole  life,  and  habits  of  the  people. 

The  results  of  the  year's  work,  when  compared  with  those  of 
last  year,  give  decided  grounds  for  encouragement.  They  show  a 
healthy  growth,  and  distinct  advance,  in  every  department,  as 
well  as  stamp  the  work  with  the  promise  of  permanence.  Eleven 
more  stations  have  been  occupied  with  schools,  and  the  attendance 
of  pupils  is  much  more  steady  and  uniform.  Nineteen  more  Sabbath 
schools  have  been  established,  and  1300  children  gathered  for  Sab- 
bath instruction.  Twenty-three  churches  have  been  planted  during 
the  year,  and  more  than  two  thousand  souls  added  to  the  communion. 
Twelve  hundred  of  the  people  have  received  baptism  at  the  hands 
of  the  missionaries,  and  the  cases  of  discipline,  do  not  average  one 
to  a  church. 

But  the  most  cheering  advance  seems  to  have  been  made,  in  the 
work  of  building  houses  of  worship.  All  the  houses  begun  at  the 
time  of  the  last  Report  were  speedily  completed,  and  fourteen  be- 
sides have  been  built  entire.  The  lots  upon  which  these  buildings 
stand  have  been  secured  by  sufficient  titles,  and  some  of  the  con- 
gregations have  built  manses,  or  teachers'  houses,  upon  their 
church  lots.  Wherever  a  house  of  worship  has  been  completed, 
the  work  goes  on  with  a  new  interest.  The  better  class  of  the 
people  gather  about  the  church,  under  the  conviction  that  it  gives 
them  promise  of  permanent  blessing,  and  improvement.  The  mis- 
sionaries are  persuaded  that  no  work  will  prove  so  great  a  bless- 
ing to  these  afflicted  and  degraded  people,  in  their  present  con- 
dition, as  this  of  putting  them  in  possession  of  church  buildings, 
which  they  can  call  their  own.  The  great  body  of  them  are  home- 
less, and  in  the  prostration  of  business,  and  exhaustion  of  the  re- 
sources of  the  great  body  of  landholders,  there  is  a  constant 
temptation  to  wander  about  tlie  country,  in  search  of  homes,  and 
employment.  But  with  a  church  built,  and  school  established,  the 
people  make  every  possible  effort  to  settle,  and  obtain  homes  where 
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their  families  may  enjoy  the  advantages  that  the  school  and 
church  afford.  Communities  thus  spring  up,  gathered  by  the 
power  of  the  Sanctuary.  In  this  way  much  has  been  done  towards 
laying  the  foundations  of  Christian  society  among  them. 

2.  The  progress  made  in  the  schools  has  been  encouraging  almost 
without  exception,  and  in  some  of  them,  pupils  have  advanced  with 
remarkable  rapidity.  This  is  evinced  by  the  fact  that  the  Committee 
now  have  in  commission,  as  teachers  of  self-sustaining  schools,  girls 
whose  whole  education  has  been  received  under  tuition  of  our 
teachers  within  two  years.  Many  of  the  teachers  have  attempted 
to  carry  on  industrial  schools  for  the  women,  teaching  them  to  pro- 
vide garments  for  their  households,  and  they  have  been  quite  suc- 
cessful, as  far  as  they  have  been  able  to  procure  material  for 
Avorking.  The  missionaries  give  an  almost  uniform  testimony,  as 
to  the  marked  improvement  in  the  habits  and  homes  of  the  people, 
where  the  school  and  church  have  been  planted.  The  trans- 
formation in  those  who  have  been  chosen  elders  of  the  people,  is 
not  only  apparent,  but  forms  one  of  the  most  marked  features  in 
the  conduct  of  the  work  in  the  Session  and  Presbytery.  The  great 
body  of  these  men  evidently  regard  their  call  to  bear  rule  in  the 
Church  as  from  God,  and  they  seek  to  fulfill  their  stewardship,  as 
unto  Christ.  In  all  the  churches  organized,  but  two  instances 
have  occurred,  in  which  an  ordained  elder  has  proven  himself 
unworthy  of  the  trust  imposed.  While  it  is  hardly  to  be  hoped 
that  the  first,  or  the  second  generation,  of  these  people  can  be  made 
to  rise  to  a  true  conception  of  religion  and  moral  purity,  or  to  that 
grasp  of  Christian  doctrine  and  full  manhood  of  Christian  life 
which  we  are  accustomed  to  expect ;  yet  enough  of  the  fruits  of 
godliness  do  already  appear,  to  cheer  the  hearts,  and  strengthen 
the  hands  of  the  most  doubting  of  our  laborers. 

3.  In  the  third  department  of  the  work  attempted,  viz:  the  ed- 
ucation and  preparation  of  native  Ministers  and  Teachers,  the 
Committeee  are  happy  to  report  that  singular  encouragement  has 
been  afforded.  The  leaders  of  the  freed  people  are,  almost  without 
exception,  religious  leaders,  and  maintain  their  influence  chiefly  by 
the  religious  feelings  of  the  people.  This  peculiar  state  of  things 
has  its  difficulties,  as  well  as  its  advantages.   It  gives  peculiar  shape 
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to  the  work  in  this  department.  Candidates  for  the  sacred  minis- 
try arc  to  be  found  in  every  community.  Almost  every  man  who 
is  moved  with  a  desire  to  obtain  a  liberal  education,  inspires  hib 
efforts  with  the  determination  to  preach,  or  teach  the  religion  of 
Jesus.  The  work  is,  not  to  turn  the  attention  of  young  men  to 
these  offices,  and  lead  them  to  listen  to  the  call  of  God,  but  to  select, 
out  of  the  multitude  of  candidates,  those  who  are  called  indeed.  Men 
by  the  hundred  are  to  be  found,  who  plant  themselves  upon  their 
right  to  preach  the  Gospel,  as  secured  by  visions,  and  dreams,  and 
audible  voices,  as  distinct  as  the  thunder  of  the  skies,  and  as  artic- 
ulate as  the  mongrel  dialect  they  speak. 

Great  wisdom,  and  patient,  prayerful  effort  is  necessary  in  order 
to  gather  out,  and  push  forward  those  whom  God  will  place  as 
watchmen  on  the  walls  of  Zion.  The  Church  must  expect  many 
mistakes,  and  sad  failures.  With  all  the  determination  of  our 
brethren  to  whom  this  work  is  committed,  and  the  regard  of  Pres- 
byteries for  the  Divine  injunction  to  "lay  hands  suddenly  on  no 
man,"  it  would  be  a  wonder  never  before  seen  in  the  history  of  the 
Church,  if  unworthy,  inefficient,  and  even  wicked  men  should  not 
be  clothed  with  the  ministerial  functions. 

The  work  has  not  been  carried  far  enough  to  enable  the  Commit- 
tee to  say  how  efficiently  the  peculiar  difficulties  have  been  guarded 
against.  But  enough  has  transpired  to  show,  that  the  hope  for  the 
establishment  of  the  Church  of  God,  in  its  purity  and  Presbytcrial 
forms,  is  made  to  depend  upon  the  question,  as  to  whether  the  true 
standard  of  Ministerial  qualifications  can  be  secured ;  in  the  face  of 
all  the  demands  of  the  times,  the  perishing  condition  of  these  mil- 
lions, and  the  peculiar  forces  at  work  to  prevent  it. 

The  question  is  not  whether  the  Freedmen  shall  have 
Ministers  and  Religious  Teachers  of  their  own  race, — 
that  they  have  already, — but  it  is  whether  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  true  to  its  historic  faith  and  missionary  zeal,  shall  help 
them  to  A  Ministry  accepted  of  God,  and  able,  through  grace, 
to  lead  them  to  a  full  development  of  Christian  life,  and  power. 

1.  As  a  means  to  this  end  the  Church  has  already  established 
"Lincoln  University,"  near  Oxford,  Pa.  The  Committee  have 
taken  the  liveliest  interest  in  the  endowment,  and  full  equipment 
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of  this  institution,  and  attention  is  called  to  it,  as  to-day  exercising 
a  most  potent  influence  upon  the  whole  work  of  the  Church  among 
the  Freedmen.  This  University  has  now  an  efficient  faculty  of  eight 
members,  with  one  hundred  and  fifteen  students  in  attendance. 
Forty  of  these  are  Freedmen.  The  students  arc  gathered  from 
fifteen  States,  which  fact  evinces  the  wide-spread  influence  exerted 
by  the  institution.  There  are,  at  present,  in  the  Theological  de- 
partment, fifteen ;  in  the  Collegiate,  eighty-two ;  Preparatory, 
eighteen.  Of  these  students,  forty-eight  are  candidates  for  the 
Ministry.  Three-fourths  of  the  whole  are  members  of  some  evan- 
gelical church.  Four  Professorships  are  already  endowed,  and 
about  $10,000  is  needed,  just  now,  to  increase  the  accommodations 
made  necessary  by  the  growing  success  of  the  University.  A 
Presbyterian  church  has  been  organized  by  the  Presbytery  of  New 
Castle,  in  connection  with  the  college,  composed  entirely  of  stu- 
dents. To  this  church,  thirty  additions  have  been  made  during  the 
year,  by  profession  of  faith.  Ten  promising  young  men  have  gone 
into  the  great  harvest  within  the  last  year,  and  thirty  more  have  made 
application  to  the  Committee  to  be  sent  to  the  Freedmen,  to  labor 
during  the  summer  vacation  in  establishing  and  teaching  schools. 
For  this  work  they  ask  for  no  support,  save  that  which  they  may 
be  able  to  obtain  from  the  people.  The  Church  has  much  to  hope 
for  in  the  future  work  of  this  institution.  There  is  to-day  no  more 
clBcient  agency  for  the  establishment  of  the  Church  among  the 
freed  people,  or  for  providing  a  proper  Ministry  for  them. 

2.  The  Higu  School  at  Quindako,  in  Kansas. — This  Insti- 
tution was  established  under  the  auspices  of  the  Assembly's  West- 
ern Committee,  and  adopted  by  the  Synod  of  Kansas.  Under  the 
superintendence  of  the  indefatigable  Dr.  Blachly  it  had  gone  qui- 
etly forward,  in  the  face  of  great  discouragements.  During  the 
last  year  it  had  one  hundred  and  fifty  pupils  on  its  roll,  who  have 
made  encouraging  advancement.  This  school  has  accumulated 
property,  consisting  of  the  seminary  building ;  and  three  dwelling 
houses  for  teachers,  valued  at  ^6,200.  On  this  there  is  a  debt  of 
$500.  Efibrts  are  being  now  made  to  obtain  an  efiicient  Principal, 
who  shall  be  able  to  give  instruction  to  a  theological  class.  Also 
to  secure  land  for  farming  and  gardening  purposes,  that  the  stu- 
dents may  be  instructed  in  agriculture,  and  trained  to  habits  of 
industry. 
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3.  BiDDLE  Memorial  Institute. — This  Institute,  located  in 
the  City  of  Charlotte,  N.  C,  has  enjoyed  signal  favor  in  the  last 
year.  Since  the  16th  of  last  September,  when  the  session  opened, 
forty-threo  students  have  been  admittted ;  twenty  of  them  candi- 
dates for  the  ministry,  and  twenty-three  are  seeking  preparation 
for  the  work  of  teaching.  Great  care  has  been  exercised  in  ad- 
mitting the  students,  and  all  of  them  have  been  commissioned  as 
Catechists,  being  required  to  spend  part  of  their  time  in  labor 
among  the  people,  in  visitation,  in  Sabbath  and  Saturday  schools, 
and  in  prayer  meetings.  The  Institution  has  been  incorporated 
under  a  Board  of  Trustees,  under  the  laws  of  North  Carolina,  and 
now  enjoys  the  labors  of  three  ministers,  as  Professors,  viz :  Rev. 
S.  C.  Alexander,  Rev.  W.  L.  Miller,  and  Rev.  A.  C.  Dennison. 
These  brethren  are  also  laboring  vigorously,  in  planting  and  sup- 
plying churches. 

A  beautiful  site,  of  eight  acres,  has  been  secured  for  the  Institute 
near  the  city,  the  generous  gift  of  Col.  W.  R.  Myers,  a  citizen  of 
Charlotte,  and  the  main  building  is  now  being  placed  upon  it. 
Two  houses  for  the  Professors  have  been  completed,  free  of  debt. 
Eight  thousand  dollars  are  needed  now,  to  complete  the  work  be- 
gun, and  to  furnish  these  brethren  with  the  facilities  necessary  to 
enable  them  to  do  the  work  well,  to  which  they  have  been  called. 
The  freedmen  have  taken  hold  of  this  enterprise  with  great  vigor, 
and  are  spreading  its  reputation  far  and  wide;  but  their  absolute 
poverty  prevents  them  from  doing  much  toward  its  material  pros- 
perity. The  student  catechists  have  no  means  of  support,  save 
their  scanty  savings,  and  what  the  Committee  have  been  enabled 
to  give  them.  One  hundred  dollars  a  year,  will  enable  one  of  these 
brethren  to  pursue  his  studies  and  do  the  work  of  a  catechist,  and 
efforts  have  been  made,  with  some  success,  to  procure  temporary 
scholarships  from  Sabbath  schools,  and  from  benevolent  individ- 
uals, to  be  used  for  this  purpose.  If  the  churches  could  be  in- 
duced to  take  hold  of  this  work,  more  than  a  hundred  promising 
young  men  could  be  gathered  to  the  Biddle  Institute  during  the 
next  session.  Men  who  have  been  trying  to  preach  the  gospel  to 
their  benighted  brethren,  and  have  discovered  their  own  ignor- 
ance, beg  the  opportunity  of  here  receiving  instruction,  from  the 
Word  of  God  and  the  Standards  of  the  Church.  Shall  they  beg 
in  vain?  Let  the  Church  rise  to  a  conception  of  the  proportions 
of  the  grand  problem  now  placed  before  us :  Who  shall  teach 
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THE  Teachers  of  the  African  race  ?  Not  only  here,  but  in  the 
land  of  their  fathers  ?  Has  not  God  indicated  by  a  voice  not  to 
be  mistaken,  in  the  success  that  has  followed  the  efforts  made  in 
these  institutions,  that  the  time  has  fully  come  when  the  Church 
should  arise  and  build  these  Schools  of  the  Prophets? 


Thus  the  Committee  on  Freedmen  have  endeavored  to  fulfill 
their  perplexing  trust,  for  another  year,  according  to  the  orders 
of  the  Assembly.  With  an  insufficient  treasury,  they  have  stood 
face  to  face  with  the  thousands  of  God's  poor  and  afflicted  chil- 
dren, who  are  outcasts — even  "as  the  wandering  bird  that  has 
been  cast  out  of  its  nest."  Face  to  face  with  the  millions  of  half 
heathen  inhabitants  of  the  land,  who  are  perishing  for  lack  of  the 
knowledge,  and  saving  power  of  the  gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  With  the  prayer,  "send  by  whom  thou  wilt,"  they  have 
sought  to  encourage  every  Protestant  effort,  and  to  cheer  on  every 
division  of  the  great  army  of  God's  elect,  in  the  work  of  elevating 
the  millions  of  Freedmen,  to  the  dignity  and  purity  of  Freemen  in 
Christ  Jesus.  Whether  we  labor  with  the  hope,  and  the  prayer, 
that  God  will  in  due  time  lead  them  back  to  their  benighted  breth- 
ren, or  with  the  faith  that  he  will  incorporate  them  with  our  peo- 
ple, make  them  partakers  with  our  children,  in  the  heritage  of  our 
fathers,  that  with  us  they  may  work  out  their  part  in  the  problem 
of  time;  it  is  with  the  conviction  that  the  Church  of  God  cannot 
afford  to  7ieglect  these  people.  Fidelity  in  our  lot;  fidelity  to  our 
country,  to  our  Church,  and  to  our  God,  forbids  that  we  should  hes- 
itate, or  falter  until  we  have  given  these  outcasts  every  gospel 
privilege  and  institution.  While  the  strides  of  false  religion,  as 
shown  by  the  efforts  and  success,  by  the  declared  intention,  the 
rapid  work,  and  generous  appropriations,  of  the  Church  of  Rome, 
warn  Protestant,  and  patriotic  Christians  that  there  is  no  time  to 
be  lost,  if  they  would  save  this  strange  power  in  the  land,  from  the 
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pollutions  of  false  religion,  and  from  the  hand  unwashed  from  the 
blood  of  the  martyred  saints. 

In  the  sorrows  and  heart-burnings,  the  trials  and  successes ;  in 
the  violence  of  the  wicked,  and  patience  of  the  pious ;  in  the  chaos 
of  society  and  the  uncertain  settling  of  the  foundations  on  which 
the  righteous  are  to  stand,  throughout  one  half  of  our  afflicted 
laad,  does  not  God  "  say  to  the  North  give  up,  and  to  the 
South  keep  not  back,  bring  my  sons  from  far,  and  my  daugh- 
ters FROM  THE  ENDS  OP  THE  EARTH  ;  EVEN  EVERY  ONE  THAT  IS 
called  by  my  name,  for  I  HAVE  CREATED  HIM  FOR  MY  GLORY. 
I  HAVE  FORMED  IIIM,  YEA  I  HAVE  MADE  HIM."  And  "  WHAT  THY 
HAND  FINDETH  TO  DO,  DO  IT  WITH  THY  MIGHT."

ACTION  OF  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY,  May  2oth,  1868. 

The  Standing  Committee,  to  which  was  referred  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Assembly's  Committee  on  Frecdmen,  beg  leave  to 
present  the  following  report : 

The  Committee  have  examined  the  minutes  of  the  Committee, 
and  also  the  minutes  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  recommend 
their  approval. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  has  also  been  examined,  and  we 
find  that  the  work  has  been  prosecuted  during  the  past  year  with 
great  fidelity  and  zeal,  and  with  increasing  and  most  gratifying 
success.  As  the  result  of  their  work  we  have  three  organized 
Presbyteries  represented  on  the  floor  of  this  Assembly,  to 
which  belong  twenty  ministers,  and  which  have  under  their 
CARE  FOUR  Licentiates,  and  more  than  fifty  Churches,  con- 
taining FOUR  thousand  TWO  HUNDRED  AND  EIGHT  MEMBERS. 
In  addition  to  these  churches,  we  have  churches  connected  with 
other  Presbyteries,  which  have  over  four  hundred  members.  The 
success  of  this  work  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  the  membership 
of  the  Church  has  been  doubled  during  the  past  year. 

They  have  built  twenty-three  houses  of  worship  and  seven 
manses  or  teachers'  houses.  Over  eight  thousand  dollars  have  been 
raised  from  the  Freedmcn  themselves  in  support  of  this  work. 
The  Committee  have  had  in  their  employ,  since  the  last  report 
one  hundred  and  sixty-five  missionaries,  who  have  performed 
eighty-one  years  and  eight  months'  service  at  an  average  salary  of 
|250,  one  hundred  and  ten  of  these  were  of  the  African  race. 
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The  Committee  have  in  successful  operation  thirty-eight  schools, 
with  about  three  thousand  pupils,  and  fifty-one  Sabbath  Schools. 

Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  this  recital  of  facts,  showing 
what  has  been  already  accomplished  with  the  comparatively  meager 
amount  of  means  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  General  Assembly's 
Committee,  entitle  those  who  have  conducted  this  work  to  the 
thanks  of  the  Church,  and  the  cause,  to  the  sympathy  and  aid  of 
all  who  love  the  extension  and  glory  of  the  Kingdom  of  Jesus 
Christ. 

Manifestly  the  Church  is  called  by  Christ  to  a  great  work  for 
the  race  which  God  has  connected  so  intimately  with  all  the 
interests,  political,  social  and  religious,  of  this  land  and  nation. 
Her  past  success  on  this  behalf  should  be  gratefully  accepted  as 
the  fruit  of  God's  blessing  upon  her  work,  and  as  an  incentive  to 
increased  earnestness  and  faithfulness  in  the  task  which  we  have 
taken  upon  us  to  fulfill. 

Your  Committee  would  respectfully  submit  to  the  Assembly  the 
following  resolutions,  to  wit : 

1.  In  view  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
to  this  race,  and  of  their  immediate  necessities,  as  well  as  the 
success  which  has  attended  our  efforts  in  their  behalf,  this  General 
Assembly  declares  its  purpose  to  continue  as  a  permanent 
WORK  the  effort  to  plant  the  Church,  with  its  educational  and  gospel 
privileges,  among  the  African  race  in  this  country,  and  earnestly 
calls  upon  the  ministers  and  churches  to  support  the  Assembly's 
Committee  in  the  effort  to  fulfill  the  purpose  thus  distinctly  and 
solemnly  announced. 

2.  That  an  additional  column  be  placed  in  the  Statistical  Tables 
of  the  Assembly  for  the  contributions  to  the  Committee  on  Freed- 
men,  and  that  the  time  of  the  annual  collection  be  changed 
FROM  the  First  Sabbath  in  October  to  the  First  Sabbath  in 
December. 

3.  That  there  be  an  addition  of  one  minister  and  one  ruling 
elder  to  each  of  the  Classes  into  which  this  Commit;tee  ia  now 
divided. 
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4.  That  on  account  of  the  divided  opinion  of  our  ministers  and 
people,  as  to  the  question  whether  this  work  should  be  conducted 
as  a  separate  mission,  or  be  merged  in  the  general  home  work  of 
the  Church,  a  committee,  consisting  of  the  following  persons, 
to  wit:  Rev.  E.  P.  Humphrey,  D.  D.,  Rev.  W.  M.  Paxton,  D.  D., 
Rev.  Cyrus  Dickson,  D.  D.  and  Rev.  J.  M.  Crowell,  D.  D., 
with  elders  Henry  Day,  Jno.  D.  McCord  and  Robert  Carter, 
be  appointed  to  consider  the  whole  subject,  and  report  to  the  next 
General  Assembly. 

5.  In  view  of  the  vastness  of  this  field,  the  ripeness  of  the 
harvest,  and  of  its  pressing  necessities,  and  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  large  contributions  have  been  made  by  our  Presbyterian 
brethren  of  Great  Britain  to  associations  not  connected  with  our 
Church,  thereby  expressing  their  interest  in  the  cause,  the  Assem- 
bly's Committee  be  authorized  to  consider  the  propriety  of  sending 
a  delegation  to  our  brethren  in  that  land,  to  set  before  them  the 
work  in  which  we  are  engaged,  and  the  methods  through  which  we 
are  prosecuting  it,  and  ask  their  aid  and  sympathy  in  fulfilling 
the  trust  imposed  upon  us  in  the  providence  of  God. 

6.  That  the  Assembly  rejoices  in  the  fact  that  the  various 
Boards  of  the  Church  have  been  able  to  co-operate  efiiciently  in 
the  work  of  the  Committee,  and  requests  them  to  continue  their 
co-operation  in  their  several  departments,  in  such  mode  as  will 
prove  most  efiicient  in  furthering  the  interests  of  the  cause. 

7.  As  the  great  demand  of  the  work  among  the  freedmen  is 
for  an  educated  ministry  and  teachers  of  their  own  race,  and  as 
there  are  three  institutions  in  existence,  whose  object  is  to  meet 
this  demand,  to  wit:  Lincoln  University,  Biddle  Memorial  Insti- 
tute, at  Charlotte,  N.  C,  and  Quindaro  High  School,  in  Kansas, 
each  of  which  is  accomplishing  a  most  valuable  work  as  an  aux- 
iliary in  the  work  of  evangelizing  the  colored  race,  but  which  are 
not  fully  equipped  for  the  work,  and  still  need  aid  both  for  com- 
pleting their  buildings  and  to  support  such  worthy  young  men  as 
flock  to  their  halls,  this  Assembly  would  therefore  declare  that 
it  regards  these  institutions  as  of  primary  importance  in  the  suc- 
cessful prosecution   of    the   work   among    the   freedmen;   and    it 
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commends  them  and  their  appointed  agents  to  the  confidence  and 
liberality  of  the  churches  and  individuals,  for  such  pecuniary  aid 
as  is  necessary  to  equip  them  fully  for  their  good  work. 

8.  Resolved^  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee  on  Freed- 
men  be  requested  to  confer  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Freedmen's 
Committee  of  the  New  School  Presbyterian  Church,  and  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Sustentation  Fund  of  the  Southern  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  ascertain  whether  these  bodies  cannot  co-operate  in 
the  great  work,  so  that  it  can  be  carried  on  more  harmoniously 
and  efficiently  by  Presbyterians. 


Overture  No.  11,  from  the  Presbytery  op  Catawba,  asking 
FOR  THE  Erection  op  a  new  Synod. 

The  Committee  on  Bills  and  Overtures  recommend  the  following 
order : 

1.  The  Presbyteries  of  Catawba,  Atlantic  and  Knox,  are 
hereby  erected  into  a  Synod,  to  be  called  "The  Synod  of  Atlantic." 

2.  The  said  Synod  shall  hold  its  first  meeting  in  Charlotte,  N. 
C,  on  the  Thursday  before  the  2d  Sabbath  of  October,  1868,  and 
shall  be  opened  by  a  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Sidney  S.  Murkland, 
(or  in  his  absence,  by  the  oldest  minister  present,)  who  shall  also 
preside  until  another  Moderator  be  chosen.
